maintaine pofleffion in fome of thofe vaft Countrics within the tearme of fixe 
yeares. Yet when he was provided with a Navy vbleto incounter a Kings power, 
even here at home they fell in diuifions, and fo into confufion, that they gaue o- 
ver the Defigne ere it was begun,notwith{tanding all chis loife,his vndaneed {pi- 
rit began againe, but his Fleet fell with Newfound lend, and he perifhed in his re- 
curne, as at large you may read in the third Volume of che English Voyages,writ- 
ten by M' Hackdwit. 

Vpon all chofe Relations and inducements, Sir Walter Raleigh, anoble Gen- 
tleman, and then in great efteeme, vadertooketo fend to difcover to the South- 
ward. And though his occafions and other imployments were {uch he could noe 
goc himf he hs he procured her Maiefties Lecters Pattents,and perfwaded many 
worthy Knights and Gentlemen co advencure with him to finde a place fic fora 
Plantation. Their Proceedings followeth. 

The moft famous, renowned, and cuer worthy of all memory,for her 
learning, iudgement, and vertuc, Queene Elizabeth, granted her Lecters Patents 
to Sir Walter Reateigh for che difcovering and planting new Lands & Countries, 
notactually polfelled by any Chriftians, This Patency got to be his afliftants Sir 
Richard Grenvell the valiant, M' Welliawm Sanderfon a great friend to all {uch noble 
and worthy actions, and divers other Gentlemen and Marchants, who with all 
{peede prouided two fimall Barkes well farnifhed with all neceflaries, vader the 
command of Captaine Philip Amidac and Captaine Barlow. The 37.0f Aprill chey 
fer fayle from the Thames, the centh of May patfed the Canaries, and che tenth of 
Tune che Wet Indies: which vaneedfull Southerly courfe, ( bus chen no beser 
was knowne ) occafioned chem in chat feafon much fickneffe. 

Thefecond of luly they fell with the coaft of Flerida in fhoule water, where 
they fele a moft dilicare fweere (mell, though they faw so land, which ere lon 
they efpied,chinking it che Continent:an hundred and twenty myles they fayled 
not finding any harbor. Thefirftchaca ,with much difficulty chey ened, 
and anchored, and after thankes to God they went to view the next Land adioy~ 
ning to take polfeffion of it for che Queenes moft excellent Maieftie:which done, 
they found her fir(t landing place very fandy andlow, burfo full of chat 
che very furge of che Sea fometimes over- flowed them: of which they found fuch 
plenty in all places, both on che fand, che greene foyle and hils, as in the plaines 
as well on euery licele fhrub, as alfo climbing towardes the tops of high Cedars, 
thatthey did thinke in che world were nocthe like abundance. 

We patled by the Sea-fide towards the tops of che next hills being not high: 
from whence we might fee theSeaon both (ides, and found it an Ile of ewenne 
myles in length, and fix in bresdth, thevallyes replenifhed with goodly tall Ce- 
dars, Difcharging our Muskets, fuch a flocke of Cranes,themoft white, — 
vs, with fuch acry as if an Army of'men had fhouted aleogether. This Ile 
many goodly Woods, and Deere, Conies, and Foule in incredible abundance, 
and viing the Authors owne phrafe, the Woods are not {uch as you findein Be 
bemia, Mofcoviayor Hercinia,barren and fruideife, but the higheft and reddeft Ce- 
dars of che world, gaia. bari of the Alfores, Indices, or Lébanns  Pyncs, Gy- 
pres, Saxefras,the Lenti(k chat beareth Maftick,and many other of excellent {mel 
and qualitie.- Till che third day wefaw not any of the people, then in a little Boat 
three of chem appeared, one of them went on fhore, co whom wee rowed, and he 
attended vs without eny figne of feare after he had {poke much though we vn- 
derftood not a word, of his owne accord he came boldly aboord vs, a 
a fhirt,a hat, wine and meate, which he liked well, and afrer he had well viewed 
the barkes and vs, he went away in his owne Bost,and within a quarter of a myle 
of vs in halfe an houre,had loaden his Boat with fith, wich wthich he comme aguine 
to the poynt of land, and there devided it in two parts, poynting one part to the 
Ship, the other co the Pinnace, and {o departed. The 
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The next day came diuers Boats, and in one of chem the Kings Brother, with The Arrizall 
torty or fifty incn, proper people, and in cheir behaviour very ciuill;hisnamcwas of the Kings 
Granganames, the King is called Wingina, the Country Wixgandacoa, Leauing his 
Boats alittle from our Ships, he came with his trayneco the poyne : where {prea- 
ding a Marte he fac downe. Though we came to him wel] armed, he made fignes 
to vs to Lic downc without any thew of feare, ftroking his head and breft,andalfo 
ours, to exprefle his loue. After he had made along ipecch vito vs, we prefented 
him with divers coyes,which he kindly accepted. He was greatly regarded by his 
people, for none of chem did fit, nor {peake a word, but fourc, on whom we be- - 
ttowed prefents allo, buthe rooke all from them, making fignes all things did 
belong to him. .

After chat thefe women had beenc here with vs, there came downe from all 
patts great ftoreof people, with Leather, Corrall, and diners kinde of dyes, but 
when Granganemee was prefent,none durft trade but himfelfe,and chem chat wore 
red on their heads, as he did. When cuer he came, he would lignife by 
fo many fires he came with fo many boats,that we might know his ftrengeh. T heir 
Boats are but one great tree, which is but burnt in the forme of a trough with 
gins and fire, tillic be as they would haue ic. Foran armour he would haue inge- 
ged vsabagge of pearle, buc we refufed, as not regarding it, that wee mighe the 
betrer learn where it grew. He was very mutt of his promilc,for ofc we trufted him, 
and he would come within his day co keepe his word. He fent vs commonly eue- 

day a brece of Bucks, Conies, Hares, and fith, fometimes Mellons,Walnutcs, 

acumbers, Peafe, and diuers rootes. This Author faythytheir corne groweth Note. 
three times in fine moneths ; in May they fow, in July reape ; in unc they fow, 
in Auguft reape in luly fow, in Auguft reape. We pucfome of our Peafe in the 
ground,which in cen dayes were 14.ynches high. 

The foyle is moft plencifull, (weere, whole{ome,and fruicfull of all ocher, there 
are about 34, ft forts of fweete fmelling tymber trees: the moft parts of the - 
vnderwood, Bayes and fuch like: fach Okes as we, but far greater and bercer. Af- 
ter chis acquaintance, my felfe with feauen more went cwenty myle into the Ri- 
wer Occem, thatranneth toward the Citric Skicoech, andthe evening following 
we cameco an Ile called Reawotk , fromthe harbour where we entre fic ni The Tle Res. 
at the North end was 9. houfes, builded with Cedar, fortified round wich mah, 
trees,and che entrance like aT urnpik. When we came towards it,the wife of Gras. 
om running out co meere vs, (her husband was abfenc ) commanding _ 

peopleto draw our Boat afhore for beating on the billowes,otherfheappoyn- The greae 
ved te carry vs on their backes aland, others co bring our Ores into cieboule for comet of s 
Bs ing. 
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ftealing. When we came into the other roome, (for there was fue in the houfe ) 
the cauied vs to fit downe by a great fire ; after tocke off our clothes and wefhed 
them, of (ome our ftockings, and {ome our feece in warme water, and he her 
felfe cooke much painesto {ee all chings well ordered, and to provide vs viétuall. 

After we had thus dryed our felues,the brought vs into an Innerroome, where 
the fet on the bord ftanding a longthe houfe fomewhat like frumentie, fodden 
venifon,and rofted fifhs in like manner mellons raw, boyled rootes and fruites of 
diuers kindes. There drinke is commonly water boyled with Ginger, fometimes 
‘with Saxefras,and wholfome herbes, but whileft che Grape lattech they drinke 
wine, More loucfhe could not expreife to entertaine vs; they care but to 
defcnd themtelues from the fhore winter, andfeede on what they finde nacurall 
in fommer. Inchis featting houfe was their Idoll_ of whom they could vs vn- 
credible things,When we were at meate cwoorthreeof her men came amongft 
vs wich cheir Bowes and Arrowes, which caufed vs to take our armes in hand. 
She percciuing our diftruft, caufed cheir Bowes and Arrowes to be broken, and 
they beaten our of the gate: butthe euening approaching we returned co our 
boace, where at fhe much grieuing brought our {upper halfe beyled, pots and 
all, buewhen fhe {aw vs,but put our boat a little ott from the fhoar and lye st 
Anchor,perceiuing our leloulie,fhe fent divers men & 30.womencofic al night 
on the fhoare fide againftvs, andfent vs fiue Mats to couer vs from the raine, 
doing all the could to per{wade vs co her houfe. Though there was no caufe of 
doubr, we would not aduencure: for on ourfafety depended the voyage: buta 
more kinde louing peoplccannotbe. Beyond this Ic isthe maine land and the

Adioyning co Secetan beginneth the country Porsessk, belonging to the King 
called Picavacums, inthe Country Na/fiek vpon the great riuer News, Thefe haue 
mortall_warres with Wingina, King of Wingendacea, Betwixt Picmacuas and the 
Lord of Secotas,a peace was concluded:notwithftanding there is a mortal malice 
in the Secotans,becaufe this Psemacum invited divers. men,and 30. women to a 
feait,and when they were altogether merry beforecheir Idoll, which is but a 
meereillufion of the Deuill, they fudainly flew allche men of Secotan, and kept 
the women for their vfe. Beyond Roaneak are many I fles full of fruits and other 
Naturall increafes, with many Townesalong the fide of the Continent.

with him in command,were Mafter Ralph Layne, Matter Thomss (ands 

Matter Jobm Arundel, Mater Stukley, Mafter Bremwige, Matter Vsncent, 

Master Heryot and Matter febn Clarke. The 14. day wetell withthe Cane- 
viesgand the 7.0f Atay with Domsinice in the Welt /mdies: we landed at Pertorice, 
afer with much a doe at Leabelle on chenorth of He/paniola,paffing by many Iles, 
Vpon the2o. wefell with the mayne of Férida, and were putin great danger 
vpon Cape Fear. The 26. we Anchored at Wocokex,wherethe admiral had like to 
beene caft away, prefently wefent to Wingine to Roanoak,and Matter Arundel 
went cothe mayne, with Adantes afaluage, and chat day to (yoorom. The £1. The 
Generall vidtualed for 8, dayes, witha feleéted company went tothe maine, 
and difcovered the Townes of Pomciok, Aquafcogec, Secotas,andthe great Lake 
called Paquipe. Ac Aquafeogec the Indians ttolea filuer Cup,whereforewe burne 
the Towne and fpoyled cher corne, {o returned to our flecte at Tocokon.W hence 
wewayed for Hatorask, where we refted, and Granganimes, King Wingina’s bro- 
ther with Afssteo cane abord our Admirall, che Admirall went for Wespomsciok , 
& Matter fobn Arvndell for England. Our Generall in his way home cooke a rich 
loaden thip of 300.tunns,with which he ariued at Pémonsh the 18 of September, 
35 $4. 


_Thefe were left vnder che command of Mafter Ralph Layue to inhabire 
the Country, bucthey returned within a yeare.

Touching the moft remarkeable things of che Country and our proceeding 
fromthe 17 of Auguff 1585. till the 18. of Jane 1586. we made Reaneack our 
habitation. T he vemoft of our difcouery Southward was Secoran as we’ ettecmed 
So. leagues from Reaneacke,T he pallage from thence was choughe abroad found 
within the maine, being withoutkenning of land, yet full of flacs and fhoulds 
that our Pinnalfe could not palfe, & we had but one boat with 4. ores,that would 
cary but 15, men wich chetr prouifions for 7.dayes : fo that becaufe the winter 
approached we left thofedifcoucriestill a ftronger fupply. To the Northward 
our fartheft was coa Towne of the ( hefapeacks, from Reaweack 130.myles. The 
paflage is very thallow and dangerous by reafon of che breadth of the found and 
the litclefuccour for a ftorme, but this teritory being 1$. mylefrom the fhoare, 
for pleafantneft of feare,for temporature of climate, fertility of foyle and como- 
dic of theSea,befides beares, good woods, Saxefras , Walnuts Gc. is NOt to be, 
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pallage lyeth through a broad found, buc all freth water, and the channell Neui- 
gable for a Ship, Garou of it full of fhoules. 

The cownes by the way by che water,are Pafaquenock the womens towne,Che- 
panec, Weapemerks trom Afa/camunge wee enter the riuer and iurifdigtion of 
Chaweneck, chere it beginneth to ftraicen,and at Chaweneckt is a3 Thawes at Lene- 
beth : betwixe them as we patled is goodly high land on che left hand, and there is 
atownecalled Obaneck, where is a great corne field, it is fubie&t to C, 
which is the greateit Prouince vpon the riuer, and che Towne itfelfe can put fe- 
uen hundred men into the field, befides the forces of thereit. The King is lame, 
buc hath more vnderft :nding then all chercft, 

Theriver of Aorutec is more famous then all the reft, and openeth into the 
found of Weapomek , and where there is buca very fmall currancin ( bewoneck, it 
hath (0 ftrong a currant from the S outhwett, as we doubted how co row againit 
It, Strange chings they geport of the head of this riuer, and of Adsratec it ftlfe, 
a principall cowne on it,& is chirtie or fortiedayes lourney to the head. This lame 
King is called -Aewatenon, When I had him pritoner two dayes, he cold mee thac 
3.d yes Journey ina Canow vp theriuer ( baweneck,then landing & oing foure 
dayes Journey Northeaft, thercis a King whofe Country iyeth athe Sea, bur 
his cet place of ftrength 1s an Handin a Bay inuironed wich deepe water, where 
he rie i that abundance of Pearle, chat nor onely his skins, and his nobles, bur 
alfo his beds and houfes are garnifhed cherewith.T his kir g was at Chamewecktwo 
ycares agoc co trade with blacke pearle, his worft {ort whereof I had a rope, but 
they were naught ; bucchat King he fayth hath ftorc of white, and had crafficke 
with whice men, for whom hereferued them 5 he promifed me guides to him, 
but aduifed me to goe fircng, for he was vawilling ttrangers fhould come in his 
Counay, for bis Councry is populous and valiant men. If afupply had comein 
Apall, I refolued to haue fent a {mall Barketo che Northward to haue found it, 
whileft I with {mall Leo and oe 8 voy gone to re head of che 
riuer Chawenock , with fufficient guides by land, inskon{in my felfc two 
dayes, where I would leaue Garrtfonsfor my retreat till [ cametothis Bay) 

Very neare vito it is the riuer of Aforatec, direétly fromthe Welt, the head of 
at {pringeth out of amayne Rocke,which ftandeth {fo neare theSea,that in ftormes 
the Sea beats ouer it into chisfreth {pring, thar of it {elfe at the fusfe is a violent 
fircame. 1 intended with wo Wheres and fortie perfonsto haue CMematonens 
fonnefor guide, to try this prefently, cill Lcould meete with fome of the Aferae 
tecks, or Mangoaks, but hoping of getting morc vidual from the Saluages, we as 
nafrowly efcaped ftaruing in that Difcouery as euer men did. 

For Pemsi{fapan wo had changed his naine of s¥ingine vpon the death of his 
brother Granganameo,had giuen both the Chewenefs,and Meangeaks word of my 
purpofe: alfo he told me the Chamemocks had affembledtwo or three choufand to 


-alfaule me at Roanok, veging me daily co goe againft chem, and them againft vs 5 


a great aifembly I found amy comming thether, which fuddaine approach did 
fo difmay chen:,thac we had the better of chem:& this confederacy againft vs was 
procured by Pemeifapex himfclfe our chiefe friend we trufted Le fent word alfo 
to the Aforatoks eddie Adangeaks, I came to inuade them, that they all fled vp 
into che high Counay, tothac where | aflured my felfe both of fuccour and pro- 
uifion, I found all abandoned. But being thus farre on my journey 160. myles 


- from home,aad but victuals for cwo dayes,befides the cafualties of croffe winds, 


ftormes, and the Saluagestrechery, chough we intended no hurtco any : I gaue 
my Company co vnderfland we wereonely drawne forth vpon thefe a 
by the Saluages to bring vs to confufion : a Councell ee or 
recurne, but they all were abfolutely retolued but three,chat whilft chere was but 
one pynt of Corne for aman, they weuld not leave the fearch of that riuer y for 
they had ewo Maftiue Dogs, which boyted wich Saxefras leaues (if the worft 7 
out 
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out)vpon them andthe ethey would liue two dayes, which would brin 
han tede found, sieved fhould finde fith for cwo dayes more to paile it . 
Reaneck,, which two dayes they had rather faft then goe backe 2 foote, cill they 
had feene the Adengoak; either as friends or foes. 

Though J did foriee the danger and mifery,yer che defire I had tofee the A/a 
geeks was,for that here is a prouince called Chawnis T rmeat an frequented by them 
and well knowne to all thofe Countries, where is a mine of C they call 
Waffader they fay they cake ic out of 2 riuer that fallech {wiftly from high rocksin 

ow water, in great Bowles, couered with leather, leauing a part open tore- 
ceiuethe mettall, which by the change of thecolour of the wacer where che {pout 
falleth, they fuddainly chop downe, and haue the Bowlefull, which they cait in- 
eothe fire, it prefencly melcesh,and doth yeeld in fiue parts ac che firft gy See 

m for three of Ore, The C+Langoaks hauc juch plenty of it, they 

ifie their houfes with great plates chercof :chis the Salvages report ; and young 
Skike the King of Chawewecks fonne my prifoner,that had beene prifoner among 
the Adaxgoek:, buc neuer at C Lennie Temeasan, for he fayd that was cwentic dayes 
iourncy overland from the (Mangecks. 

Menatenen afo confirmed all chis,and promifed me guidsto this mettall Coun- 
try ; by Land co che Afangeaks is but one dayes iourncy, buc feauen by water, 
which made me fo willing to haue met them for fome aifay of this mercall : buc 
when we came there we found no creature, onely we might fee where had beene 
cheir fires. After our two dayes iourney, and our victuals fpent, in the euening 
we heard fome call as we thought cALeates, who was with me in the boar s chis 
made vs he made them a friendly anfwer, which they anfwered with a fong 
we thoughe tor welcome, but he told vs they came co fight.Prefently chey did lee 
fie cheir Arrowes abour the boar, buc did no hurt, the other boat fcouring the 
fhore we landed: butthey all were fled, and how to findethem wee knew not. So 
the next morning we recurned to che mouth of the riuer, that coft vs foure dayes 
rowing vp, and here pur dogs pottage {tood vs in good {tead, for we had nochin 
els :chenext day we falted being windbound, and could not paffe the foun 
bur the day following we came to Chippasarm, where che people were fled, but 
their wires afforded vs fith: chus being neare{pent, the nexe by God broughe 
vsto Reawecke. I conclude a good Mine, or the South fea will make chis Country 
quickly inhabited, and fofor pleafure and profit comparable with any in che 
world: otherwife there will be nothing worth the fetching. Provided there be 
found a better harbour chen yer chere is, which muft be Northward if there be a. 
ny, Mafter Vaughex, no keile hoped of the goodneile of the Mine, then Mafter 
Heriet chat che rues Meoratecks head, either rifech by the Bay of Afeasco, ox very 
neare the South Sea,or fome past chat openeth nearethe fame, which cannot with 
that facilicie be done as from the Bay of Pearles, by infconfing foure dayesiour-

Brin che begioning of his beuce, wives Bey fe vs al eran, chesepore Elle 
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and had Afaxteo, and three Saluages more with vs, how little we efteemed all che 
people we met, and feared neither hunger, killing, or any chin had broughe 
their greateft Kings fonne prifoner with vsto Reaneck: it a little affwaged all hi 
deuiles, and brought Exjenore in refpeét againe, that our Ged was good, and wee 
their friends, and our foes fhould perifh, tor we could doc them more hurt being 
dead, then liuing, and that being an hundred myles from them, thet, and ftrucke 
them ficketo death, and thar ct es we dic it is buc for a time, then we recurne a= 
gaine. Buc that which wroughtthemoft feare among them was the handy-worke 
of Almightic God, For certaine dayesafter my returne,( Menatonen {enc metlen- 
gers to me with Pearle, and Okice King of Weopomeoke, to yeeld himfelfe feruane 
to the Queencof England. Okifco with twenty-foure of his dank rp came 
to Pems (Japan to acknowledge this dutie and fubieétion, | would performe it. 
All which fo changed the heart of Pensi{fepan, chat vpon the aduife of Enjenore, 
when we were ready to famith they came and made vs wires, and planted their 
fields they intended to abandon ( we not hauing one corne till the next harueft 
to fuftaine vs ). This being done our old friend Exjenxore dyed the twenty of A- 
prill,chen all our enemies wrought with Pewes{fapex to putin practife his deuifes, 
which he eafily imbraced, though they had planted corne by vs, andat Dafamen- 
peack two leagues from vs. Yet they got Oki/ce our tributary co get feuen or eight 
undred ( and the CAbendoages with the Cbs/apeans fhould doe the like) to meere 
(as their cuftome is)to folemnize the Funerall of Ex/enore. Halfe of whom thould 
Wye hid, to cut off the ftragltrs, feeking crabs and prouifion : chereft come our of 
the mayne vpon the Signall by fire. Twenty of the principall of Pemsiffapans men 
had charge in che night to befecmy houfe, put fire in the Reeds that couered it, 
which might caufe merun out fo naked and amazed,they might withour danger 
knocke out my braines. The faine order for M* Hersets,and the reft: forall fhould 
haue beene fired at an inftant. In the meane time they fhould fell vs nothin 
in the night {poyle our wires, to make neneflitie difperfe vs. For if we were but 
ten er, a hundred of chem would not meddle with vs, So our famine in- 
creafed, J was forced to fend Captaine Stafford to (reatan, with twentie to feed 
himfelfe, and {ce if he could efpie any fayle pale che coaft 5 M‘ Predeex with ten 
to Hataraskvpon the fame occafion : and other {mall parties to the Mayne to liue 
vponrootes and Oyfters. | | | 
7 fequeftring himfelfe, I fhould not importunehim fer vietwall, and 
to draw his troupes, found not the ( bewonefts fo forward as he expected,being a 
people more faithtull and powerfull, and defired our friendfhips,and was offen- 
ded with him for raifing fuch tales, and all his proieéts were revealed to me by 
Skice my prifoner ; who finding himfelfe as well vied by me, as Pens [apan tould 
me all. Thefetroubles caufed me fend to Pemwi{apan,to put fufpicion in his head, 
I was to goe prefently to Creatan to mecte a Fleetecame to me, though I knew 
nofuch matter: and that he would lend me men to fifh and hunt. He fencme 
word he would come himfelfe to Reeneck; but delaying time eight dayes that al} 
his men were there co be atfembled, not liking fo much company, J refolued the 
next day to goe vilit him, but firft co giuethem in the Ilea Canvifado, and atan 
inftant to feaze on all cheixr Canows abourthe Ile, Butthe towne tookethe Ala- 
rum before] mene it. For when I {ene to take che Canows,hemet one going from 
the fhore, ouerthrew her and cut off ewo Salvages heads ; wherevpon the cry @ 
rofe, being by their {pyes perceiued : for they kepe as good watch over vs,as we of 
them.

w are fuch as oursin Exgland for the moft part, c {weet 
tree, whereof they make cher Canowes: and pracy name, aaley 


and Saxcfras. 
Their Natures and Adamers. 

Their Clothing, Townes, Houfes, Warres, Arts, Tooles, handy crafts,and 
ducations, are much like chem in that part of } irgisia we now inhabice: which at 
large you may reade in the Defcription thereof, But the relation of thar Religie 
on 1s e, as this Auchor reportech. 

Some Eaigjon they haue, which alchough it be frre from the cruth, yet be- 
ing as itis rhere is hope ic may be the cafier reformed. They belecuc there are mar 
ny gods which they call A<anroac, but of difference forts and degrees. Alfo that 
there is onechiefe God that hath beene from all eternitie, who as chey fay when 
he purpofed firftto make the world, made firft other gods of a principall order, 
to be as inftruments to be vied in the Creationand governmentco follow: And 
after the Sunne, Moone, and Starres, as pettie gods 5 and the inftruments of the 
other order more principall. Firft (chey fay) were made warers,out of which by 
the gods were made all diverficte of creatures that are vifible or invifible. 

For mankinde they fay a Woman was made firft,which by the working of one 
of che gods conceimed and brought forth children sand {fo they had their begin- 
ning,buthow many ycares or ages fince they know not; having no Records but 
enely Tradition from Father cofonne. 

They thinke that all she gods are of humane fhape, and therefore reprefene 
them by Imagesin theformes of men , which they call Kewafewok: one alone is 
called Kewafasthem they place in cher Temples, where they worfhip,pray, fing, 
and make many offerings. The common fort thinke chemalfo gods. 

They beleeue the immortalitie of the Soule,when life departing from the bo» 
dy, according to che good or bad ie it as done, it is op vp co ee 
bernacles of che gods, to perpetual pineile, or co Pepegaffe,s great picw 
they thinketo ws ctheturcheft poi call where theSunuelesand chere 
burne cont nually. 

-Toconfirme this they told me of wo men that had beenc lately dead, goo 
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vived againe; the one da bur few yeares before our comiuing inco the couse 
try 3 of a bad man, which being dead and buried, the next day che earth over him 
being {ecne to moue, was taken vp, who cold chem his{oule was very neare entree 
ring ito Popegaffe, had not oneot the guds faued him and gaue him leaue to ree 
curne againe, co teach his friends what they fhould docto avoyd fuch torment, 
The other hapned the fame yeare we were there, bur {ixtie myles from vs, which Tyo men gi; 
they cold me tor news,that one being dead, buried,& taken vp as che sees fenfrom =” 
shat alchough his body had layne dead inthe graue, yet his foule liued, and dese, 
travailed far in a lo pica way, on both fides whereof grew morc {weet,fayre, 
and delicate trees and fruits, then ever he had feene before ; at length hecameco 
moft braue and fayre houfes, neare which he met his Father, that was dead long 
agoe, who gauehim charge to goc backe, to thew his friends what good there 
was co doe, to inioy the pleatures of chat place s which when hee had done hee 
fhould come againe, | 3 

What tiabailuefo ever be in che Wereances,and Priefs ; thisopinion worketh{o Thefubeilelg 
much in the common fort, chat they haue great refpect co cheir Governours: and of theis 
as great care to avoyde torment after death, and toenioy bliile. Yer they haue di- Prielte, 
vers forts of punifhmencsaccording to the offence, according to the greatnetle of 
shefaét. And this is the fum ofthe Religion, which | learned by having {peci- 
all familiaricie wich cher Priefts, wherein they were noc fo fure grounded, nor 

ue fuch credit, buc chrough converfing with vs, they were brought into great 
Soabe of cheir owne,and no {mall admiration of ours: of which many defired to 
Jearne more chen we had meanes for want of vecerance in their Language to exe

And fo 
id many other in the likecafe. One other {trange Accident (leauing others) will 
I mention before end, which. mooued the whole Country chat either knew o¢ 
heard of'vs, co haue vs in wonderfull admiration, 
There was no Towne where they had praftiled any villany againft vs ( we leas 
ving it vapunifhed, becaufe we ee by all poffiblémeanestowinnethemby si. 
entlenes) but within afew dayes after cur departure, they began to dycsinfome A wondered 
ownes twenty, in fome forty, in fome fixty,and in one an hundred and twenty, Accidemy 
which was pin La donb of cheir numbers, And this hapned in no place 
(we could learn) where we had bin, but where they had vied fome ptz&tifeco be- 
tray vs. And this difeafe was fo ¢, they neither knew what it was, nor hove 
to cure it 5 nor had they knowne the like time out of mindeya thing {pecially ob» 
ferved by vs, asalfo by them(clues, in fo much that fome of chem who were our 
cea ear fe R obferved fuch effetts in foure or flue T ownes,that 
ay Bs perfwaded it was the workeof God through our meanes : and that wa 
by isn sighs kill and flay whom we would, without weapons, and noc come 
aenrg 
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netrethem. And cherevpon, when they had any vnderftanding, that any of their 
enemies abufed vs in our Journcyes,they would increat vs,we would be a meanes 
to our God, that they,as the ochers that had dealt ill with vs, might dyein like 
fore: although we fhewed chem cheir requefts were vngodly 5 and thar our G ob 
would not {ubieét himfelfe co any fuch requefts of men, bur all things as he plea- 
fed came to pafle :and that we to fhew our felues his ruc fervanes, ought rather 
to pray for che contrary:yet because the effeg fell out fo fuddenly after 

eo their defires, they thought it came to palle by our meanes, and would come 
giue vs thankes in cheir manner, that though we fatisfied them noc in words, ye 
in deeds we had fulfilled their defires. . 

This marueilous Accident in all che Country wrought {0 ftrange opinions of 
vs ,thac chey could not tell whether to thinke vs gods or men. And the rather chat 
all the {pace uf cheir ficknelfe, there was no man of ours knowne to die, or much 
ficke. they noted alfo we had no women,nor cared for any of theirs:fome there 
fore thougist we were not borne of women, and therefore not mortall, bur chat 
Wwe were men of an old generation many ycares paft, & rifen againefrom immer 
talitie. Some would Prophefic chere were more of our generation yer to 
to kill cheirs and take their places, Thofe chat weseto come after vs they imagi 
to be in the ayre,yet invifible and without bodies:and that they by our intreati 
for bie of vs,did make the people die as they did,by thooting invifible bullets ine 
tochem, 

To confirme this, their Phyfictans co excufe their Ignorance in curing the dif- 
eafe, would make che fimple people belecue, that the itrings of Moule fuck- 
ed out of the ficke bodies,were the ftrings wherein the invilible bullets were tyed, 
and caft. Some thought we fhoc chem our iclucs frum the place where we dwek, 
and killed the people that had offended vs, as we lifted, how farre diftant focver. 
And others faid ic was the {peciall worke of God for our fakes,as we had caufein 
fome fort to thinke no leffe, whacfoever fome doe,or may imagine to che contra 

5 {pecially fome Afrolegers by the eclipfe of the Sunne we {aw that yeare be- 

our Voyage, and by a Cenmet which begen to appeare but afew dayes before 
the ficknefle began : bus to exclude them from being the fpeciall caufes of fo {pee 
ciall an Accidene,there are farther reafons then I thinke fit to prefentor alledge, 
Thefe their —— I haue fer downe,that you may {ee there is hope to imbrace 
the cuth, and honor, obcy, feare and louevs,by good dealing and governments

flaine by the Salvages. Not long after Mafter Stafford with 20. men wentto (rea Councell 
sen with Afantes, whofefriends dwelled there: of whom we thought ta haue flaine.

heard Manteo, they threw away their Armes, and were friends, and defired there 
might be acoken giuen to be knowne by, leaft we might burt them by mifprie 
fion, as the yeare before one had bin by Matter Layne, thot was ever their friend, 
and there prefent yet lame.

He 20.0f March three thips went from Plipeath, and paffed betwixt 
Barbary and Mogadore to Densimice in the Welt ‘dies. After we had done 
fome exployts in thofe parts, the chird of August wee fell with the low 
fandy Iles weftward of Wekekew. But by reafon of ill weather it wasthe ss, 
ere we coal Anchor there sand on the 12, we cameto Creates, where is a great 
breachin 35 degrees and halfe, in the Northeait poynt of che Ile. The1s. we 
came to Haterask in 36.degrees & aterfe, at 4.fadom, 3 leagues from fhore:where 
we might perceiue af{moake at che place where 1 left the Culony, 1587. The next 
morning Captaine ( seke,Captaine Spicer, & their companies, with two boats lefe 
our fhips, and difcharged fome Ordnance to giue them notice of our comming, 
but when we came there,we found no man ,nor figneof any that had beene there 
lately : and fo returned to our Boats. The next morning we prepared againe for 
Roancack, Captaine Spicer had chen fent his Boat afhoretor water, fo it was ten of 
the Clocke cre we put from the fhips, which rode two myles from the fhore. The 
Admirals boat,being a an be before the other,as fhe pated the bar,a fea broke in= 
to che boat and filled her halfe full of water: bue by Gods good will,and the care- 
full itearageof Captaine Cook though our provilions were much wer we fafe ef- 
segue wind blew hard at Northeaft, which caufed fo greata current and a 
breach vpon the barre ; Captaine Spicer paifed halfe over, but by che indifcreee 
ftcering of Ralph Skinner,their boat was overfer, the men that could catch hold 
hung about her, the next fea caft her on ground,where fome let goe their hold to 
wade to fhore, but the fea beat chem downe. The boat thus toled vp and downe 
ine Spicer and Skinuer sir bata they were drowne, but 4. that could, 
{wim a little, kepe thernfclues in deeper water, were faucd by che meanes of Cap- 
taine cy ig prefently vpon che overferting of their boat, hipped himfelfe to 
faue what he could. Thus of eleuen, feuen of the chiefeft were drowned, This fo 
difcomfited al] the Saylers,we had much to doto getthem any more co feeke fure 
ther for the Planters, but by cheir Capcaines forwardnes at la{t chey fired chems 
{elues againe for Hateraskin 2 boats, with 19-perfons. Ic was lace ere we arrived, 
but {eeang a fire chrough the woods,we founded a Trumpet, but no anfwer could 
weheare. The next morning we wentto it, but could {ee nothing bus the graife, 
and fome rotten trees burning. We went vpand downe the Ile,and ac laft found 
chree faire Romane Letters carved. C.2.0.which prefenty we knew co fignifie che 
place where I thould find chem, according toa fecret note betweene therh & mes 
which was co write che name of the place chcy would be in,vpon {ome tree,dore, 
Or poft: and if chey had beene in any diftreffe,to fignifie it by making a crotfe o-

Though the wind favoured vs not at che firlt, bus forced vs 
as far Souchward as the 4/eres, which was noc much out of our 
way s we ran dircétly weft from thence, wh we made our iourney fhorter 
then heretofore by so0.leagues : the weakneffe of our fhip,che badnes oft our 
lexs, and our ignorance of the coaft, caufed vs carry but a low fayle, that 
out paffage longer then we expegted. 

On fry y the B1.0f May we made land, ic was fomewhat low, where 
red certaine hummocks or hills in it: che fhore white fand, bur very rockic, yer 
overgrowne with fayre trees. Comming to an Anchor, 8 /ndians in a Baske (ral 
lop, with maft and fayle came boldly aboord vs. Itfeemed by their fignes & fuch 
guungs as they had, fomc Biskiners had fifhed there; being about the latitude of 
- Ei theharbour being t,& doubting the weather, we went not afhore, 

waighed, and ftood to the Southward into che Sea. The next ing we 
found our {elues imbayed with a mightie headland: within a ete ree Se 
we anchored,and Captaine Ge/moll, my felfe,& three others went to it in our boat, 
being a white fand & a bold coaft. Though the weather was hot,we marched to 
the highefthils we could {ee,wherewe perceiued this headland part ofthe mayn, 
neareinvironed with Ilands,As we were recarning co our thip, a good proper, 
4 bag man came to vs, with whom we had but {mall and fowe 
nai “Lie 5.08 — we _ = rh then weknew what to doe 
with, which made vs perfwade our felues,there might be founds fh;ing in 
March, April, and May. ane good , 
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Aclengch wecame among thefe fayre Iles, fore aleague,2.3.5.0r6.fromthe slertbe's 
prc aca onc of them weanchored.We found it foure myles in compaile, with- Viney ards 
out houfe or inhabitant, 1n it is alake neare a myle in circuit;the reft overgrowne 
with which {o well as the bufhes, were fo overgrowne with Vines,we could 
fcarce paile them. And by the blolfomes we might perceiue there would be plen- 
ty of Strawberries, Refpiles, Gout berries, and divers other truits : befides, Deere 
and other Beafts we {aw, and Cranes, Heroes, with divers other forts of fowle; 
which made vs call ic ALertha’s Vineyard, | 

The reft of the I fles are replenifhed with fuch likesvery rocky ,and much tine- ae 
tured ftone like Minerall. Though we met many /ndians, yet we could not fee ; 
their habications: they gaue vs fith, Tobacco, and fuch things as they had. Buc 
che next ] fle wearrived at was but two leagues from the Maine,& 16.myle abouts 
invironed fo wich creckes and coves, it fecrned Like many I {les linked together by 
{mall palfages like bridges. Init is many places of plaine graife, and {uch other 
fruits, and berries as betore were menacned, In mid-May we did fow Wheat, 
Barley, Oaces,& Peafe, which in 1q.dayes fprung vp 9.inches. The foyle isfatand 

cruft therof gray,a foot or leilc in depth. It is full of high cimbred Okes, 

their leaues thrife fo broad as ours: Cedar ftraight and tall, Beech, Holly, Walnut, 
Hazell, Cherry crees like ours, but the ftalke beareth the bloifom or fruit thereot 
hkea clutter of ra stead or fiftie in abunch.T hereis atree of Orange colour, 
whofe barke in che filing is as {mooth as Velvet. There is a lake of trefh water’ 
three myles in compaile, in che midit an I fle containing an acre or thereabout, o- 
vetgrowne with wood : here are many Tortoifes, and abundance of all forcs of 
foules, whofe young ones wetouke and eate at our pleafure.Grounds nuts as big 
as egres. 2s 33 Pulaturr aud ¢u,0uaZine -ertwoyn ‘* vnder ground. 
All forcs of thell. fith, as Schalops, MutIcls, Cockies, Craps,Lobatw..., W clk:s,Oy- 
fters,cxcecding good and very great; but not co cloy you with particulars, what 
God and nacure hath beftowed on thofe places, | refer you to cic Authorsowne 
writing at large. We called this Ifle Ezabeths Ifle,from whence we went right o- 
ver to che mayne, where we ftood awhile as ravifhed ac the beauue and dilicacy 
of the {weetnelle,befides divers cleare lakes, whereof wefaw no end,& meadows 
very large and full of gremnegralle &e, | 
ere we e{pyed 7. Salvages, at firft they expretfed fome feare, but by our cour- 
teous viage of chemi,thev followed vsto the necke of Land, which we thought 
had beene fevered from che Mayne, but we found it otherwifc. Here weimagi- 
ned was a river, but becaufe the day was farre (pent, we left to difcover it ull bet- 
doabé: confidering the Land is all 


sss came towards vs.Being vnwilling they fhould fee our building, we wentto, 


and the beft condition of any Salvages we had yet incountred. They haueno 
Beards but counserfeits,as they did shi 

hsue changed with fome of our men that had great beards.Some of the bafer fort 
would fteale ; bur the berrer fort, we found very civill and iuft. We faw but chree

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bat fat and well favoured. The wholefomenedfe and temperature of this climate, 
doth not onely argue the people ro be an(werableto this cription, bur alo of 
a pertegt confticucion of body, aétiue, ftrong, healthfull, and very witty, as the 
fundry toyesby chem fo cunningly wrought may well ceftifie. For our fclues,we 
found our felues rather increafein healch and ftrengch chen otherwifesfor allour 
toyle, bad dyer and lodging 5 yet nor one of vs was touched with any lickneffe, 
Twelue intended here a while to haue ftayed, bur becrer confideration, how 
mieanely we were provided,we left this Ifland ( with as many crue forrowfull 

as were before s co fee ir) the 18. of Iunc, and arrived at Exavonth, the 33 


of Iuly.

of the Citic of Briffem, raifed a ftucke of 1000, to furnifl out wo B 
the onc of so.tuns, with 30,men and boyes,the other 36.cuns,with 1 3unen 
and boyes, having (A4artiw Pring an vnderftanding Gencleman, and a fufficiene 
Mariner for Captaine, and Rebert Salserue his Affiftant, who had bin with Cap- 
taine Ge/nell there che yeare before for Pilot. T hough they were much crotied by 
contrary windes vpon the coaft of Bugland, and the death of that ever moft mee 
morable, miracle of che world, our moft deare foveraigne Lady and Queene E- 
dizabeth : yet at laft they pafled by che wefterne Ifles,and about the 7.0f lune, fell 
n the north parc of Virginia, about the degrees of fortie three, Where 
found plentie of moft (orts of fith, and faw a high country fll of grear woods of 
fundry fores. As they ranged the coaft at a place cy named }bit/on Bay,they were 
kindly vfed by the Natiues,that cameto them, in troupes,of tens,twencies, & chir- 
ties,and fometimes more. But becaute in this Voyage for moft partchey followed 
the courfe of Captaine Gefwell, and haue made no relation but to the fame effet 
he writ before, we will thus conclude ;

\ [Pon tuefday the fit of March we fet fayle from Retchfs, but 
winds we were forced into Dartmouth till the lat of this oe Paper | 


2.9.85 good {ca men sk all necelTary provilics as could poflibly be gotten, we put 
bi 
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tofeasand the 24 of Aprill fell with Flewres and (ornes. We intended as we were 
diseétcd cowards the Southward of 39.But the winds fo croifed vs wee tell more Dangerous 
Northwards about 41. and 2 0.minuits, we founded at 100.fachom, & by that we fcules, 
had run 6 leagues we had but s.yct {aw no landsfrom the mayne top we deferyed 
e whith tangy clift, Wet North-weft fome 6.leagues from vs, but ere we had run 
two leagues further we found many fhoules and breaches, fometimes in 4.fadom 
and the nexe chrow 15.0r 18. Being thus imbayed among thof¢ fhoules we were 
conftrained to put back againe,which we did wich no final] danger,though both 
the winde and weather were as Fayre as we could defire. Thus we parted trom the 
Land,which we had not before fo much defired, and at the firit fight reioyced, as 
now weall ioyfully prayfed God chat he had delivered vs from {o eminent dan- 
ger. Here we found excellent Cod,and faw many Whales as we had done 2. or 3.. Cod and 
daies before, Being thus conftrainedro put to fea,the want of wood & water cau Whales. 
fed vs cake the beit advantage of the winde,co fall with che fhore whercfoeversbuc 
wefound our Sea cards moit direétly falfe. The17.of May we made the Land a 
gaine,but it blew fo hard,we durft noc approach it. The next day itap tovs 
a mayne high land, buc wetound ican }fland of 6. myles in compatle: within a 
league of it we came to an anchor,and went on fhorefor wood & water,of which Their firth 
we tound fufficient.

After wehad caken order for all our neceiJary bufinelTes,we marched through 
cwo of thefe Liles, The biggeit was 4.or s.myles in compatfe s we found here all 
forts of ordinary trees, belidcs, Vines, Currants, Spruce, Yew, Angelica, and 
divers ¢s:in fo much many of our company withed chemfclues ferled here, 
Vpon the 30.0ur Captaine with 13.went to difcover the mayne: we in the hi 
pyed 3.Canowes chat came cowards the fhip, Which after they had well view 
one of them came aboord with 3.men, and by our good viage of chem not long 
afer che reft, wo dayes we had their companies, in all refpeéts they are but like 
them at Ebzabeths Iles, cherefore this may fuffice for cher-defcription, In this 
time our in had difcovered a fayre river,trending into che mayne 40 myles, 
and backeto bring in the fhip.

{wage the vebemency of che heat. The chiefe of wincer is halte December, lanuary, 
February,and halfe March. The coldeis extreame fharpe, but herethe Proverbe is 
crue, that xe extreamee long continues, 

Inthe yeare 1607, was an extraordinary froft in moft of Farepe,and this froft was 
found as extreame in Yersinia, But che next ycare for 8,08 10. dayes of ill weather, 
other 84-dayes would be as Sommer. | 

The windes here are variable, buc the like thunder and ligheaing 2 ges The'veindeg, 
ayre, I haue{eldome cicher feene or heard in Exrvpe. From the weit came the 

reaceft guits wich chunder and heat. The Northweft winde is commonly coole and 

ingeth faire weather with it.From the North is che greateft cold,and from the Eaft 
and asfrom the Bermudas, fogs and raines.

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may hate the prerogatiuc over the moft plea(anc places kaowne, for lange and 
fant navigable Rivers, heaven & earth re agreed better to Pichia for ben 
habication ; were it fully manured and inhabited 4 induftrious people. Here are 
mountaines,hils, plaines, valleyes, rivers, and es, all running moft plating 
into afaire Bay, compatled but for the mouth, wich fruifull and delightfome 
In che Bay and rivers are many Ifles boch great & {mall,fome woody, (ome plaine, 
mott of them low and not inhabited. This Bay lyeth North and South, in which 
the water foweth neare 200.myles, and hath a channell for 140 myles, of depsh be- 
twixt 6 and 15 fadome, holding in breadth for che moft part 10 or 14 myles. From 
the head of the Bay to the Norchweft, che land is mountanous, and io in a manner 
from thence by a Southweft line ; So chat the more Souchward, the farther off from 
the Bay are thofe mountaines. From which fall certaine brookes which after come 
to fiue principal navigable rivers, Thefe run from the Northweft inco the South 
eaft, and {o into the Weft lide of che Bay, where che fall of every River 1s wichin 30 
or 1g myles oneof another, 

¢ mountaincs are of divers natures: for at che head of the Bay the rockes are of 
a compofition like Mill ftones. Some of Marble,&c. And many peeces like Chri- 
ftall we found, as throwne downe by water from chofe mouncaines, For in Winter 
they are covered with much fnow, and when it dilTolveth the waters fall wich fach 
violence, that ic caufech great inundations in fome narrow valleyes, which is {carce 
perceived being once in therivers.T hefe waters wah from the rocks {uch gliftering 
tngtures, that che ground in fome places feemeth as guilded, where boch therocks 
and the earth are{o {plendent to behold, shat better sdgenvents then ours might bane 
beeus perfwaded, they contained more then probabilties The veiture of the carth in moft 
places doch manifeitly prone che nature of the foyle to be lufty and very rich, The 
colour of the earch we found in diverfe places, refembleth bole q fravenias,terra bgil- 
lata, and Lenrsia, Fulters earth, Marle, and divers other (uch appearances. Buc gene- 
rally for the moft ee a far flimy clay,in o- 
ther places a very barren gravell. But the beft ground is ne by che veltureix 
bearerh, as by the greatneife of trees, or abundance of weeds, &c. 

The Councry isnot mountanous, nor yer low, but {ich pleafant plaine hils, and 
fertile valleyes, one pretnly croffing another,& w.cered fo conveniently with frelh 
brookes and {prings, no Ie{le commodious, then delightfome. By the rivers are ma- 
ny plaine marifhes, containing fome 20 fome 100. fome 200 Acres, fome more, 
fome leife. Other plaines there are few, but onely where the Salvages inhabit : bue 
all overgrowne with trees & weeds, being a plaine wilderneffe as God firft madeit. 

On the wett fide of che Bay, we fayd were faire and delightfull navigable rivers, 
The firft of thofe, and the next co the mouth of the Bay hath his courfe from the 
Weft Northweft. Ic is called Pewhaten, according co the name ofa principal coun- 
try that lyech vpon it. The mouth of chis river is neare three myles in br yet dee 
the foenles force the ( hanuell fo neare the land, that a Sacre will overfocet it se Apees 
blake. I: is navigable 150 meyles, the foouldes and foundings are bere needic fe to be ame 
preffed. It falleth trom Rockes farre weftin a Country inhabited by a nation they 
call Afenacans, But where it commeh into our difeovery it is Powhatan. In the far- 
theft place that was diligently obferved, are falles, ag ant ge which makes 
it igation any higher. Thence in the running dewnewerd, the river is enri- 
ched ach wane oodly brookes, which are maintained by an infink number of 
{mall rundles ad, pleafanc fprings, that difperfe themfelues tor beft fervice,as do the 
veines of a mans body. From the South there fals into ics Firft, che pleafant river of 
Apamatack. Next more to the Eaft are two {mall rivers of QD aivenghcohanecks.A litle 
farcher is a Bay wherein fallech 3 or 4 prectie brookes & creckes that halfe incrench

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Bayes and Creekes,it makes chat place very pleafanc co inhabitstheir cornefields be- 
ing girded therein in a mannex as Peninfalacs, The moft of thefe rivers are inhabiced 
by fevera!l nations, or rather families, of che name of the rivers. They hance alio over 
thofe fome Governour, as their King, which they call romances. Ina Pexinfila on 
the North fide of this river are che Engis Planted in a place by them called James 
Towne, in honour of the Kings mott excellent Maieftie, 

The firft and next the rivers mouth are the Kecongbtens, who befides their wo- 
men & children,haue not patt 3e.fighting men. The Pa/pabeghes(on whole land is 
feated Lanses Towne, fome4o.myles from the Bey) haue not paft go. Therivercal- 
led Chickahamania neare 250.T he Weanecks too. The Arrewbatecks 30. The place 
called Powbatan , fome4o. Ou the South fide this river the 4ppemetucks haue fixrie 
fighting men. The Qasyengcobanecks 25. The Nandfamitds 200.T he Chefapeacks 100. 

hus lat place the Bay beareth the name. In all thete places is a feverall comman- 
der, which they call Werewance, except the Chickahemeantans, who are governed by 
the Prieftsand their Affiftancs, or cheir Elders called Caw-cawwafenghes.1n fommer 
no place affordeth mere — of Sturgeon,nor in winter more abundance of foule, 
efpecially in the ime of froft. I cooke once $2 Scurgeons at a draught, at another 
6%. From the later end of May till cheend of lunearecaken few,bur yong Scurgeons 
of rwo foot, or a yard long.

They can 
snake neare 600 able men,and are pallifadoed in their Townes-c0 defend them from 
che CMe fawomekes their mertall enemies. Five of their chicfe Werewances came 
boord vs, and croffed the Bay in their Barge. The picture of the greaceft of them is 
Ggnified in the Mappe. The calfe of whole leg was three quarters of 2 _—— 
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and all che reft of his limbes fo anfwerable to thar proportion, that he fecmed che 
goodlicit man we cver beheld. His hayre, che one fide was long, the other fhore 
cloie wich a ridge over his crowne like a cocks combe. His arrowes were fiuc quar- 
ters long,h with thefplinters of a white chriftalt-like ftonc,in forme of a heart, 
an inch broad,and an inch and a halfe or more long, Thele he wore in a Woolucs 
skinne at his backe for his Quiver, his bow inthe one hand and his clubbcin theo-

Their feverall habications are 
more plainly defcribed by chis annexed Mappe, which will prefenc co the eye, the 
Way of che mountaines, and current of che rivers, with heir fevcrall curnings, baycs, 
fhonles, Ifles, Inlets, and creckes, che breadth of the waters, the diftances of places, 
and fuch like. In which Mappe obferue chis, that as far as you fee the litle Crotles 
OD rivers, Mountaines, oF Of aid pani haue beene difcovered 5 the reft was had by 
information of the Savages, and are fer downe according to their inftrudtions.

' J }xa1Nn1A doth afford many cxcellent vegetables, and living Creatures, Why chere ie 

yct graife there is litle or none, buc what groweth in low Manfhes : for all little graffe, 
the Counrrey is overgrowne with trees,whofe cropping’ continually cur- 

neth their grail to weeds, by reafon of the ranckucs of the ground, which 

would foone be amended by good husbandsy. The wood that is moft common is woods with 

Oke and Walnut, many of cheir Okes are fo tall & ftraight, chac they will beare two their (rues, 

foore and a halfe fquare of good amber for 20 yards longs Of this wood there iscwo 

or three feverall kinds. The Acornes of one kinde, whofe baske 1s more white then 

the other, & fomewhat {weetifh, which being boyled,at laft affords a {weet oyle,chat 

they keepe in gourds co annoint their heads and ioynes, The fruit chey cate madein 

bread or otherwife. There is alfo fome Elme, fome blacke Walnut tree, and fome Elme; 

Afi : of Athand Elmethey make fope Afhes. If the erees be very great, che Afhes 

will be good, and melcto hard lumps, but if they be fmall, it will be but powder, 

and not fo asthe other. Of walnuts there is 2 or 3 kindes , chere is akindeof wateye 

wood we called Cypres, becaufe both the wood, the frait, and leafe did meft refem- Supposed 

bie i, and of thote sees there arc fome _ three fadome ee Cypeee. 
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fcaight, and $0, 60, or 80 foot without a branch. By che dwelling of che Salvages 
are fome grcac Mulbery crees, and in fome parts of the Countrey, they are found 
growing naturally in prectie groues, There was an alfay made to make filke, and 
furely che wormes pro{pered excellence well, cill che maiter workeman fell ficke, 
During which time they were eaten with Rats. 

In {ome parts were found fome Chefnuts, whofe wild fruit equalize the beft in 
France, Spasne, Germany, or Italy. Plums there areof three forts. The red and white 
are hike our hedge plums, but the ocher which they call Parchemsins, grow as high ag 
a Palweta:the fruit is like a Medier ; itis firft greene, then yellow, and red when ic is 
ripe 5 if 1 be not ripe, it will draw a mans mouth awry, with much tormene, bur 
when itis ripe, it is as delicious as an Apricot. 

They haue Cherries, and chofe are much likea Damfon ,but for cheir caftes and 
colour we called chem Cherries.We faw fome few Crabs, but very {mall and bicter, 
Of vines great abundance in many parts chac climbe the toppes of the highcft cees 
in fome places,but chefe beare but few grapes.Except by the rivers & favage habite 
tions,where they are not overfhadowed from the funne, they are covered with frai, 
though never pruined nor manured. Of thofe hedge grapes we made neere twentie 
gallons of wine,which was like our French Britafh wine,but certainely chey would 
proue good were they well manured, There is another fore of grape neere as 
asa Cherry, chis chey call Afeffemins, they be facre, and the iuyce thicke, Neither 
doth the tatte fo well pleafe when they are made in wine. They haue a {mall fruic 
growing on little wees, husked likea Chefnut, bur the fruit moft ikea very {mall 
Acorne, This they call Chechinguaneins, which they eiteeme a great dainie, T 
haue a berry much like our Goofeberry, in greatnei{c, colour, and taft; thofe they 
call Rawcomens, and doe eat them raw or boyled. Of chefe nacurall fruits they lines 
great part of the yeare, which they vie in chis manner ; The Walnuts, Chefnuts, A- 
cornes, and Chechinquamsins arc dryedto keepe.W hen they need walnuts they breake 
them betweene two ftones, yet fome part ot the fhels will cleaue to che fruit. Then 
doe they dry chem againe vpon a Mat over a hurdle. After they put it into amorter 
of wood, and beat it very fmall: that donethey mix it with water, that chefhels may 
finkero the bottome. This water will be coloured as milke, which they call Pawee- 
biccora, and keepe it for their vfe. The fruit like Medlersthey call Patchemans, 
caft vpon hurdles on a Mat, and preferue them as Pruines. Of their Chefnuts 
and Chechinguansins boyled, they make both broath and bread for their chiefe 
men, or at their greateit feafts. Befides chofe frux trees, there is a white Po- 
pular, and another tree like vneo it, that yeeldeth a very cleare and an odorifereus 
Gunome like Turpentine, which fome called Balfow. There arc allo (edars and Saxa- 
fras trees. They allo yeeld gummesin a {mall proportion of chemfelues, Wee tryed 
saree to extraét it out of ri i a cl sp vigil then our arts. 

n che watty valleyes groweth a whiche Ocoug btanameis very much 
like vnto ares Thefechey dry in pa ti when they eat them they boilethem 
neare halfe a day ; for ocherwife chey differ not much from poyfon. Aferreums grow- 
eth as our Bents. The feed is not much vnliketo Rie, chough much {maller. This 
they vfe for a daincie bread buttered with deare fuer. 

During Sommer there are cither Scrawberries, which ripen in Aprill, or Mul- 
berries which ripen in May and Iune. Rafpifes, hurtsyor a fruie char che inhabicancs 
call (Maracecks, which is a pleafant wholfome frait much like a Lemond, Many 
herbes in the {pring are comonly difperfed throughour the woods good for brothes 
= fallets, as Violers, Purflain,Sorrell, &c. Belides many we vied whofe names we 

ow not, 

The chiefe root they haue for food is called a groweth like a flagge 
in Marifhes, In one day a Salvage will gather fufficienc tor a weeke.T hefe roots are 
much of the greatnefle and tafte of Porateer. They vie to cover a great many of them 
with Oke leaues and Ferne, and then coverall with earth in che manner of 2 Cole- 
pit ; over it, on each fide,they continues great fire 34 houres before they a 
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Raw itis no better chen poy{on, and being rofted,except it be tender and chehcat a- 
baced, or fliced and drycd inthe Sunne, nuxed with forrell and meale or fuch like, 
it will prickle and cormenc the throat extreamely, and yet in fommer they vic this 
ordinarily for bread. 

They haue another roote which they call Wigh/acan : as th’ocher feedeth che bo- 
dy, fo chiscurech cheir hurcs and difeates, Iisa imall root which they bruife and 
apply coche wound. Pocones is a{inall rout that groweth in che mountaines, which 
being dryed and beace in powder turnech red. And chis they vie for {wellings aches, 
annointing cheir ioynes, painting their heads and garments. They account it very 
precious, and of much worth. Ada/qua/pen 1s a rooce of the bigneile of a inger, and 
as red asbloud, In drying, ic will wither almott co nothing. This they vfeco paint 
cheir Marces, Targers, and uch like, 

There is alfo Pelbsory cf Spaine, Safafrage, and divers other fimples, which the 
Apothecaries gathered, and commended to be goou,and medicinable. | 

In the low Marithes grow plots of Onyons, containing an Acre of ground or 
more in many places ; but they are {mall, not pait che bignetle of the toppe of ones 
Thumbe, 

Of beafts the chiefe are Deerenothing differing from ours. Inthe defercs cowards 
the heads of che rivers, there are many, but amongttthe riverstew. There is a beait 
they call efroughcun, much hke a badger, buc vfethco liue on wees as Squirrels 
doe, TheirSquirrels fome are neare as great as our fmalleit fort of wilde Rabbers, 
forme blackifh or blackeandwhite,bucthemoftaregray, , 

A {mall beatt chey haue they call Aifapanick , but we call chem flying Squirrels, 
becaufe fpreading cheir legs, and fo {tretching the largenetJe of their skins,thac they 


hauc beenefeencto fly 30 or go yards. An Opaffom hathahead like a Swine, znd a i 


taile like a Rat, and is of che bignetfe of a Cac. Vnder her belly thee hath a bagge, 
wherein fhe lodgeth, carrieth,and fuckleth her young. A Aduffa/cus isa beaft ot the 
forme and nature of our water Rars, but many of chem fmell exceeding ftrongly of 
Muske. Their Hares no bigger then our Conies, and few of them co be found. 
Their Beares are very little in comparifon of thole of CAu/covia and Tartaria. 
The Beaver 1s as big as an ordmary water dog, bur his legs exceeding fhore. His 
forefeete like a dogs, his hinder feet like aSwans. His taile jomewhiat hike the forme 
of 'a Racket, bare without haire, which to eat the Salvages eiteeme a great. delicate. 
They hauemany Osters,which as the Beavers they take with {nares, and efteeme the 
skins great ornaments, and of all thofe beafts they vfetofeed when they catch chem. 


AnVichungnoyes is ikea wilde Cat, Their Foxes are hke ourfilver haired Conies, cf prety 


s. Of all chofe forts great abun- 
owne by name, But in Sommer not 
any,or avery few to be feene. 


Of fth we were beft acquainted wich Scurgeon, Grampus, Porpus, Seales, Stiv- 
Bs gait 


hike thofe in England. Their Dogges of that Foxes. 
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—- tailes are very dangerous. Bretrs, Mullets, whiteSalmonds, Trowrs, 
oles,Plaice, Herrings, Conyfih, Rockfith, Eeles,Lampreys, Catfith Shades,Pearch 
of three forts, Crabs, Shrimps, Crevifes, Oyfters, Cocles, and Mutcles. Burt the 
moft ftrange fith is a {mall one, fo like the pigture of St George his Dragon, as poffi- 
ble can be, except his legs and wings, andthe Toadefith, which will {well all sc be 
like co bur{t, when it commeth into the ayre. 

Concerning the encrailes of the earth, lictle can be {aid for certaintie. There wan- 
ted good Refiners ; for chofe chat cooke vpon them to haue skill chis way, cooke vp 
the wafhings from the mountaines, and fome moskered fhining ftones and {pangles 
which che waters brought downe, flattering chemfelues in their owne vaine con- 
ceits to haue beenefuppofed what they were not, by the meanes of that ore, if it 
proued as cheir arts andiudg ements expected. Onely chis is certaine, chat Marty ree 
gions lying in the fame latitude, afford Minesvery rich of divers natures. The cruft 
alfo of hele rockes would cafily perfwade a man to belecue there are ocher Mines 
then yron and fteelc, if there were but meanes and men of experience that knew che 
Mine from Sper. 


Of thew Planted fruits in Virginia, and bow they vfe them. 


Hey divide the yeare into fiue feafons. Their winter fome call P ; the 
{pring Cattapesk, the fommer (obattayough, the caring of their Comme Ne 


piwongh, che harvelt and fall of leafe Taguiteck, From September vniill the 
midtt of November arethe chiefe feafts & facrifice. Then haue they plencie 
of fruits as well planced as naturall, as corne, greene and ripe, fith, fowle, and wilde 
beafts exceeding fat. : 

The greaceft labour they take, is in planting theircorne, for che Councry natu- 
rally is overgrowne with wood, To prepare the ground they bruife the barke of 
the trees neare the roo, then doe they {cortch the roots with firechat they grow no 
more. The next yeare witha aber peece of wood they bear vp the went by che 
rootes, and in chat mould they plane their Corne. Their manner is this. They make 
a hole in che carth with a {ticke,and inco it they pur foure graines of wheate andewo 


Of beanes Thefe holes they make fourefoote one from another ; Their women aad 
_ Children do continually keepe it with weeding,and when it 1s growne middle high, 


Hove they vie 
their Corne, 


they hill ic about like a hop-yard. 

n Aprillchey beginto plane, but their chiefe plancation is in May, and fo they 
continue till che midit of June. What they plant in Aprill they reape in Auguft, 
for May in Sepxember, for lune in Oober 5 Every ftalke of their corne commonly 
beareth two cares, fome three, feldome any foure, many but one, and fome none. 
Every care ordinarily hatch betwixt 200 and soo graines. The ftalke being greene 
hath a {weet iuice in it, fomewhatlike a fugar Cane, which is the caufe chat when 
they gacher their corne greene, they fucke the ftalkes : for as we § her greene peafe, 
fo doe they their corne being greene, which excellech their old. They plant alfo 
peafe they call Aifextamens, which are the fame they call in Jtaly, Fagios. Their 
Beanes are the fame che Turkes call Garnan/es, but thefe they much efteeme for 

ties, 

Their cornethey roft in che eare greene,and bruifing icin a morter of wood with 
a Pole,lap it in rowles in the leaues of their corne,and {0 boyle it for a daintie. T hey 
alfo referuc chat corne late planted that will not ripe, by roafting it in hot afhes, the 
heat thereof drying it. In winter they efteeme it — ri in with beanes for arare 
difh, they call Pas/arowmena. Their old wheat chey frit fteepe a night in hoe water, 
in the morning pounding it in a morter. They vfe a Small basket for cheir Termes, 
then pound againe the great, and fo ieparacing by dafhing their hand in che basket, 
receiue the flower in a platter made of wood, {craped to that forme wich buening 
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and fhels. Tempering this hower wich wacer, they make it cicher in cakes, covering 
them with alhes till chey be baked, and chen wafhing them in faire water, chey drie 
prefencly wich cheir owne heat : or elie boyle chem in water, eating the broch with 
the bread which they call Ponap, The groutes and peeces of the cornes rewaining, 
by fanning in a Placer or in the wind,away, the branne they boyle 3 or 4 houres 
with water, which is an ordinary food they call Vfatebemen. But ome more chriftie 
then cleanly, doe burne che core of che eare to powder, which they ca!] Panguongh, 
mingling that in cheir meale, but ic never tafted well in bread, nor broth.Th cir Bf How they vit 
& flcth chey boyle either very cenderly, or boyleit fo long on hurdles over thefire, gay = 
or clic after che Spewi(o fafhion, pucting iton a fpit, they curne firft che one lide,chen 
the other, till it be as drie as their ierkin Beefe in the weit /ndses,chac they may keepe 
a a moneth or more without putifying. The broth of hih or fleth they cat as come 
monly as the meat. 

In May alfo amongft their corne they plane Pamspeons,and a fruiclikevntoamuske Planted fruits 
mellon,but leife and worle, which chey call CMacecks. Thele increate exceedingly, 
and ripen in the beginning of Luly, and continue vneill Seprember. They plane 
alio (Maracocks a wild truic like a Lemmon, which alfo increate infinitely, They 
begin co ripe in September, and continue ull che end of Oftober. When all theie 
frurcs be gathered, liccle els they plant,and this 1s done by cheir women and childrens 
neither doth this long fuffice chem, tor neare three parts of che yeare,they onely ob- 
feruc times and feafons,and live of what che Country naturally affordeth from hand 
to mouth, &e.

(Mufcovia and Polonia doc ycately receiue many thoufands,for pitch, carre,fope- The Com. 
afhes, Rofen, Flax, Cordage, Sturgeon, Mafts, Yards, Wain{cot, Firres, Glaile,and moditss, 
fuch like; allo Swethlend for Iron and Copper. France in like manner,for Wine,Can- 
vas, and Salt. Spaine afmuch for Iron, Srecle, Figges, Reafons,and Sackes. /taly with 
Silkes and Velvers confumes our chiefe C ornanod ies Halead maintaines it felfe by 
fithing and trading at our owne doores. All chefe cemporize with ocher for necef= 
ficies, bur all as vucertaine as peace or warres. Belides the Sar, Seaton danger 
in cran{porting them, by feas, lands, {tormes, and Pyracs. Then how much hath 
} srgima che prerogatiuc of all chofe flourifhing Kingdomes, for the benefit of our 
Land, when as within one hundred myles all thote are to be had, either ready pro- 
vided by nature, or elfe to be prepared, wercthere but induftrious men to labour. 

Oncly of Copper we may doubtis wanting,but there is good probabilitie chat both 
Copper and better Minerals are there to be had for ther labour. Other Countries 
haue it. So chen here isa place, a nurfe for fouldiers, a praétife for mariners, a trade 
for marchants, a reward for the good, and that which is moft of all,a bufinetle(moft 
acceptable to God) to bring fuch poore Infidels tothe knowledge of God and his 


holy Gofpell.

Jour browne when they are of any age, but they are borne white, Their hayrc is ge- 
nerally blacke, but few haue any beards. The men weare halfe their beards fhaven, 
the other halfe long ;tor Barbers they vfe their women, who with two fhcls will grace 
away the hayre, of any tafhiun they pleafe. The women are cut in many fafhions,a 
grecable to their yeares, bur ever {ome part remaineth long. They are very trong, 
of an able body and full of agilitie, able to endure to lie in che woods vnder a tree 
by the fire, in che wortt of winter, or in the weedes and graife,in Ambufcado in the 
Sommer, They are inconitane in every ching, but whac feare conitraineth chem to 

eepe. Craftie, umerous, quicke of apprchenfion, and very ingenuous. Some are of 
difpofition fearefull, fome bold, moit caucelous, all Savage. Generally coverous of 
Copper, Beads, and {uch like crafh. They are foone moued to anger, and fo malici- 
ous, that they icldome forget an iniury : hey feldome ftcaleone from another, leaft 
cheir coniurers fhould reveale it, and {o they be purfued and punifhed. That 
are thus feared is certaine, but thatany can reucale cheis offences by coniuration 
am doubrfull, Their women are carefull nocto be fufpeéted of difhoneftie wichouc 
the leaue of their hufoands. Each houfhold knoweth their ownelands, and gardens, 
and moft Jiue of their owne labours. For their apparel, chey are fometime covered 
with che skinnes of wilde beafts, which in Winter are dretJed with the hayre,bue in 
Sommer without. The beter fort vfe large mantels of Deare skins, not much dif- 
fering in fafhion from the Irifh mantels, Some imbrodered with white beads, fome 
with Copper, other painted aftcr their manner, But the common fort haue {carce 
to cover their nakedneife, but with graffe,the leaues of crees, or fuch like. We haue 
feene fomic vfe mantels made of Turky feathers, fo prectsly wrought & woven with 
threads chat nothing could be difcerned bur the feathers, That wae Ing warme 
and very handfomc. But the women are alwayes covered about their middies wide 
a skin,and very flamefatt to be feene bare. They adorne themfelues moft with cop- 
per beads and painungs. Their women, fome haue their legs, hands, breafts and face 
cunningly imbredered with divers workes, as beafts, ferpents, artificially wroughe 
into their flefh with blacke fpots. In each ecre commonly they haue 3 great holes, 
whereat they hang cha:nes, bracelets,or copper. Some of their men weare in thofe 
holes, a fmall greene and yellow coloared {nake,neare halfe ayard ia aaa hpi 
crawling and lapping her felfe about his nec ke oftentimes familiarly would kille his 
lips. Ochers wrcare a dead Rat tyed by the taile.Some on cheir heads wearethe wing 

a bird, or fome large feather with a Rattell. Thofe Rattels arc fomewhat like the 

chape of a Rapier, bucleife, which they take from thetaile of a fnake.Many hauethe 
whole skinne of a Hawke or fome ftrangefoule, ftuffed with che wings abroad. O- 
thers a broad peece of Copper,and (ome the hand of their enemy dryed, T heir heads 
and fhoulders are painted red with therooce Pecone brayed co powder, mixed with 
oyle, his they holdin fommer to preferue them from the heate, and in winter from 
the cold. Many cther formes of paintings they vie, but he is che moft gallanc that is 
the moft monftrous co behold, 

Theis buildings and habitations are for the moft part by therivers,or notfarre di- 
ftant from fore freth {pring. Their houfes are built like our Arbors, of {mall young 
{prings bowed and tyed, and fo clofe covered with Mats, or the baskes of trees very 
handiomely chat norwichftaniding either winde,raine, or weather, they areas warme 
as ftooues, but very {moaky, yet at the toppe of the houfe there is abole made for 
che fmoake to goe into rightover the fire, 

Agent 
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Againft the fire they lic on little hurdics of Reeds covered with a Mat,borne from 
the ground afoote and more by a hurdle of wood.On thefe round about the houfe 
they lic heads and points one by thother againit the fire,fome covered with Mats, 
fome with skins, and fome ftarke naked lie on the ground, from 6 ©» 20 in ahoufe. 
Their houtcs are in che midft of their fields or gardens, which are {mall plors of 
ground.Some 20 acres,fome 4o.fome loo.fome 200.fome more,fome leife. In tome 
places from 3 co 50 of chofe houfestogether, or bura lictle feparaced by groues of 
erces, Neare their habiracions is lictle {mall wood or old trees on the ground by rea- 
fon of their burning of chem for fire. So chat a man may gallop a horfe amongft 
thefe woods any way, buc where the creckes or Rivers fhall hinder. 

Men, women, and children haue cheis feverall names according to che feverall 
humor of cheir Parents. Their women ( ait fay ) are calily delivered of childe, yet 
doe they louc children very dearely. To shes hardie, in the coldeit mornings 
they chem wabh in che rivers, and by painting and oynements fo canne their skinnes, 
that after a yeareor two, 00 weather will hugt them, 

The men beftow cheir ames in fifbing, hunting, warres, and fuch man-like exer- 
cifes,{corning to be feene in any woman-like exercile,which isthe caufe that the wo- 
men be very painefull, and che men often idle. The women and children doe the 
reft of che worke. They make mats, baskers, pots,morters,pound cheir corne, make 
their bread, prepare thar vi€tuals, plane their corne,gather their corne,beare all kind 
of burdens, and {uch like, 


Their fire they kindle prefently by ve a dry pointed ftickein a holeof a licle 7 


{quare peeceof wood, thax firing ic felfe, will {o fire moile, leaues, or any fuch like 
dry thing, chat will quickly barne. In March and Aprill chey liue much vpon their 
fithing wires s and teed on fifh, Turkies, and Squirrels, May and Lune they plane 
cheir fields, and liue moft of Acornes, Walnuts, and filh, Buc co amend their dyet, 
fome difperfe chem/elues in fmall companies, and liue vpon fith, beatts, crabs, oy- 
flers, land Tonoifes, ftrawberries, mulberries, and fuch like. In June, Iuly, and 
Augatt, they feed vpon the roores of Teckwough berries, fifh,and greene wheat. It is 
ftrange to fee how their bodics alcer with their dyet,even as thedeere & wilde beafts 
they feeme fat and leane, (trong and weake. Powbaten their great King, and fome 
others that are provident,soft cheir fith and fich vpon hurdles as beforeis expreiled, 
and keepe ic cill {carce times. | 

For hiking , hunting, and warres they vfemuch their bow and arrowes. They 
bring cheis bowes co the forme of ours by che fcraping of a fhell. Their arrowes are 
made fome of ftraight young {prigs,which they head with bone,fome 2 or 3 ynches 
long, Thefe they vfeto fhoot at Squirrels on trees Another fort of arrowes th 
vie made of Reeds. Thefe are peeced with wood, headed with {plincers of chriftall, 
or fome fharpe ftone, che {purres of a Turkey, or the bill of fome bird.For his knife 
he hach the fplincer of a Reed to cut his feathers informe. With chis knife alfo,he 
will ioyne a Deere, or any beaft, fhape his fhooes, buskins, mancels, &c. To make 
thenoch of his arrow he hath the cocth of a Beaver,fecin afticke, wherewith he 
teth ic by degrees, His arrow head he quickly maketh wich a litle bone, which he 
ever weareth at his bracert, of any {plint of a {tone, or glaiTe in the forme of a heart, 
and thefe they glew to the end of their arrowes. With the finewes of Deere, and the 

ot Deeses hornes boyled to a ielly, chey make a glew chat will not diffolue in 
cold water. 

For their warres alfo they vie Targets that are round and made of the barkes of 
trees, and a {word of wood at their backes, but oftentimes they vie for {words the 
horne of a Deere putthrough a peece of wood in forme of a Pickaxe. Somea lon 
ftone fharpned at both ends, vied in the fame n.anner. This they were wont to vie 
alfo for hatchets, but now by trucking they heuc plentic of the {ame forme of yron. 
And thote are their chicfe inftruments and armes. 

Their fifhing is much in Boats, Thefe they make of one tree by burning and 
{csatching away the coales with ftones and fhels,¢ill chey hane made it in forme ofa 
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Trough. Some of them are an eine deepe, and fortie or fiftie foore in length, and 
fome will bearego men, but che moft ordinary are {maller, and will beare 10,20,0¢ 
30. according totheir bigneile. In tteadof Oares, they vie Paddles and ftickes, with 
which they will row fatter chen our seg Sea ta their hands and thighes, their 
women v(c to fpin, the barkes of trces, Deere finewes, ora kind of graile chey call 
Pemmenaw, of chef{e they make a thread very even and readily, This thread ferveth 

for many vies. As about their houfing,apparell, as alfo they make nexs tor fifhin 
for the quanuitie as formally braded as ours. They make alfo wich is lines for angles, 
Their hookes are either a bone grated asthey noch their arrowes in che forme of a 
crooked pinne or fifh-hooke, or of the fplinter of a bone tyed co the clift of a litte 
fticke, and with the end of the line, they tieon the bait, They vfe alfolong arrowes 
ed in a line, wherewith they fhoote at fith in the rivers, Buc they of Accawmack vie 
cs like vnco Tauclins headed with bone. With thefe they dart fith {wimming in 


rd water. They haue alfo many artificial wires, in which they get abundance of 


In their hunting and ag they take extreame paines, yer it being their ordinary 
exercife from cheir infancy, they efteeme ic 2 plealure and are very proud to be cx- 
pete therein. And by cheir continual ranging, and travell, they know all the advan- 
tages and places moft frequented with Deere, Beafts,Fith, Foule,Roots, and Berries, 
As their huntings they leaue their habitations, and reduce themfelues into com 
nies, as the Tartars doc, and goe to the moft defert places with their families, where 
they {pend their timein hunting and fowling vp towards the mountaines, by the 
heads of their rivers, where there is plentie of game. For berwixt the rivers che 
grounds arefo narrowe, that litle commneth here which they devoure not. Itisa 
marvell they can fo direétly palle thefe deferts, fome 3 or 4 dayes iourney without 
habitation. Their hunting houfes are like vnto Arbours covered with Mats, Thefe 
their women beare after them, with Comme, Accrnes, Morters,and all bag and bag- 
agethey vic. When they come to the place of exercife, every man doth kis beft to 
Fin his dexteritic, for by their excelling in chofe qualities, they get their wiues, 
Fortie yards will chey foot level, or very neare the marke, and 126 13 cheir beft at 
Random. Ac their huntings in the deferts they are commonly two or three hundred 
together. Having found the Deere, they environ them with many fires, & betwixt 
the fires they place themf¢lues. And fome take their ftands in the midfts. The Deere 
being chus feared by the fires, and cheir voyces, they chafe them fo long within that 
circle, that many times they kill 6,8, 10,0r 15 ata hunang.They vfe alfo to driue 
them into fome narrow poynt cf land, when they find chat advancagesand fo foree 
them into theriver, where with their boats they hsue Amsba/cadees co kill them. 
When they haue fhora Deere by land, they follow him like bloud-hounds by che 
bloud,and ftraine,and oftentimes fo takethem. Hares,Parcridges, Turkics,or Egges, 
fat or leane, young or old, they devoure all chey can catch in their power. Jn one 
of chefe huntings they found me in the difcovery of the head of che river of ( bicke= 
hamania, where they flew my men,and cooke me prifoner in a Bogmire,whare I faw 
thofe exercifes, and gathered thefe Obfervations, 
One Salvage hunting alone, vfeth the shinne of a Deere flit on the one fide,and fo 
¢ on his arme, through the neck,fo that his band comesto the head which is ftuf- 
andthe hornes, head, eyes, cares, and every part as artificially counterfeiced as 
they can devife, Thus throwding his body in the skinne by {talking he approachech 
the Deere, creeping on the = from one tree to another, If the Deerechanceto 
turn 


find faule, or ftand at gaze, eth che head with his hand to his beft advantage 
to feeme like a Deere, alfo gazing and licking himfeife. So wacching his beft advan- 
tage to epproach, having fhoc hina, he chafech him by his bloud and ftrame cill be 


ethim. 


? When they intend any warres, the Werewances vfually hane the advice of their 


their Priefts and Coniurers, and their allies, and ancient friends, bur chiefely the 
Priefts determine their'a cfolucion. Every Werewance,os fome luftic fellow, dhey ap- 
| pom 
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point Captainc over evcry nation. They feldome make warre for lands or goods, 
but for women and children,and principally for reverge.T hey haue many enemies, 
namely, all cheir weiternly Countries beyond the nountiines, and the heads of the 
rivers. Vpon the head of che Powhsraws are the -Monacans, whiote chicfe habitation 
is at Refanweak , vnto whom the (Mowheasexchughes, the (Mafficnacak: he Afena- 
ha faungbs, tiie Menafickapanonghs,and other nations pay aibutes.Vpon the head of 
the river of Toppabasock 1s a people called (Mannaboacks, To thefc are contributers 
the Taaxsvias, the Shackacomias, the Ontpeneas, the Tegninateos, the Whoxkemteaes, the 
Stegarakes,che Haffinawng<es, and divers others,all confederaccs with the Adonacans, 
h many diferent in language, and be very barbarous, liuing for che moft pare 

of wild beaits and fruits. Beyond the mountaines from whence is the head of the 
viver Patawonscke,the Salvages rcport inhabit cher moft morcall enemics,the Adaffe- 
wonsekes Vpon a great fale water, which by all Lkebhood is cither fome part of Cas- 
nada, (ome great lake, or fome inlet of (ome sea that fallech into the South fea. Thefe 
(Ma [awoweekes arc a preat nation and very populous. For the heads of all choleri- 
vers, eipecially the Pattawomekes, the Pantuxuntes, the Sa/quefabanccks, the Teck: 
wong bes are continually tormented by chem: of whofecrueltie,thcy generally come 
lained, and very importunace they were with me, and my company co free them 
in chefe cormentors, To this purpofe chey offered food, conduét, affittance, and 


continual! {ubie€tion, Which J concluded to effe&. Bur the counccll chen ag f 
ae 


fence emulating my lucceile, would noc thinke it fic to fpare me fortie men co be 
garded in chofe vnknowne regions,having pailed(as betore was {poken cf)buc with 
g2,and{o was loft tnat opporcunitie. Seaven boats full of thefe AZsffarwornekes wee 
encountred at the head of the Bay 5 whofe Targets, Baskers,Swords, I obaccopipes, 
Platters, Bowes, and Arrowes, and every thing fhewed,thcy much exceeded them of 
Our parts, and their dexteritie in cheir {mall boats,made of che barkes of erces,fowed 
with barke and well luced with gumme, argueth chat chey are feared vpon fome 
great water, 

Againtt all chefe enemies the Pewbatans are conftrained founetimes to fight. Their 
chiefe attempts are by Stratagems, urccheries, or furprifals. Yet che Werowances Wo- 
men and children they put not to death, but keepe chem Captiues. T hey haue a me- 
thod in warre, and for our plealures they fhewed it vs, and is was in this manner 
performed at Afatrapanient. | 
Having painted and difguifed themfelues in the fierceft manner they could devife. 
They divided themfelues anco two Companies,neare a hundred in a company. The 
one company called Adomacans, the other Pewbatans. Either army had their Cap- 
caine. Thefeas enemics tooke their ftands a musker fhot one from another ; ranked 
themfelues 15 2 breait, and each ranke from another 4 or 5 yards, notin tyle, butin 
the opening betwixt their fyles. So the Reare could fhooc as conveniently asthe 
Front.Having thus pitched che fields: from either part went a meffenger with thefe 
conditions, thac whofoever were vanquifhed, fuch as {cape vpon ther fubmiffion 
in two dayes after fhould liue, but cheir wiues and ctiidren fhou!d be prize for che 
Conquerours. The meifengers were no fooner returned, but they approached in 
their orders 5 On each flankea Sericanc, and in the Reare an Oificer for Lieutenant, 
all duly keeping their orders, yet keaping and finging after chcir accuftomed tune, 
which they onely vfe in Warres.Vpon the firft Aight of arrowes they gaus fuch hore 
rible fhouts and fcreeches, as fo many infernall Fell -hounds could not haue made 
them more terrible. When they pas ty their arrowes, they ioyned together pree- 
tily, charging and retyring, every ranke feconding other. As they got advantage 
they cached their enemies by the hayreof the head, and downe he came that was 
taken. His enemy with his wooden {word feemed ro beat out his braines, and fill 
they crepeeo che Reare, to maintaine the skirmifh. The Adonacans decreafing, the 
‘Powkatens charged them in theforme of a halfe Moone ; they vnwilling co be ine 
clofed, fied all in a troopeto their e-fmsba/cadees,on whom they led chem very cu 
ningly. The Adonacans difperfe _ among the frefh men, wherevpon the 
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Powhatans retired, with all {peed co their feconds ; which the Afonacans feeing tooke 
chat advantage to retire againe to their owne battell, and fo each recurned to their 
owne quartcr. All their actions, voyces, and geftures, both in charging and retisin 
were fo itrained to the height of their qualicie and nature, chat che firangeneife 
thereof madc it feeme very de'izhrfull. 

For cher Muficke they vie athicke Cane, on which they pipe as on a Recorder, 
For cheir warres they hauea great deepe placcer of wood. They cover the mouth 
thereof with 2 skin, at each corner they tie a walnuc,which meeting on the backfide 
neerc the bortome, with a {mall rope they witch chem together till it be fo toughe 
and {tiffe, chat chey may beat vpon it as vpon a drumme. Buc their chiefe inttras 
ments are Rattles made of {mall gourds,os Pumpeons fhels.Of chefe they haue Bafe, 
Tenor, Countertenor,Meane, and Treble. Thefe mingled wich their voyces fomes 
times twenty or thirtie cogether,make {uch acerrible noite as would rather affright, 
then delight any man, If any great commander arriue at the habitation of a Werew 
ance they {preada Matas the Parkes doe a Carpet for him co fic ypon.Vpon ancther 
right oppofice they ficthemfelues. Then doe all with acunable voice of fhouring 
bid him welcome. After this doetwoor more of their chiefeltmmen make an Orane 
on, eftifying theirloue. Which chey doe with fuch vchemency, and {o great pafli- 
ons, that hey {weat till chey drop, and are fo out of breath they can fcarce fpeake, 
So chat a man would take them to be exceeding angry,or ftark mad.Such vidtuall as 
they haue, they {pend freely, and ac night where his lodging is appointed, they feta 
woman frefh painted red with Pecenes and oyle,to be his bed-fellow. 

Their manner of trading is for copper, beads, ard fuch like,for which they giue 
fuch commoditiesas they haue, as skins, foule,hth,Achh, and their Country Corne. 
But their vidtualls are cheir chieteft nches. 

Every {pring they make chemfelues ficke with drinking the iuyce of a roote th 
call Wigh/acan, and water; whereot they powre fo preat a quantitic, thar ic purg. 
them in a very violent manner ; fo that in three or foure dayes after, they {carce reco- 
ver their former health. Sometimes chey are troubled with dropfies, fwellings, a 
ches, and fuch like difcafes ; for cure whereof they build a Stoue in the forme of a 
Douc-houfe with mats, fo clofe chat a few coales cherein covered with a por, will 
make the patient fweat extreamely. For {wellings alfo they vfe {mall peeces of 
touchwood, in the forme of cloues, which pricking on the griefe they burne clofe 
to the fiefh, and from thence draw the corruption with their mouth, With this 
roote Wigh/acax they ordinarily heale greene wounds, But to {carrifie a {welling, or 
make incifion, cheir beft inftruments are fome fplinced ftone. Old vicers, or putri- 
fied hurts are feldome feene cured amongft them. They haue many profeffed Phi- 
ficians, who with their charmes and Rattles, with an infernall rout of words and 
actions, will feeme to fucke their inward griefe from their navels, or their grieued 
places ; but of our Chirurgians they were fo conceited, that they beleeued any 
Plaifter would heale any burt. 

But'tis not alwayes in Phificians skill, 

To heale the Parient that is ficke and ill : 
Fer fometines fickne[fe on the P atients part, 
Prowes frenger farre then all P bificians art, 


Of their Religion. 


Here is yet in Virginéa no place difcovered to be fo Savage, in which they 
haue not a Religion, Deere, and Bow, and Arrowes. All things that ere a- 
blero doe them hurt beyond their prevention, they adore with their kinde 
of divine worfhip 5 as the eA ERR. a eR our Ordnance,pee- 
ces,horfes,&c. But their chiefe God they worfhip is the Devill. Him they oe 
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and ferue him more of feare then loue. They fay they haue conference with him, 
and fathion chemiclues 2s neare co his fhapeas they can imagine. In cheir Temples 
they hanc his image euill favouredly carved, and then painted and adorned wich 
chaines of copper, and beads, and covered with a skin,in {uch manner asthe defor- 
micie may well fuic with {uch aGed. By himiscommonly che fepulcher of their 
Kings. Their bodies are frtt bowelled, then dried vpon hurdles ull chcy be very How they br. 
dry, and fo about the mott of cheirioynts and necke chey hang bracelets, orchames ry theis Kings 
of copper, pearle, and {uch like, as they vic co weare, cheir inwards they tluffe with 
copper beads harchets,and fuch trahh. Then lappethey chem very caicfully in wire 
skins,and fo rowle them in mats for cheir winding fheees.And in che Tonibe which 
is an arch made of mats, they lay chem ordesly. What resnaincth cf this kinde of 
wealth their Kings haue, they fer at their feer in baskets. [hele Temples and bodies 
are kept by cheir Pricits, 
For their ordinary burials, they dig a deepe hole in the earth with tharpe ftakes, Theirordinze 
and the corpfe being lapped in skins and mats with their tewels, chey Jay than vpon *Y 
ftickes fate ground, and fo cover them with carth. The buriall ended, the women 
being painced all cheir faces with blacke cole and oyle, doe fic cwenty-foure houres 
inthe houfes mourning and lamenting by turnes, wich fuch yelling and howling, 
as may expreile cheir great paflions. 
Inevery Territory of a Werewance isa Templeanda Pricft,woor three or morc. Their Tem. 
Their principall Temple or place of fuperfticon is at Vstamaffick at Pamavnkes, ples. 
neare vnco which isa hou!e, 1 emple, or place of Powhasans. 
Vpon the top of cercaine red {andy hils in che woods, there are chree great houfes 
filled with images of their Kings, and Devils, and Tombcs of their Predece(Jors. 
Thofe houfes are neare fixtic for in length built arbour-wile, after cheir building, 
This place chey count fo holy as char buc the Pricfts & Kings darecome into them 5 
nor the Salvages dare not goe vp the river in boats by it, but they folemnly caft 
fome copper, white beads, or Pocenes into the river, for fcare their Okee 
thould be offended a and revenged of them. 


Thus, Feare was she firft their Gods beget: 
Till feare began, their Gods were net. 


In this place commonly are refident feauen Priefts. The chicfe differcdfrom the Their ornan 
seit in his ornaments, bur inferior Priefts could hardly be knowne trom che cosn- sheis P et 
mon people, buc that oe not fo many holes in cheir eares co hang theirsewels “™* ' 
at. The ornaments of the chiefe Prieft were certaine attires for his head made thus. 

They tooke a dofen,or 16,or more {nakes skins and ftuffed them with moile,and of 
Weefels and other Vermines skins a good many. All thefe they tie by their tailes, 
fo as all cheir tailes meere in the toppe of their head like a greac TaiTcll. Round about 
this T affell is as ic wereacrowne TP earhers, the skins hang r.und about his head, 
necke, and fhoulders,and in a manner cover his face, The faces of all cheir Priefts are 
painted as vgly as they can devilc,in their hands they had cvery one his Rattle, fome 
bafe, fome{maller. Their devodon was moft in fongs, which the chiefe Pricft be- 
ginneth and the reft followed him, fomeumes he maketh invocations with broken 
fencences by itarts and ftrange paffions, and ac every paufe, the reft giuea fhort 


gtoane. 
Thos feeke they im decpe foolifeneffe, 
To climbe the beight of bappinesfe 


It could not be perceiued that they keepe any day as more holy then other; But 
onely in fome preat diftreife of eackee of doe times of ea hand gae- The times of 
ring cogether their fruits, che whole Country of men, women, and children come ! 
together co folemnities. The manner of cheir devotion is fometimesto make a great 
re, in the houfeor fields, and all to fing and dance about fc with Rattles and thous

They haue alfo cercaine Altar ftones they call Pawcerances, but thefe fland from 
their Temples, fome by their houfes, others in che woods and wildesnetles, where 
they hauc kad any extraordinary accident, or incounter. And as you travell,st chofe 
ftones they will tell you che caule why they were there erefted, which from age to 

¢ they inftruct cheir children, as cheir beft records of anciquities.Vpon thefe they 

bloud, Deere fuer, and Tobacco. This they doe when they recurne from the 
Warres, from hunting, and vpon many other occafions. They haue alio another fu- 
perftiion that they viein ftormes, when che waters are rough in che Rivers and Sea 
coafts. The Coniurers runne to the waer fides,or pafling in their boats,after ma 
ny hellith outcryes and invocations, they caft Tobacco, Copper, Pecemes,or {uch wath 
inco the water, to pacifie that God whom they thinke to be very angry in hole 
ftormes. Before their dinners and fuppers che better fort will cake the firft bit, and 
caft ic in the fire, which is all che they are knowneto vie, 

In fome part of the Councy they hauc yearely a facrifice of children, Such a one 
was at Duiyenghcobaveck fome cen myles from James Towne, and chus performed. 
Fifteene of che propereft young boyes, berweene ren and fiftcene yeares of age they 
p2inted white. Having brought chem forth, the people {pent the forenoonc in dan- 
cing and finging about them wich Rattles.1n che afternoone they put thofechildren 
to the reote of a cree. By them all che men ftood in aguard, every one having a Ba- 
ftinado in his hand,madeof reeds bound cogether. T his made a lane betweenc chem 
all along, through which chere were appointed fiue young men to fetch thefe chil- 
dren: fo every one of the flue went through the guard to fetch a childe cach after o- 
ther by curnes, the guard fiercely beating them with their Baftinadocs,and they pa- 
tiently enduring and receijuing all defending the children with their naked bodies 
from the vnmercifull blowes, chat pay them foundly, though the children efcape. 
Adal this while the women weepe and cry out very paflionately, prouiding ma:s, 
skins, mot{e, and dry wood, as things fitting their Funerals. After the chil- 
dren were thus paffed che guard the guard toredown the trees, branches & boughs, 
with fach violence chat they rent the body,and made wreaths for their heads, or be- 
decked their hayre with che leaues. What cls was done with the childrea, was not 
{cene, but they were all caft on a heape, in a valley as dead, wherethcy mades gree 
Feaft for all che company. T he Werewance being demanded the meaning of :his facri- 
fice, anfwered that che children were not all dead, but that che Okee or Dived did 
fucke the bloud from their left breaft, who chanced co be his by lor, ull chey were 
dead, bur the reft were kept in the wildernelfe by che young men ull nine moneths 
were expired, during which time they muft not converfe with any, and of ‘chefe 
were made their Priefts and Coniurers. This Sacrifice they held to be fo neceflary, 
chat if they fhould omic it, their Okge or Devilé,and all cheir other Qa ughes, 
which are cheir other Gods, would ler chem haue no Deere, Turkies, nor 
fith, and yet befides. he would make a great flaughter smongft chan. 

They chinke chac their Werewences and Pricits which they alfo efteeme Paiyenghe 
cofegbes, when they are dead, doe goe beyond the mountaines cowards the feanng 
of the fanne, and ever remaine there in torme of their Okge, wich cher heads ye 
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ted with oyle and Pocenes, finely trimmed with feathers, and thal] haue beads, hat- 
chets, copper, and Tobacco, doing nothing buc dance and fing, with all their Pre- 
decetlors, Buc the common people they fuppofe fhall not line after death, but rot 
in their graues like dead dogs. 

To divert chem from chis blind Idolatry we did our beft endevours, chiefly with 
the Werewance Of Duiyonghcobaweck , whole devotion, apprebenfion, and good dif- 
pofiuon, much a any in thofe Countries, wah whom although we could 
oc as yet prevaile, to forfake his falfe Gods, yet this he did beleeuethac our God as 
much exceeded theirs, as our Gunnes did their Bowes & Arrowes, and many times 
did fend co me to James Towne, intreating me to pray to my Ged tor raine, for 
their Gods would not fend them any. And in this lamentable ignorance doc thefe 
= foules facrifice chemielues co the Devill, not knowing cheir Creator ; and we 

not language fufficient, fo plainly to expreife se as make chem wnderitand its 
which God granc chey may. 


For, Religion ris that doth diftingnifs vs

Of the mamer of the Virginians Government. 


Lehough the Country people be very barbarous, yet haue they amongft 

them tuch government, as chat their Magiftrates for good commanding, 

dcheir people for duc iubieftion, and obeying, excell many places chat 

would be counted very civil}. The formeof their Common: wealth 1s a Mo- 
narchicall government, one as Emperour ruleth over many Kings or Governouré. 
Their chiete ruler is called Pewbatan, and taketh h's name of his psiacipall place of 
dwelling called Powhatan. But his proper name 1s Wabuafenaceck. Some Countries 
he hath which haue beenc his sa and came vnto him by wheritance, as che 
Counrry called Powhatan, Arrobateck, Appamatuck, Pamaunkee, Toughtanand, and 
Mastapenient, All the reft of his Territones expreiled in the Mappes they repore 
haue beenc his feverall Conquefts. In all bis ancient inheritances, he hath houfes 
buile after cheir manner like arbours, fome 3. fome 40. yards long, and at every 
houte provifion for his entertainement according tothe ame. At Werewcomece on 
the Northfide of the river Pamavukee, was his relidence, when I was delivered him 
prifoner, {ome 14 myles from Jesees Towne, where for the molt part, he was refis 
dent, but at laft he cooke fo liccle pleafure in our neare necighbourhsod, that-he ree 
ured himfelfe to Orapates, in che defert betwixt (bickahamama and Youghtanand, 
He is of perfonage a tall well proporuoned man, with a fower looke, his hcad fom- 
what gray, his beard fo chinne, that it feemeth none at all, his age nearefixtie 5 of a 
very able and hardy body co endure any labour.About his perion ordinarily acten- 


ees or $0 of the calleft men his Country doth atford Every night 
Vpon stoareca Bt and 


quarters of his houfe are foure Senanels, each from ocher a Aight 

fhoot,and at every halfe houre one from the (ops du guard doth hollow, thaking his 
lips wich his finger berweenechem ; ynto whom every Senunell doth anfwer round 
from his ftand: if any faile, they prefently fend forth an officer chat beaceth him ex- 
A caylee Orapakes in a thicket of wood, he hath a houfe in which he keepeth 
his kinde of Treafare, as skinnes, » pearle, and beads, which he ftoreth vp a 
ganft the time of his death and bared, Flere alfois his {tore cf red pant for oynt 
sent, bowes and arrowes, Targets and clubs. This houte is fiftie or fixtie yards in 
length, frequenced onely by Pricits. ns houfe os 
3 mages

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Images as Sentinels, one of a Dragon, another a Beare, the third likea Leopard 
the fourth like a gianclike man, all made evil favouredly, according to ee 
workemanfhip. 

He hath as many women as he will, whereof when he lieth on his bed,one ficreck 
at his head, and another at his feet, but when he fictech, one licceth on his right hand 
and another on his left. As he is weary of his women, he beftoweth them on thofe 
that beft deferue chem at hishands, When he dineth or fappeth, one of his women 
before and after meat, bringeth him water in a wooden platter co walh his hands, 
Another waiteth with a bunch of feathers co wipe chem in ftead of a Towell, and 
the feathers when he hath wiped are drycdagaine. His kingdomes defcend noc to 
his fonnes nor children, but brit to his brethren, whereofhe hath 3. namely, Ops 
chapan, Opechancanengh, and (atatangh, and after their deceafe to his fifters. Firitto 
the eldeft fitter, chen co che rreft, and atter them co the heires inale or female of the ee 
deft fifter, but never to the heires of the males, : 

He nor any of his ¢ vnderftand any letters ,whereby to write or reade, onely 
the lawes whereby he ruleth is cuftome. Yet when he lifteth his will is a law and 
muft be obeyed: mot onely as a King, but as halfe a God they efteemchim. His in- 
feriour Kings whom chey call Werewancts, are tyed to rule by cu‘tomes, and hae 
power of lite and death at their command in that nacure. Buc this word Peremance, 
which we call znd conftrue for a King,is a common word, whereby they call all 
commanders: for they have buc few words in their language,and but few occalions 
to vie any officers morechen one commander, which commonly they call Werew- 
ance, or Cancoronfe, which is Captaine, They all know cheir feverall lands, and ha- 
bitations, and limits, to fith, foule, or huntin, but chey hold all of their greac Wee 
rewauce Pewhatax, voro whom they pay tribute of skinnes, beads, copper, pcarle, 
deere, turkies, wild beafts, and corne. What he commandech they dare not Lob 
in cheleaftching, Icis ftrange to fee with whar great feare and adoration, all thefe 
people doc obcy this Powhatan. For at his feet they prefent whatloever hecommane 
deth,and at the leaft frowne of his brow, their {pirits will remble with feares 
and no marvel], for he is very terrible & tyrannous in punifhing fuch as otfend him, 
For example,he caufed cercaine malefactors to be bound and foot, then ha- 
ving of many fires gathered great ftore of burning coales, they rake chefe coales 
round in che forme of a cockpit, and in the midft they caft the offenders co broyle 
to death. Sometimes he caufeth the heads of chem that offend him, to be laid vpon 
the alcar or facrificing ftone, and one wich clubbes beats our cheir braines. When he 
would punifh any notorious enemy or malefactor, he caufech him to betyed toa 
tree, and with Mullell fhels or reeds, the executioner cuteeth off his ioynts one after 
another, ever cafting what they cut of inco the fire 5 then doth he proceed with thels 
and reeds to cafe the skinne from his head and face 5 then doe they rip his belly and 
fo burne him with the cree and all. Thus themfelucs reported they execured George 
Caffen, T heir ordinary correétion is co beare chem with cudgels. We haue feenca 
man kneeling on his at Pewhatans command,two men haue beate him on 
the bare skin, till he bath fallen fenfdefle in a found, and yer never cry nor complai- 
ned. And he madea woman for playing the whore, fit vpon a great ftone, on her 
bare breech twenty-foure houres, onely with corne and water,every three dayes, cil 
nine — paft, yet he loucd her exceedingly : nocwithftanding chere are com> 
ger oly pein. (ed che people of Papashetank his neare neighbours 

In che yeare 1608, he e P. isneare neigh 
and fubiedts. The peealioaieas tovs vaknowne, buc the mannex was thus. Firft he 
fent divers of his men as to lodge amongft chem chat night, then the Ausba/cadees 
eavironed all heir houfes, and at che houre appos sed, they all fell to the {poyle, 
twenry-foure men they flew, the long haire of the one fide of cheis heads, with the 
skinne cafed off with fhels or reeds, chey ht away, They fusprifed sifo che 
women, and the children, and the Weremance. All thefe they prefented to Powhatan. 
The¥erewance, women and children became his prifeners, and dos him — 
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Thelockes of haire with cheir skinnes he hanged on aline betwixt two trees. And 
chus he made oltenta ion of his rxuumph at Werowecemoco,wlicre he intendedto haue 
done as muchto mceand my company. 

And chis is as much as my memory can call to minde worthy of note ; which I 
hauc purpofcly colleéted, to fatisfie my friends of the crue worth and qualitie of 
Verginsa, Yet fome bad narures will not fticke to lander the Councrcy, chat wall 
flovenly {pic at all chings, efpecially in company where they can finde none to con- 
eradiét them. Who though they were {carceeuer ten myles from James Towne, 
or at the mott buc ac the falles 3 yetholding ic a great difgrace chat amongft fo much 
aétion, cheir aétions were nothing, ¢xclaime of all things, though they never ad- 
vencurcd to know any thing ; nor euer did any thing but devoure the fruits of other 
mens labours, Being for mott part of fuch tender educations, and fmall experience 
in Martiall accidents, becaute they found not Englifh Cities, nor fuch faire houfes, 
nor at their owne wifhes any of their accuftomed dainues, with feather beds and 
downe pillowes, Tavernes and Alchoufes in every breaching place, neither fuch 
plenae of gold and tilver atid difolute libertie,as chey expeéted,tiad lictle or no care 
ot any thing, butto pamper cheir bellies, to fly away with our Pinnaces, or procure 
their meanes to returne for England. For the Country was to them a mifery, aruine, 
a death, a hell, and cheir reports here, and their aétions there according. 

Some other there were that had yearely ftipends to pate co and againe for tranf 
oxime suet to keepe the myfterie of the bufinelfe in chemfelues, chough they 

neither timenor meanes to know much of themfelues ; yet al! mens aétions 
or relations they fo formally tuned to the temporizing times fimplicitie, as they 
could make their ignorances {eeme much more, then all the true aétors ciara | 
their experience, Kod thofe with their great words deluded the world with { 
ftrange promifes, as abufed che bufineile much worfe then the reft. For the bufi- 
netle being builded vpon the foundation of their fained experience, the planters, 
the money and meanes haue ftill mifcarricd:yecthey ever recurning and che planters 
fo farre abfent, who could contradi&t their excufes ? which, ftill to maintaine their 
vaine glory and eftimation, from time to time haue vfed fuch diligence as made 
them paife for truchs, chough nothing more falfe. And thatthe adventurers might 
be thus abufed, let no man wonder ; for the wifeft liuing is foonc{t abufed by bim 
that hath a faire congue and a ditlembling heart. 

There were many in Vaginia mecrely proie&ing,verball, and idlecontemplators, 
and thofe fo devoted to pure idlenefle, chat though they had liued cwo or three 
yeares in Verginéa lordly, neceflicie it felfe could not compel! chem to paile the Pew 
safala, or Pallifadoes of lames Towne, and thofe witty {piritcs, what would they not 
affirme in the behalfe of our ranfporters, to get victuall from cheir fhips,or obraine 
their good words in Exglend, to get their paites. Thus from the clamors, and the 
ignorance of falfe informers, are { rang chofe difafters thac {prang in Vaginia: and 
our ingenious verbaluts were no leife plagueto vs in Vrginia, chen the Locufts to 
the Eeyptians. For che labour of twentic or thirtie of che beft oncly preferved inv 
Chrittianitie by their induftry, the idle livers of neare cwo hundred of the reft: 
who liuing necre ten moneths of fuch natural meanes,as the Counny naturally of 
xt felfe afforded, nocwith{tanding all chis, and the wortt fury of the Salvages, the 
extremiuic of ficknetJe, nucinies, faation, ignorances, and want of vidual ; in all 
that ame I loft put feaven or eight men, yet fubieéted the falvages to our defired 
obedience,and receiued contribution from thirtie fue of their Kings,to proteét and 
affitt chem againft any char fhould affaulcthem, in which order they continued cue 
and faithful, and as fubieéts co his Maieftie, fo long after as 1 did governethere, 
worill I left che Countrey: fince, how they hauerevolted, the Countrie loft, and a- 
gaine replanted, and the bufineiTes hath fucceded from time to ume, I referre you 
co therelations of chem returned from Vw ginie, that haue beenc more diligencin 
fuch Obfervations.

THE PROCEEDINGS 
AND ACCIDENTS OF 
The Englifh Colony in Virginia, 
Extracted from the Authors fol- 


lowing, by Wiittam Simons, 
Doctour of Divinitie. 


Cuarrar I, 


T might well be thought, a Countrie fo faire ( as Virgie 
siais) anda people to tractable, would long ere chis 
haue beenc quietly potfeiled, to the facisfagtion of che 
adventurers, & the ecernizing of the memory of thofe 
that effeéted it. Buc becauie all the world doe fee a 
defailement ; this following Treatifc fhall giue facisfa~ 
ion to all indifferent Readers how the bulinetle hath 
bin carried:where no doubt they will eafily vnderftand 
and anfwer co their queftion,how it came to palle there 
was no better {peed and fuccet{e in thofc proceedings. 

Captainc Bartholomew Gofuell, one of the firft movers of this plantation, having 
many yeares folicited many of hus friends, but found fmall affiftants ; ac laft prevai- 
led with fome Gentlemen, as Capcaine ‘obs Sevith, M' Edward-maria Wingfield, 

Mr Robert Hunt, and divers others, who depended a yeare vpon his proieéts, but 

posts could be effegted, all by cheir great charge and induftrie, it came to beap- 
y 


ape ed by certaine of the Nobiliie, Genery, and Marchants, {o chac his Maieftie 
his leccers patencs, gaue commiffion for eftablifhing Councels, co direét heresand 
to governe, andco execute there, To effect chis,was fpent another ycare,and by that, 
three thips were provided, one of 100 Tuns, another of go. anda Pinnace of 20, 
Thetran{ portation of the company wascommiutted to Captaine Chriffepher New- 
per, a Marriner well pragtifed tor the Wefterne parts of America. But their orders 
overnment were put in abox, not to be opened, nor the governours knowne 

vnull chey arrived in Virgins 
On the 19 of December, 3606. we fet ee Blackwall,but by vnprofperous 
winds, were kept fix weekes in the fight of Ewgland, all which time, M' Hast our 
Preacher, was {0 weake and ficke, that few expeéted his recovery. Yet alchough he 
‘were bur twentie myles from his habitation ( the ime we were in the Downes ) and 
notwithftanding the ftormy weather, nor the {candalous impucations ( of fome few, 
Karle becer then Acheifts, of the greateft ranke amongft vs) fuggefted againft hun, 
all chis could never force from him fo much asa feeming defire to leaue the bufines, 
bur preferred the fervice of God, in fo good a voyage, before any affeétion to con- 
seft with his godleiic foes, whofe — ( could they as 
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had even then overthrowne the bufineffe, fo many difcontents did then arife, had 
he not with che water of patience, and his godly exhortations ( but chiefly by his 
true devoted examples ) quenched thote flames of envie, and diffention, 

We watered ac the Canaries,we traded with the Salvages at Demsincca three weckes 
we {pent in refrefhing our felucs amongft thefe weft-India Ifles 5 in Gwardalupa we 


_ founda bath fo hor, as in ic we boyled Porck as well as over the fire. Andat a litrle 


Ifle called (Monica, we tooke from che buthes with our hands, neare two hogth- 
heads full of Birds in three or foure houres, In Afevis, Adone, and the Virgin lies, 
we {pene fome time, where, with a lotchfome beaft like a Crocodil, called a Gwayn, 
Tortoifes, Pellicans, Parrots, and fithes, we daily feafted.Gone from thence in {earch 
of Virginia, the company was not alicle difcomforted, feeing the Marriners had 5 
dayes paffed their reckoning and found no land, fo chat Captaine Ratliffe ( Cap- 
taine of the Pinnace ) rather defired to beare vp the hefme co recurne for England, 
thea make further fearch. Buc God the guider of all good aétions, forcing them 
an extreame ftormeto hull all night, did driue chem by his providence to their deft 
red Port, beyond all their expeftations, for never any of them had {cene that coaft. 
hime soupsad a dain’ bra Henry , where thirtie of chem recreati 
chemfelucs on fhore, were aflaulced by hue Salvages, who hurt two of the Engli 
very dangcroully. pee anbigg the box opened, and the orders read, in whi 
Barcholemew Gofuel, lohu Susith, Edward Wong field, Cwitpbe N t, Lehn Rate 
&ffe, lobn Adartiz, and George Kendall, were named to be the G co choofe 
a Prefident amongft chem for a yeare, who with the Councell fhould governe. Mat- 
ters of moment wereto be examined by « Jury, but determined by the maior 
of the Councell, in which the Prefidenc had cwo voyces. Votillthe 13 of May they 
fought a place ro plant in, chen die Councell wasfworne, M' Wingfield was chofen 
be praenaer! an Oration made,why Captaine Savith was nocadmicted of the Coun- 
as : 
- Now falleth every man to worke, the Councell contriue the Fort, che reft cut 
downe trees to make place to pitch cheir Tents ; fome provide clapbord to relade 
the thips, fome make gardens, {ome nets, &c. The Salvages often viliced vs kindly, 
The Prefidencs overweening iealoufie would admit no exercife ac armes, or fortifie 
cation, but the boughs of trees caft cogether in the forme of a halfe moone by the 
extraordinary paines and diligence of Captaine Kendell, Newport, Senith, and twen- 
tie ochers, were fent to difcover the head of the river: by divers {mall habitations 
they pafled,in fix dayes they arrived at a Towne called Pewheten,confifting of fome 
tweluc houfes, pleafantly feaced on a hill ; before it chree fertile Ifles,abouc it many 
of their corneficlds, the place is very pleafant, and trong by nature, of this place che 
Prince is called Pewhates, and his people Powhatans,to this place che river is naviga- 
ble: but higher within a myle, by resfon of the Rockes and Ifles, chere is not paf- 
fage for a {wall Boat, this they call che Falles, the people in all parts kindly increa- 
them, till being reurned within twentie myles of James towne, they gauc iuft 
caufe of iealoufie, but had God not bleffed the difcoverers otherwife then chofe at 
the Fort, there had chen beene an endof chat plancation sfor at che Fort, where they 
arrived the next day, they found 19 men hurt, anda boy flaine by the Salvages, and 
had it not chanced a crotic barre thot from the Ships ftrooke downe a bough from 
a tree amongft them, that caufed chem ro retire, our men had all beene flaine, being 
fecurely all at worke, and cheir armes in dry fats, | 
Herevpon the Prefident was contented the Fort fhould be palllifadoed, che Ord- 
nance mounted, his men armed and exercifed, for many were the affaults, and ame 
bafcadoes of the Salvages, & our men by their diforderly ftragling were often hurt, 
when che Salvages by che nimbleneife of cheir heeles well efi What coyle we 
had, with fo fmall a power to guard our workemen adayes, watch all night, refift 
our enem ics, and effeét our bufineffe,to relade the fhips,cut downe trees, and pre- 
pare the ground co planc our Corne, &c, I referre to the Readers confideration. 
Six weekes being {pent in this manner, Captaine Newport ( who was hired onely for 
Our

our cranfportation ) was to recurne with the hips Now Captaine Savith, who all chis 
time from their deparcure from the Canaries was retrained as a prifoner vpon the 
fcandalous fuggeitions of fome of che chiete ( envying his repuce ) who fained he ine 
tended co vfurpe che government, musther che Councell,and make himfelfe Kings 
that his confederats were diiperfed in all che three fhips, and chat divers of his cone 
federars chat revealed it, would afirmeic, for this he was committed as a prifoner ¢ 
chirceene weekes he remained thus fulpeéted, and by chat time the fhips fhould re- 
curne they pretended out of cheir commiullerations, to referre him tothe Councell 
ins England co receiue a check,racher chen by particulating his delignes make him fo 
odious to the world, asco couch his life, or vecerly overthrow his reputation. But 
he fo much {corned their charitie, aud publikely defied che vrtermott of cheir crucl- 
tie, he wifely prevented cheir policies, chough he could not fuppreile cheir envies, 
yet io wellhe demcaned himitelfe in this bufinetle, asall the company did fee his 
innocency, and his advertaries malice, and thofe fuborned to accule him, accufed 
his accufers of fubornation ; many vncruches were alledged againft him, but beng 
(o apparently dif proved, begat a generall haered in che hearts ot the company again 

fuch vaiutt Commanders,that che Prefidenc was adiudged to giue him 200!.fo char 
all he had was feized vpon, in part of farisfattion, which Smith prefencly recurned to 
the Score for che generall vie of the (olony, Many were the mifchietes chat daily 
{prung from cheir ignorant ( yet ambitious ) tpirits ; but the good Doétrine and 
exhortation of our Preacher M! Hast reconciled them, and cduled Capcaine Susish 
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to be admirted of the Councell ; the nexe day all receiued the Communion, he day Crptain News 
following the Salvages voluntarily defired peace, and Captane Newport returned oe baclaad :

Eing chus left to our fortunes, it fortaned chae within cen dayes {Carce ten a- 

mongtt vs could exher goe, or well ftand,fuch extreame weaknes and ficknes 

oppreifed vs, And chercat none need marvaile,if they confider che caufe and 

reafon, which wa: this; whileft che fhips ftayed, our allowance was fome- 
what bettered, by a daily proportion of Bisket,which che failers would pilfer co fell, 
giuc,or exchange with vs, for money, Saxefras, furres, or loue, But a they de- 
parted, chere remained neither taverne, beere-houfe, nor place of relicfe, bur the 
common Kertell, Had we beene as free from all finnes as gluccony, and drunken- 
nelle, we might hauc beene canonized for Saints ; Buc our Prefident would never 
haue beene admitted, for ingroffing to his privace, Oatmeale, Sacke, Oyle, gua 
vite, Becfe, Eg ges, or what not, but che Kertell shat indeed he allowed equally to 
be diftributed, and that was halfe a pint of wheat, andas much barley boyled with 
water for aman a day, and this having fryed fome 26. weekes in the fhips hold, con- 
tained as many wormes as graines 5 fo chat we might crucly call it rather fo much 
bran then corne, our drinke was water, our lodgings Caftles in the ayre : with this 
lodging and dyct, our extreame toile in bearing and planting Pallifadoes, fo {trained 
andi bruifed vs,and our continual Jabour in the extremicie of the heat had fo weake 
ned vs, as were caufe fufficient to haue made vs as miferable in our natiue Councrey 
or any other place in the world, From May, toSeptember, thofe char efcaped,lined 
vpon Sturgeon, and Sea-crabs, fiftie in chis time we buried, che reft {eeing the Prefi- 
dents proicétsto efcape thefe miferies in our Pinnace by flight (who all chistime 
had neither fele want nor ficknes ) fo moved our dead {pirics, as we depofed him ; 
and eftablifhed Retciffe in his place, ( Gesell being dead ) Kendall depofed, Sunth 
newly recovered, Afarsin and Ratclsffe was by his care preferved and relicued, and 
the moft of the fouldiers recovered, with the skilfull diligence of M' Themsas Wotton 
our Chirurgian general, Buc now was all our provifion {pent, the Seurgeon gone, 
all helps abandoned, each houre expecting the fury of the Salvages 5 when God the 
patron of all good indevours, in that defperate extremitic fo changed the hearts of 
coo as they brought fuch plenty of cheir fruits, and provifion, asno man 


wan 

And now where fome affirmed it was ill done of the Councell to fend forth men 

fo badly provided, this incontradiétable reafon will fhew chem plainely they are too 

ill advifed to nourifh fuch ill conceitss firft, the fault of our going was our yore 
w 
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what could be et fitting or necetfary we had,but what we fhould find,or want, 
or where we fhould be, we were all ignorant, and {uppofing to make our paflage in 
cwo moneths, with victuall to liue, and che advantage of the {pring to worke; we 
were at Sea fiue moneths, where we both {pent our victuall and lott che opporruni- 
tie of che cime, and feafon to plant, by che vnskilfull prefumption of our ignorant 
tran{porters,that vnderftood not at all, whar chey vadertooke. 
Such agtions hauc ever fince che worlds beginning beene fubieét to fuch acci- 
dents, andevery thing of worth is found full ot difficulcies, but nothing (0 difficale 
as to eitablifh a Common- wealth fo farre remote from men and meanes, and where 
mens mindes are {o yntoward as neither doc well themfclues, nor futfer ochers, 
But to proceed. 
Thenew Prefident and Afertin, being little beloved, of weake indgement in 
dangers, and leile induftrie in peace, committed the managing of all things abroad 
to Capraine Savsth: who by his owne example, good words, and faire proinifes, fer 
fome to mow, others to binde thatch, fome co build houfes, others co thatch chem, ae as 
himfelfe alwayes bearing che greaceit caske for his owne hare, fo chac in fhoretime, rowne, 
he provided moft of chem lodgings, negleéting any for himielte. This done,feein 
the Salvages fuperfluiue beginne co decreate ( with fome of his workemen) fhippe 
himfelfein the Shallop to fearch the Councry for trade. The want of the language, 
knowledge to mannage his boat without failes, the want of a fufficient power, 
(knowing the mulucude of the Salvages ) apparell for hismen, and other necetfa- 
ries, were infinite impediments, yet no difcouragement. Being but fix or feauen in 
company he went downe the river to Keconghtax, where at Grit they {corned him, 
asa cimifhed man, and would in derifion offer hima handfull of Corne, a peeceof The begi 
bread, for their {words and muskets, and fuch like proportions alfo for their a ara se rade 
rell, But feeing by rade and courtefie chere was nohieg to be had,he made bold to 
try fuch cactus as neceflicie inforced, though conerary to his Commiffion : 
Let fly his muskets, ran his boat on fhore, whereat they all fled into che woods.So 
marching towards their houfes,they might {ec great heapes of corne:muchadoe he 
had to reftraine his hungry fouldiers trom prefenc caking of ic, expecting asit hap- 
ned chat the Salvages would aifaule chem, as not long after they did with a moft hy- 
deous noyfe. Sixue or feavencie of chem, fome blaeke, fome red, fome whice, fome 
ok pce came in a f{quare order, linging and dauncing out of the woods, 
with their Okge (which was an Idoll made of skinnes,ftuffed with molle, all painted 
and hung with chaines and copper)borne before them : and in this manner being 
well armed, with Clubs, Targers, Bowes and Arrowes, they charged the Englith, 
that fo kindly receiued them with their muskets loaden with Pittol! fhot,thaedowne 
fell cheir God, and divers lay {prauling on the ground ; the reft fled againero the 
woods, and ere long fent one ot heir Osiyeughkafoucks to offer peace, and redeeme 
their Okee.Smsith cold chem, ifonely fix of chem would come vnarmedand loade his 
boar, he would not only be their friend, bucreftore them their Okee,and giucthem 
Reads, Copper, and Hatchers belides: which on both fides was co cheir contents 
performed: and chen they brought him Venifon, Turkies, wild foule, bread, and 
whar they had, finging and dauncing in figne of friendfhip cill chey departed, In his 
returne he di{covered che Towne and County of Warraskeyack, 


Thus God unboundleffe by bis power, 
Made them thus kind, wonldvus denour. 


Smish perceiving (norwithftanding their lace miferie ) not any regarded butfrom _ gua 
handto Lea (the coae being eal recovered) caufed the Pumace to be provi- vage hit bel 
ded with things fitting to get provifion for the yeare following; buc inthe incerim friend Maine 
he made 3.0r 4. iournies and difcovered the people of Chickebamania : yet what he tlovingys 
carefully provided the reft carelefly fpent, Ws and Kendall liuing in difgrace, The Difcove: 
Sceang allthings at randome in theabfence of Smith, the companies diflike of their ibe Chisthe- 

G 3 Prefidents "wwe. 
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Prefidents weaknes,and their fmallloue to Afertins never mending ficknes, ftrengs 
thened themfelues with the failers, and other confederates to regaine their former 
credit and authority, or at leaft fuch meanes abord the Pinnace,( being fitted co faile 
as Sash had appointed for trade) to alcer her courfeand to goc tor Exgland. Susith 
vnexpcttedly returning had the plot difcovered to him, much trouole hehad te 
prevent it,cill with ftore of fakre and musket fhot he forced chem flay or finke in the 
river, which action coft chelife of captaine Kendall. Thefe brawles arefo difguft- 
full, as fome will fay chey were better forgocten, yet all men of good iudgement 
will conclude, it were better their bafenes thould be manifeft co che world,then the 
bufines beare che {corne and fhame of their excufed diforders. The Prefident and 
captaine Archer not long after incendedalfo tohaue abandoned the country,which 
proiect alfo wascurbed, and {uppreifed by Sseith. TheSpasierd never more gree- 
dily defired gold chen he viétuall, nor his fouldiers more to abandon the Country, | 
then he te keepe ic. But finding plentie of Corne in the riuer of Chickabamania 
where hundreds of Salvages in diuers places ftood with baskers expeéting his come 
mung: And now the winter approaching, the rivers became fo covered with {wans, 
geele, duckes, and cranes, that we daily teafted with good bread, Virginia peafe, 
pumpions, and putchamins, fith,fowle,and diverfeiorts of wild beatts as fat as we 
could eatechem : fo that none of our T uftaffaty humorifts defired to goe for Eag- 
bend, But our Comedies never endured long withouc a Tragedie ; {ome idle i: 
ons being muttered again{t Capraine Smith, for not difcovering the head of Cic- 
oo? and taxed by the Councell, co be tooflow info worthy an attempt. 
he nexe voyage hee proceeded fo farre that wich much labour by cutting of trees 
in funder he made his pailage, buc when his Bargecould paifeno farcher,be left her 
in a broad bay out of danger of fhor, commanding none fhould goe a fhore cill his 
returne: himfelfe wich two Englifh and two Salvages went vp higher in a Canowe, 
but hee es not long abfent, but hismen ae  fhoxenbole _ of ahaa 
aue both occafion and opportunity to ¢ vagesto {urprife one George (alfens 
ibe they flew, and mee failed 3¢ to haue carol che bee and al che A 
little dreaming of that accident, being got to the marfhesar therivers head,cwentic 
myles in che defert, had his * cwo men flaine ( asis fu om ey Satlbeg Ca- 
nowe, whilft himielfe by fowling fought chem vidtaall who nding he was befex 
with 200.Salvages,cwo of them hee flew, ftilldefending himfelfe wich the ayd ofa 
Salvage his guid, whom he bound co his arine with his garters, and vfed him as a 
er, yet he was fhot in his chigha little,and had many arrowes chat ftucke in 
his cloathes burt no great hurt, cill at laft they cookehim prifoner.When this newes 
came to Janes towne, much was their forrow for his loife, fewe expefting what 
enfued,Sixe or feucn weekes thofe Barbarians kept him prifoner, many ftrange 
triumphes and coniurations they madeof him, yet hee fo demeaned himfelf¢ » 
ftchem, ashe not onely diverced chem from fur 4 ar Fort, but procu. 
red hisowne libertie, and got himfelfeand his company fuch eftimation — 
them, that chofeSalv es admired hima morechen cheir owne Qaiyenckeficks. The 
manner how they vied and deliuered him, is as followeth. 
The Salvages hauing drawne from George (affew whether Captaine Susth was 
one,profecuting thst oportunity they follow him with. 300, bowmen, con 
by che King of Pasmevnkge, who in diuifions fearching the turnings of the 
river, found Robiajen and Emry by che fire fide, chofe they thot full of arrowes and 
flew. Then finding the Captaine,asis faid,that vied the Salvage that was his guide 
as his fheld ( three of chem being flaine and diuers other fo ) all chereft would 
not come neere him. Thinking chusto haue returned to his oe 
é & his 
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nummed limbs. He demanding for cheir Captaine, they fhewed him Opechankg- 
nough, King of Pamsvnkee,to whom he gauc around Ivory double compa/s Dyall. 
Much they marvailed ac the playing ot che Fly and Needle, which they could fec fo 
plainely, and ye not couch it, becaufe of che glaife chat covered them. Buc when he 
demonftrated by chat Globe-like lewell, che roundnedle of che earth, and skies, che 
{pheare of che Sunne, Moone, and Starres, and how the Sunne did chafe che nighe 
round about the world conanually ; the greatneileof the Land and Sea, che diverii- 
tic of Nations, varietic of exions, and how we were co them Astipedes,and ma- 
ny other fuch like maccers, they all ftood as amazed with admiration. Notwichftan- 
ding, within an houre after they tyed him to acree, and as many as could ftand a 
bout him edo thoot him, bus the King holding vp the Compafs in his hand, 
they all laid downe their Bowes and Arrowes, and in a ciumphant manncr led him 
to Orapaks, where he was after cheir manner kindly feafted, and well vied. 

Their order in conduéting him was thus;Drawing themiclues allin fyle,the King 
in the middeft had all cheir Peeces and Swords borne before him. Captaine Savi 


was led after him by three great Salvages, noleing him faft by each arme: and on ! 


each fide fix wencin fyle with cher Arrowes nocked. But arriving at the Towne 
( which was bur onely chirtie or forrie hunting houfes made of Mats,which they ree 
snoue as they pleate, as we our tents) all the wemen and children ftaring to behold 
him,the fouldiers firtt all in fyle performed cheforme of a Bi{fom {v well as could bes 
and on each flanke,officers as Serieants to fee chem keepe their orders. A good ime 
they continued chis exercife, and chen caft chemfelues in a ring, dauncing in fuch 
feverall Poftures, and finging and yelling ouc fuch hellifh notes and f{crecches; be- 
ing ftrangely painted, every one his quiver of Arrowes, and at his backea club 5 0n 
his arme a Fox or an Orters skinne, or fome fuch master for his vambrace 5 their 
heads and fhoulders painted red, with Oyle and Pocones mingled sopedlir, which 
Scarlet-like colour made an exceeding handfome thew ; his Bow in his band, and 
the skinne of a Bird with her wings abroad dryed, tyed on his head, a peece of cop- 
per,a whice fhell,along feather, wich a (mall ractle growing at che tayles of cheir {naks 
tyed to it, or fome {ach like toy. All this while Sasith and the King ftood in the 
middeft guarded, as before is faid, and after three dances they all departed. Sasith 
&edto a long houfe, wherechirtie or fortie tall fellowes did guardhim, 
ere long more bread and venifon was brought him chen would hauc ferved 
twencie men, J chinke his ftomacke ac that ime was not very good ; what he left 
they put in baskets and eyed over his head. About midnight they fer che meare a- 
gaine before him, all this time not one of chem would eate a bie with him, till che 
Next morning they broughe him as much more, and then did ay cate all theold, 
& referved the new as they had done the other, which made his thinke they would 
fac him co eat him.Yer in this defperate eftare to defend him from the cold,one Afes- 
ca[[ster broughr him his gowne, in requitall of fome beads and coyes Smith had gi- 
ven him ac his rft arrivall in Virginia. 

Twodayes after a man would haucflaine him ( buc thatche guard prevented it ) 
for the death of his fonne, to whom they conducted him to recover the poore man 
chen breathing his laft. Smsith told them chat at James towne he had a water would 
doc it, if chey would lechim fetch it, but chey would not permitchat ; buc made all 
the preparations they could to alTault James towne, crauing his advicc, and for re 
compencc he fhould haue life, libertic, land, and women. In part ofa Table booke 
he writ his minde to chem at the Fort, what was intended, how they fhould follow 
that direétion co affright the meifengers, and without fayle fend him fuch things as 
he writ for. And an Inventory withthem. Thedifficultie and danger, he told the 
Salvages,of che Mines, great gunnes,and other Engins cxcecdingly affrighted chem, 
ye according to his requeft chey went co James towne, in as bitter weather as could 

of froft and fnow, and within three dayes returned with an anfwer. 

But when they came to Jame towne,feeing men fally out as he had cold them they 
would, they fled 3 yet in the night they came — tothe fame place where he a 
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told them they fhould receiue an anfwer,and fuch things as he had promifed them, 
which chey found accordingly, and with which they recurned wich no {mall ex 
dition, to the wonder of them all chat heard it, chat he could either divine, or the 
Paper could {peake : then they Icd him to the Youthtanunds, the Mat tapanients, che 
Payanketanks, che Naxtangbtacunds, and Onawmanients vpon the rivers of 
neck, and ‘Patawomek,over all thofe rivers, and backeagaine by divers other feverall 
Nations, to the Kings habitation at Pamsevnkee, where they entertained him with 
mot itrange and fearefull Coniurations, 4s if weare led to bell, 

Amongst the Devils to dwell, 

Not long after,early in amorning a great fire was made ina long houfe,and a mat 
{pread on che one fide,as on the a the one they caufed him to fit, and all the 
guard went oucof the houte, and prefently came skipping in a great grim fellow, 
all painted over wich coale, mingled with oyle , aad many Snakes and Wefels 
skins ftuffed with moffe, and all cheir cayles tyed together, fo as they met onthe 
crowne of his head in ataifell; and round about che catfell was as a Coronet of fea 
thers, the skins hanging round about his head, backe, and fhoulders, and in a mane 
ner covered his face ; with a hellith voyce anda ratcle in his hand. With moft ftranve 
gcftures and paffions he began his invocation, and environedthe fire witha circle 
of meale ; which done, three more fuch like devils came rufhing in with chelikean- 
que tricks, painted halfe blacke, halfe red: but all cheir eyes were painted white, 
and fome red ftroakes like Mutchato’s, along their cheekes : round about him 
thofe fiends daunced a pretty while,and then camein three moreas vgly as thereft ; 
with red eyes, and white ftroakes over their blackefaces, at laft they all fat downe 
right againft him ; three of them on theone hand of the chiefe Prieft, and three on 
theother. Then all with their rattles began afong, which ended, che chiefe Priet 


~ layd downe fiue wheat cornes ; chen ftrayning his armes and hands with {uch vio«

ned him, 


lence that he {weat, and his veynes {welled,he began a fhort Oration: at theconclus 
fion they all gauca fhort groane ; and then layd down three graines more. After thar, 
began their {ong againe, and then another Oration, ever laying downe fo man 

cornes as before, till chey had twiceincirculed che firesthat done,they cooke a anche 
of little ftickes presared lor that purpofe, continuing full their devotion, and at the 
end of every fong and Oration, they layd downea fticke berwixe the divifions of 
Corne, Till night, neither he nor they dideither eate or drinke, and then they fea 
fted merrily, with the beft provifions they couldmake. Three dayes they vfed this 
Ceremony ;themeaning whereof they told him, was to know if he incended them 
well orno. The circle of meale fignified their Country, the circles of corne the 
bounds of the Sea, and the ftickes Fis Counuy. They imagined the werldto be 
flat and round, like atrencher, and they in che middeft. Atter this they brought 
him a bagge of gunpowder, which they carefully preferved till che next {pring, to 
plancas ney did their corne ; becaufe they would be acquainted with the nature of 
that feede. Opitchapams the Kings brother invited him co his houfe, where, wich as 
many platters of bread, foule, and wild beats, as did environ him, he bid him well- 
come; but not any of chem would cate a bit with him, but put vp all che remainder 
in Baskets. Ac his returneto Opechancaxenghs, all the Kings women, and their chil- 
dren, flocked about him for their parts, as a due by Cuftome, to be merry with fuch 

ChtsS, 
But bis waking mind in bydeons dreames did oft [ee wondrous foapes, 
Of bodies firange and huge in growth, and of finpendions makes. 


Atlaft they brought him co A/crenecomsoce, where was Powhatan thex Emperor. 
Here more then ewo hundred of thofe grim Courtiers ftood poppe achim, as 
he had beene a monfter ; till Pewbetan and his trayne had pur chemfelues in thei 
greateft braveries, Before a fire vpon a {cat like a bedfted,he fat covered with a great 
robe, made of Zarowcan skinnes, and all the tayles hanging by. On eitherhand did 
fit a young wench of 16 or 18 yeares, andalong on ethe honfe, ene 
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of men, and behind chem as many women, wich all cheir heads and flioulders pain- 
ted red , many of their heads ed with che whice downe of Birds 3 but every 
one with fomeching : and a great chayne of white beads abour their necks, Ac his 
entrance before the King, all the people gaue _— fhout. The Queene of ppe- 
matuck was appointed to bring him water co wath his hands, and another brought 
him a baach of feathers, in ftead of 1 Towell co dry chem: having feafted him atter 
their beft batbarous manner they could, a long confultation was held, but the con- 
cluGion was, two great ftones were brought betore Pewhesan:then as many ascould 
layd hands on him, dragged him co them,and thereon laid his head,and being ready 
wich their clubs, co beace out his braines, Pecebortas the Kings dearct daughter, 
when no intreaty could prevaile, got his head in her armes,and laid her owne vp- 
on his co faue bim from death : whercat the Einperour was concented he fhould live 
to make him hatchcrs, and her bells,beads,and copper ; for they chought him alwell 
of all occupations as chemi{clues. For the King himfelfe will make his owne robes, 
fhooes, bowes, arrowes, pots ; plant, hunc, or doe any ching {0 well astlie seft. 


They [ay be bore a pleafant foew, 
But fure bis heart was fad. 

For whe can plesfant be, and reff, 
That lines in feare and dread: 
eind baving life (ufpetled, doth 
Ls fill folpetted lead. 


Two dayes after, Powbates having difgaifed himfelfe in the moft fearefulleft man- 
ser he could, cauied Cap*: Sawth co be brought forth to a great houfein the woods, 
and there vpona mat by the fire to be left alone. Not long after from behinde a mat 
char divided the houfe, was made the moft dolcfullett noyfe he ever heard ; chen 
Powhatan more \ikea devill chen a man with fome two hundred more as blacke as 
himfelfe, came vneo him and cold him now they were friends, and prefencly he 


art goe co James towne, to fend him two great gunnes, and a gryndftone, for + 
which 


¢ would give him the Country of Capabewofick, and for ever efteeme him 
as his fonne Nantaquend. So to James towne with 12 guides Powbaten fent him. 
That nighe they quarterd in the woods, he ftill expecting ( as he h:d done all chis 
long ame of his smprifonmienc ) every houre to be pur co one death or other: for 
alfthei feafting. Bur almightie God ( by his divine providence) had mollified the 
hearts of chofe iterne Barbariexs with compaffion.T he next morning betimes they 
came to the Fort, where Sasith having vfed che Salvages with what kindneife he 
could, he fhewed Rawhant ,Powbatans rufty fervant two demi-Culveriugs & a mille 
ftone to carry Powhatan: they found chem fomewhat too heavie s btuc when they did 
fechim difcharge them, being loaded with ftoncs, among the boughs of a greac erce 
loaded with Ifickles, che yceand branches came fo jamblag downe, that the poore 
Salvages ran away halfe dead with, feare. Buc ac laft we regained fome conference 
with thesisend gaue them fuch coyes ; and fent to Pewbetan, his women,and chile 
dren fuch prefents, as gaue them in generall full content. Now in James Towne 
they were all in cabal: the ftrongeft preparing once more to run away with 
the Pinnace ; which with che hazzard of his life, with Sakre falcon and musket fhor, 
Swath forced now thethird time to ftay or finke. Some no becter then they fhould 
be, had pe with the Prefident, che next day co haue-put him to death by theLe- 
viticall law, for che liues of Rebinfox and Ewry, pretending the faulc was his that had 
led chem co their ends: but he quickly tooke fuch order with fuch Lawyers, chat he 
Jayd chem by the heeles till he {enc fome of chem prifoners for England. Now ever 
once in foure or fiue dayes, Pocabentas with her attendants, brought him fo much 
provifion, chat faved many of their liues, chat els for all chis bad ftarved with hun- 
ger. Thus fromunmbe death pel Ged fent relicfe, 
The fweere afwager of . esher grufe. i 
ig 
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red wy His relation of the plenty he had feene, efpecially at Werawocomoco, and of the 
lowe ftaceand bountic of Powbatan,(which gll chat ime was vnknowne) fo revived thar 


dead ipirits ( etpecially the loue of Pecabomtas ) as all mens feare was abandoned. 
Thus you may fee what diiticulties {till crotfed any good indevour: and the good 
fuccelfe of the bufincile being thus oft brought to the very period of dc {truétion 5 
yet you fee by what ftrange means God hath {till ddiveredicAs for the infuthcien- 
cy of chem admitted in Commuffion, that error could not be prevented by the Elece 
tors ; there being no other choile,and all ftrangers to cach oihien education, qualie 
ties, or difpofition. And if any deeme it a fhame to our Nation to haue any mention 
made of thofe inormities,let them pervie the Hiftories of che Spanyards Difcoveries 
and Plantations, where they may {ec how many mutinies, diforders, and diffentions 
haue accompanied them, and croffed their atccemprs: which being knowne co be 
particular mens offences ; doth cake away the gencrall fcorne and contempt, which 
malice, prefumption, covetoufnelfe, or ignorance might produce; to the {candall 
ra roach of thofe, whofe aétions and valiane refolutions deferue a more wore 
et. 

Now whether it had beene betrer for Capraine Smith, to hane concluded wich a- 
ny of thofe feverall proieéts, to haue abandoned che Countrey, with fome tenor 
ewelue of them,whio were called the better fort,and haue left M' Hane our Preacher, 
Matter Anthony Go/sell, 2 moft honeft, worthy, and induftrious Gendeman,Mafter 
Thomas Wotton, and fome 27 others of his Councrymen to the fury of the Salvages, 
famine, and all manner of mifchiefes,and inconveniences, ( for they were but force 
in all to keepe potfeflion of this large Country ; ) or ftarue himfelfe wich them far 
company , for want of lodging: or bur os abroad to make them provifion, 
or by his oppofition co preferue the agtion, and faue all cheir lives; 1 leaue to the 
cenfure of all honeft men to confider, But

LL this time our care was not fo much to abandon the Countrey ; but the 
A Treafurer and Councell in England, were as diligent & carefull co fupply vs, 

Two good fhips they fentvs, with nearea hundred men, well furnifhed wich 
all chings could be imagined necelTary both for chem and vssT he one commanded 
by Captaine Newport : che ocher by Captaine Francis Nelfon,an honeft man, andan 

Marriner, But fuch was the lewardneffe of his Ship (that chough he was 
within the fight of (ape Henry ) by ftormy conrrary winds was he forced {o farreto 
Sea, that the Welt /wdies was the next land, for the repaire of his Mafts, and reliefe 
of wood and water. But Newport gotin and arrived at Jasses Towne,notlong after 
che redemption of ss Smith, To whom che Salvages, a8 is fayd, every ochex 
day repaired, with fuch provifions that fufficiently did ferue them from hand co 
mouth : part alwayes chey brought him as Prefents from their Kings,or Pocaboutary 
che reft he as their Marker Clarke fet the price himfelfe, how they fhould fell: ger 
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had inchanted thefe poore foules being their prifoner ; and now Nexport, whom he 
called his Father arriving, neare as direétly as he foretold, they eitecsned him as an 
Oracle, and had then at chat fubmuffion he might command them what he lifted. 
That God chat created all chings thcy knew he adored for his God : they would alo 
in cheir difcourfes cearme the God of Capcaine Sasttb, 


Thus the Almightie was the bringer on, 
T be guide, path, terme, ali which was God alone, 


But the Prefident and Councell fo much envied his eftimation among the Sal- 
vages, (though weall in generall equally participated with him of the good theree 
of, ) chacchey wrought ic inco the Salvages vnderftandings ( by cheir great bounty 
in giving foure tines more for their conumodities chen Swish appointed.) chat cheir 
_— e and auchoritie as much exceeded his, as their bounze and liberalitie. 

ow the arrivall of chis firft {upp!y fo overioyed vs, chat wee could not devifetoo 
sauch to pleafe the Marriners. We gaue them libertic to trucke or crade ac cheir plea- 
fures. Buc ina hore ume it followed, that could not be had fora pound of Cop 
per, which before was fould vs for an ounce: thus ambition and {utferance cut 
throat of our trade, but confirmed their opinion of the greatnefle of Cap'. News 
pert, ( wherewith Smich had poileiled Powhatan) epecially by the great prefencs 
Newport often fent him, before he could prepare the Pinnace to goe atid vilic him s 
fo that this great Savage defired alfo to fee him. A great coyle there was to fer him 
forward. When he went he was accompanied with C apraine Smirh,& M' Scrivener, 
a very wife vnderftanding Gencleman,newly arrived and admitecd of the Councell, 
with chirtie or fortie chofen men for their guard, Arriving at Weremocomcco, New- 
ports conceit of this great Savage bred many doubrs and fufpitions of trechcrics, 
which Sasith co make appeare was necdleife, with cwentie men well appointed, va- 
dertooke to encounter the worft chat could happen: Knowing

Thefe, with nine others ( whofe names J haue forgotten ) comming a-fhore, lan- 
amongft a many of creckcs,over which they were co palle fuch poore bridges, 
onely made of a few cratches,chrutft in the ofe,and three cr toure poles laid on them, 
and at the end of chem che like, tyed together onely wich baskes of trees, that it 
made chem much fufpedt thofe bridges were buc traps. Which caufed Sasith to 
make diverfe Salvages goc over fir{t, keeping fome of the chiefe as hoftage till halfe 
his men were palled, co make a guard for himfclfe anddhe reft. Buc finding all 
things well, by two or three hundred Salvages they were kindly conduéted to their 
towne, Where Powhates {trained himtelfe to che vemoft of his greatneife co enter- 
taine them, with great fhouts of ioy, Orations of proceftations ; and with the moft 
cy of vidtualls he could provide cofeaft chem. Sitting vpen his bed of mars, 

is pillow of leather imbrodered (after heir rude manner with pearlc and white 
Beads ) his acryrea faire robe of skinnes as large as an Izith mancell: at his head and 
feete a handfome young woman : on each fide his houfe fac twenue of his Concu- 
bines, their heads and shoulders painted red, with a great chaine cf white beads a- 
bene cach of their neckes. Before thofe fat his chiefcft men in like order in his are 
bour-like houfe, and more then fortie platters of fine bread ftood as a guard in two 
les on cach fide the doore. Foure or fue hundred people made « guard behinde 
for our paffage; and Proclamation was made, none vpon ‘8 of death co 
prefume to doc vs any wrong or difcourtefie, With many prety Difcourfes to ree 
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new their ol J acquaintance,this great King and our Captainefpent thetime, till the 
ebbe lett our Barge aground, Then renewing their fcalts with featcs dauncing and 
finging, and tuch lke murth,we quartered tha night with Pewhates, The next 
Newport came a fhore and receiued asmuch contentas thofe people could giue hin: 
Theeschi-e 2 boy named 7 bowas Satvage was then giuen ynto Pewhatax,whom Newpert called 
Bi Chilton his tonne ; for whom Powhatan gauc him Naseontack his cruitic fervant, and one of 
for aSalvage, 2 Shrewd, tubtill capaci, Three or foure dayes more we {pent io feafting, daun- 
cing, and trading, wherein Powhatan carried himf{clfe fo proudly, yer difcreetly (ia 
his falvage manner ) as made vs all admire his natural] gitts, confidering his educa- 
tion, As {corning to trade as his Jubiects did 5 he belpake Newport in this man- 
ner. 
es (aptaine Newport it ss wot le to mey greatueffe,in this pedling manner to trade 
Gecch. for trsfles ; and 1 7 haat yon alfo a great hs Therefore t lay oS dewne all your 
Commmodsires togethers » bas J like I will take, andin recompence gine you what | thinke fit- 
ting thety value, a ay: Sweth being our interpreter, regarding Newport ashis tae 
ther, knowing beft the difpofition of hewbaten, tould vs his intent was but onely to 
cheare vs ; yee Captaine Newpers thinking co out braue this Salvage in oftentation 
of greatnelle,and fv co bewicch him wich his bountie,ascto haue whathe lifted, it fo 
hapned,that Powbatashauing his defire,valued his corne at fach arate,that I chinke 
it bener cheape in Spaine: for we had not foure bubhells for chat we expegted to haue 
twentic hogiheads, This bred {ome vnkindneffe becweene our two Capcainess 
Newport {ecking to pleafe the vnfatiabledefire of the Salvage, Smith co caufe the 
Salvage to pleaie him, but fmothering his diftaft co avoyd the Saluages fufpition, 
glanced in the cyes of Pewhatax many trifles,who fixed his humor vpon afew blew 
beades, A long tine he importunately defired them, but Savish feemed fo much the 
more to affect them, as being compofed of amoft rarejubftance of the coulour of 
the skyes, and not to be worne but by che greaeft kings in the world. This made 
him halfe madde co be the owner of {uch ftrange Tewells: fo chat ere we 
fora pound or two of blew beades, be brought ouer my king for 3. or 300. 
Bubhells of corne;yet parted good friends. The like entertainment we found of 
Opechankanongh king of Passavnkee, whom alfe he ia like manner fired ( a the like 
rates ) with blew beads, which grew by this meanes, of thar eftimation, chatnone 
durft weare any of chem but cheir great kings, their wiues and children. And fo we 
Jamestowne — returned all well to James towne,where this new fupply being lodged with the reft, 
burnt, accidentally fired theis quarters and fothe towne, which being bur thatched with 
reeds, the fie was fo fierce asic burnt their Pallifado’s,(chough eight or ten yards 
diftane ) with their Armes, bedding, apparell, and much priuate prouifion.Good 
Matter Haat our Preacher Joft all his Library and all he had but the cloatheson his 
backe: yet none neuer heard him repine athisloffe. This happned in che winter in 
chat extrcame froft.1607.Now though we had vidtuall fufhcient | meane onely of 
AfhipYdely Oatmeale,meale and corne,yezhe Ship ftaying 14. weekes when fhee might as wel 
loycering 14, haucbeenegoncin 14. dayes,{penc a great part of chat,and neareall the reft that 
wrcekes, was fentto belanded, When they departed what there difcretion could {pare vs, 
tomake a little poore meale or two,we called feaites,co relifh our mouthes: of each 
fomwhat they left vs, yet I mauft confetfe, chofe chat had either money, {pare clothes 
eredit co giue billes of paiment, gold rings, furrs, or any {ach commodities, were 
euer welcome co this remouing tauerne, {uch was our patience to obay fuch vile 
Commanders, and buy our owne provifions at 1.times the value, fu ering them 
feaft ( we bearing the er mutt not repine, but falt,leaft we fhould incurre 
the cenfure of faftious and {editious perfons :and then leakage, thip-rats, and other 
cafwallties occafioned them loife, but che vetfels and remnants (forcorals) we were 
lad to receaue with all our heartsto makevp the account, highly commending 
cis prouidence for preferuing thar, leaft they fhould difcourege any more to 
come tovs, Nowfor all this plency our ordynary was but meale and water, fo 
thar chis great charge littlerelecucd our wants, whereby withthe extremitie ofthe 
cer 
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bitter cold froft and thofe defegts, more chen halfe of vs dyed ; J cannot deny bue 
boch Sasish and Skrswener did their beft co amend what was amilJe,Luc with the Pre- 
fidene went the maior part, thar chere hornes were to fhore, But the wort was our 
guilded refiners with cheir golden promifes made all men theirflaucs in hope of re- 
compences ; there wasno talke, no hore, no worke, bur dig gold,wafh gold, refine 

old, loade gold, {uch a bruit of gold, that onemad fellow defired to be buried in 
he fands leaitchey (hould by there art make gold of his bones : litle neede there 
was and leife reafon, che hip fhould tay, there wages run on, our vidtualls cone 
fume 14. weekes,thac che Mariners might fay ,they did helpeco build fucha golden 
Church chat we can fay che raine wafhed neere to nothing in 1.4.dayes. Were it chat 
captaine Sasith would not applaude all chofe golden inventions, becaufe they admit 
oc8 him not co the fight of their cialls nor golden confukations, J know not s but I 
haue heard him oft queftion wich Captaine Afartin &ccll him,except he could thew 
him a more fubftanciall criall, he was not inamoured wich their durty skill, brea- 
ching oucthefe and many other paffions, never any ching did more torment him, 
then to fee all necetfary bufines neglected, to fraught fuch a drunken fhip with fo 
such guilded durt. Till chen we neuer accounted, Capiaine A’-rport a refiner, who 
being ready to fer faile for Exg/and,& we not having any vie of Parliaments,Plaics, 
Petitions, Admuiralls, Recorders, I ncerpreters, Chronologers, Courts of Plca, nor 
Tuftices of peace, fent Mafter Wingfeld and Captaine Archer home with him, 
thathad ingroff ed all chofe titles, co fecke fome better place of imployment, 


Ob curfed geld thofe, banger farved movers, 
To what masfortunes lead fi thou all these lovers | 
Fer all the China wealth, wer Indics can 
Suffice the nsinde of an av'ritious man. 
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He auchoritic now confifting in Capeaine (Martin, and the full fickly Prefi- 
dent, che fale of the Stores commodities maintained his eftace, as an inherita- 
blerevenew. The {pring approaching, and the Ship deparung, M' Scrivener 
and CaptaineSawseb devided betwixt chem che rebuilding ames towne sthe 
sepairing our Pallizadoes 5 che cutting downetrees ; preparing our ficlds ; planting 
our corne, and co rebuild our Church, andrecover our Score huufe. All men chus 
bufic at cheir feverall labours, Mafter Ned/on arrived with his loft Phanix sloft(I fay) 
for chat we all deemed him loft. Landing fafely all his men, (fo well he had manna- 
gcd his ill hap, )caufing the /udsan /fles to feede his company, tha: his victuall co hae 
we had gotren, as is {aid before, was nearc after our allowance fufficient for halfea 
yeare, He had not any ching buc he freely imparted it, which honcft dealing ( being 
a Marriner ) caufedvs admire him: we would not haue wifhed more then he did for 
vs. Now torclade this fhip with fome good tydings, the Prefident (not holding ic 
ftood with che dignitie of his place co eae die Fort ) gauc order to Captaine Sassshe 
to difcover and fearch the commodities of the Afemecaxs Countrcy beyond the Falls. 
Sixtie able men was alloted them, the which within fix dayes, Sasith had to well 
trained to their armes and orders, thar they little feared with whom they fhould in- 
counter: yet fo vnfeafonable was che time, and fo oppofit was Capraine CMartis to 
any thing, but onely to fraught this fhip alfo with his phantafticall gold, as C 
taine Saweb rather defired io relade her with Cedar, ( which was a prefent difpatch) 
then either with durt, or the hopes and reports of an vncertaine dilcovery which he 
would performe when they on and more keifure.

Whilft the conclufion was a refolving, this hapned. 


Powhatan (co exprcffc his louc to Newport)when he departed, prefented him with 
twencie Turkics, conditionally co returne him twentie {words, which immediarel 
was fenc him ; now after his deparcure he prefented Capraine Sweith with the like 
luggage, buc not finding his huinor obeyed in not fending fuch weapons as he de- 
fired, he caufed his ae with cwentie devices to obtaine them. At laft by ambuf- 
cadocs at our very Ports chey would cake chem perforce, furprife vs at worke,or any 
way ; which was fo long permicted, they became {0 infolenc there was no rule; the 
command from England was fo {trait not to offend them, as our authoritie-bearers 
( keeping cheir houtes) would rather be any thing then peace-breakers . This chari- 
table husmor prevailed, cill well it chanced they medled with Captaine Sauth, who 
without tarther deliberation gaue them fach an incounter,as fome he fo hunted vp 
and downethe Ifle, fome he to terrified with whipping, beating,and imprifonment, 
_ asfor revenge thcy furprifed two of our forraging diforderly ouldiers, and having 
~ affembled cheir forces, boldly chreatned ar our Ports to force Sasish to redeliver fe- 
ven Salvages, which for cheir villanies he detained prifoners,or we were all but dead 
men. But to cry their furies he fallied out amongft them, and in leffe then an houre, 
he fo hampred their infolencies, they brought chem his two men, defiri 
without any further compofition for cheir prifoners. Thofe he examin caufed 
them all beleeuc, by feverall vollies of thot one of their companions was fhotto 
death, becaufe they would not confeife their intents and plotters of thofle villanies, 
And thus they all agreed in one point, they were direfted onely by Pewhates co ob- 
taine him our weapons, to cut our ownet , with che manner where, how, and 
when, which we plainly found moft crue and apparant : yet he fenc his meflengers, 
and his deareft daughicex Pecabentas with prefents to excufe him of the iniuries 
by fome rafh vntoward Capraines his fubieéts, defiring their liberties for thistime, 
with the aflurance of his loue for ever. After Santh had given the prifoners what 
correétion he thought fit, vfed chem well a day or two after, & then delivered them 
Pocabent as, for whole fake onely he fayned to haue faued their liues, and gaue them 
libertie. Thepatient Counce chat nothing would moue co warre with che Salva- 

es,would gladly haue wrangled with Captaine Sssith for his cruckie,yet none was 
flaine to any mans knowledge, but ic brought them in fuch feare and obedience, as 
his very name would fufficiently affright chem s where before, wee had fometime 
peace and warretwice in a day, and very feldomea wecke, bue we had feme treche- 
rous villany or other. . 

The t of chisShip being concluded to be Cedar, by the diligence of che 
Mafter,and pesine Seth fhe was quickly reladed: Mafter Sersvemer was nexher 
idle nor flow to follow all chings at che Fort s the Ship being ready to fet fayle, par a 
taine Adartin being alwayes very fickly, and vnferviceable, and defirous to inioy 
credic of his {up :0fed Art of finding the golden Mine, was moft willingly admucced 
to returne for Bugland. For

Thefe being in an a Barge neare three cuns burthen, leaving the Phateix ar 

Cape Henry, they crotied the Bay co the Eafterne fhore, and fell with the Ifles called 

Smviths Ifes, aktex our Captainesname, The firft people we faw were two grim and 

flout Salvages vpon Cape Cheries,with long poles like lanclingsyheaded with oe 
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they boldly demanded what we were, and what we would 3 but after many circum. 
ftances they feemed very kinde,and dircéted vseo Accemack, the habitation of thar 
Werewaice, where we were kindly intreated, This King was the comlictt, proper, 
civill Salvage we incountred. His Country isa pleafunc tertile clay foyle,fome fmall 
creckes ; good Harbours for {mall Barks, but not for Ships. He told vsof a ftrange 
accident laccly happened him, and it was, two children being dead ; fome extreame 
paflions, or dreaming vifions, phantafies, or aifeftion moued their parents ae 
Baine co revific cheir dead carkafces, whofe benummed bodies refleétedto the cyes 
ot che beholders fuch delightful councenances, as though they had regained their 
vitall {pirits, This as a miracle drew many to behold them, all which being e 

part of his people, not long after dyed, and bur few efcaped. They fpake che fan- 
guage of Powbatan,whercin they made fuch defcriptions of the Bay, Ifles,and rivers, 
that often did vs exceeding plealure. Paffing along the coaft, fearching ev inlez, 
and Bay, fic tor harbours and habitations. Secin miany Ifles inthe mi tof the Bay 
we bore vp for them, but ere we could obtaine chem, fuch an extreame gutt of wi 
rayne, thunder, and lightening happened, chat with great danger we efcaped the 
vamercifull raging of chat Ocean-like water. The higheit land on the mayne, yet ic 
was but low, wecalled Kealeshill, and thefe vainhabited Ifles, Ruffels Ifles, The 
next day {earching them for freth water,we could find none, the defeét whereof for- 
ced vs to follow the next Eafterne Channell, which brought vs tothe river of Wigh- 
secomoce. The people at firft with great fury feemed to atlault vs, yer at laft wich f 

and daunces and much mirch became very tragtable, bur fi carching their habitations 
for water, we could fill but three barricoes ,& that fuch chat never till then 
we ever knew the want of good water, Wedigged and fearched in many laces, bue 
before two daies were expired,we would haue refufed ewo barricoes of gold for one 
of that puddle water of Wighcocomece, Being paft chefe Ifles which arc Many in nun 
ber,burall naught for habitation, falling with a high land vpon the mayne,we found 
a great Pond of frefh water, but fo exceeding hoc wee fappofed ic fome bath x chat 
place we called poynt Pé/eyer, in honos of chat mo honourable Houfe of Monfa 
in Britaine, chat in an extreame excremitic ence relieued our Capraine. From Wigh- 
cecemvoce to this place, all the coaft is low broken Ifles of Morap, growne a myle or 
two in breadth, and ten or tweluc in length, good co cut for hay in Summer, andco 
catch fifh and foule in Winter : but che Land beyond chem is all covered over with 
wood, as is the reft of the Councry, 

Being chus refrefhed in croffing ouer from the maine to other Ifles, we difcoucted 
the winde and watersfo much increafed with thunder, lightnin raine,thatour 
maft and fayle blew ouerbord and fuch mighty waues oucrracked vs in chat {enall 
barge that with great labour we kept herfro finking by freeing out the water. Two 
dayes we were .inforcedco inhabice thefe vninhabited I {les which for the extremitie 
of gufts,chander,raine,ftormes, and ill wecher we called Liavbe. Repairing our faile 
wich our fhires, we fet fayle for che maine and fell with a pretty convenient riuer on 


Cufiprawacch, che Eaftcalled Caskerawaok, the people ran as amazed in troups from place to place, 


and diuers got into the tops of trees, they were not {paring of their arrowes, nor the 
greatelt paffion they could expreife of their anger.Long they thot,we ftill ryding at 
an Anchor without there reatch making all the fignes of friendthip wecould. The 
next day they carne vnarmed, with euery onca basket, dancing ina ring,co draw vs 
on fhore: but feeing there was nothing in them butvillany,we difcharged a volly of 
muskets charged with piftoll thot, whereat they all lay cambling on the grownd, 
creeping fome one way, foe another intoa great clufter of reedes hard by; where 
therecompanies lay in Ambufcado. Towards che euening we Nae gt approaching 
the fhoare, difcharging fiue or fix fhot among the recedes, we wherethere lsy 
a many of baskets and much bloud, but faw nota Salvage, A {moske sppesring on 
the other fide the riuer, we rowed thither, where we found twoor three tle houfes, 
in cach a fire, there we left fome peeces of copper, beads, bells, and looking glaffes, 
and then went into the bay,bur when it was darke we came backeagaine. Barly = 
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the morning foure Salvagescameto vs in their Canow, whom we vied with fuch 
courtefie,not knowing what we were,nor had done, hauing beene in the bay afilli- 
ing bade vs ftay and ere long they would returne, which they didand fome cwenti¢ 
more with chem,with whom after a lictle conference, two or three thoufand men 
women & childré came cluftring about vs,cuery one preféting vs with fomething, 
which a litle bead would fo well requice, chat we became fuch friends they would 
contend who fhould ferch vs water, itay wich vs for hoftage, conduct our men any 
whither, and giue vs the beitconcenc, Here doth inhabite the people of S arapinagh, 
Nanfe,Arfeck,and Nantaquak the beft Marchanes of all otherSalvages. They much The fr no- 
exrolleda great nation called (Ata[ewemekes, in {earch of whom we retusned by ticeofthemah. 
Liesbe: chis rivet but onely at the encranceisvery narrow, andthe peopleot {mall /avenky, -” 
ftarure asthem of Wightcecemssce,che Land but low, yet it may prouc very commo- 
dious , becaufe itis but aridge of land betwixcthe Bay and che maine Ocean. 

Finding this Eafterne fhore,fhallow broken Ifles,and for moft part without frefh 
water,we pailed by the {traites of Liasbo for the Wefterne fhore: {o broad is the bay 
here,we could (carce perceiue the great high clifts on the other fides by chem we 
Anchored chat night and called them Recards Cliftes.30. leagues we fayled more 
Northwards noe hading any inhabirancs, leauing all the Eafterne fhore, lowe 
Iflandes, but oucrgrowne with wood, as all che Coait beyond hem fo tarre as wee 
could feezche Weiterne fhe ce by which we fayled we found all along well watered, 
but very mountanous ana barrca,the vallies very fercill, but extreame chicke of {mall 
wood {o well as crees, and much frequented with Wolues, Beares, Dccreand other 
wild beafts.We palled many fhallow creckes,but the firit we found Nauigable for a 
thip,we called Bolus,for thacche clay inmany places vnder theclifts by che high 
water marke, did grow vp in red and white knots as gum out of erecs; and in 
fome places a wate as chough they were all of one nature, = 
ting the coulour, the reft of che earth on both fides being hard fandy graucl], BovsRinerj 
which made vs thinke it Bole-Armoniack and Terra figillata, When we firit tet fayle 
ome of our Gallants doubted nothing but chat our Capraine would make too much 
haft home, buc hauing lien in chis {mall barge noc aboue 12.0 14.dayes, oft tyred 
at che Oares, our bread fpoyled with wet fo muchthacic was roccen ( yerfo good 
were their ftomacks that they could difgelt it )chey did with continuall complaints 
fo imporcune him now to returng, as cauled bim befpeake chem in this manner, 
Gentlensensf you would remensher the mensorable biffery of Sir Ralph Layne, how bis |. bet 
company importaned bins to proceed in the difcovery of Moratico, alleadging they bad ia 
yer 0 dog that being boyled with Saxafras leaues,wouldrichly feede them in thes returness ders, 
then what a foame would it be for you (shat hawe bin fe {u/pitions of my tenderne fe Sto force 
ssereturne, with fo much previfion as we bane, and {carce ableo fay where we bane beens, 
ner yet beard of that we were fentte feeke? Yom cannot fay but] haue foared with you in the 
worst which is paft ,andfor what is te come, of ledging, dyct,or whatfocncr, | ans conten- 
ted you allot the worft part to msyfelfe. Asfor your feares that 1 will lofe my felfe in thefe 
unknowns large waters yor be frallowed vp ix femme floruie guft; abandon thefe childifo 
Scares, for worse then ts paft ss not lskely to happen :and there is as much danger to returne 
as to preceede.Regaine therefore your old pirits for returne I will not (sf Ged please) till 
1 bane feene the Maifawomeks, found Patawon:ck,or the bead shard water you conceit to Thedifcout 
be endlefe. Two or 3.dayes we expetted winde & wether,whole adueric extremities ry of Patawee 
added {uch difcouragement, thar three or foure fell ficke, whofe pictifull complaints 
caufed vs toto returnc, leawing the bay fome nine miles broad, ac nine and ten fa- 
dome water. 

The 16. of June we fell with cheriucr Patewensek:feare being gone, and our men Ambutcadorg 
recovered,we were all content to take fome paines,to know the namie of chat feuen  S#lvages 
mile broad riuer: for chirtie myles fayle, we could {ee no inhabitants ; chen we were 
conduéted by two Savages vpalicde bayed crecke, towards Omewmanient, where all 
the woods were layd with ambufcado’s to the number of three or foure choufand 


Salvages, fo ftrangely paynted, oat and difguifed, fhouting, yelling and crying 
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as fo many fpiritsfrom hell could noc haue fhewed more terrible. Many brauado’s 
they made, out to appeale cheir fury, our Captaine prepared with as feeming a wil 
hungnetle (as chcy)co incounces chem. Bucthe grazing of our bullets vpon the was 
ter( many being (hocon purpofe they mughe fee ctheir:) with the Ecco of the 
of the woods §9 amazed thein,as downe wene ther bowesand arrowes;( and ex- 
changing hoftage ) /amses Watkins was {ent (x myles vp the woods co their Kings 
habicacion. We werekindly vied of chofe Salvages,of whom we vaderftocd, they 
wcre commanded to betray vs, by the diretion of Pewhatan, and he {o direéted 
from che difcontents at James towne, becaufe our Captaine did caufe them ftay in 
their country avainft cheir wills. | 
The likeimncouncers we found at Patewomek, (ecocawenee and diuers other places: 
but at Adeyaoncs, Nacorchtant and Jougs the people did their beft to content vs, Ha 
wing gone fo high aswe could with the boce, we met diuers Saluages in 
Canowes, well loaden with the ficth of Beares, Bcere and other beafts,whereof we 
had part,here we found mighty Rocks, growing in fome placcs aboue che grownd 
ashigh as che fhrubby trees, and diuers other folid quarries of diuers tinétures: 
and diuers places where the warershad falne fromthe high mountaines they 
Ieftatin€tured {pagled skurfe,thacmade many bare places teemeas guilded.Diggin 
the growne abouc in the higheft clifts of rocks, we faw ig was a claic {and fo ming} 
with yeallow {pangles ast ic had beene halte pin- duft.In our returne inquiring 
ftillforchis s4a:chaneon, the king of Patawomeke gauc vs guides to condu&t vs vpa 
hecleriuer called Qnizowsh, vp which we rowed fohigh as wecould.Leauing the 
bore, with fix fhot,and diuers Salvages,he marched feuen or eight myle before chey 
came tothe mine:leading his hoftages in a {mall chaine they wereco haue for ther 
reap being proud forichly to be adorned. The mine isa great Rocky mountaine 
ike Antins my ,wherein they digged a great hole with fhells & hacchetssand hard 
it,runneth a fayre brooke of C Pe eatltke watcr, where they wafh away che drolle 
and keepe theremainder, which they put in litle baggs and {ell ic all ouer the 
country to paint here bodycs, faces, or Idols; which makes them looke hke Black- 
mores dufted over with filucr.W ith fo much as wecould carry wererurned toour 
bote, kindly requiting thiskinde king andallhiskinde people. The caufe of 
this difcovery was to fearch this mine,of which Newport did allure vs that chofe 
fmall baggs ( we had giucn him) in England hehad tryed cohold halfe filuery but 
all we got proued of no value : alfo co fearch what furrs, the beft whereof is at 
Cxfcarawacke,whercis made fo much Rawranoke or white beads that occafion as 
much diifention among the cheSalvages, as gold and filuer amongft Chriftanss 
and what ccher minerallsyriucrs, rocks, nations, woods, fifhings, fruites, vidtuall, 
and what other commodities the land afforded: and whether the bay were endleffe 
or how farre it extended : of mines we wereall ignorant, but a few Beuers, Oners, 
Beares, Martins and minkes we found, and in diuers places that aboundance of fith, 
lying fo thicke with their heads abouethe water, as for wane of nets (our barge 
driuing amongft chem ) westtcmpted to catch chem witha frying pan: b::r we 
found it a bad imftrumenc tocacch fith with:neicher better fifh,more plenty nor more 
variecy for {tnal fith,had any of'vs ever feene in any placefofwim.ning in the wacer, 
but they are not to be caught with frying pans: fome {mall codd alfo wedid fee 
fwim clofe by the fhore by Smiths Iles, andfomeashigh as Riccerds Clifts. And 
fome we haue found dead vpon che fhore, 

To expreftall ourquarrels, crecheries and incounters amongft thofe Salvages 
| fhould be cootedious : but in breefe,at all cimes we fo incountredthem, andcur- 
bed their infolencies, chat they concluded with prefents co purchafe peaces yer we 
loft not aman: at our firit meeting out Captaine cuer obferued this order to dee 
mand their bowes andarrowes, {wordes, mantells and furrs, with fome childe or 
two for hottage, whereby we could quickly perceiue, when they intended any vile 
Jany. Hauing finifhed chis difcouery (though our vigtuall was neere {pent ) he ine 

tended to fee his imprifonmenteacquaintances vpon the river of by 
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many called Toppebaneck but our bote by reafon of the ebbe, chanfing to grownd 

vpon amany fhoules lying in che entrances, we ipyed many ftheslusking inthe sop neare 
reedcs:our Captaine {poring himfelfe by nayling chem co the grownd with his killed wich 
fword, fer vs all aGfhing inthac manner:chus we cooke morse in owne house chen sSsingray, 
we could eateinaday. Buc icchanied our Captaine taking a hth from his {word 

( noc knowing her condition) being much of thetafhion of a Thornback, but a 

long tayle ikea ryding rodde, whereon the middeft is a moft poyfoaed fting, of 

two or three inches long, bearded like a {aw on cachlide, which she ttrucke anco 

the wreit of his arme neerean inch and a halfe:no bloud nor wound was {cene, bur 

a litele blew {pot, buc che cormenc was inftantly to excreame, that in foure houres 

had fo {wolen his hand,arme and fhoulder ,we all wich mach forrow concluded his 

funcrall, and prepared his grauc in an Ifland by,as himlclfe direéted: yet it plealed 

God bya precious oyle Ducter Raffell at the firlt applyed to ic when he founded it 

with probe( ere nighc) his commenting paine was fo well ailwaged that he cate of the 

fith to his upper, which gaue no leffe oy and content co vs chen eafe co himfelfe, 

for which we called che Ifland Srssgray I fle after che nameofthe ith. 

Hauing neither Chirurgian nor Chirurgery,buc that preferuatiucoyle wepreféte +). Salvages 
ly fer fayles for James cowne, palling che mouthes of che rivers of Payewkatank,& Pa- affrighted 
mev uke, the next day we fafely arriucd at Kecongtan. The fimple Salvages fecing with their 
our Capuine hurt, and another bloudy by breaking his fhinne, our numbers of ownefulpi- 
bowes, arrowes, fwords, mantles, and furrs, would needes imagine we had beene at 
warres ( che crutch of thefe accidents would noe fatisfie chem ) but impatiently ime 

ed vs to know with whom, Finding their aprnetfeco beleeue we faylednot 

(asa great fecret ) co tell chem any thing chat might affright chem , what fpoyle we 
had got and made of the A4sfamemeks. I his rumor went falter vp che river chen our 

ge, that arrived at Waraskeyack che 20 of Luly 5 where trimming her with painted 
fircamers, and fuch devifes as we could, we made chem at /amses cowne iealous of a 
Spanith Frigot, where we all God be thanked ete a the 21 of Iuly. There we 
found the lait Supply were all ficke, che reft {ome lame, fome bruifed, all vnable to 
doc any thing but complaine of the pride and vnreafonable ncedlcife crucltie of the ee 
filly Prefidenc, chat had riotoufly confumed the ftore: and co fulfil his follies abouc pina Py 
building him an vnncceiFary building for his pleafure in the woods, had broughe 
them allto chat mifery ; thathad we noc arrived, they had as ftrangely tormented 
him with revenge:but the good newes of our Difcovery,and che good hope we had 
by che Salvages relation,that our Bay had {tretched into che South Sea,or fomewhat. 
neare it, appeafed cheir fury ; buc conditionally that Rath ffe fhould be depofed, and 
that Captaine Sash would take vpon him the government, as by courte! it did be- 
long.T eirrcqueft being effeéted,he fubfticuted M' Scrivener his deare friend in the 
Prelidency, equally diftribucing thofe private provifions che other had ingrotfed, 
appointing more honeft officersto aflitt matter Scrivener (who then lay exceeding 
Gcke of a Callenture ) and in regard of the weaknelle of the company, and heateo 
the yeare, they being vnableto worke, he left chem to live at cafe, to recover their 
healths, but imbarked himfelfe to finifh his Difcovery.

The wind being contrary caufed our ftay two or three dayes at Kecoughten: che 
King feaited vs with much mirth, his people were perfwaded we wat ely co 
be revenged of the Maffawomeks. In the evening we fired a few rackets, which fly- 
ing in the ayre foterrified the poore Salvages, they fuppofed nothing vnpoflible we 
attempted ; and defired co affift vs. The firit night we anchored at Sesugray Ifle. The 
next day crotled Patawomeks river,and halted to che river Boles. We went not much 
further before we might fee the Bay to divide in two heads, and arriving there we 
found it divided in are all which we fearched fo farre as we could fayle chem, 
Two of chem we found inhabited, bu in crofling the Bay, we incouncred 7 or 8 
Canowes full of Afafawoneks, we {ecing them prepare to aifaule vs, left our Oares 


~ and made way with our fayle to incounter chem, yet were we but fiue with oar 


Capraine that could ftand,for within 2 dayes after we left Kecoughtan,the rei (being 
all of che laft fupply ) were ficke almoft .o death, ynill they were feafoned co che 
Country. Having fhut chem vnder our Tarpawling, we put their hats vpon ftickes 
by che Barges fide, and betwixt two hats a man with two pecces, to make vs feeme 
many,and fo wethinke the /ndians fuppofed thofe hats to be men, for they fled 
with all peflible fpeed co the fhore, and there flayed, ftaring at che fayling of our 
barge all we anchored right again{t them. Long it was ere we could draw them to 
come vnto vs. Ac laft they fent two of their company ynarmed in a Canow,the reft 
all followed to fecond them if neede required. Thefe cwo being bur cach prefenced 
with a bell, brought aboord all cheis fellowes, prefenting our Cspraine with venie 
fon, beares filet, Fn, bowes, arrowes, clubs,cargets,and beares-skinnes. We ynder- 
ftood chein nothing at all, but by fignes, whereby chey fignified vnto vs they had 
beene at warres ait the Teckwoghes, the which they confirmed by fhewing vs their 
greene wounds, but thenight parting vs,we imagined they appointed che nexx mor- 
ning to meetc, but after that we never faw them. 


AnIncounter Entring the river of Tockwogh,the Salvages all armed, in a fleete of beats,afcer cheir 
with the Teck. barbarous manner, round invironed vs ; {o it chanced one of them could fj ‘soe the 


panguage of Powhatan, who perfwaded the reft to a friendly parley. But when they 
faw vs furnished with the CMa[/awemeks weapons, and we faining the invention of 
Kecoughten,to haue taken them perforce q conduéted vs to cheir pallizadoed 
towne, mantelled with the barkes of crees, with fcaffolds like mounts,brefted about 
with brefts very formally. Their men, women,and children wich daunces, fongs, 
fruics,furres, and what hice had, kindly welcommed vs, {preading mats for vs to fic 
on, ftretching their beft abilities to expreffe their loues. 

Many hatchers, kniues, peeces of iron, and braille, we faw amongft chem, which 
they reported to haue from che Sa/quc/abanecks, a mightie people and morrall ene- 
mies with the CMafawomeks. The Safquefabanecks inhabit Ys the chiefe Spring 
of chefe foure branches of the Bayes head, two dayes iourncy higher then our os 
could paile for rocks, yet we prevailed with che Interpreter to take wich nm ano- 
ther Interpre:er,cto perfwade the Sa/quefahanecks to come vilit vs,for their language 
are different. Three or foure dayes we expected their revurne, then fixtie of thofe 
gyant-like people came downe, with prefents of Venifon, T obacce- pipes three foot 
in length, Baskets, Targets, Bowes and Arrowes, Fiue of their chictc Worewances 
came boldly aboord vs to croife the Bay for Teckwbegh, leaving their men and Ce 
nowess the wind being fo high they durft not paile. 

Our order was daily to haue Prayer,with a Plalme,at which folemnitie the poere 
Salvages much wondeed our Prayers being done, a while they were bufied with a 
confulsation rill they had contrived cheir bufinetle. Theathey began ina gg 2 so 
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fionate manner to hold vp their hands to the Sunne, with a moft fearcfull fong, 
then imbracing our Captaine, they began to adore him in like manner :chough he 
tebuked chem, yer they proceeded all their fong was finifhed: which dene with a 
moft ftrangefurious aftion, and a hellifh voyce, began an Oration of their loues 5 
that ended, with a great painred Beares skin they covered him : then one ready with 
a great chayne of whice Beads, weighing at leatt fix cr feaven pound, hung it about 
hisnecke, the others had 18 mantels, made of divers forts of skinnes fowed toge- 
ther all chefe wich many ocher coyes they layd at his fcere, ftroking cheir ceremoni- 
ous hands about his necke for his Creation to be their Governour and Proteétor, 
promiling their aydes, vi€tualls,or what they had co behis, if he wouid ftay with 
them, to defend and revenge chem of the Maeffawomeks. But we lett chem at Tock= 
whegb, forrowing for our d ¢, yet we promifed che next ycare ag::ine to vilit 
chem. por deicni srmaers —— they made vs, of Asquanachn oe 

& ocher nifying they inhabit ypon a great warer beyond the moun- 
rt which eve mde-ttood Ss be fais seniicn the eng? ede ee fom 
che French co haue their hatchets and Commodities by wade. Thefe know nomore 
of che territories of Powhatan, then his name, and he as little of chem, but che 4¢- 

buks are on the Ocean Sea. 

The higheft meuntaine we faw Northward wee called Perigrixes mount, and a 
rocky river, where the AZuffawemecks went vp,Willowbyes siver in honor of the towne 
our Captaine was borne in, and that honorable houle che Lord #illewby, his moft 
honored good friend. The Sa/gucfabanschs river we called Smiths falles ; the next 
poyneto Teckwhogh, Pifings poyne 5 the nexc it poynt Bourne. Powells [fics and Savels 
poynt is by the river Bolus and che lictle Bay at che head Profirs poole Watkins Reads, 
and Aemferds poyats are cn each fide Lisebe ; Ward,Cantrell,and Sicktemore, betwixt 
Pas and Pameunkee, after the names of the difcoverers.In all chofe places and 
che furchelt we came vp the rivers, we cuc in wees fo many croilesas we would, and 
in many places made holes in trees, wherein we writnotes, and in fome places crof- 
fes of braille, to fignifie to any, Englifhmen had beene there, 

Thus having fought all che inlets and rivers worth noting, we returned to difco- 
ver che river of Pawsuxunt Dpeapt lewe found very trétable,and more civill 
then any, we promifed them, as allo che Patawenschs to revenge them of the Afaffe- 
wenseks, but our purpofes were crolled. 

In the difcovery of this river fome call Rapabaneck, we were kindly entertained 
by the people of Aforanghtacund ; here we incountered our old friend Afofce,a lut 
Salvage of ighcscomece vps the river of Patawomek ,we fuppofed him fome Frene 
mans fonne, becaufe he had athicke blacke buth beard, i Salvages feldome 
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haue any at all, of which he was nota licle proud, to fee fo many of his Country- The excee- 
mien. Wood and water he wouldfetch vs, guidevs any whether, nay,caufédiversof ding lous of 


his Councrymen helpe vs cowe againft winde or tyde from place to place till we 
cameo Patawomsek:there he refted till we recurned from the head of theriver, and 
occafioned our condué co the mine we fuppofed Astinseny, And in the place he fay- 
led not to doe vs all the good hecould, pet wading vs in any cafe notco goe to che 
Rapahanocks, for they would kill vs for being friends wich the Adoraugbtacunds that 
burlately had ftolne three of the Kings women. This we did thinke was but thar 
his friends might onely haucourtrade: fo wecrotled the river to the Repabanecks, 
There fomei2 of 16 landing on the fhore, directed vs a lictle Creeke where was 
poodlanding, and Commodities for vs in three or foure Canowes we (aw licthere: 
ut ira co our cuftome, we demanded to exchange a man in figne of loue, 
which after they had a litle confulred,foure or fue came vp to che middles,to ferch 
our man, and leaue vs one of chem, fhewing we need not feare chem, for they had 
neither clubs, howes, nor arrowes. Notwithftanding, sas Tedkil/, being {ent on 
fhore to fee if he could difcover any Ambufcadoes, or whacthey had,defired to goe 
over the playne to Fetch fome wood, bur they were vawilling, except we would 
come into che Crecke, where the boat might -— clofeafhore, Todyl! by coe 
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having got fome two ftones throwes vp the playne, perceived two or three hundred 
men (as he choughc) behind the trees, {o that offering to reture to the Boar, the 
Salvages alfayed co carry him away perforce, that he called to vs we were becrayed, 
and by that he had {poke che word, our hoftage was over-boord, bue Waskjes his 
keeper flew him in the water.] mmediatly we let fly among({t them, fo that they fled, 
& Todkill efcaped,yec they thot fo fait chat he fell ga on the ground ere he could re- 
cover the boat. Here the Adaffawomek T argers ftood vsin good ftead,for vpon A4e/ 
cos words, we had fet chem about the forepare of our Boat like a forecattle, from 
whence we fecurely beat the Salvages from off che plaine without any hurtzy ee hey 
fhoc more then acthouland Arrowes, and then fed into the woods. Arming our 
felues with chefe light Targets (which aremade of little {tall {ticks woven becwixe 
firings of their pemee andfilke gratle, as isour Cloch, but fo firmely cisat no arrow 
can poffibly pierce chem:) we reicued Todkgi/,who was ali bloudy by fome of chem 
who were ae by vs thar held him,buc as God pleafed he had no hurt s and follow- 
ing them vp to the woods, we found {ome flaine, and in divers places much bloud, 
Ic feems all their arrowes were {pent, for we heard no more of them. Their Canows 
we tooke ; the arrowes we found we broke,fauechem we kept for A4o/ee, to whom 
we gauc the Canowes for his kindneife, chat entertained vs in the beft crivmphi 
manner, and warlike order in armes of conqueft he could procure of the AZerang 
tacunds 


Thereft of che day we (pent in accomodating our Boat, in ftead of thoules wee 
made ftickes like Bed{taues,to which we faftened fo many of our Mafawomek Tare 
gets, that invironed her a3 waft clothes. The next morning we wentvp cheriver,and 
our friend (AMe/co followed vs along the fhore,and at lait defired to goe with vsin 
our Boat, But as we pafled by Pifacack, Adate and Afecuppems, three T ownes 
fieuated vpon high white clay clifts 5 the other fide all alow playne marith , andthe 
river there but narrow. Thirtie or fortic of the Repebanecks, had fo accommodated 
themfelues with branches, as we rooke them for litle bufhes growing among the 
fedge, {till (ceing cheir arrowes ftrike the Targets, and dropped in the nver: where 
at Mofce fell flac in the Boar on his face, crying the Repabanecks, which prefencly we 
efpied co be the bufhes, which at our firft volley fell downe in che fedge:when wee 
were neare halfea myle from them, they fhewed themfclues dauncing and finging 

merrily. 

¢ Kings of Pifaffack, Nandrangbtacund, and Cuttatawemen, v{ed vs kindly ,and 
all their people negleéted nor ny ing to Afofcoro bring vsco them. Berwixt Se 
cobeck and Mafawteck is a {mall Ife or cwo, which caufcch the river to be broader 
then ordinary ; there it pleafed God to takeone of our Company called M' Fethere 
fone, chat all che time he had beene in this Country, had behaved himfelfe, honeft- 
ly, valiantly, and induftrioufly, where in alittle Bay we called Fetherfiowes Bay wee 
buryed him with a volley of fhot: thereft notwithftanding their ill dyer, and bad 
lodging, crowded in fo {mall a Barge,in fo raat bere ers never refting but alwayes 
colled to and againe, had all well recovered their s. Thenext day wee fayled fo 
high as our Boat would float, there fetting vp croffes, and graving our names in the 
trecs, Our Sentinel] faw an arrow fal] by him, though we had ranged vp and downe 
more then an hourc in digging in the earth, looking of ttones, hexbs, and {prings, 
not feeing where a Salvage could well bide himfelfe, 

Vv thc alaruca by that we had recovered our armes, there was about an hus- 
dred nimble /udsans skipping ftom erce co cree, lerting fly their arrows fo faft as they 
could: the trees here ferved vs for Baricadoes as well as they. But Afe/codid vs more 
fervice chen we expeéted, for having fhot away his quiver of Arrowes,he ran to the 
Boat for more. The Arrowes of UMofee atthe firft caadethern paufe the mate 
ter, thinking by his bruic and skipping, chere were many Salveges. Abouthalfe an 
houre chis continued, chen chey all vanifhed as fuddainly as = oe Séef- 
co followed chem fo farreas he could fee vs, rill they were out of fight. As we revur- 
ned there lay a Salvage as dead, fhot in the knee,but caking him vp ee 
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life, which 44,0 fecing, never was Dog more furious again{ta Beare, then Afo/ce 
was co haue beac our his braines, fo we had him co our Boat, whereour Chirurgian 
who went with vs co cure our Capraines hurt of the Stingray, fo dretfed this Salvage 
that wichin an houre after he looked fomewhar chearefuily,and did cate and {pe-ke. 
In che meane time we contented A/efeo in helping him to gather vp their arrowes, 
which were an armefull, whereof he gloried noc a little. Then we defired (Mace to 
know what he was, and what Countries were beyond the mountaines ; the poore 
Salvage mildly anfwered, he andall wich him were of Hafsninga, where there are 
three Ki s more, like vnto chem, namely the King of Siegert the King of Tanxune 
tania, and the King of Shekebenea, that were come to —Moba.kebod, which is onely a 
hunting Towne, and the bounds betwixt the Kingdome of the A/senahocks, and 
the Newdtangbtacands, but hard by wherewe were. We demanded why they came 
in chat manner to betray vs,that came to them in peace, and co fecke their loues 
he anfwered, they heard we were a people come from vnder the world,co cake their 
world from chem. We asked him how many worlds he did know, he replyed, he 
knew no more bur that which was vnder che skie chat covered him,which were the 
Pewhbasans, with the Afomacans, and the CMaffewomeks, that were higher vp in 
the mouncaines, Then weasked him what was beyond the mounraines, he antwe- 
red the Sunne: bur of any ching els he knew nothing ;"vecaufe che woods were not 
burne. Thefe and many fuch quettions wee demanded, concerning the CMafan o 
sucks, the Menacans, their owne Councy, and where were the Kings of Stegera, 
Tans fintaxia,and thereit. The 4fenacens he fayd were ticir neighbours and friends, 
and did dwell as they inthe hilly Countries by fmall rivers, living vpon rootes and 
fruits, but chiefly by hunung. The AZ<{f-ovenseks did dwell vpon a great water, and 
had many boats,& {o many men chac chey made warre with all the world. For cheit 
Kings, they were goneevery one aleverall way wichtheir men on hundng: But 
chole with him came chicher a fifhing ull chey faw vs, notwithftanding they would 
be altogether at night at Adebaskabod. For his relation we gaue him many toyes, 
wich pert wafions to goe with vs, and he as earnefily defired vs to ftzy she comming 
of chofe Kings chat for his good vfage fhould be frici:ds with vs, for he was brother 
to Hafuwinga. But Mofée adviled vs prefently co be gone, for they were all naught, 
yet we cold him we would not illic was nighc. All things we made rcady co entcre 
tain what came,& A4ofeo was as diligent in rimming his arrowes, The night being 
come we all imbarked, for the riuer was fo narrow, had ic beene light che land 
on the one fide was fo high, they might haue done vs exceeding much mifchiefe, 
All chis while the K.of Hafiwninga was {ecking therc{t,and had confulcation a good 
time what co doe. Bac by their efpies fecing we were gone, it was not long before 
we heard their arrowes dropping on every lide the Boat;wecaufed our Salvagesto 
call vnto chem, but fucha yelling & hallowing chey made char chcy heard nothing, 
but now and then a peece, ayming foncare as we could where we heard che moit 
voyces, More then 12 myles they followed vs in chis manner; chen the day appea- 
ring, we found our felues in a broad Bay, ourof danger of their (hot, where wee 
came to an anchor, and fell to breakfaft. Net fo much as {pecking to chem dill che 
Sunne was rifen ; being well refrefhed, we vntyed our Targets that couered vs as a 
Deck, and all fhewed our felues with thofe fhields on our armes,and {words in our 
hands, andalfoour prifoner Anoroleck; along difcourfe chere was betwixt his 
Councimen and him, how good wee were,how well wee vied him, how wee hada 
Patawemek with vs, loued vs as his life, chat would haue flaine him had we not pre- 
ferued him, and chat he fhould haue his libertie would they be but friends; and to 
doe vs any hurt it wasimpoffible, Vpon this they all hung cheir Bowes and Qui- 
vers vpon the trees, and one came {wimming aboord vs with a Bow cyed on his 
head, and another with a Quiver of Arrowes, which thcy delrucred our Capraine 


as a prefent, che Capraine having vfed them fo kindly ashe could, cold them the o- bel 


ther three Kings fhould doe the like,and then the great King of our world thould be 
their friend; whofe men we were. It “ no fooner demanded but performed, fo 
4 Ypon 
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vpon alow Moorith poynt of Land we went to the fhore, where thofe foure Kings 
came and recciucd Amereleck: nothing they had but Bowes, Arrowes, Tobacco- 
bags,and Pipes:what we defired, none refufed to giu¢ vs, wondering at every thi 
we had, and heard we had done:our Piftols they tooke for pipes, which they m 
defired, but we did concent them with other Cesc and fo we left foure or 
fiue hundred of ovr metry CMannahceks, finging, dauncing, and making many, 
and fer fayle for Aforanghtacund, 

Jn our returnes we vificed all our friends, that rejoyced much at our Vidtory » 
gainft che Afamnabecks, who many times had Warres alfo with them, but now they 
were friends ,and defired we would be friends with che Repabanocks,as we were with 
the (Alennabocks. Qur Capraine told them, they had cwife affaulted him chat came 
onely in lone to doe them good, and therefore he would now bumeall their hou- 
{es, deftroy cheir corne, adi for euer hold them his enemies, till thcy made him fa 
tisfagtion ; they defiredto know what that fhoul¢ »chetold chem they fhould pres 
fent him the Kings Bow and Arrowes, and net offerto come armed where he WaSy 
that they fhould be friends with the A¢oramghtacunds his friends,and giue him their 
Kings fonne in pledge to performe it, and then all King /emses his men fhould be - 
their friends, Vpon chis they prefently fent to the Repabanecks to weere him at the 
Place where they firft fought, where would be the Kings of Naxtestacand and Pi 
Saffacswhich according to their promife werechere{o foone as weswhere 

prefenced his Bow and Arrowes, and confirmed all we defired except his fonne, ha- 
ving no more but him hecould not live without him, but in ftead of his fonne be 
would giuc him the chree women Morasghtacund had ftolne. This was accepted 3 
and fo in three or foure Canowes,fo many as could went with vsto scale” arp | 
where A4e/co made them fuch relations, and gauc to his friends fo many Bowes 
Arrowes,that they no Ieifc loued him chen admired vs. The 3 women were brought 
our Capraine, to each ne gaue a chayne of Beads : and then caufing Aforanghracund, 
Mofco, and Rapabaweck ttand before him, bid Repabaxeck take her he loued beft, and 
Aderanghtacund chufe next, & to Aofee he gaue the third.Vpon thisaway wenttheir 
Canowes over the water,to fetch their venifon, and all the provifion they cou 
they that wanted Boats {wam over the riversthe darke commanded vs then to reft, 
The next day there was of men, women, and children, as we conieétured, fix or feae 
uen hundred, dauncing,& finging,and not a Bow nor Arrow feene amongtt them. 
Mofce changed his name Vttafantafengh, which we interpret Stranger, for fo they 
call vs. All promifing ever to be our friends, and to plantCorne purpofely for vss 
and we to provide hatchers, beads, and copper for them, we departed, giuin 
them a Volley of fhot, and they vs asloud fhouts and cryes as cheir could 
veter. Thar night we anchored intheriver of Payankatank ,and difcoveredit fo high 
as it was navigable, bur che people were moft ahunting,faue afew old men,women, 
and children,thacwere tending their corne,of which they se ed vs part when we 
would fetch it, as had done all che Nations whereever wehadyetbeeng, 

In «fayre calme, rowing towards poynt Comfort, we anchored in Gefaells Bay, 
butfuch a fuddaine guft {urprifed vs in the nighe with chunder and rayne, that we 
never thought more to haue feene James Towne. Yet ranning before the wind, we 
fomerimes faw the Land by che flahhes of fire from heaven,by which light onely we 
kept from the {plitting fhore, vneill it pleafed God in that blacke darknedJe to pre- 
ferue vs by that light to finde poyne jaar there refrefhing our felues,becaule we 
had onely but heard of the ( bifapeacks < Nandfammands, we thought it as fit co know 
all our neighbours neare home, as {o many Nations abroad. | 

So fetting fayle for the Soucherne fhore,we fayled vp a narrow river vp the coum 
try of Cbifapeask ; it hath a good channel, bue many thoules about the se nage 
tha we had fi led {ix or feauen myles, we faw two or three little _— plots 

their hones, he fhores overgrowne with che greateft Pyne and Firre wees weeever 
faw in the Country.But not feeing nor hearing any people, and che riuer very nage 
gow, we returned to che great riuer,to fee if we finde any ef them. Conting 
€ 
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the fhore towards Nand/ansund, which is molt Oyftcr-bankes ; at the mouth of that 


riuer, we elpied fix or feauen Salvages making their wires, who prefently fled: a- 
fhore we went, and where they wrought we chrew divers toyes, and fo departed. 
Farre we were not gone ere clicy came againe, and began to fing, and daunce, and 
recall vs :and thus we began our firft acquaintance. At Jaft one of them defired vs 
to goeto his houfe vp chat river, into our Boat voluntarily he came, the reft ran af- 
ter vs by the fhore with all (hew of loue thae could be. Seauen or eight myles we fay- 
led vp this narrow riuer: at laft on che Weiterne fhore we faw large Cornefields, 
in che midita Little Ifle; and in ic was abundance of Corne ; the people he told vs 
werc all a hunting, buc in the Ifle was his houfe, to which he inuited vs with much 
kindnetfe: ro him, his wife,and children,we gaue fuch things as they fcemed much 
contented chem. The others being come,defired vs alfo to gue bur a little higher co 
fee cher houtes : here our hoft lett vs, che rett rowed by vs in a Canow, tll we were 
fo far paft the Ifle the riuer became very narrow. Here we defired some of chem to 
come abord vs,wherat pauling a lite, they cold vs they would but fetch their bows 
and arrowes and goe all with vs, but being a-fhore and chus armed, they perfwaded 
vs to goe forward, but we could neither perfwade them into their Canow, for into 
our Boat. This gaue vs caufe to prouide tor the worft, Farre we went not ere feauen 
or eight Canowes full of men armed appeared following vs, ftaying to {ce the con- 
clufion. Pretently from cach fide che riuer came arrowes fo faft as two or three han- 
dred could fhoot chem, whcreat we returned to gerthe open. They in the Canowes 
Yet Aly alfo as faft, but amongft chem we beftowed fo many thot, the moft of them 
leaped overbocrd and fwam sfhore, but two or three efcaped by rowing, being a- 
gainft cheir playnes :our Muskersthcy found fhot further chen their Bowes, for wee 
made not ewentic fhot ere they all retyred behind thencxt wees. Being chus got ouc 
of their trap, we feifed on all their Canowes, and moored them in che midit of che 
open. Morethen an hundred arrowes flucke in our Targets, and about the boar, 
yet none hurt, onely wthony Bagnall was fhoc in his Hat,and another in his fleeue. 
But fecing their mulucudes, and {u:peéting as it was, that both the Nend/amands, 
and the Cbifapeacks werc together, we thought it belt to ryd. by their Canowes a 
while, to bethinke if it were better co burne all in the I fle, or draw them to compo- 
fiion, all we were prouided to take all chey had, which was fusticient co feed all our 
Colony : but to burne the Ife at night ic was concluded. In che interim we began to 
cut in peeces their Canowes, and they at | to lay downe cheir bowes, making 
fignes of peace : peace we told chem we would accept, would thcy bring vs their 
Kings bowes and arrowes, with a chayne of pearle ;and when we cane againe giue 
vsfourc hundred baskets full of Corne, ocherwife we vould breake all cher boars, 
and burne their houtes, and corne, and all chey had. To pertcrine all this they al- 
ledged onely the want of a Canow;fo we put one a drift & bad them {wim to fetch 
her s anduill chey performed their promife, wee wouid but oncly breake their Ca- 
nowes, They cryedto vsto doe no more, all fhould be as we would:which prefencly 
they performed, away went cheir bowes and arrowes, and taggc ard ragge came 
with their baskets: fo muchas we could carry we cooke, and {o departing good 
friends, we returned to /ames Towne, where we fafely arrived the 7.of September, 
1608. Therc we found Mr Scrivener, arid divers others well recovered: many dead ; 
fome ficke: thelate Prefident prifoner for mutiny : by thehoneft diligence of Ma- 
fler Scrivener,the harueft gathered, but the provifion in the {tore much {poyled with 
rayne. Thus was that fummer (when little wanted ) confumed and fpent, and no- 
thing done(fuch was the Spnieuey of Captaine Ratéffe)butancly this difeovery; 
wherein co expreife all che dangers, accidents, and incounters this fmal] number 
palled in that {mall Barge, by che fcale of proportion, about three thoufand 
myles, wich fuch watery dyet in thofe great waters and barbarous Countries ( till 
then toany Chriftian veterly vnknowne) I rather referre their merit to the cenfure 
of che courteous and experienced Reader,then I would be tedious or partiall being 
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But to this place to come whe will adventure, 
with indgements guide and reafon bow to enter : 
Finds in this worlds broad fea;with winde and tyde, 
Ther's fafer fayle then any where befide,

The Prefidency furrendred to (aptaine Smith : the Arrivall and 
returne of the fecond Supply. And what happened. 


He tenth of Seprember, by the Elegtion of the Councell, and requeft of the 
Company, Cancaine Sasith réceiued the Letters Patents: which ull then by 
no mcanes he would accept, chough he was often imporcuned therevnte, 
Now the building of Ratéffes Pallace ftayed as a ching needletfe the Church 
was repaired ; the Score-houfe recouered ; buildings prepared for the Supplyes, we 
expected ; the Fort reduced to a fiue-fquareforme ; the order of che Watch renew- 
ed ; the fquadrons(each fecting of che Watch) mained; the whole Company cuery 
Saturday exercifed, in the plaine by the weft Bulwarke, prepared for that purpofe, 
we called Swsishfeld: where fometimes more then an hundred Salvages would 
In an amazement to bchold, how a fyle would barter a tree, where he would make 
them amaike to thoot at, the boats rimmed for trade, which being fent out with 
Lieutenant Percy, in their Tourney incountred the fecond Supply, that broughe 
them backe to difcover the Country of Afonacan. How or why Capraine Newport 
obtained fuch a private Commiffion, as not to returne without a lumpe of gold, a 
certaintie of the South fea, or one of the loft company fent out by Sir Water Raleigh, 
J know not; nor why he brought fuch a fiue peeced Barge, not to beare vs co that 
South fea, cill we had borne her over che mountaines, which how farre they extend 
is yet vnknowne. As for the Coronation of Powhatan, and his prefents of Bafon 
and Ewer, Bed, Bedftead, Clothes, and fuch coftly nouelties,they had beene much 
better well {pared then {0 ill fpent, for wee had bis favour much betcer onely fora 
playne peece of Copper, till this ftately kinde of {oliciting, madehim fo much o- 
vervalue himfelfc, thac he refpcéted vs as much as nothing at all, As forthe hyring 
of the Poles and Dxtch-men, to make Pitch, Tar, Glatle, Milles, and Sope afhes, 
when the Country is replenifhed with people, and necelfaries, would haue done 
well, bucto fend chem and feauentie more without vi&tualls to worke, was not fo 
welladuifed nor confidcred of, as it fhould haue beene.Y et this could not hauc hurt 
vs had chey beene 200.thoug): then we were B30 that wanted for our {elues.For we 
had che Salvages in that decorwne (their harveft being newly gathered, that we fea 
red not ro get vidtuals for 500. Now was there no way tomake vs miferable,but to 
negleé that cime to make prouifion whilft it wasto be had, che which was done by 


- che direétion trom Englandto performe this ftrange difcovery, but amore ftrange 


Coronation to loofe chac time,{pend that vi€tualls we had,tyreand ftaruc our men, 
hauing no meancsto carry vidtuals, munition, the hurt or ficke, but on their owne 
backes. How or by whom they were inuented I know not: buc Captaine Newport 
weoncly accounted the Author, who toeffeét thefe proieéts, had fo guilded mens 
hopes with great promifes,hat both Company and Councell concluded arc 
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tion for the moft part: God doch know they lictle knew what they did, nor vnder- 
ftood their owne eftates co conclude his conclufions, againit all che inconveniences 
theforefecing Prefident alledged. Of this Supply here was added to rhe Counceil, 
one Captaine Richard Waldo, and Captaine Wynne, cwo auncienc Souldiers, and vali- 
ant Gentlemen, but yet ignorance of che dufines, ( being but newly arrived.) Ra/ffe 
was alfo permitrea co hauc his voyce, & Mi Scrivener, delirous to fee ftrange Coun- 
tries ; {0 that alchough Smwseh was Prefident, yee che Maior part of the Councell had 
the auchoritie and ruled it as they hited, As for clearing Saiths obiegtiuns, how 
Pitch and Tarre,Wainf{cot, Clapbord, Glatle,andSope albes, could be provided, 
to relade the fhip, or provifion gor ro liue withall, when none was in che Councy, 
and chat we had, {pcnt,before che {hip departed to effedt chefe projects. The anfwer 
was, Captaine Newport vndervooketo fraught the Pinnace of twentic cannes with 
Corne iu going and returning in his Ditcovery, and to rcfraught her againe from 
Werewocemece ot Powhatan. Alio promifing a great proportion of victualls from the 
Ship ; inferring chat Sasiehs propoficions were onely devices co hinder his iourney, 
co effect ic humielfe,and that che cruelrie he had vied to the Salvages, migitc well be 
the occafion to hinder thele Defignes, and feckerevengeon him. For which taxae 
tion all workes were left,and 120chofen men were appointed for Newports guard 
in this Difcovery. Bat Captaine Smsith to make cleare all chole {eemung fulpiuons, 
thar che Salvages were not fo defperate as was pretended by Captaine Newport, and 
how willing ( {ince by their auchoriaie they would haueic{o) he was to aflift them 
what he could,becauie che Coronation would confume much time, he vndertooke 
himfelfe heir metlage co Powhatan, co intreat him t> come to Jemsrs Towne tore 
ceiuc his prefents.And where Newport durft not goe with leife then r20, he onely 
toeke with bisa Captaine Walde, M' Andrew Buckler, Edward Briaten, and Samuel 
Coter.with th<fe foure he went over land to Werewecomoce,fome 13 Grylessthere he 
ed che river of Pameuniee ina Salvage Canow. Powhatan being 30 myles cf, 
was prefently fent for : in the meane time, Pacebonras and her women encertaincd 
Captaine Sith in this manner, 
na fayre plaine field they madea fire, befcre which, he fitting vpon a mat, fud- 
dainly among {t che woods was heard {uch a hydeous noife and {hrecking, thac che 
Englith betooke them{clues to their armes, and {eized on two or three old men by 
them, fuppofing Powhatan with all his power was come to furprifechem. Bur pro 
fently Pecaboutas came, willing him to kill her if any hurt were incended, and the 
beholders, which were men, women,and childsen, fatisfied che Caprainc there was 
no fuch macter.T hen prefently chey were prefenced with this anticke 5 thirtie young 
women caine naked out of the woods, onely covered behind and before wid afew 
cere !zases, their bodies all painred, fomeof one colour, fome of another, but all 
iffering, their leader had afayre payre of Bucks hornes on her head, and an Orters 
skinne at her girdle,and anocher at her arme,a quiver of arrowes at her backe, a bow 
and arrowes in her hand ; che next had in her hand a {word, anotheraclub, another 
a pot-ftickesall horned alike: the reft every one with their fevcrall devifes. Thefe 
fiends with moft hellith fhours and cryes,rufhing from among the trees, caft them- 
{elucs in a ring about the fire, tinging and dauncing with moft excellent ill varietie, 
of falling into thei infernall paffions, and folemnly againeto fing and daances ha- 
ving {pent neare an houre in this Mafcarado, as they enced in like manner they de- 


Having reaccC modared tchemfelues,they folemnly inviced him 00 their lodgings, 
where he was no fooner within the house, but all chefe Nymphes more tormented 
him then ever, with crowding , prefling, and banging about him, moft tedioufly 

ing,Louc you not mc ? loue you not me? This falaracion ended, the feaft was fer, 

ing of all eerie dainties they could devife:fome attending, others fing- 
ing snd ing about them 5 which mirth being ended, with fire-brands in ftead 
osches they condudted him cv his lodging, 
Thess did they forw their feats of arses, and ethers art in danncing: 
Semve ether vs'd shere eaten pipe, and others veyces chanting. The 
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Thenext day came Powhatan.Smith delivered his meffageof che prefents fenchim, 
and redelivered him Nassonse:ktichad (ent tor England,defiring him co come to hig 
Father Newport, co accept thoie prefencs, and conclude their revenge againit the 
(Monacans, W herevnco chis {ubtileSavage thus replyed. 

Tf your King ame fent me Prefents, | alje ama Keng, and this is my land : eight dayes I 
will flaytorecesne them. Your Father us tocome to me, net 1 te him,wor yet to your Fort, 
neither wll | bite at {uch a bait: as for the Monacans I can revenge my owne inuriss, and 
as for Atquanachuk, where you fay your brother was /leine, it is 4 contrary way from thefe 
parts you juppofe it but for any falt water beyond the mountaines, she Relations you baue 
had frome my people are falfe, Wherevpon he began to draw plots vpon the ground 
( atcorditg to his difcourfe ) of all chote Regions, Many oched difcourfes chey had 
( yet boch content to giue each ether conten: in complementall Courtefies ) and fo 
Captaine Saeith returned with this Aniwer. 

Vpon this the Prefents were fent by water which is neare an hundred myles,and 
the Captains went by land with fiftie good thot. All being met at erewocomece,che 
next day was appointed for his Corona.ion, then che prefents were brought him, 
his Bafon and Ewer, Bed and furniture fet vp, his fcarlet Cloke and app-rell with 
much adoe put on him, being periwaded by Nassewtack they would noc hurt him: 


bur a foule trouble there wasto make him knecle to receiue his Crowne, he neither 


knowing the maiefty nor meaning of a Crowne, nor bending of theknee, endured 
fo many perfwafions, examples, and in{truétions, as tyred them all s at laft by lea- 
ning hard on his fhoulders, hea little ftooped,and three having the crowne in thar 
hands put it on his head, when by che warning of a Pattoll che Boats were 

with fuch a volley of thot, that the King ftart vp in a horrible feare, ill he faw all 
was well. Then remem ring himfelfc, to congraculacetheir kindneife, he gauc his 
old fhooes and his mantell to Captaine Newport : but perceiving his purpotc was to 
difcover the Afenccans, lic laboured to divert his refolution, refuling to lend him e@- 
ther men or guides more chen Nameontack,; and fo afcer fome {mall complemencall 
kindneife on both fides, in requitall of his prefencs he prefented Newport with a 
heape of wheat eares that mighc containe fome 7 or $ Bufhels, and as much more 
we boughc in the Towne, wherewith we returned to the Fort. 

TheShip having difburdened her felfe of 70 perfons,wich the firft Gentlewoman 
and woman. fcruant that arrived in our Colony, Captaine Newport with 120 chofea 
men, led by Captaine #alds, Lieutenant Percie, Gaaiie Wiune, M' Weft, and M* 
Serryener,fet forward for the difcovery of Aonacan,leaving che Prefident at the Fort 
wich about 80 or go. ( fuch as they were) torelade the Ship. Atriving at the Falles 
wemarched by land fume fortie myles in two dayes and a halfe, and fo returned 
downe the fame path we went. Two cownes we difcovered of the (Wewacans, called 
Maffinacakand Mowbenenchoach,che people neither vfed vs well nor ill, yet for our 
fecuritie we tooke one of their Kings, and led him bound co condu& vs che 
way. And in our recurnes fearched many places we fuppofed Mines, about which 
we fpent fometime in tr do mile, one Williams Calicut ,a refyner fitced for chat 
purpofe. From that crutt of earch wedigged, he perfwaded vs to beleeuc he excrae- 
ced fome final] quantiuc of filver ;and (not volikely ) better ftuffe might be had for 
the digging. With chis poore cryall, being contented toleaue chis fayre, ferule, well 
watered Country and comming co che Falles,che Salvages fayned here were divers 
fhipscome into che Bay, to kill chem ac Jemes Towne. Trade pe Aye and 
finde their Corne we could noc ; forthey had hid it in the woods: and beng thus 
deluded, wearrived at /amves Towne, halfeficke, all complaining, and cyred with 
toyle, famine, and difcontent, to haue onely but difcovered our guilded hopes, and 
fuch fruitleiTe certainties, as Captaine Sash fortold vs. 

But thofe that hunger fecke to flake, 
Which thus abounding wealth would rake: 
Not all the gemames of \fter frore, 
Norall she geld of Lydia's fore, 
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Can fill their greedse appetites 
It ss 4 thing fo snfixite. 

No fooner were we landed, put the Prefident difpsrfed fo many as were able, 
foine for Glaile, others for Tarre,Pitch, and Sope afhes,Jeauing them with che Fore 
to the Councels overfighe,bur 30 of vshe conducted downe the river fome 5 myles 
from: James cowne, to learne to make Clapbord, cut downe tre:s, and lyc in woods. 
Amongtt che reit he had chofen Gabriel Beadle, and [ohn Rafell, thc onely two gal- 
Jants of this lait Supply ,and both proper Gentlemen, Sirange were thefc plealures 
to their conditions ; yet lodging, eat:ng, and drinking, wosking or playing, they 
bur doing as the Prelidenc did nimielfe. Allthefe things wece carried fo pleafancly 
as within a weeke they became Ma(terss making it cher delight to heare che crees 
thunder as they fell ; buc the Axes fo oft bliitered cheig cender fingers, thar 7 
tines every third blow hada loud othe to drowne the eccho 5 for remedie of whic 
Gone, the Prefident devifed how co haue every mans othes numdred, and ac night 
for every othe co haue a Cann of waccr powred downe his flecue, with which every 
offender was fo wafhed (himfelfc and all ) chac aman fhould {carce heare an othe in 
awecke. 

Fer be who fcornes and makes but icfts of curfinzs, and bis othe, 
He doth cont: mere not man but God, nor God,nor man,but both, 


By this, lec no man thinke that che Prefidenc and chefe Gentlemen fpenc their 
times as common Wood haggers at felling of trees, or fuch other like labours, or 
chat they were preiled co it as hirelings, or com:non flaues ; for what they did, after 
they were but once a lide snvred,it feemed and fome conceited ir, onely asa plea- 
fure and recreation, yet 30 or 40 of fuch voluntary Gentlemen would doe more in 
a day chen 100 of the reft char muft be preft co it by compulfion, but cwearie good 
workeniea had beene berter then them all. 

Matter Scrivener, Capraine Wide, and Captaine Wisne at the Fort, every one in 
like manner careful ly regarded their pa he Prefidenc returning from among tt 
the woods, fecing che time confumed and no provifion gorten, (andthe Ship lay 
idle at a great charge and did nothing ) prefently imbarked himielté in the difcove- 
ry barge, giving order to the Councell to fend Licutenant Perce after him wich the 
nex: barge chat arrived at the Fore 5 two Barges he had hinsfelfe and «8 men, but 
arriving at Chickahameenta, chat dogged Nation was coo well acquainted with our 
wants, refuling to trade, with as much fcorne and infolency as they could expretlc. 
The Prefident perceiuing it was Pewhatens policy co ftarue vs, cold chem he came 
not fo much for their Corne, as co revenge his imprifonment, and thedeath of his 
smen murthered by chem, and fo landing his men and rcadie co charge them, they 
immediately fled : and prefently after fenc their AmbalTadors with corne, fifh, foule, 
and whac chey had co make cheir peace, (their Corne being that yeare but bad) they 
complained extreamely of their owne wants, yet franpheed: our Boats with an hun- 
dred Bubhels of Corne, and in like manner Lieutenant Percies, that not long after 
arrived, and having done the beft chey could co courenc vs,we parted good friends, 
and returned to James towne. 

Though chis much contented the Company, ( that feared nothing more then 
ftarving ) yer fome fo envied his good fucceife, thar they rather defired co hazzard 
a Rarving, then his paines fhould proue{o much more effegtuall chen theirs. Some 
"haga ere were invented by Newport and Rethffe, not oncly co haue depofed 

im, burt co haue kepe him out of che Fort ; for thar being Prefident,he would leaue 
his place and the Fort without their confents, bur their hornes were fo much too 
fhort to etfeét it, as they tchemfclues more narrowly fn a a greater mifchiefe. 

All chiscime our old Taverne made as much of all them that had exher money 
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Or ware as could be defired: by chis time they were become {fo perfeét on all fides (I vernein Fire 
meane the fouldiers, faylers, and Salvages) as there was tenne dimes more care to L% 


Maintaine their damnable and privace trade, then to provide for the Colcny chings 
K 3 
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that were neceffary, Neicher was it a fmall licy in Newport and the Marriners co 
report in England we had fuch plentie, per eat vsfo many men without vidtuals, 
when chey had fo many private Fagtors in che Fort, that within fix or feauen weeks, 
of ewo or three hundred Axes, Chiffels, Hows, and Pick-axes, fcarce rwentie could 
be found: and for Pike-heads,fhot, Powder,or any thing they could {teale from their 
fellowes, was vendible; they knew as well (and asfecretly ) how to convey them to 
trade with the Salvages for Furres, Baskets, Maffanceks, young Beats, or fuch like 
Commodities, as exchange them with the Saylers for Burter,Cheefe,Beefe, Porke, 
Aqua vite, Becre, Bisket, Oatmeale, and Oyle: and then fayne ali was fencchem 
from their friends And though Virginie affoorded no Furres for the Store, yet one 
Mafter in one voyage hath got fo many by thisindireé&t meanes, as he confetled to 
hane fold in England for 30', | 

Thofe are che Sainc-feeming Worthies of Virginia, that haue nocwitt.ftanding all 
this meate, drinke, and wages ;but now they beginto grow weary their trade being 
both perceived and prevented ;nonehah beene in Varginie that hath obierved any 
thing, which knowes not this co betrue, and yer the luife,the fcorne,the tuifery,and 
fhame, was the poore Officers, Gentlemen, and careleife Governours, who wereall 
thus bought & fold ; che advencurers coufened,and the ation overchrowne by their 
falfe cxcufcs, informations, and direétions, By this let all men iudge, how this bufi- 
neife could profper, being thus abufed by fuch pilfring occafions, And had noe 

ine Newpers cryed Pescevi,the Prefident would haue difcharged the thip, 
and caufed him vo haue ftayed one yeare in Varginiey to learne to {pcake of his owne 
exspcricnice. . 

Mafter Scrivener was fent with the Barges and Pinnace to Werewscemece, where 
he found the Salvages more readie to fight then trade 5 but his vigilancy was fach 
as prevented their proicéts, and by the meanes of Nanentack got three or foure 
hogsheads of Corne,andas much Pecemes, which is ared roote, which then was e- 
fteemed an excellent Dye. _ eee | 

Capraine Newport being difpatched, with che tryals of Picch,T arre,Glaffe, Franke 
incenfe, Sope afhes 3 with that Clapboord and Waynfcot that could be provided: 
met with MF Scrivener at poynt Consfert,and fo returned for England. We remaining 
were about two hundred. :

Right Honorable, &c. 

Recetved your Letter wherein you write,that ony minds are fo fet open facti- 
on, and idle conscits in diniding the Contry withont your confents end that 
we feed Y ou but with ifs Gr ands, hopes co fome few proofes; as ifwe would 

keepe the myflery of the bufime(fe te our felues : and that we maft exprefly follow 

pour infiructions fent by Captain Newport:the charge of whofe voyage amounts 
to meare two thon{and pounds the whieh if we cannot defray by the Ships returne, 
swe ave like to remain as banifoed men.To thefe particulars 1 humbly intreat your 
Pardons if | offead yon with my rade Anfwer. 

For our factions, valeffeyon wold bane mevun sway snd leane the C a 
cannot prevent them: becanfe I de make many fisy that would els fly any whether; 
For the idle Letter fent tomy Lord of Salisbury ,by the Prefident and bis confe- 
derats, for diwiding the Country Gre. H bat it was I kaow net, for a 
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of mine t0it, nor ener dresm’t 1 of eny fach matter. That we feed sou with hopes, 
Core. Thonzh 1 be mo fehcler, 1 am paff a {ckoole-beys and 1 defire bat toknow, 
what cither you, and thefe here dec know, but that [hsae learned te tellyon by 
the continuall bazar d of my life.1 bane not concealed from you any thing 1 know ; 
but 1 feare fome canfe you to beleen: much more then is trne, 

Exprefly to follow your dire Stions by Captsine Newport, though they be perfar- 
med, Lwas directly agsinft it ; bat sceor ding toonr Coman{sion,] was content to 
be overruled by the maior part of the Councell, 1 feave tothe hazard of vs alls 
which now us generally confef/ed when it is too late. Onely Captaine Winne and 
Captaine Waldo I baue fworne of the Conncell and Crowned Powharan actor- 
ding to you: infiractions. | 

For thz charge of this Veyage 6f two er three thoufand pounds,we bane not récel~ 
sed the value of an hundred pouncs. And for the quartred Beat tobe borne by thé 
Sonldiers over the Falles, Newport bad 120 of the beff men he could chafe. if be 
had burst ber to afbzs, one mig bt bawe carried her in abags but a: fhe is, fine bun- 
dred cannst toa navigable piace abouc the Falles, And for kim at that time to find 
inthe South Sea,a M sue of gold; or any of them ent by Sir Walter Raleigh : at 
our Confultation I told them was as likely as the reff. But dws ing this great difce- 
very of thirtie myles, (which might as well bane beene done by ene man and much 
more for the value of a pound of Copper at a feafomsble tyme) they had the Pinnace 
and all the Boats with th:ms, but one that remasned with me to a the Fort. In 
their abfence 1 fellowed the new begun workes of Pitch and Tasre, Gla[fe, Sopes 
afbes,and Clapboord, whereof fone (mall quantitics we bine [ext yon. But if you 
rightly confiser, what an infinite toyle it 15 in Rulha and Swechland, where the 
woods are proper for nanghtels, and — be the 24 beth cf man and 
beaft in thofe ancient Common-wealths, which many an hundvedyeares bane vfed 
i yet thoufands of ow i poore people can [crree get nece[fsrics to line, but from 
bind to month. And though your Factors there can buy as mach ina week as will 
franght you a [bip,or as much as you pleafe,you wouft mot expect fromvs any fach 
swatter, which are but a many of ignorant mifcrable fomles, that are {carce able t9 
get wherewith te line, and defend our felues agsinft the inconflant Salvages:fin- 
ding but bere and there a tree fit for the purpofe,and want all things els she Ru 
fians hase. For the Coronation of Powhatan, by whofe advice you fent him fuch 
prefents,I know not; bat this gine me leaue to tell yon,! fesre they willbe the con 
fafien of os 28 crewe hearefrom you agsine. At your Ships arrévall,the Salvages 
harveft was newly gsthered,and we going to buy it, our owne not being balfe fuf= 
ficient for fo great a wumeber, As for the two fbipslosding of Corne Newport pres 
mile to provide vs from Powhatan, he brought vs but fouretcenc Bujhels ; and 
from the Monacans sething, bat the moff of the men ficke and neare famifhed. 


Fromyour Ship we had 4) he in victuals worth twenty pound,end we are 


snore then two hundred to line upon this:the one balfe ficke,the o ber little better. 
For the Salers ( Leowfeffe) they daily make good cheare, but our dyct is alittle 
mesle aud water, and wot fufficient of that. Though there be fifh in the Sea, fouled 
su the ayre, and Beaft'sin the woods, their bounds are fo large, they fo wilde, and 
we fo weske andiguor tnt, we cannot mach trouble them. Captaine Newport we 
mach Safpett bo be the Aushour of thofe inventions. Now that you foonldknew, 7 
bane made you as great a difcovery as be, for leffe charge then he [pendeth yon e- 
wery meade; 1 bane [ent you this Mappe of the Bay and Rivers, with an annexed 
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Relation of the Countries and Nations that inhabit them, at Jou may fee at Large. 
Alfo two barrels of ftomes,and {uch as | take tobe good Lron sre at theleaft (0 dee 
vided, as by their notesyou may feeinw bat plsces 1 found thems. The Souldiers 
Say many of your officers maintsine their families ont of that you fend vs:and that 
Newport hath a husdred — Jeare for carrying mewes. For every mafter 
Jon bane yt fent cin find the way as well as he, fo that an hundred pounds még ht 
be (pared, which is more then we hane all, thst helpe to pay him wages, Cap.Rat- 
liffe és wow called Sicklemore, « pooreconuterfested Impofture, I haue feut you 
biem home ,Jes/t the company fhowld ent bis threat J¥ bat he is new every enc can tell 
Jow:if be and Archer returne againe, they are fufficient to keepe us alwayesin fe- 
éFioms When yon fend ageine limtreat you rather Send but thirty Cay penters,buf- 
bandmen,gar diners, fiber men black{miths us/ensand diggers up of trees roots, 
well provided;then 4 thonfand of [uch as we bane : for except wee be able beth te 
lodge them, and feed ther, the moft will confume with want of neceffaries before 
shey cam be made good for any thing.T hus of you pleafe toconfider this account and 
of the vincce/] sry wsgesto Captaine Newport, or his fbips fo long lingering amd 
fraying here(for notwithflanding bis boafting to leane vs vict nals for 13 monctht, 
sheagh we had 89 by this dsfcovery lame and ficke,and but « pinte of Cornea day 
for a man, we were confirained te gine himthree hog (heads of that to vit? ual! hime 
homeward) or yet to fend inte Germany or Polcland for gla{fe-sen ty the ref, 
till we be able to fuftaine eur felues, and reliewe them when they come.It were bet 
ber to gine fine hundred pound a tun for thofe gr offe Commeditics m Denmarke, 
then fend for thems bither, till more mete{fary things be provided. For in ever-tey~ 
ling our weake and omskilfull bedies, to fasisfie this defire of prefent profit, we caw 
Scarce ever recover our felues frem one Supply to another. And 1 bambly intrest 
you hereafter, let 03 know what we fbould receine, and wot fland to the Saylers 
courtefie to leanevs what they pleafe, els you may charge vs with what yon will, 
bat we not you with any thing. The{e are the canfes that bene kept vsin Virginia, 
fromlaying [ach sfoundation,shat ere this might bane given much better content 
and fatisfaction ; but as yet you wnft uot looke for any profitable returnes: fo 2 
bumbly reft.

Thefe poore conclufions fo affrighted vs all with famine, chat the Prefidenc pro- 
vided for Naud{anxeund, and cooke with him Captaine Wisne, and M' Scrévemer, then forced to com 
returning from Captaine Newport. Thefe people alfo long denied him not onely sibutien 
the goo Baskets of Cornethey promifed,but any trade at all;(excufing themfelues 
had fpent moft they had, and were commanded by Powhatan to keepe that th 
and not co let vs come inco their river ) ull we were conftrained to begin wi 
them perforce. Vpon the difcharging of our Muskets they all fled and fhot not an 
Atrow ; the firfthoufe we came to we fet on fire, which when they pane they 
defired we would make no more fpoyle, and they would giue vs halfe they had ; 
how they colleéted it I know not, bur before night chey loaded our three Boatss 
and fo we recarned co our quarcer fome foure myles downe che River, which was 
onely the open woods wnder the lay of a hill,whcre all the ground was covered with 
fnow, and hard fcozen sthe fnow we digged away and madea great fire in the placey 
when the ground was well dryed, we turned away the fire ; and covering the place 
with a mat, there we lay very warme. To keepevs from the winde we made athade 
of another Mat ; aa tic winaccuiiedere curned our fhade, and when the ground 
grew cold weremoued the fire, And thus many acold winter night haue wee laine 
in this miferable manner, yetthofe that moft commonly went te all chofe occa 
fions, were al wayes in health, lufty, and fat. For {paring chem this ycare, the next 
‘ yeare they promifed to plant purpofely for vs ; and fo we returned to Jamses tcowae. 

About f Ew there was a marriage betwixt lobe Leydenand Anne Burras;which The fel 
wasthe fir(t marriage we had in Vargexia. marriage iq 
Long he ftayed not, bur ficting himfelfe and Capraine #alde with ewo Barges. ""5"** 

From C ‘and all parts thereabouts, all che people were ficd, as being 
Jealous of our intents ; till we difcovered the river and people of Apansatack 5 where Apemarnih 
we found not much, that chey had we equally divided, but gauethem copper, and discovered, 
fuch things as contented them in confideration. Malter Screvener aud Li 
Percie went alfo abroad, but could find nothing. 
The Prefident fecing the proctaftinating of ume, was no courfe to liue, refolv 
With Capraine Walde ( whom he knew co be furein time of need) rofurprife Pow 
ban, oa all bis provifion , but che vnwillingneffe of Captaine +¥ixwe, and Matter 
Scrivener, for fome private refpect, loned in England to ruine Captaine Susith, did 
their beft co hinder their proieét ; but the Prefident whom no perfwafions could 
Sh et to ftarue, being invited by Powbates to come vnto him: and if he would 
end him but men to build hima houfe,giue him a gryndftone, fiftie (words, fome 
acock anda hen, with much copper and beads, he would load his Ship with 
¢. The Prefidenc noc ignorant of his devifes and fubtiltie, yet vnwilling co 
neglect any Opporcunitie, prefently fenc chree Datch-men and two Bugis, having 
fo {mall allowance,few were able to doc any thing co c: knowing there nee- 
ded no better a Caftle to effcét chis proicét, tooke nel with Captaine Walde to fe- 
cond him, if need required ; Scrivener he left his fubftituce, and fet forch with the 
Pinnace, two Barges, and fortie-fix men, which onely werc fuch as voluntarily of- 
fered themfelues tor his Journey, the which by reafon of Mr Scriveners ill fucceffe, 
was cenfured very defperate, they all knowing Swath would not rcturne emptie, if 
at were to be had s howfoever, it caufed many of thofethat he had appointed,to find 
excufes to ftsy behinde. _ L CHAP.

This company being vidtualled but for three or foure dayes,lodged the firft nighe 
at Warraskoyack, where the Prefident tooke fufficient provilion.T his kind King 4 
his beft to divert him from fecing Pewhates, but perceiuing he could not prevaile, 
The good he advifed in chis mianner.Captaine Smsith,you hall find Pewhatas to vic you kind- 
piamodin Yada cuft him not, and befurehe haue no oportunitie to feize on your Armes; 
he hath fent for you oncly co cut your throats, The Captaine thanking him for 

his good counfell: yerche betrer to ery hisloue, defired guides to Chawwoncck 5 for 

he would fend a prefent co that King,to bind him his friend, To performe this iour- 

ney was fent M' Sicklemere,a very valiant, honeft, and a paincfull Souldier : with 
him two guides,and directions how to feeke for the loft company of Sir Walter Re- 
beighs, and {ilke Graile. Then we departed thence, the Prefident affuring che King 

perpetuall louc ; and left with him Samed Collier his Pageto learne the Language, 


So this Kings deeds by facred Oath adixr'd. 
More wary prones,and circnme/pet by ods : 
Fearing at leaft bis double forfeisure , 
To offend bis friends, and fin again bss Gods, 
The next night being lodged at Kecougbran ; {ix or feaven dayes the extreame 
Plentieof —_ winde, rayne, troftand inow caufed vs to keepe Chriftmas among the Sal 
viduals, = where we were never more merry, nor fed on more plentie of good Oyfters, Fith, 
Flefh, Wild: foule,and good bread ; nor never had better fires in Exg/and,then in the 
dry fmoaky houfes of Kecoughtan: but departing thence,when wefound no houfes 
we were not curious in any weather to lye chree or foure nights together vnder the 
a48Foules trees by a fire, as formerly 1s fayd. An hundred fortic eight foules the Prefidenr, 4a- 
killed at three showy Baguall,andSericant Pifing did kill at three fhoots. At Ki/kiack the froft & con- 
fhoces. trary winds forced vs three or foure dayes alfo (co fuppreile che infolency of chofe 
proud Salvages) co quarter in their houfes, yet guard our Barge, and caufe chem 
sue vs what we wanted ; though we were buc twelue and himfelfe, yet we never 
wanted fhelcer where we any houfes. The 2 of January we arrived at Were- 
wecemece, where the river was frozen nearc halfea mylefrom the fhore; but co neg 
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Ic€t no time, the Prefidenc wich his Barge fo fas had approached by breaking the 
ice,as the ebbelcft him amongft chole oalic fhoules,ycc rather chen to lye chere trozé 
to death, by his owne example he raughe them to march neere middle deepe,a flight 
thot chrough chis muddy frozen oafe. When the Barge floated, he appcy rd two of 
threetorecurne her aboord the Pinnace, Where fer want of water in meleing the 
ice, they made freth water, for che river chere was fale, Bucin this march Mé Raffel, 
(whom none could perfwadc to ftay behinde) being fomewhar ill, and exceeaing 
heauic, fo overtoyled himfelfe as chereft had much adoe (ere he got alkore ) to ree 
gaine life into his dead benummed fpirits. Quartering in the nexc houfes wetound, 
we fent to Powhatan tor provifion, who fent vs plencic of bread, Turkies, and Veni- 
fon ; che next day having fea(ted vs after his ordinary manner, he began co askevs 
when we would be gone: fayning he fenc nocfor vs, neither had he any corne;and 
his people much leife: yet tor fortie {words he would procure vs fortie Baskets, 
The Prefident fhewing him the men chere prefene that brought him che meifage 
and conditions asked Powhatan how it chanced he became fo torzerfull s chereat the 
King concluded the matter with a merry Jaughcer, a:king for our Commodities, 
buc nonche liked without gunnes and fase: valuing 2 Basket of Corne more 
precious then a Basket of Copper; faying he could sate his Corne, but not the

cs aine Sath feeing che intencof this fubtill Salvage began to deate wich hin 
after chis manner. Powhatan, theagh 1 bad many comrfes tohane mide my provifion, yet 
beleeving your promifes to {sspply my wents, I negle Bed ail 0 fatisfic yoxr defire-and to tefts~ 
Se wey lone, | font you my men for yout building n-glelling mine owne.Wh.t your people 
jo bane ingroffed, forbidding thens our trade: and now you thinke by confaming the times 
we foall confirmse for want not baving to fuifill your fivaxge demands. A: for {words and 
gannes, | told you long age | bad wone to/pare , and yon manft kwow thofe I hane can keepe 
swe from want: yet Beale or wrong youl will not, nor diffelue that friendjhip we bane mutta 
aby promifed,except you confirasne me by oxr bad vfage. 
The King baving atcentinely lifined to this Difccurfe, promeifed that beth be and bis 
Country would {pare him what he could, the which within two dayes they fuonld receixe, 
Yet (aptaine Smith, fayth the King-fome doubs [ h.ne fear commstrg bisker thas makes 
gue wot fo kindly feekeso reliemc you'as f would : for many dee informe mc, your comming bi- 
sher is nat for trade, but to invade my people, and poffeffe my ( onrtry,who dare not come to 
bring you Corne,feeing yon thus armed with your wen.Te froevs of this feare Jeane aboord 
over weapons, for bere they are necaleff:, we being all friends, and for ever Powhatans, 
With many fuch difcourfes they {pentthe day, quarecring chat night in che Kin 
houfes. The next day he renewed his building, which hee little meended fhould 
procecde.Fer the Datch-men finding hisplentic,cnd knowing our want,and perceie 
ving his preparations co furprife vs, little dunking we could etcape both him and fae 
mine;(to obtaine his favour) revealed to him fo much as they knew of our eftates 
and proicéts, and how co prevent them.One of chem being of fo greata {pirit,iudges 
ment,and refolucion,and a hireling that was cercaine of his wagestor his Jabour,and 
ever well vied both he and his Countrymens that the Prefident knew not whom 
better co cruft; and not knowing any firter for that imployment, had fent him as 4 
Spy to difcover Powhatans intent, then litle doubting his honeftie, nor could ever 
be certaine of his villany cil! neare halfea is after. 

Whilft we es the comming in of che Country. we wrangled out of the King 
ten quarters of Corne for a copper Kertell, the which the Prefidenc perceiving him 
much co affe&, valued icacamuch greater ratesbut in regard of his {carcity he would 
accept it. provided we fhould haueas much more the next yeare, or els ihe Coun 
try of Afonacan, Wherewith each feemed well contented, and Pewbatan began tq 
expoftulace che difference of Peace and Warre after this manner,

Your people comming te lames Towne are entertained with their Bowes and Arrowes with 
out any exceptions; we efcemving it with you as it ts with ys,toweare our arises Ab ety appa 
vell. As for the danger of our enensies, in fach warves confift our chiefeft pleafure: for year 
riches we biuc no ufe: as jor the bidiug your provifen,or by your fling 10 the woods,we foall 
net fo uncdrnfecly flarne as yan conclude, your friendly care in that bebalfe ss needleffe, for 
we bane arnle ie dsb a your keowledge. 
Many other difcourfes chey had, till ac laft chey began to trade. But the King fee- 
ing his will would not be admictedas a law, our guard difperfed, nor our men dif- 
__ asmed, he (fighing) breached bis minde once more in this manner. 
Powhatanim- Capeaine Smith, I nener vfe any Werewance fo kindely as your felfe, yet from yon I 
Porevsvnar. reecine the leaft ksuduelfe of any. Captaine Newport gane ave /words, copper ,cleathes,a 
med coberray 52d, towels, or what I defred ener taking what I offered bim, and would fend away bie 
V0 s when I intreated bimreone doth deny to lye at wsy feet, or refufe to dee what | defre, 
but onely you ; of whens [ can bane nothing but what you regard wet, and yet you will 
whatfoencr you demand, Captaine Newport you call father, endo you callme, but I fos 
forall vs both you will doe what you lifend we mu beth fecke to content you.

By thiscime Powhatan hauing knowledge his men were ready whileft che ice 
was a breaking, with his luggage women and children, fled. Yet to auoydiufpici- 
on, left cwo or three of the women talking wich the Capraine, whuleft hee fecredy 
ran aw4y, aad his men that fecretly befer the houfe. Which being prefently dulcoue- 
red to Captaine Susith, wich his pittoll, fword, and target hee made fuch a patlage a 
mong thefe naked Diuelss chac ac his irft fhoor, they next him cumbled one ouer a 
nother, and che reft quickly fled fome one way fome another : fo thatwithout any 
hurr, onely accompanied wich Jobs Raffel, hee obtained the corps du guard. When. 
they perceiued him fo well efcaped,and with his eighteene men (for he hadno more 
wich him a fhore) toche vetermoft of cheir skill chey fought excutesto ditiemble che 
matter: and Powhatan co excufe his flight and che {udden comming of this multe 
tude, fence our Capcaine a greac bracclet and a chaine of pearle, by an ancient Ora- 
cour that befpoke vs to this purpofe, perceiuing eucn then trom our Pinnace, a 
Barge and men departing and comming vato vs, 

— CapeaineSmith, oar Werewance is fled, fering your gunnes, and knowing when the 
ice was broken there would comee moore mec, fent thee numbers bat to card bes corne frows 
Sealing, shat might bappen without your knowledge: now shoe gh feme bee burt by your 
aei{prifon, yet Powhatan is your friend and (0 wil for encr continus, Now fince the tee tt 
open, be would bane you [end away your corne, aud sf you wenld taue bis compary, fend away 
alfo your gunues, which fo affright bis people, thas th.y dare net cime to yosas bee prow 
mifed they foould. , 

Then hauing prouided baskets for our mento carry our corne to the boats, they 
kindly offered their feruice to guard our Armes, that none fhould iteale chem. A 
grea many they were of goodly well proportioned fellowes, asgrim as Diuils 
yet the very fight of cocking our matches, and being to ler fly, afew wordes caufed 
them to Jeauc their bowes and arrowes to our eaurd: and beare dov.ne our corne 
on cheir backes ; wee needed not imporcune then to make difpacch. But our Bar- 
ges being left on the oafe by the ebbe,cauled-vs {tay cill the next high-watcr, fo chat 
wee returned againe to our old quarter. Powhetas and his Dutch-men brufting 
with defireco hauc the head of Captaine Sash, for if they could but kill him, they 
thought all was theirs, negleéted noc any oporcunity to effect his purpole. The Ine 
dians wich all che merry {ports they could deuife, fpenc che time cf night:chen wer 
all returned to Pewhates, who all this ime was making ready his forces to ae ¢ 
the houfeand him a fupper. Nocwithftanding the ecernall all-feeing God did pre- 
went him,and by a ftrange meanes. For Pocabontas his deareit iewcll and daughter, 
in that darke night came through the irkfome woods, and told our Capraine great 
cheare fhould be fentvs by and by: but Powhatan and all the power he could make, 
would after come kill vs all, if chey that brought it could nor kill vs with our owne 
weapons when we were at fupper. Therefore if we would liue thee wifhed vs pre» 
fenrly co bee gone, Such chings as fhee delighted in, he would haue given her: but 
with che ceares running downc her checkes, fhee faid thee durft not be/eene co haue 
any: for if Pewhatas (hould know it, fhe were but dead, and fo thee ranne away by 
her felfe asthe came, Within leife chen an houre came eight or cen lufty fellowes, 
with great platters of venifon and other vi€tuall, very importunate to haue vs put 
out our matches(whofefmoake made them ficke) and fic down to our vi€tuall. Bur 
the Captaine madethem tafte euery difh, which done hee fence fome of them backe 
to Powhatan, to bid him make hafte for hee was prepared for biscomming. As for 
them hee knew they came to betray him ac his fupper: but hee would prevent chem 
and alj cheir other intended villanies: fo tha they might be gone, Not long after 
came moremeffengers, to {ee what newes 5 not long after chem others. Thus wee 
{penc thenight as vigilancly as they, till ic was high-water, yet feemsed to the faluages 
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as friendly as they to vs: and that wee were fo defirousto giue Powhatan content, 
as hee requcfted, wee did leauchim Edward Bryatexto kill him foule, and the 
Dutch-men to firih his houfe, thinking ar our rerurne from Pamavukee the froft 
would be gone, and chen we mizht finde a better oporcunity if neceflity did ocoa- 
a a leag dreaming yet of che Dutch-mens treachery, whofe humor well fured 
verfe;

E had nofooner fer fayle but Powhatan returned, and {ent Adam and 

Francis (cwo ftout Dutch-men) to Jemses cowne: who faining co 

caine Winwe chat all chings were well, and chat Captaine Sasith had vie of 

their armes, wherefore they requefted new (che which were giuen 
them ) they cold him their comming was for fome extraordinary tooles, and fhift 
of apparell ; by which colourable excufe they obtained fixe or feauen more to their 
confederacic, fuch experttheeues, that prefently furnifhed them with a preat many 
f{words, pike-heads, peeces, fhot, powder and fuch like: Saluages they had at hand 
to carry it away, and the next day they returned vnfulpeéted, leauing their confe- 
derates to follow, and in the interim to convay them fuch chings as they could: for 
which {cruice thcy fhould liue with Powhatan as his chiefe affeéted, free from thofe 
miferies that would happen the Colony. Semwel their other confort Powhatan k 
for their pledge, whofe diligence had prouidedthem three hundred of cheir ki 
of hatchcts; thereft fifty {words, eight peeces, and eight pikes. Brynton ey 
chard Salvage {ceing the Dutch-men fo diligent to accommodate the Saluages wi 
weapons, attempted ro haue gotten to James towne, but they were apprehended, 
and expected ever when to be put to death. 

Within two or three dayes we arriued at Pamavnkee, the King as many dayes cw 
tercained vs with feafting and much mirth. And the day appointed to beginneour 
trade, the Preficent, Licucenant P-rsie,'M'. Weft, M', Raffel, M'. Bebethland, Mi. 
Crafoaw, M*. Powell, M'. Ford, and fome othersto the number of fifceene, went vp 
to Opechancanonghs houfe a quarter of a mile fromthe riuer ) where wee found no» 
ching bur a lame fellow and a boy:and all che houfesround about of all chings aban- 
doned. Net long wee ftayed ere the King arriued, and after him came diuerfe of his 
people loaden with bowes and arrowes: but fuch pinching commodities, and 
thofe. efteemed at fuch a value, as our Captaine began with the King after chis 
manner. 

Opechancanongh, the great lome you prefelfe with your tongue, fecmes mecere deceit 
your Trion. Loft ‘yeere os reared out rep but pai you bane ixuited va 
frarne with hunger: you know ney want, and | your plenty ; of which by fome meanes | nf 
bane part: remember it ss fit for Kings to keepe shesr promife. Here are my commodities, 
whereof tak: your shoice, the reft [ will proportion fit ae a for your pecple. 

The King {cemed kindly to accept his offer, and che better to colour his proicét, 
fold vs what they had co our owne content, promifing the next day more company, 
better prouided. The Barges and Pinnace being committed tothe charge of M’. 
Pbhetiplace, che Prefident with his old fifteene marched vp to the Kings houfe, where 
weefound foure or fiue men newly arriued, each with a great basket. Not long af- 
ter came the King, who with a {trained cheerfulneffe held vs wich difcourfe wha 
paineshe had taken to keep his promife ; til] Mt. RefeB brought vs in newes thac 
we were all betrayed: for at leaft feuen hundred Saluages well ened, bad inniressd 
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the houfe, and befec the fields, The King conie€turing what Raf-2 related, wee 
could well perceiue how the extremity ot his feare bewrayed his incent: whereat 
fome of our co:npany feeming difmaied with the thought of fuch a mulctude , the 
Captaine encouraged vs to chis effeét. 

Worthy ( ouutrey men,were the mifchiefes of wy feeming friends no more then the danger Smiths {peech 
Of thefe enemies, I listle cared were they as many more: sf yon dare der, but as!, ius this °° his Com- 
i wy torment, that if | efcape thene,our malicious Councell with their open montbed Atini~ PANY 
out, will make me frch a peace breaker (in their opinions in England) as willbreake my 
mecke. I conld wife the(e here that make thefe feeme Saiuts,and me an oppreffor. But thss 
s the worff of all, wherein [ pray you aid mce with your opinsons, Should wee beginne with 
them and (urprife the King, we cannot kecpe bim and defend well our felues. If wee foonld 
cach ksll our man, and /o proceed with all su the bonfe ; thereft will all fiy: shen foall wee 
get no more then the bodies that are flaine, and fo fiarne for vittuall, As for thetr fury it ss 
the lesft danger,for wellyon know being alone affanlted with twe or three hundred of them, 

1 made them by the beipe of Godcompoundtofaue my life. And wee are fixteeue,and they 
but feanen bundredat the moft and affure your felues, God will fe affift vs. thet if you dare 
Stand but to ds/charge ORT pieces, the very moake will bee [ufficsens 80 affright them. Yet 
bewfoener, let ys fight lske men, and uot dic like foeepe : for ty that mecanes you know God 
hash oft delinered mce, and fo Lsruft willnow. But firff, | wil deale wish them, to bring 
tt 80 p.affe wee may fight for fomscthing, and draw theme te it by condssions, If yo like this 
auot ion, promije me you will be valtant. 

The cime not permitting any argument, all vowed co execute whatfoeuer hee 
attempted, cr die: whereupon the Captaine in plainecearmes told the King this. 

1 fee Opechancanough your plot tomurder me, but I fearest not, As yet your men Swithsoferw 
and mine bane done no harmec, but by eur dsretlion. Take therefore your Armes, you fee Opec 
mvine, my body foill bee as naked as yours : the [fle in your riner ts a fit place, if you be con- 
sented: and the conqueronr (of vs two) foall be Ld and Mafter ouer all oxy men. If you 
bane not enough, take time to fetch more, and bring what numsber yox will; fo exery one bring 
a basket of corne, againft all which I will flake the value in copper, you fee I bane but fif- 
Seeue, and onr game foall be, the Conqucronr take al. 

The King being guarded with forty or fifty of his chiefe men, feemed kindly to Opecbanca- 
appeafe Smsths fulpicion of vnkindnefle, by a great prefent at the doore, they ineréa- *omghs deuieg 
ted him to receiue, This was co draw him out of the doore, where che bait was = betray 
gaarded wich at Jeaft wo hundred men, and thirty lying vader a greaterce (that lay 
thwart as a barricado) each his arrow nocked ready to fhoot. The Prefident com- 
mandcd one to go fee what whac kind of deceit this was,and co receiue the prefent 
bur hee refuled to doe it: yet the Gentlemen and all the refit were importunate to 
goe, but he would not permit them, being vexed at chat Coward: and commanded 

seuccnant Percie, Matter Weft, and the re{t to make good the houfe ; Mafter Powel 

and Mafter Bebetbland he commanded to guard the te and in fuch a rage {nat- 

ched the aid by his long locke in the middeft of his men, with his Piftoll readic 5s catedh 

bene again{t his bret, Thus he led the embling King, neare dead withfeare a- the King psi- 
mong(t all his people: who delivering the Captaine his Vambrace, Bow, and Ar- foner, 
rowes, all his men were ea(ily intreated tocaft downe their Armes, litle dreamin 

any durft in char manner haue vied cheir King: who then to efcape himfelfe be- 

ftowed his preteats in good fadneife, and cauling a great many of chem come be- 

ce — holding the King by the hayre (as is fayd ) he {pake to them to

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——— hye salad deny the name of Pamavnk. I amy net nsw at Rallaweek balls 
with myrc, where you tooke mec prifexer; yet then for keeping your prowsife and 3 
goed vfage and faving may hfe, fo affett you, that your dexyals of sia , dee belfe 
perfwade mee to swifakg wey felfe. Bur if 1 be she marke you ayme at, here I and, fooet be 
that dare. Tou promifed to fraught wry Shsp ere I departed, and{o yous foall, ov I wecanc to 
load ber with your dead carcaffes, yet sf.as friends you will come and trade, Louce more 
mile uct to trouble you, except you ere firft eccafien, and your King foall be free and 
be my friend, for | ame net conse to burt bins wr any of yon. 

Vpon this away wenc their Bowes and Arrowes, aad men, women, and children 
broughtin their Commodities: ewo or three houres they fo thronged abou the 
Prelident and {o overwearied him,ashe retyred himfelfe co reft,leauing M' Beberbe 
land and M' P ewellto receiue cheir prefents, buc fome Salvages perceiuing him faft 
afleepe,& che guard fomewhat carelefly difperfed, fortie or ftie of their choite men 
each with a club,oran Englith {word in his hand began toencer the houfewich two 
or three hundred othcrs, chat preffed to fecondthem, The noyfeand haft chey made 
in, did fo fhake che houfe they awoke him from his fleepe, and being: halfe amazed 
with this fuddainefight, betooke him ftrait to his {word and Targets M° Chraibaw 
and fomcothcrs charged in like manner ,wherear they quickly chronped fafter backe 
then beforc forward. The houte thus cleanfed, che King and fome of his auncients 
we kept yet with him, who with a long Oration, excufed this intrulion. The reft of 
the day was {pent with much kindneife, che companie againe renewing their pice 
fents with their beft provifions, and whavfocver he gauc them they {eemed there 
with well coniented. 

New in the meane while fince our departure, this hapned at our Fort. Matter 
Scrivener having receiued Letters from England to make himfelfe either Ca/ar or no» 
thing, he began codeclinein his affection to Captaine Susith, chat ever regarded him 
as himfelfc, and was willing to crolfethe furpriling of Powbataw.Somecertaine daicg 
after che Prefidencs departure, he would nceds goe vifitche Ife of Hogs, and tooke 
with him Capraine W/de(chough the Prefident had 7 pera him co be ready to 
fecond his occafions) with M’ Anthony Gefnell and cight others; but fo violent was 
the wind (that extreame frozen time) thatthe Boat funke, but where or how none 
doth know, The Skiff was much over-loaden, and would {carce haue liued ia 
chat extreame tempeft had fhe beene empty: but by no perfwalion he could bedi« 
verted, though both *¥u/do and an hundred others doubted as it hapned, The Sal- 
vages were the frftthatfound cheir bodies, which fo much the more encouraged 
them co effeét their proieéts. To advertife the Prefidenc of this heaviencwes, none 
could be found would vndertake it, buc che Jorney was often refufed of all in the 
Fort, vntill Mafter Richard Wyffis vndertooke alone the performance thereof. 

In this Journey he was incountred with many dangersand difficulties in all parts 
as he palfed. As for that night he lodged with Powhatan, perceining fuch 
ion for warre, not finding che Prefident there:he did affure himfelfe fomemifchiefe 
was intended. Pocabentai hid him fora time, and fence chem who purfued him the 
cleane contrary way to feckehim ; buc by her meanes and extraordinry bribes and 
much troubic in three dayes travell, at length he found vs in the middeft of chefe 
carmoyles. This vnhappy newes the Prefident {wore him to conceale from the con 

pany, and fo dillembling hisforrow withthe beft countenances he could,when che 
ni hs approched went fately aboord with all his Souldiers sleauing Opechancanengh 
at libertic, according to his promufe, the beter to haue Poswbatas in his rerurne. 

Nowfo euveuicly Powhatan had threatned the death of his men, if they did noe 
by fome meanes kill Capraine Swsseh: shat the next day they ——- all checoune 
trey fhould come to cade vnarmed : yet vnwilling to be crecherous, bur that chey 
were conftrained, hating fighting with him almoft as ill ashanging, fuch feare they 
had of bad fucceife, The next morning the Sunne had not tong appeared, but the 
fields appcared covered with people and Baskets, to tempt vs on fhore: burnothing 
was to be had without his prefence, nor they would not indure che fight of  gxe. 
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When the Prefident faw them begin to depast,being vawilling co loofe fuch a bec 
tic, he fo well contrived che Pinnace, and his Barges wich Ambufcadocs, as onely 
with Licucenant Percie, Mt Weft, and Mt Raffel, wich their Armes went on thore 5 
others he appointed vnarmed to receiue what was brought. Tine Salvages flocked 
before him in heapes, and che banke ferving as a trench for arctreat, he drew them 
fayre open co his Ambufcado’s. For he noc being to be perfwaded to goe vific their 
Kang, the King knowing the moft of them wnarmed, cameo vilit him wich cwoor 
three hundred men,in che forme of two halfe Moones; and with foine twentic men, 
and many women loaden bed are Baskets. But when they approached fome- 
what neare vs, their women and children ficd. For when they ned environed and 
befer che fields in this manner, they choughtchcir purpofe fure,yet fo wembled with 
feare as they were {carle able to nock cher Arrowes: Smith ttanding wich his three 
men ready bent,beholding them cill chey were within danger of our Ambufcado'ss 
who vpon the word difcovered themfelues, and he retyred to the Barge. Which the 
Salvages no fooner perceived, then away they ficd, eiteeming their heeles for cheig 
beft Go 

Thatnighs wefent M' Cbhra/baw, and M' Ford to Jamestowne to Cap. Winne. In 
the way betweene Werewecomoce and the Fort they mecfoure or flue of the Datch- 
snens Confederates going to Pewhatan : the which to excufe thofe Gentlemens fu- 
fpition of their running co the Salvages,revurned to the Fort and chercconunued. 

The Salvages hearing our Barge goe downe cheriver inthe night, were fo terre 
bly affrayde, chac we fent for more men(we having fo much threamned their ruine, 
and the raling of their houfes, boats, and wires ) cha the next day che King {ent 
our Captainea chayne of Pearle, to aker his purpofe and ftay his nen : Poeun 
though they wanted chem/felues, to fraught our fhip and bring it aboord to avoy 
fufpicion, Sochat fiue or fix dayes after, from all parts of che Country within ten or 
— — in the extreame froft and {now, they brought vs provifion on their 
mi CS. 

Yet notwichftanding this kindne(Te and trade,had their art and poyfon beene fuf- 
Gicient, the Prefidenc, with M' Weft, and fome others had beene poyfoned ; it made 
chem ficke, buc expelled it {elfe, Wecattaxow, a ftout young fellow, knowing he was 
fufpeéted for bringing this prefent of poyfon, wich tortie or fiftie of his chictecom- 

ions ( feeing the Prefident bat with afew men at Potevmeak ) fo proudly braucd 
at, asthough he expefted co incounter a revenge. Which the Prefident perceiving 
in che midft of his company, didnot onely beste, but fpurned him lke a dogge, as 
{corning to doe him any worfe mifchicte, Wherevpon all of them fied inco the 
woods, thinking theyhad done a great matter to haue fo well eicaped ; and the 
townfmen remaining peefencly fraughted our Barge to be rid of our companics, 
framing many excuiesto ay Wecustaune, (being fonne co their chiefe King, but 
Powhatan) and told vs if we would fhew them him tha brought the poyfon, they 
would deliver him to vs co punifh as we pleafed. Men may thinke it ttrange there 
fhould be fuch a ftiere for alice corne, but had ic beene gold with more cale wee 
mighc haue got it , and had it wanted, the whole Celony had ftaraed. Wee may be 
shought very erg te endure all chofe imiuries, yet onely with fearing them wee 

what they had. Whereas if we had taken revenge, then by their lotfe,we thould 

¢ loft our felues. We fearched alfo the Countries of Yougbtanund and Adattapa- 
sient, where the people imparted that little they had with fuchicorpluaa aud teares 
from the eyes of women and children, as he had beene too cruell co have beene a 
Chriftian, that would not haue beene {aisfiedand moued wih compaffton. Bur 
had chis hapned in Oftober, November, and December, when chat vnhappie difco- 
very of CMonacan was made, we might haue fraughted a fhip of fortie cuns, and 
twile as much might hauc beene had from the Riven of Rapusbanock, Patawe- 

The maine occafion of our thus temporizing with them was,to part friends es we 
did, to giuc the leiTe cause of fulpition Powhatan fly, by whom we now — 
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ned with a purpofe to hauc furprifed him and his provifion, For effecting whereof 
(when we came againtt che Towne) the Prefidenc fent Mt Wy {fie and MI (ee alhore 

to difcover and make way for his intended proieét. Busthey tound that thofe dame 
ned Darch-men had cau!cd Powbatan co abandon his new houfe and Werewecomece, 

and to carry away all his corne and provilion : and the peoplethey found io ill affece 

ted, chat chey were in grzat doudt how to efcape wich thar liues, So che Prefidene 

finding his incent fruttrated, and that there was nothing now to be had, and chere- 

fore an vific time co revenge ther abules, fenc Matter (Atichael P bitt:place by Land 

t0 Lames towne, whether we fayled with all che fpeed we could ; wee having in this 

Journey(tor 25!.of Copper,and so!. of Iron & Beads) enough to keepe 46 men fix 

weckes, aid every man for his reward a moneths provifion extraordinary (no Trade 

being allowed but for che {tore )we got neare 200! waight of deere fuet, and delive- 

red co the Cape Merchant 479 Bubhelsof Corne. 

Thofetemporizing proceedings to fome may feeme too charitable, co fuch a dai- 
ly daring trecherous people : to oer not pleafing chat we wafhed not the ground 
wich thar bloud,n or fhewed fuch ftrange:nvencons in mangling mardering,ran- 
facking, and deftroying ( asdidthe Spenyerds ) the {imple bodies of fuch ignorant 
foules ; nor delighttull, becaufe not ftutfed wich Relations of heapes and mynes of 
gold and filver, nor fuch rare commodities,as the Pertwgals and Spasyards found in 

e Eaft and Wert /edies. The want whereof hach begec vs(chat were the firft yndere 
takers)no leife {cozne and contempr, then the noble conquefts and valiant adven- 
tures beautified with it, prayfe and honour. Too much | confelle the world cannog 
attribute to their ever memorable merit : and to cleare vs from the blind worlds ig- 
norantcenfurc, thefe few words may fuffice eny reafonable vnderftanding,. 

Ic was the Spanyards good hap co happen in chofe parts where were infinite num- 
bers of people,who had manured the ground with that providence, it affoorded vic- 
tualls ac all cimes, And time had brought chem to that perfeétion, they had the vie 
of gold and filver, and the mott of f ach commodities as thofe Countries affoorded: 
fo decals the Spanyard got was chiefely the {poyle and pillage of chofe Countrey 

ple, and not the labours of their owne hands, Buc had chofe fruicfull Counsries 
Ga as falvage,as barbarous, asill peopled, as liccle planted, laboured, and manu- 
red,as Virginia: their proper labours ic is likely would haue produced as {mall pro- 
fic as ours. But had Virginia beene peopled, planted, manured, and adorned with 
fuch ftore of precious lewels, and rich commodities as was the /ndies : then had we 
mot gorten and done as much as by cheir examples might be expected fiom vs, the 
world might chen haue craduced vs and our merits, andhaue made fhame and infa- 
my ourrecompence and reward. 

But we chanced ina Land even as God made it, where we found onely an idle,im- 
provident,{cattered people,ignoranc of the knowledge of gold or filver, or any com:- 
modities, and careleife of any thing but from hand to mouth, bables of no 
worth; nothing toincourage vs, but what accidentally we found Nature afforded. 
Which ere we could bring to recompence our Raines defray our charges, and {a- 
tisfie our Advencurersswe were to difcover the Countrey,fubdue the people,bring 
chem to be tractable, civill, andinduftrious, and teach chem trades,thac the fruits 
their labours might make vs fomerecompence, or plant fuch Colomies of our ewne, 
chat muft firft make prouifion how to line of chemfchues,ere they can bring to per- 
feétion the commodities of the Country: which doubledfe will be as commodious 
for England as the welt /ndies for Spaine,if it be rightly mannaged :notwithftanding 
all our home-bred opinions, that will argue the contrary, as formerly fome haue 
done agajn{t the Spanyerds and Partaga - But to conclude, againft all ramor of o- 
pinion, { onely fay this, for chofechat thethree firft yeares began this Plancation s 
notwithftanding all cheir fa€tions, mutinies, and miferies, fo gently correéted, and 
well prevented : pervfe the Spenifo Decades the Relations of Matter Heck/wir,and cell 
me how many ever with fuch {mall meanes as a Barge of 22 cuns, fometimes with 
feauen, eight, or nine, or bur at moft, cweluc or fixeeene men, did ever difcover fo 

many 
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many fayre and navigable Rivers, fubiect fo many feverall Kings, people,and Nati- 
ons, to obedience, and contribution, with fo little bloudfhed. 

And if in the fearch of thofe Councries we had hapned where wealth had beene, 
we had as furely had it as obedience and conmiburion, bur if we haue overskipped 
i, we Will noc enuie them chat bhall find its yet can we not buc lament, ic was our 
fortunes to end when we had but onely learned how co begin, and found the righe 


courfé how co proceed,

fidenc had gorten ) was fo rorcen with the laft Summers rayne, and cae 

cen with Rars and Wormes, asthe Hogges would {carccly cate it. Yer it 

was the Souldiers dyet ill our recurnes,{o that we found nothing done, 
bur our viétaals pene, and the moft part of our toolcs,and a good part of our Armes 
conveyed to the Salvages. But now cafting vp che Score,and finding fuihciencall che 
next harveft, the feare of ftarving was abandoned, and the company divided into 
tens, fifteens, or asthe bufineiJe required ; (ix houres each day was fpent in worke, 
thereft in Paftime and merry exerciles, bucthe vncowardneile of the greateft nume 
ber caufed the Prefident advife as tolloweth, 


Countryman, the long expersence of ovr late miferics, I bepe is fufficient toperfwade eve- 
vy ome to 4 prefent jars of bies{elfe,and thenke wet heater pecaeas the Advene 
turers perfes, wall ever maintaine you in idleneffe and floath.

And though you preftmse the author {sie bere 1s but a foadow, and thas I dare 
set touch the ines of any but ney swne wenft anfwer it : the Letters patents {ball cach weekg 
beread se you, whofe Contents will tell you the contrary. 1 woxld wifh yon therefore without 
contempt [eeke to obferue thefe orders [et downe, for there ar: now no were Connfellerste 
protelt you, nor curbe my endevonrs. Therefere be that offendeth, let bim afuredly expel 
bis dus punifrment. 

Hemadealfoa Table,as a publicke memoriall of every mans deferts,to incourage 
the good, and wich fhame to {purre on the reft to amendment.By chismany became 
Very induftrious, yet more by puni{hmenc performed their bufincile, for all werefo 
tasked, chat there was no excufecculd prevaile to deceiue him: yet the Datch-mens 
conforts fo clofely convayed chem powder, fhot, fwords, and tooles,thac though we 
could find che defeét, we could noc finde by whom, till ic was too late. 
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All this time the Dare men remaining with Pewhatax,(who kindly entertained The Dersb- 


them as they a he 3 tcoknowthecaule,they fent Francs their companion,s tour 
young fellow, difguifed like a Salvage, to the Glaffe-houfe, a place in the woods 


them co inftrudt the Salvages the vfe of our Armes)and cheir conforts noc following anorlaiy te

nearea myle from Lames Towne ; where was their Rexdezeows for all their vnfu= 


pected villany. Fortie men they procuredto licin Ambufcado for Captaine Sass 
who no fooner heard of this Daveb-man , bur he fent co apprehend hie (bu be eh 


gone ) yetco croffe his recurne to aes the Captaine prefently difpacched = 
2 
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Shot after hia:, him{clfe returning from the Glalfe-houfealone. By the way he in. 
countred the King ct Pa/pabegh,z matt {trong ftout Salvage,whofe perfwafions not 
be:ng able to per! wade lum to his Ambuth,{:cang him onely armed bue with a faue 
chcon,atcempred co haute fhoc him, but the Prefidenc prevenced his foot by grapling 
with hiun,and the Salvage as well prevented him tor drawing his fauchcon,and per- 
force bere him into the River to haaedrowned him. Long they ftrugled in che wa- 
ter, till che Prelident got fuch hold on his throat,he had eare ftrangled che King ; 
buc having drawne his tauchcon to cut off his head,feeing how pittitully he begged 
his life, he led inti prifoncr to Zam: Towne, and put him in chaynes. 
_ The Datch man cre long was a!fo brought in,whofe villany chough all chis time 
it was fufpe€ied,yet he fayned {uch a formall excule,that for want of language Cap- 
taine Winne vndcritood him not rightly, and for their dealings with Powhatan, that 
to faue their limes they were conftrained to accom nodate his armes, of whom he ex- 
treamely complained co haue detained them pertorce, and that he made this efcape 
with the hazard of his life,and meant not to haue returned, but was onely walking 
inthe woods to gather Walnuts. Yet for all chis frire tale, chere was fo fmall appea- 
ranceoftruth,and che plaine confeflion of Pa/pab-go of his wechery ,he went by che 
heeles: Smith purpoling co regaine che Dastch-men, by the faving hislife. The poore 
Ris daily meifengers to Powhatan, but i recurned chat the 

Datci-men would nog recurne, neither did Powhatan {tay them 3 and co bring them 
fiftie myles on his mens backes they were not able. Daily chis Kings wiucs, chil- 
dren, and people cameco vific him with prefents, which he liberally beftowed to 
makehis peace. Much truit chey had in the Prefidencs promife: bucthe King fin- 
ding his guard negligent, though fettered yet efcaped. Captaine axe thinking to 
purfue hun fcund fuch troupes of Salvages to hinder his patfage,as chey exchanged 
many vollies of fhot for flights of Arrowes. Captaine Sasith hearing of this in re- 
turning coche Fort, cooketwo Salvages prifoners, called Kemsps and Taffore, che 
two moft exact villaines in all the Councry. Wich thefe he fent Capraine Wane and 
fiftie cho:fe men, and Licutenant Percie, to haue regained the King, and revenged 
this iniury, and fo had dence, if they had followed his direétions, or beene advited 
with re cwo villaines,that would haue betrayed both King & kindred for a pecce 
of Copper, but hetrifling away the night, the Salvages che ncxe morning by the 
riling of the Sunne, braved him co come afhore to fight: a good time both fides ler 
fly ac ocher, buc we heard of no hurt, onely they tooke cwo Canowes, burns che 
Kings houfe, and fo returned to James towne, 

The Prelidenc fearing thole Bravddo’s would but incourage the Salvages, began 
againe himfclfc to ery his conclulions, whercby fix or feauen were flaine, as many 


" made prifoners. He burnt their houfes,tooke their Boats, wich all cheir Sthing wires, 


and planted fome of chem at Lames towne for his owne vie,and now refolved noe to 
ceafe till he had revenged himfelfe of all chem had iniured him. Bur in his iourney 
palling by Pa/pabegh towards Chickabsmania,the Salvages did their beft co draw him 
totheir Ambutcadoes ; but feeing him regardlefly pafle cheir Country, all fhewed 
themfelues in their braveft manner, To try their valours he could not but ler fly, 
and ere he could land, they no fooner knew him, but they threw downetheir armes 
and defired peice, Their Orator was a luftie young fellow called Okguing, whofe 
worthy difcour!e deferveth to be remembred. And chus it was: 
Captaine Smith, my Mafter ss bere prefent in the company, thinking it Capt. Witne, 


and not you, ( ofbins be intended to bane beene i Se ) baving never offended bine, 


Lf be bath effended you in efcaping your smprifenment the fifoes {wine the foules fly, and the 
ih beafts ; is to pps Tees and line. Then blame net bins being aman. He would 
iutreat you remember ,yow being a prifoner, what paines he tooke to fane your bfe.lffince be 
bath ininved you he was compelied to it: bat bowfoener, you bane det, st with eur tee 
great loffe, We perceiwe and well know yon intend t0 deffrey ut, that are bere to intreat aud 
defire your friendjLip, and to eniey our honfes and plant our fields, of whefe frast ad vena 


participate: esherwife you will haue the wirfe by eur abfence sfor we can plant any ;

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though with neore labour, and we kuow you canuct line if you went our barveff, and that 
relsefe we bring you, Lf you promeifevs peace, we will belecue you ; sf ou proceed im revenge 
we nsll abandon the ( onntry. 

Vpon thefecearmes the Prefidenc promifed them peace, cill they did vs iniury, 
vpon condition they fhould bring in provifion. Thus all departed goods friends, 
and fo continued till Savseh Ictt che Counuey. 

Arriving at James Towne, complaint was made to che Prefident, chat the ( biske- 
bamaxians, who all chis while continued trade and {eemed our friends, by cclour 
thereof were che onely theeues. And amsong(t other chingsa Piftoll being {tole and 
the cheefe fled, chere was apprehended two proper young fellowes, that were broe 


thers, knowne co be his confederaccs. Now to regaine chis Piftoll, che one wasim- : 


ifoned, the other was fent to returne che Piftull againe within cwelue houres, or 

is brother to be hanged. Yer the Prefident picying the poore naked Salvag zin the 
dungeon, fent him viétuall and fome Char-coale for a Gre: ere midnight his bro- 
ther returned with che Piftoll, buc the poore Salvage in the dungeon was fo !mooe 
thered wich che fmoake he had made, and fo pittioufly burnt, chat wee found him 
“dead. The other moft lamentably bewayed his death, and broke forth isto fuch bite 
ter agonies, chacche Prefidencto quict him, told him chac if hereafcer they would 
not fteale, he would make him alineagaine: but he Beile chought lic could be reco- 
vered, Yet we doing our beft with Aqus vite and Usxeger, 1¢ plealzd Ged to reftore 
him againeto life, but fo drunke & atfrighted, char hc {eemed Lunaticke,the which 
as much tormented anc grieued the other, as before to fee him dead. Of which ma- 
ladie vpon promife of their good behaviour, the Prefident promifed to recover him: 
and fo caufed him to be layd by a fire to fleepe, who in the morning having well 
flepe, had recovered his perfcét fenfes, and then being dreied of his burning » and 
each a peece of Co iuen them, they went away fo well contented, thacthis was 
i among all c eSalvages fora miracle, that Captaine Saxtb could make a man 
jue that was dead. 


Another ingenuous Salvage of Pewhatans, having gotten a great bag of Powder, 
and the backe of an Armour, at Werewscenoce amongit a many of his companions, 


co fhew his extraordinary skill, hedid dry it on che backe as he had feene che Soule * 


diers at Lames Towne.But he dryed iz fo long, they peeping over itto fee his skill, 
it tooke fire, and blew him to death, and one or twomore, and the reft fo {corched, 
they had licle pleafure to meddle any more with powder. 

Thefe and many other fuch preety Accidents, foamnazed and affrighted both Pew. 
betex, and all his people, that oti all parcs with prefencs they defired peace 5 reture 
ning many ftolne chings which we never demanded nor thought of ; and after chat, 
thofe chat were raken ftcaling, both Pewbaten and his people Pade fent them backe 
to James towne, toreceiue theirpunifhment; and all the é ountry became abfolure 
as freefor vs, asforthemfelucs. 
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What was done in three moneths having Viélualls. The Store devoured 

by Rats, how we lined three meneths of fuch watu- 
rall fruits as the Country affoorded. 

“T Ow we fo quietly followed our bufineffe, chat in three moneths wee made 

three or foure Laft of Tare, Pitch, and Sope afhes 5 produced a tryall of 

Glatle ; made a Wellin the Fortof excellent {weet water,which ull chen was 

wanting s built fome rwentic houfes ;recovered our Churchsprovided Nets 

snd Wires for fifhing ; and co {top the diforders of our diforderly theeues, and the 

Salvages, built a Blockhoufe in the neck of + Tile, kept by a Garrifon to — 
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che Saluages :r-de, and none to patie nor repatle Saluage nor Chriftian without the 
prefidents ord: r.T hirtic or forty Acres ot ground we digged and planced, Of three 
fowesin eighteenc mouths, incresied 60,and od Piggs. And neere $00. chickings 
brought vp chensiclues withouc hiuing any meat giuen them: but the Hogs were 
tran{ported to Hog. Ifle:where alfo we buitca block-houfe with a garifon co giue vs 
nouce of any {hipping, and tor their exercile they made Clapbord and waynfcot,and 
cut downe trees. We builc alfuafortfora retreat necre a conuenient River vpon a 
high commanding hill, very hard to be alTalted and ealie to be defended, but ereit 
was finifhed this defeét cauted a ftay. 
Greacerert- Jin fearching our casked corne,wetound it halfe rotten, andthe reft fo confumed 
muti by Rats. wich fo many choutands of Rats chat increafed fo faft,buc there original was from 
the fhips, as we knew noc how to keepe that litclewe had, T his did driue vs all to our 
wits end, for there was nothing in the country bus what nature atforded.Voneill this 
ume Kensps and 7 a{fore weretetcered prifoners, and did double taske and caught vs 
howto order and plant our fields: whom now for want of vidtuall we fet at liperty, 
but fo well they liked our companies they did not delire to goe trom vs. Andto ex- 
sie echeir loues tor 16.dayescondnuance, the Countrie people brought vs¢ when 
caft) 100.a day,of Squirrils, Turkyes, Deere and other wilde beafts: Buc chis want of 
comeoccalioned che end of all our works, it being worke {ufficient to provide vidtue 
all.Go.or 80. with Enfigwe Laxow was {ent downe the riuer co liue vpon Oy {ters,and 
20, with liurenanc Percy to crytor fithing at Peyst Comfort : butin fix weekes they 
would not agree once to caft our che net, he being fickeand burnt fore with Gun- 
der, Matter 7 with as many went vp to the falls,but nothing could befound 
cafew Acornes; of chat in {tore euery man had their equal] proportion. Till 
this prefene, by the hazard and indeuours of {ome thirtie or tortie, this whole Co- 
Breadmadeof ‘ny had ever beencfed. Wehad more Sturgeon, then could be deuoured b 
dned Seurge- Dog and Man, of which the induftrious by drying and pounding, mingled wi 
on, Caviare,Sorell and other wholefeme hearbes would make bread and good meate: 
others would gather as much Tockwhegh roots, ina day as would make them 
bread a weeke, fo that of chofe wilde fruices,and what we caught, we lived very well 
in regard of fucha diet , Buc fuch was the ftrange condition of fome 150, that had 
they nor beene forced solens, velexs, perforce co gather a3 their victuall 
they would all haue ftarued cr haue eacen one another. thofe wild fruits the 
Salvages often brought vs, and for chat,the Prefident would nor full fill the vnrea- 
; fonable defire,of chofe diftraéted Gluttonous Loycerers,to fell not only out kertles, 
bolic defre jows,tooles, and Iron, nay fwords,pieces, and the very Ordnance and how/es, 
themicines. Might they haue prevayledto haue beene but Idle: for chofe Saluage fruices, they 
would hauc had imparted all to che Saluages, efpecially for one basket of Corne 
they heard of ro be ac Powhatas,fifty myles from our Pheipleligg bought neere 
halfe of ic to farisfie their humors, yet to haue had the other halfe, they would 
hauefould their foules, chough noe fufficient to hauckepethem a weeke. Thou- 
fands were there exclamations, fuggeftions and deuifes, to force him to thofe bafe 
inventions to haue madeit an occalion to abandon the Counny, Want rce 
conftrained him to indure their exclaiming follies, cill he found our the suthor,one 
Dyer a moft crafty fellow and his ancient Maligner, whom he worthily panithed, 
and with the reft he argued the cafe inthis maner. | 
The PreG- Fellow fouldiers, I did little tbinkg any fo falfe to report, or fo many te be fo fasple tobe 
denes order _per/waded, that I either intend to flarue you, or that Powhatan at this prefent bath corne 
fer thedrones for ribs ager no se 1 woald net bane it, if Liew where it were to be 
had.

This order many mormured was very cruell, but it caufed chemoft partfo well Burkuenef 
beftirre chemfclues, that of 200. ( excepe they were drowned) there died not pait 20° dyedin 
Seacnas: for Captaine Wiese and Matter Leig they were dead ere this want hapned, “emonerhe. 
and the reit dyed not for want of {uch as preferaed the reft, Many were billecceda- 
mongit the Saluages, whereby we knew all cheir paJages, ficlds and habitations, 
how to gather and vfethere fruits as well aschem{clues; for they didknow wee 
had fack 2 ‘commanding power at James towne they durft not wrony vs of a 


Piso well thofe poore Salvages vfed vs that were thus billetted, chat divers of fhe The Salvages 
Souldiers ran away to {earch K eseps & Taffore our cld prifoners, Glad were chefe Sal reuurneour 
vagesto haue fuch an ripe co ceftifie cheir lowe vnro vs,for in ftead of encertai- 
ning them, and{uch chingsas they haditollen, with all cheir great Offers, and 
promifes chey made them howto reuenge their iniuryes vpon Captaine Savish 
Kemps Git made himfelfc (pore, in fhewing his councrie men (>y them) how he 
was vied,feeding ché with chis law,who would not work muft not eat, tall they were 
neere {tarued indeede, continually threarning co beate them to death: neither could 
get from him, till hee and his conforts brough« them perforce to ous 

Captaine, chatfo well contented him and punifhed them, as many others chat in- 
tended alfo to follow them , were rather contented to Jabour at home, then aduen- 
tare to liueidiely among (t che Salvages; (of whom there was morc hope to make bet- 
ter Chriftians & good {ubieéts, chen the one halfe of thofe chac counterfeited chem- 
felues both.) For fo affraide was al thofe kings and the better fore of che people to dit- 
pleale vs,that fomeof the bafer forechat we haue extresinly hurt and punifhed for 
there villanies would hire vs, we fliould not tellicco heir kings,or countrymen, 
who would alfo repunith chem, and yetreturne chem to /asves cowne to concent 
the Prelidencfor a teftimony of their loues.

All this time co recouer che Datch-men and one Bentley another fugitiue,we im- 
ployed one William Voldey,a Zwstzar by birth,with Pardons & promiles to regaine 


them.Little we then (ufpeéted this double villaincof any villany ;who plainly caughe | 


vs,in the moft rrut_was the greateft rreaf n; for this wicked hypocrite, by the fees 
mung hate he boreto the lewde v:idiuons of his custed country men,(hauing this 
oportunity by his imploymenc co regaine them) conuayed them euery thing they 
defired to eifeét their proieéts, co diftroy the Colony. With much deuoton they 
expected the Spanizrd,co whom they intended good feruice,or any other,that would 
but carry chem from vs.But co begin wich the frit oportunity; they feeing neceflitie 
thus inforced vs to difperfe our {elues, importuncd Pewbates to lend. them but his 
forces, and thcy would not onely diftroy our Hoggs,fire our towne, and betray 
our Pinnace;but bring co his{eruiceand fubieétion the moft of ourcompany.With 
this plot thcy had acquainted many Difcontents,and many were agreed co their 
Deuilith praétife. Buc one Thowsas Don/e,and Thomas Mallard( whole chriftian hearts 
relented ac fuch an vnchriftian at) voluntarily reuealed it to Captaine Sauth,who 
cauied them to conceale it, perfwading Doxfe and Afallard to proceed in their cons 
fedracie: onely co bring the irreclamable Datch men and che inconitant Salvages 
in fuch a maner see tuch Ambutcado’sas he had prepared, that not many ot thé 
fhouldrecurne from our Pexin/ale, But this bruce coming to the eares of the impatiée 
multitude they fo importuned the Pretident to cuc off thofe Datch men, as amongft 
many that offredto cut their throats before the face of Powbata,the firft was Lieucense 
Percy, and M'. Jobs Cuderingten, wo Genclemen of as bold retoluze ipirits ascould 
poffibly be fuiid. Burthe Prefidét had occalié of other imploiment for chem, & gaue 

auc way to Malter fiw and Saricant Jeffrey Abbet,to goe and ftab them or fhoot 
them. But the Datch men made fuch excufes, accufing Volday whom thcy fuppofed 
had reucaled cheir proicét,as Abbet would not,yet Wyffimg would, perceiuingic but dee 
cei. The King vnderftanding of chistheir imployment, fent prefently his mef 
fengersto Captaine Sasith co fignifie it was not his fauleto detaine them, nor hinder 
his men from executing his command : nor did he nor would he mancaine chem, or 
any to occafion his difplezfure. 

But whilit chis bufinetfe was in hand, Arriued one ee red Argall, and Matter 
Themsas Sedan, fence by Matter Cornelius to truck with the Coleny, and fith for 
Scurgeon, with a fhip wcll furnifhed,with wine and much other good provifion, 
Though ic was not {ent vs,our neceflicies was {uch as inforced vs torakc ic. He —— 
vs newes of a great {upply and Ai ober forthe Lord La Ware, with lerrers ¢ 
much taxed our Preliden for his card dealing with the Salvages, and not rerure 
ning the fhippes fraughted. Notwithilanding we sae tell the fleetearriued. 
Truc itis Arga/lott his voyage,but we reuictualled him,and fenc him for England, 
with a true relation of che caufes of our defailmicnts, and how impoliole it was to 
recurne that wealch they expected, or ob{crue there inftructions to indure the Sake 
vages infolencies,or doc any thing to any purpofe, excepethey would fendvs men 
and mcanes thar could produce shat they fo much defired: otherwifes all ah 
did was loft,and could not burcometo confufion, The villany of Volday we ft 
diffembled. Adem vpon his pardon came home but Sansuedl full flayed wich 
Powhahanco heare further of their eftaces by thisfupply. Now alltheir plocs Sime 
fo well vnderftood, they were his beft advantages to {ecure vs from any trechery, 
could be done by chem or the Salvages:which with facility he could revenge when 
hewould, becauie allchofe countryes more feared him then Powhatan, and hee 
had {uch parties with all his bordering neighbours: and many of che reftfor loue 


or feare would hanedoneany ching he would haue them,vpoa any a OR 
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though thefe Fugitiues had done all they could to perfwade Powhatan, King James 

would kill Smeseb, for vfing him and his people fo vnkindly. | 
By this you may {ee for all thofe crotles, trecheries, and ditfentions, how hee Nore chefcin- 

and overcame ( without bloudfhed ) all chat happened : alfo whar good conveniences) 

was done ; how few dyed 5 what food the Counrrey nacuraliy affoordeth 3 what 

finall caufe there is men fhould farue, or be murthered by the Salvages, that have 

difcretion to mannage them with courage and induitrie, The rwo firit yeares, 

though by his advencures, he had oft brought che Salvagesto a ttaétsble rrade, yer 

you fee how the envious authoricie ever croffed him, and frultrated his beft ende- 

vours, But it wrought in him that experience and eftimation amongtft the Salvages, 

as ocherwife it had bin impoflible,he had ever effected chat he did. Nocwithftanding 

themany miferable, yet generous and worthy adventures,he had oft and long en- 

dured in the wide world, yet in this cafe he was againeto learne his Lecture by ex- 

perience. Which with chus much adoe having obtained, it was his ill chance to 

end, when he had but onely learned how tobegin. And though he left chofe vn- 

knowne difficulties ( made eafic and familicr ) to his vnlawfull fucceifors, (who 

onely by liuing in /amses Towne,;pretumed to know more then all the world could 

direét chem:) Now though they had all his Souldiers, with a tripple power, and 

twice tripple better meanes;by what they haue done in his abfence, the world ma 

fee what they would haue done in his prefence, had he not prevented cheir indil- 

cretions zit doch iuftly proue, what caute he had co fend chem for Exgland, and chat 

hewas neither fagtious, mutinous,nor difhoneft. But they haue made it more plaine 

fince his returne for Exgland y having his abfolute auchoritie freely in their 

power,with all che advantages and opporcunitie that his labours had effected. As I 

am forry their aftions haue made it fo manifeft, fo I am vnwilling to fay what reae 

fon doth compell me, but onely to make apparanc che truth, leait I thould feeme 

partiall, reafonletfe, and malicious.

T O redreffe —_ jarres and sa ag the Treafurer, Councell, and The alert: 
Company of Vergsxéa, not finding chat returne, and profic they expected ° go- 
and Se ingaged there, not having meanes to fubfit of ‘heubelacvarnade —— 
meanes to his Maieftie, to call in char Commi(fion, and rake a new in cheir 
own names, as in their owne publication, 1610. you may reade at large. Having 
thus annihilaced che old by vertue of a Commiflion made to the right Honoura= 
ble, Sir Thomas Weft, Lord dela Warre, to be Gencrall of Virginia Sir Thomas Gates, 
his Lieutenant 5 Sir George Somers, Ad nirall ; Sir Thomas Dale, igh } 5 Sir 
Fardinando Wainman, Generall of the Horle;and fo all ochez offices to many other 
worthy Genclemen, for their hives: ( though not any of them had ever beene in 
Usrginia, except Capcaine Newpert,who wasalfo by Patent made vice-Admirall:) 
thofe noble Gentlemen drew in fuch Be fummes of money, chat they fene 
Sir Thomas Gates,Sit George Somers, and Capitaine Newport with nine thippes, and 
fue hundred people, who had each ef chem 2 Commiffion, who firlt arrived to calk 
in the old, withouc the knowledge or confent of them, chat had endured all thofe 
former dangers to beat the pach, not any regire had at all of chem. All chings bein 
ready, becaufe thofe three Capraines could not agree for place, it was concl 
they fhould goeall in one thip,{o all their chree Commiffions were in that Ship with 
them called the See-Venture. They fer fayle from England in May 1609. Afmall 66 9a 
Carch perifhed at Sea in a Hericano: the Admirall with an hundred and fiftiemen, $* Theuse 
with the two Knights, and their new Commiffion, cheir Bils of Loading, wich all Sseith Trea 
snannez of direétions, and the moft part of a asrived not. Withthe o- furer, 
ther 
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ther feaven Ships as Captaines arrived Rat/sffe, whofe right name(as is feyd) was 
Sicklemore, Martin, nd Archer, with Captaine Weed, Captaine Webbe, Capraine 
(Moone, Capiaine King, Capraine Davis, and divers Gentlemesi of good m 


and greac parentage. Butche firit as they had beene troublefeme at Sea, began a 


ineto ntarre all afhore : for chough (asis {aid )they were formerly fent for Emg- 
» yet now returning ageine, prac by the acles of Capcaines of the paffengers, 
feeing che Admirall wanting ,and great probabiline of her \offe,ftrengehened bedi 
{clues with thofe new companies, fo exclaiming againft Captaine Sash, chat they 
mortally hated him ere ever chey faw him. Who ynderftanding by his Scouts the 
asrivall of fuch a Fleet, litle dreaming of any fuch fupply, fuppofed them Spasy- 
ards, Buc he quickly fo decermined and ordered our affaires, as we little feared their 
Arrivall, nor che tucceile of our incounter; nor were the Salvages any way negli- 
ent for the moft part, toayd and affift vs wich their beft power. Had it fo beene we 
beene happy ; for we would nos hauc eruited chem buc as our foes, where re- 
ceiuing them as our Countreymen and friends, they did svhat chey could co mur- 
cher our Prcfident,to furprife che Score, the Forc, and our lodgings, to viurpe che 
government, and make vs all cheir fervants and flaues, till chey could confuine vs 
and our remembrance y and rather indeed to fupplant vs then {upply vs, as mafter 
Wiliam Bex an honeft Gentleman in chis voyage chus relaceth. 

_ Inthe tayle of a Hericane wee were feparated from the Admirall, which although 
it was but the remainder of that Storine, there is feldome any fach in England, or 
thofe Northerne parts of Ewrepe. Some lott their Malts, fome their Sayles blowne 
from their Yards y the Seas fo over-raking our Ships, much of our prouifion was 
{poyled, our Fleet feparated, and our men ficke,and many dyed, and in this miferae 
ble eftace we arrived in Virginia.

the nexr day neither, in fine chey would rule all, or ruincall:yecin chariie we m 
endure chem thus to deftroy vs, or by “ca Beep mr haue brought the 
worlds cenfure vpon vsto be guilticof their blouds. Happichad we beence had they 
hever arrived, and we for ever abandoned, and as we were left co our fortunes: for 
on earth for che number was never more confufion, or mifery, then theis factions 
occafioned. 

The Prefident feeing the defire thofe Braues had co rule sfeeing how his autho- 
ritie was fo vnexpeétedly changed,would willingly hauc left all,and hane recurned 
for Exgland, But iecing these was fmall hope this new Commiffion would arrive, 
longer he would not fuffer thofe fagtious {pirits co proceede,I¢ would be too tedi- 
ous, too ftrange, and aloft incredible ] seheirared relase the infinite 
dangers, plots,and praétices,he daily efcaped amongft this fagtous crewsthe chiefe 
whereof he quickly layd by the hecles, rill his leafure beccer ferved to doe them nu- 
ftice :and to take away all occafions of further mifchiefe, Matter Parcie had his re- 

ueft granted to returne for England, oe ficke, and M‘ #%f with en hun- 
dred and ewencie of the beft he could chufe,he fent to the Falles;Adortis with ncare 
as nfany 10 Nawd/amend, with their due proportions of all proviliens ae co 
their numbers, ow 
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Now the Prefidents yeare being ncare expired, he made Captaine AZertis Prefi- 
dent to follow the order tor the eleétion of a Prelidens every yeare:but he knowing 
Lis owne infufhciency, and the companies vncowardneife and lictle regard of him, 
within three houres atter refigned it againe co Captaine Sesth, and at Nasdfamand 
thus proceeded. The people being contribucers vied him kindly ; yet fuch was his 
icalous feare, in the midit of cheir mirth, he did furprife this poore naked King, 
with his Monuments, houtes, and the Ifle he inhabited, and there fortified bim- 
felfe 5 but fo apparantly diftraéted with feare, as imboldened the Salvages co aifaule 
him, kill his men, releafetheir King, gather and carry away a thouland bufhels of 

Sorne, he not once offering to intercept them ; but fent co che Prelidenc then ac the 
Falles tor thirtie good fhot; which from /ames Towne immediately was {ent him. 
But he fo well imployed chem, they did iuft nothing, but recurned complaining of 
his tendemneife:yet he came away with them to James Towne, leauing his company 
to their fortunes. . 

. Here I cannot omit the courage of Genre Forreft, chat had feauenteene Arrowes. 
{ticking in him, and one thot through hia, yet liued fixe or fcauen dayes, as if he 
had {mall bure, then for want of pir 2 dyed. 7 

Matter 9ft having feated his men by the Falles, prefently returned to reuific, 
Tames Towne: the Prefidene followed him to fee that company feared ;methim by, 
che way, wondering athis fo quicke returne ; and fourd his company planted fo 
inconfiderarely, in a place not oncly fubieét co che rivers invndarion, but round ine 
vironed with many incollerable inconueniences. 

For remedie whereof he prefently fenc to Pewbatanto fell him the place called 
Powhatan, promiling to defead him againtt che Afonacens. And thefe fhould be his 
Conditions ( with his people ) to refigne him che Fort and houfes, and all chat 
Counerey for a proportion ot Coppers thac all ftealing offenders fhould be fene 
him, thereto receiue cheir punifhment 5 that every houteas a Cuttome fhould pay 
him a Buthell of Corne for an inch fquare of Copper, and a proportion of Pecones, 
asa ycarely cributecto King /awes for their proceétion, as aduuie 5 what elfe chey 
could fpare to barter ac cheir beit difcreuons.

doc co fhew their {pights they did 5 fuppofing all che Afomacans Country, gold sand 
uone fhould come bere bat whom they pleafed. I doe more then wonder to thinke 
bow onely with fue men, he either durft or would adventure as he did, ( knowing 
how greedic they were of his bloud ) to landamong{t them, and commit co imprr 
fonment all che Chieftaines ot chofe mutinics, olf by their mulcicudes being an 
hundred and twenue they forced him co retyresyet in chat interim he furprifed one 
of their Boates, wherewith he returned to their fhip ;where in deed was their proui- 
fion, which alfo he tooke, and well i chanced he and the Marriners focragtable 
aud conftant, or chere had beene {mall poffibilide he had ever efcaped. There were 
divers other of betcer reafon and experience, that from their firft landing, hearing 
che general! good report of his old Souldiers, and fceing with their mis actions 
fo well mannaged with difcretion, as Captaine Weed, Capraine Webbe, Cap. ALoene, 
Capeaine Fitz /ames, Matter Wikiams Powell, Mafigr Partridge, Matter White, and 
divers others, when they perceiued che malice of Rethffe and Archer, and theit face 
tion, left cher companies, and ever refted his faichfullfriends. Bucthe worft was 
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thar the poore Salvages, that daily broughrin their contribution to, the Prefident, pom o¢ 
that diforderly company fo tormented thofe poore a by ftealing their carne, peace with 


— gardens, beating them, breaking their hou 

OncTss 

Protestors, worfe enemics then the Afonacans themfelues: which though till then, 

for his Joue they had egdured, they defired pordon if hereafter they defended theme 

{elues ; fince he would notcorreé wee they had long expected he would. be 
2 m 
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much they impercuned him to punith chcir mifdemeanors, as they offered (if he 

would leade thein )to fight as againit chem. Buchaving {penc nine dayes in 

fecking corcclaime chem , fhewing chem how much they did abufe chemielues 

with thefe great guilded hopes of the South Sea Mines, commodities, or victories, 

a 7 madly ccnceived sthen feeing nothing would prevaile, he fer fayle for 
ames Towne, 


Thus oft we fee from [mall greene wounds, and from alittle griefe, 
Ai greater fore and fickne[[e growss, then will admuit relicfe: 
For thus them/elstes they did beguile,and with the reft play'd theefe. 


Now no fooner was the Ship vnder fayle, but the Salvages affaulted thofe hune 


dred and twentie in their Fort, finding fome ftragling abroad in che woods : they 


flew many, 2nd fo affrighted :he reft, as their prifoners efcaped, and chey fafely re- 
tyred, wich the {words and cloakes of thofe chey had flaine. But ere wee had fayled 
caleague, our fhip grounding, gaue vs once more libertie to fummmon them to 

a parley 3 where we found them all fo {trangely amazed with chis poore(illy alfauke 
of eweluc Saluagcs, chacthey fubmicted chemf{elues vpon any cearmes co the Prefi- 
dents mercy ; who prefently puc by the heeles fixe or feauen of the chiefe offenders: 
the reft he feated gallantly at Powhatan, in that Salvage Fort, readie built, and 
cily fortified with poles aud barkes of trees, fufficientro haue defended them trom 
all che Salvages in Vérginia, dry houfes for lodgings and neere two hundred ac- 
cres of ground ready to be planted, and no place we knew fo ftrong, fo pleafant 
and delightfull in Varginra for which we called ic New-/ach, The Salvages alfo hee 

a i appealed, redcliuering to either party cheir former loifes. Thus all were 
ends. 
New officers appointed co command, andthe Prefidencagaine ready to depart, 
at that inftane arriued Captaine ?, whofe gentle nature( by the perfwafi- 
onsand compaffion of thofe mutinous prifoners, alledging they had onely done 
this forhis honor) was fo much abufed, that to regaine their old hopes, new cur- 
boylesdid arife. For they a-fhorebeing poffetfed of all chere vigtuall, dnunition, 
and euery ching, grew to chat height in cheir former fagtions, as the Prefident 
left them cotheir fortunes: they returned againe to the open ayre atWefts Fort, a- 
bandoning Nex fach, and heto [ames towne with his beft expedition, but this hap- 
ned him in chac lourucy. | | 

Sleeping in his Boate,( fer the hip was returned two daies before) aceidentallie, 
one fired hhis powder bag, which core che flefh from his body and chighes, nine or 
teninches fquarein a moft pictifull manner ; but to sucoch the cormenting fire, 
frying him in his clo:chs he leaped over-boord into the deepe river, where ere they 
could recover him he was neere drowned, In chiseftace withour eicher Chirargr 
an, or Chirurgery he was to goeneere an hundred myles. Arriving at James cowne, 
caufing all chings0o be prepared for peace or warres to obtaine provifion, whileft 
thofe . were providing, Ratiffe, Archer,& the reft of heir Confederates, being 
to cometo theirtrials; their guilde confciences, fearing a iutt reward for their des 
ferts, feeing the Prefident, vnable to ttand, and neere bercft of his fenfesby reafon 
of his torment,they had plotted to haue murdered him in his bed. Bat his 
heart did faile him that fhould haue giuen fire co chat mercileife Piftoll, So not fine 
ding that courfeto he the beft,they ioyned together co vfurpe the government, 
thereby co efcapetheir punifhment. The Prefident, had notice of their proie&ts, 
the which to wichitand, though his old fouldiers importuned him but pernie them 


pr 
iri 


to take their heads that would refifthis command, yet he would not fuffer them, 


but fent for the Mafters of the fips, and tooke order with them for his returne for 
England. Seeing there was cites Chirurgian, nor Chiraspery in the Fort to 
cure hishurt,and che thips to depart che next day,his Commiffion to be fupprefied 
heknew noc why, himfclfe and {ouldiers to be rewarded he knew sot how, and a

New commiffion granted chey knew notto whoin(che which difabled that authori- 
ty he had, as made thein prefumelo oftco chole mutes as they did:) befides fo 
grievous were his wounds,and{o crucil his corments(tew expecting he couid luc) 
nor was heeable co follow his bulines co rep1ine what they had Gott fuppretle 
thofe fagtions, and range che countries for provilion as he intended; and well he 
knew in thofe atfaires his owne aétions and prefence was as requilic as his direétions, 
which now could notbe, he went prefencly abroad, refoluing chere to appoins 
them aac and co take ord:r for the mutiners, buc he could fiade none hee 
thought fit for ic wouldaccept it. Inche meane ame, {eeing him gone,they per{wa- 
ded Matter Percy co ftay, who wasthen to goefor England, and vechur Prefident. 
Within letfe chen an houre was this mutation begun and concluded, For when tine 
Company vnderftood Saszh would leaue them,& faw the reit in Arms called Pre- 
fidents & Councellors, divers began co tawneon thofe new commanders, chat now 
bene all chear witsco get him religne chem his Commiffion : who after much adoe 
and many bitter repulfes 5 chat cheir confufion (which he could chem was at cheir 
elbowes){hould not be actribuced co him, for leauing che Colony without a Come 
miffion, he was not vowilling they fhould ftealeic, but never would he giue it to 
fuch as they. 


And chus, Strange violent forces dvew vs on unwiking : 
Reafon per[wading ‘ging eur loncs rebellsng. 
We page knew ibe bester,ah curfe pos ! 
Thas not wit banding we inebrace the werft, 


Buc had thac vnhappie blaft not hapned, he would quickly have qualified che 
heate of thofe humors, and faétions, had the fhips but once lett chem and vs to our 
forcunes and haue made that provifion from among the Salvages, as we nerther 
Feared Spasyard, Salvage, nor tamine nor would haue left Ferginia, nor ourlawfa'! 
auchoritie, bus ar as deare a price as we had boughrit, and payd for it. What fhili I 
fay bur chus, we left him, char in all his proceedings, sacle Latkice his firft guide, 
and experience his fecond, even hating b:feneffe, floath, pride, and indignitie,more 
then any dangers 5 that never allowed more for bimfelfe, chen his fouldiers with 
him ; that vpon no danger would fend chem where he would not lead them him- 
felfe 5 chat would never fee vs want, what he eicher had, or could by any meanes 
get vs 5 chat would rather want chen borrow, or ftaruc chen not pay ; that loued ace 
tion more then words, and hated falfhood and covetoufneffe worfe chen death ; 
whofe adventures were our liues, and whofe loife our deaths. 

Leaving vs thus with three fhips, feaven boats, commodities readie co trade, the 
harveft newly gathered, ten weeks provifion in che ftore, foure hundred nintie and 
ed perfons, cwencie-foure Peeces of Ordnance, three hundred Muskers, Snaphan- 
ces, and Firelockes, Shot, Powder, and Match fufficient, Curats Pikes,Swor 
Morrios,more then mensthe Salvages,their language,and habitarions well knowne 
to an hundred well crayned and expert Souldiers ; Nets for fifhing 3 Tooles of all 
fortsto workes apparcll to fupply oar wants ; fix Mares and a Horfe; fine or fixe 
busdred Swine ; as many Hennes and Chickens ; fome Goats ; fome fheepe 5 what 
was brought or bred there remained, Bur they regarding nothing but from band 
to mouth, did confume that wee had, tooke care tor nothing, bur to perfeét fome 
colourable complaincs againft Captaine Sasish. For effe&ting whereof three weekes 
longer they Rayed the Ships, till they could produce chem. Thatame and charge 
snight much berter haue beene {pent, bur it fuced well with the reft of cheir 
crecions. 

Befides [asses cowne that was ftrongly Pallizadoed,containing fome fiftie or fig- 
tic ar a left ue or fixe other feverall oh yr emp they were 
not fo fumptuous as our fucceifors expef were better oo 
any for vs. aaa ae a in the Conntrey, end threco- 
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thers: 
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The Difcoveries and Accidents, Lib.3 
thers chat could doe little, but defired to be learners: two Blackfmiths ; : wo faylers, 
& chofe we write labourers were for mott part footmen,and (uch a> they chat ware 
Adventurers brought co attend chem, or {uch as they could perfwade to goe with 
them, thacneuer did know what a dayes worke was, except the Darch-nen and 
Poles, and {ome dozen cther. For all the reft were poore Gentlemen, Tradfmen, 
Serving-men, libertines, and fuch like, ten cimes more fit co fpoyle a Commmon- 
wealth, then either begin one, or buc helpe to mainraine one. For when neither the 
feare of God, nor the law, nor fhame, nor dilpleafure of their friends could rule 
them here,there is {mall hope ever to bring one in twentic of them ever to be good 
there. Notwithftznding, I confeile. divers among{t chem, had better mindes and 

rew much more induitrious then vias expeétcd: yet ten good workemen would 
aue done morc fubftanciall worke in aday, then cen of chen in a weeke. Therefore 
men may rather wonder how we could doe fo much, then vie vs fo badly, becaufe 
we did no more, but leauethofe examples co make others beware, and the fruits of 
all, we know nocfor whom, 
But to fee the juttice of God vpon thefe Datch-men;Va/do before fpokeof made 
a fhift to get for England, where perfwading the Merchants what rich Mines hehad 
found, atid great fervice he would doe chem, was very well rewarded, and returned 
with the Lord Le Warre:but being founda meere Impoftor, he dyed moft mifefa- 
bly. Adam and Francis hiscwo conforts were fied againe to Powhatas, co whom 
they promifed ac the arrivall of my Lord, whac wonders they would doe, would he 
fuffer chem but co goe to him. But the King feeing they would be gone, replyed s 
You that would haue betrayed Captaine Sash to mee, will certainely betray me to 
this great Lord for your peace: fo caufed his men to beat out their braines. 
To conclude, the greateft honour chat ever belonged ro the greateft Monarkes, 
was the inlarging ther Domunions,and ere€tung Common-weales, ¥ et howfoever 
apy of them haue attributed to them{elues, che Conquerors of the world: there is 


‘more of the world never heard of them,then ever any of chem all had in {ubicéti- 


on: for the A4edes, Perfians, and A fyrians, never Conquered all 4fia, norche Gre 
cians but part of Exrope and Afia, The Romans indeed had a great part of boch,as well 
as Affrica:but as for all che Norcherne parts of Earepe and athe interior Southern 
and Welierne partsof Affrica,all Ansrrica & Terra incognita they Were all ignorant : 
nor is our knowledge yet but fuperficiall. That their beginnings, ending, and limi- 
tations were ptoportioned by the Alimghtic is moft evident: but to confider of 
what {mall meanes many of them hauc begun is wonderfull, For fome write that ¢- 


yen Reme her (elfe, during the Raigne of ‘Reswales, exceeded not the number ef s 


thoufand houfes, And Carthage grew fo greac a Porentate, that at firft was but incr. 
caled in the chongsof a Bulls skinne, as to fight with Rcme for che ome 7 of the 
world. Yea Venice ac this time the admiration of the earth,was at firft buca Marith, in- 
habited by poore Fifhermen. Andlikewite Nesspie, Thebes, Babylon, Delus, Trey, A- 
shens, Mycena and Sparta, from {mall beginnings to be moft famous Scares, 
though now they retaine little more then a naked name. Now this our yong Com- 
mon-weakh in Piginia, as you haue read once confitted but of 38 perfons, and in 
two yeares increafed butto 200. yet by this {mall meanes fo highly was a ed 
the Plantation in Virginia, as how many Lords, with worthy nights, and braue 
Gentlemen pretended to fee it, and fome did, and now after the expeace of fifteene 
yeares more, and fuch maffie {ummes of men and moncy, grow they difanimered ? 
If wetrucly confider our Proceedings wich the Spesyerds, and the reft, we haueno 
reafon to delpayre, for wich fo fmall charge, ehey never had either greater Difcove- 
ries, with fuch certaine cryals ef more feverall Commodities,then in this fhore time 
hath beene recurned from Virginia, and by much leife meanes. New Exglend was 
ht out of abf{curitie, and affoorded — for neare 300 fayle of ee 
she 


there is now eregted a braue Plantation. For the happines of Sassaser fer 
no leffe then either, and yetthofe have had afar leife, and s more in

Powhatan ftill 2s he found meanes, cacoff cheir yeas 
denied chem crade, fo char Capraine rf? fet faile for England.Now we all f 
the loffe of Capraine Smith, yea his greaccft maligners could now curfe his loffe: 
asfor corne, pronifion and contribution from the Salueges, we had nothing but 
mortall wounds, wich clubs and arrowes 3 as for our Hogs, Hens, Goats,Sheepe, 
Horfe, or what liued,our commanders, officers & Saluages daily confumed chem,

one another boyled and ftewed with rootsand herbs : And one amongft the reft 

did kill his wife, powdered her, and had eacen pare of her before it was knowne, 
for which hee was executed, as hee well deferued 5 now whether fhee was bercer 
roafted, boyled orcarbonado’d, I know nor, but of fuch a dith as powdered wife 
I neuer heard of. This was chat cime, which fill to this day we called the ftaruing 
time it were coo vile co fay, and {carce to be beleeued, what we endured : but che 
occafion was our owne, for wane of providence, induftrie and gouernment, and 
not che barrenneffe and defeé of che Countrie, as is generally {uppofed ; for rill 
then in three yeeres, for che numbers were landed vs, we had neuer from Exglend 
prouifion fufficient for fix moneths, chough it feemed by the bils of loading fuffi- 
cient was fenc vs, fich a gluccon is the Sea, and fach good fellowes the Mariners 
we as licce tafted of the great proportion fent vs, as chey of our wane and mife- 
ries, yet nocwithftanding chey euer ouer-fwayed and ruled che bufinefle, though 
weendured all chat is faid,and chiefly lied on what this good Councrie naturally 
afforded s yec had wee beenc cuen in Paradice it felfe with thefe Goucrnours, it 
would not have beene much betcer with vs; yee chere was amongft vs, who had 
they had che goucrnment as Capraine Swith appointed, but thar they could noe 
miaincainc it, would furely haue kept vs from thofe extremities of miferies. This 
in ten daics mere, would haue fupplanted vs all wich death, 

But God that would not this Countrie fhould be Hy Sree fence Sir Thomeas 
Gates, and Sir George Sonemers with onc hundred and fiftie people moft happily 
preferued by the Bermudas to preferue vs : ftrange ic is to fay how miraculoully 
they were preferued in a leaking thip, as at large you may reade in che infuing 
Hiftorie of chofe Ilands,

Hen thefe two Noble Knights did fecour miferies, being but 

ftrangers in that Countrie, and could vnderftand no more of che 

caufe, buc by conieéture of our clamours and complaints, of ac- 

cufing and excufing one another : They embarked vs with them: 
felues, with the beft meanes =i Sapna abandoning Janecs towne, {ct faile for 
England, whereby you may fee the event of che gouernment of the former Com- 
manders left co chemfelues ; although they had liued there many yceres as for- 
merly hach beene fpoken (who hindred now their proceedings, Captaine Sasith 
being gone.) 

At Boone they fell othe Ileof Hegs, and the next morning to Mailbery point, 
at what cime they defcried che Long-boat of the Lord LeWare, Soe God would nor 
haue it fo abandoned.

for if God had noe fentSir Themeas Gates from the Bermadas, within foure d3ics 
they had almoft beenefamifhed ; if God had noe direéted the heart of that noble 
Knigls co fane che Fort from Bering ateheir thipping, for many were very im- 
porcunatt ro haue burnt ic, they had beene deftiture of a prefent harbour and fuc- 
cour ; if they had abandoned che Fore rr 5 time, and had not fo foone re- 
earned, queftionle(fethe Indians would hane deftroied rhe Fort,which had beene 
she meanes of our faferies amongft them and a terror, If they had fer faile fooner, 
and had lanched inro the vaft Ocean,who would haue promifed they fhould haue 
jncountered che Fleer of the Lord /a sre, efpecially when they made for New 
found Land, 43 they intended, 2 courfe contranie ro our Navie approaching, If che 
Lorde Ware had not broughe with him a yeeres prouifion, whae comfort would 
thofe poore foules haue receiued,ro have beene relanded to afecond diftruftion? 
This was chearme of the Lord of Hofts, who would haue his people paife che 
red Sea and Wildernefle, and then'eo poffetle che land of Canaan: ]t was diuine- 
ly Spoken of Heathen Socrates, If God for man be carefull, why fhould man bee 
ouer-diftrufttull ? for he hath forempered thecontrary qualities of the Elements,

TheLord Gouernour, afrer mature deliberation, delivered fome few words co 
the Companie, laying iuft blame vpon chem, for cheir haughtie vanicies and flug- 
ith idlenefle, carneftly increating chem to amend chofe defperate follies, lefthee 
ould be compelled co draw che iword of Iuftice,and to cur off fach delinquents, 
which he had rather draw; coche fhedding of his vicall bloud, co protett them 
from iniaries 3 heartning chem with relation of chat ftore hee had brought with 
him, confticating officers of all conditions, to rule over them, allotein 
man his particular place, to watch vigilancly and worke painfully: This rice 
and direétion being receiued with a generail applaufe, you might fhortly behold 
the idle and reftie difeafes of adiuided multitude, by the vnitie and auchoritie of 
a0 roy co befubftantially cured.

and the reft of this allemblie,in what ftace I haue lined cuer fince my srrivall rorhe 
Colonie, what hath beene che iuft caufe of my fuddén departure, and on whae 
cearmes I hauc left che fame,the rather becaufe I perceiue, that fincemy comming 
into Exglend, fucha coldnet{e and irrefolution is bred in many of che Aduenry- 
rers, that fomeof chem feeke to withdraw their payments, by which the aétion 
muft be fupported, making this my returne colour of cheir needletle backward- 
neife and vniuft procraétion : which thar you may the berrer vnderftand, I was 
welcomed to Jemes.cowne by a violent ague 5 being cured of ic, within three

Efore the Lord / Ware arriued in England, the Councell and Companie 
had difparched away Sir Thewas Dale with three thips, men and cattell, 
and all other prouifions neceflarie for a ycere 3 all which arrived well the 
tenth of May 26212. where he found them growing againe totheir former 
eftsreof penuric, being fo improuident as not to puc Corne inthe ground for 
their bread, but crafted to the ftore, chen furnifhed but with three moneths pro- 
uifion s his firft care cherefore was to imploy all hands about ferring of Corne, at 
the rwoForts ac Keconghean, Henry and Charles, whereby, the feafon then noe 
aly paft, though about the end of May, wee had an indifferent crop of good 


e. 

This bofinefe taken order for, and the care and truft of it committed to his vn- 
der-O fficers, to James cove he haftened, where moft of the companie were ar 
their daily and vfuall works, bowling in che ftreets; thefe hee imployed aboue 
neceflarie workes, 2s felling of Timber, repayring their houfes ready to fall on 
their heads, and prouidi es, pofts and railes, co impale his purpofed new 
towne, which by reafon of his ignorance, being bar newly arrived, hee had not 
refolued where to fear; thereforeto berter his knowledge, with one hundred men 

e §pen fome time in viewing the River of Nas{amwnd, in defpight of the Jx- 
dians chen our enemies y then our owne River to che Fales, where oe high 
Jand, inuitdned wich the maine Riuer, fome cwelue miles from the Fales,by 
er {abatteck, he refolued to planc his new towne. 

Je was no Small rouble to reduce his people fo cimely to good order, being of 
foill 2 condition, 2s may well wienefle his feucritie and ftri& imprinted booke 
of Articles, chen needfull with all exeremitie co be executeds now much mitigs- 
ted 5 fo 2s if his Lawes had noc beenc fo firidlly executed, I fee not how che vrter 
fabwerfion of the Colonie thould haue beene preuented, witnelle prebbes and 
Prices defigne che firft yeere, fioce that of Abbets, and others, more dan 
than the former. Here I encreat your patience for an Apologie, chough not a 
pardon. This leffrey Abbots, how euer this Author cen{ures him, and the Go- 
wernour executes him, I know he had Jong ferued both in /reland and Nether-' 
lands, here hee was pag aa rd Companie, and I neuer faw in Verginias 
more fafficient Souldier, lefle curbulenc, a becter wit, more hardy or induftrious, 
nor any more forward to cut off them that fought co abandon the Countrie, or 
wrong the Colonies how ingratefully chofe deferes might bee rewarded, enuied 
or neglected, or his farre inferiors preferred to ouer-top him, I know noe, bue 
fach occafions might moue @ Sainr, much morea man, her aaron ange 
Impatience, bux how euer, it feemes he hath beene punifhed for his o that 
was neuer rewarded for his deferts. And euen this Summer Cole and Kitchies 
ploc with three more, bending their courfe to Ocawabewan, fue daics iourney 
from vs, where chey report are Spaviards inilabiting. Thefe were cutoff by the 
Saluages, hired by vs to hune them home to receiue their deferts : SoasSir The- 
sas Dale hath noe beene fo tyrannous nor fepere by the halfe, as there was occ:

he effected, to the great content of his companic, and all che Colonie. 

This towne is Gruared vpon anecke of a plaine rifing land, three parts inui- The 
roned with chemaine Riuer, the necke of land well impaled, makes it like an Iles Hesvics, 
it hath three ftreers of well framed houfes, a handfome Church, and che founda- 
tion of a berter laid, to bee buil: of Bricke, befides Srore-houfes, Warch-houfes, 
and fuch like : Vpon the verge of the Riuer chere are fue houfes, whercin liue 
the honefter fore of people, as Farmers in England, and they keepe continual 
cencinell for che cownes fecuritie. About two miles from the rowne, inco the 
Maine, is another palc, acere two miles in length, from Riuer to Riuer, guarded 
wich feuerall Commanders, with a good quantitie of Cerne-ground impai 
fafficsencly fecured to maintaine more chan I fuppofe will come chis chree yeeres.

ftrained cucry yeefe co buildand repaire our old Cottages, which were alwaics: 
a decaying in all places of the Countrie, yea, che very Courts of Guard buile by 
Sir Toomres Dale, wis ready to fall, and the Palizado’s not fufficient to keepe out 
Hogs. Their number of people were abour 4e0. but not paft 200.fic for hus- 
bandry and tillage : we'found therein all one hundred ewentie eight cartel, and 
fottréicore and eight Goats, befides er numbers of Swine, and good

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plencie of Corne in fome ‘one syec che next yeere the Capraine fenc out's Frigat 
and a Pinnace, thar brought vs neere fix hundred buthels more,which did 

relieue che wholeColonie : For from the cenanes wee feldome had abouefoure 
hundred buthels of rent Corneto the ftore, and chere was not remaining of the 
Companies companie, pat foure and fiftie men, women and Children. 

This yeere hauing planced our fields, came a great drought, and fuch a cruel! 
ftorme of haile, which did fuch fpoile both to the Corne and Tobacco, chat wee 
— bu {mall profic, the Magazine that came in the Geerge, being fue me- 

in herpallage, proued very badly conditioned, bur pi Sf. we had 
gathered and made vp our Tobacco, the beft at three hhillings che pound, che ref 
at eighreene pence, 
ofupply vs,che Councell and Company with all poflible care and diligence, 
furnifhed a good hhip of fome rwo h and fifcie runne, with cwo hundred 
people and the Lord /« Ware, They fer failein Aprill, and tooke their courfe by 
the wefterne Iles, where che Gouernour of che Ile of Saine Michael receiued the 
Lord 4a Ware, and honourably feafted him, wich all che content hee could giue 
him. Going from chence, they were long troubled with contrary winds, in 
which time many of chem fell very ficke, chirtie died, one of which number was 
that moft honourable Lord Gouernour the L ord sare, whofe moft noble and 
generous difpofirion, is well knowne to his great coft, had beene moftforward 
in this bufineife for his Councries good : Yer this cender ftace of Uirgixia was not 
growne to that maturicie, co mainraine {uch ftare and pleafure as was fic for fucha 
perfonage, with fo braue and great actendance : for fome {mall number of ad- 
uentrous Genilemen co make difcoueries, and lic in Garrifon, ready vpon any 
occafion to keepe in feare che inconftant Saluages, nothing were more requifice, 
but co have more co wait & play chan worke, or more commanders and officers 
than induftrious labourers was nox fo necellarie : for in Virginie, a plaine Soul- 
dier that can vfe s Pick-axe and {pade, is becrer than fue Knighrs, alhough they 
were Knights that could breake a Lance ; for men of great place, not inured to 
thofe incounters 3 when they finde things noc farable, grow many times fo dif- 
concenred, they forget » & oft become fo careleife, thac a difconrenred 
melancholy brin to much forrow, and to others much miferie. At laft 
they flood in for the coat of New-England, where they met a {mall Frenchman, 
rich of Beuers and other Furres, Though wee had here bur fmall knowledge of 
the coaft nor countrie, cooke foch an abundance of Fifh and Fowle, and 
fo well refrefhed ¢ ues there with wood and water, as by the helpe of God 
thereby, haning beene at Ses fixreene weekes, got to Virginia, who without this 
reliefe had beene in greac danger co perith. The French-men made chem fuche 
feaft, wich fach an abundance of varietie of Fith, Fowle and Fruits, as they all ad- 
sured, and lictle expegted thar wild wilderneife could affoord fuch wonderfull 
abundance of plence. In this thip came abour ewo hundred mer, but very lirle 
ae and the thip called the 7rea/wrer came in againe nct long after wich 
fori pllenges the Lord La Wares thip lying in Uirgisia turee moneths, wee 
sAtualled her with chreefcore buthels of Corne, and eight Hogsheads of fich, 
befides other viétuall the fpenc whileft chey carried chere : thisthip brought vs ad- 
wice chat grese multitudes werea 4 ing in England to bee fene, and relied 
snuch vpon thet vidtuall they thould finde here ; a our Capraine called 
e Councell, and writ to the Councell here in England the eftace af the Colonie, 
and what agreat miferie would infue, if chey fene not prouifion as well as peoples 
and what chey did faffer for wane of skilfull husbandmen, and meanes to fe 
ghreiz Ploughs on worke, having as good ground as any man can defire, and 
abour forse Bulls and Oxen, bot ¢ wanred men to bring them to l- 
bour, and Irons for che Ploughs, and harneffe for the Carrell, Sorae chirtie 
or fortie acres wee had fowne with one Plough, but ic flood fo long an che 
ground before it was reaped, it was moft thaken, and the reft {j Cal, 
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Carrell and Rats in che Barne, bur no berter Corne could bee for the quantitie.

Sir George Yearly co beginnehisgo- 
uernmenr, added co be of his councell,Capraine Franvxs weft, Capcaine Nathazs- 
ol Powell, Mafter lobn ‘Pory, after lobe Relfe,and Matter Wiliaw Wickam,and Ma- 
fer Samuel Macocke,an propounded co haue a generall ailembly with all expe- 
dition.

0f Jane came in the Triall with Corne and Cartell all in fafery, which 
cooke from vs cleerely all feare of famine s then our goucrnour and councell cau- 
fed Burgefics to be chofen in all places, and met «x sagmcel Alfembly, where all 
macters were debated thought expedient for the good of the Colony, and Cap- 
caine Ward was fent co Menabiganin new England, vo filb in May, and returned 
chelarrer end of May, but ¢o {mmall purpofe, for chey wanced Sale : the Geergealfo 
was fent caNew-found-laed with the Cape Merchane,chere fhe bought Sith, that de- 
fraied her charges, and made a good voyage in feuen weekes. About che laft of 
Auguft came in a duech man of warre chat old vs cwenty Negars, and /apaxens 
‘King of Patawemeck,came to Lamses towne £0 defirecwo thips to come tradein his 
River, for a more ee hadnot beenein a long time, yet very

Capraine weddeffe of Briftelcame in not long after, 
wich all his peopic lufty and in healch, and we had cwo particular Gouernors fene 
vs, vader the citles of Deputies coche Company, the one to hauecharge of che 
Colledge Lands, the other of che Companies: Now you are to vnderftand, that 
becaufe there haue beene many complaints agajnft che Goucrnors, Capraines, 
and Officers in Virginia, for buying and felling men and boies, or ro bee fet 
ouer from onc wo another for a ycerely rene, was heldin Exg/end a thing moftin- 
colerable, or that the renants or lawful feruants fhould be put from thir places; 
or abndged their Couenanc3,was fo odious, chat che very report thereof broughe 
a great scandal coche generall aftion, The Councell in England did fend mariy 
and worthy inftructions for the amending thofe abufes, and appointed 2 

men fhould at che Companies charge be allotted and pronided ro ferue 

and actend che Gouernour during the time of his gouernstient, which number he 
was co make good ac his departure, and leaueco his Succetfor in like manner, Gity 
to the Depury-Gouernout of the College land, and fifty to the Depury of the 
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Foure corpora= 
tions named.

After many cempefts and foule weather, abour che fourereench of 
March we were in thirteene degrees and an halfe of Northerly lacicude, where we

Bur for anfwer they made two thot at vs, with hea bo 
frail thot, which caufed vs ce leaue the decks s chen with many ill wordsthey Jai 
vs which caufed vsto rsife our maine fale, and give the word co our 
Small thot which lay clofe and ready, that paid them in fuch fort, chey ker | re. 
tired, The fighe continued halfe an houre, as if we had beencinuironed with fire

chem to comeon againe afreth, which they did fo effeétually, chat queftionletle 
it had wrought an alteration, if che God chac coffech Monarchies , and cearech 
Mounraines, had noc caughe vs to colle our Pikes with profperous eucnrs, and 
powred our a volley of fmall thot amongit chem, whereby chat valiant Comman- 
der was flaine, and many of his Souldiers dropped downe likewife on the cop of 
che hatches. This wefaw sen ha cies, and retoyced with icar our aes fi a 
wemighe perceiue {ucceffe comming on, our Captaine prefencly tooke 
hie dol cheir Deombure though with much ak sed char refoluce 
Capraine, and not papa tage them againe with our Ordnance , buc had more 
fhoc vader the Pikes, which was beftowed to good purpofe, and amazed our ene- 
mies with che fuddenneflc. 

‘Amongtt the reft, one Lacas, out Carpencers Mate, muft not be forgorten,who 
perceiuing away howto them ;Asthey were thus puzied and in a conftli- 
on, drew out a Minion wnder che halfe decke, and chere bent it vpon chem in 
fach a manner, that when it was fired, che cafes of ftones and pecces of Iron fell 
vpon them fo thick, as cleared the decke, and flew many, and ia thort time we faw 
few ailailanes, but fuch as crept from place to place couerdy from che fury of our 
Shot, which now was thicker than heirs:for sichoughas far as we may cSmend our 
enemics,they had done fomething worthy of commendarions;yer cither wanting 
men, or being overtaken with the vnlooked for valour of our men, they now be- 
gzn co thrinke, and giue vs leaue co be wanton with ouraduantage. Yer we could 
onely vfe bur foure of Ordnances, but they ferued che curne as well as all 
the reft : for fhe was {hor fo oft berweene wind and warer, we faw they were wile 
ling ro leaue vs, but by reafon fhe was faft in the latch of our cable, which in hafte 
of weighing our anchor husig aloofe, the could nocclearé her felfe as the wrought 
to doe, till onc cur the Cable with an axe, and was flaine by freting vs. Having 
beeneaboord vs two houres and an halfe, fecing her felfe cleere, all che hot Wee 
had plaied on borh fides, which lafted rill we were out of thor, then we difcouered 
the Vice-Admirall comming to her afliftance, who began afarre offto ply vs with 
their Ordnances, and put vs in minde we hati another worke in hand. Whereup- 
on we feparared the dead and hurt bodies, and manned the fhip with che reft, and 
were fo well incouraged wee waifed them amaine. The Adsirall Rood sloofe 
off, and the other would not come within Falcon fhor, where the lay bartering vs 
ill thee recetued another paiment froma Demiculuering, which made her beare 
with chethore for fmooch warer tomend her leakes. The next morning they both 
came Vp againe with vs, as ifthey had derermined to devour vs at once, but it fee- 
med it was but 8 brauddo, though chey forfooke not our quarter for stime within 
Musker thors yet all the nighe onely they kept vs company, but madé nota fhot. 
During which time we had leafure to prouide vs bercer chan before: bur God be- 
thanked chey oper but afhew of another affaule, ere fuddenly the Vice-ad- 
mirall fell s ftarne, and che other lay fhaking in che wind,and fo they both left vs. 
The fight continued fix houres, and was the more vnwelcome, becaufe we were 
fo ill Sarr fees had noincent to fight nor giue occafion to difturbechem. As

Bout Oftober arriued Sir Francis Wyat, with Mafter George Sands, ape 

poinced Treafurer, Matter Danifen Secretary, Do€tor Per the Phylici- 

an, and Matter (Veyburne che Surgian, but much prouifion was very bad- 

ly conditioned, nay the Hogs would not eat thac Corne they broughe, 

which was a great caufe of their fickneiJe and mortality, and whatfoeuer is {aid 

againft the Usrginia Corne, they finde it doch beccer nourish than any psbuifion 

is fent thither 5 the Sailers ftill chey complaineare much to blame for imbefling 

the prouifions fentto private men, killing ot Swine,and diforderly trucking , fos 
which fome order would be taken. 

In them nine Ships that wenc with Sir Fraveis V/yat not one Paflenger died, 
at his arriuall he fence Matter 7borpe to Opechancavongh, whom hee found much

thirty Paflengers , exceedingly well furnifhed with all forcs of provifion and 
cattle, and planted himfelfe at Napers-newes: the Cotten treesinayeere grew fo 
thickeas ones arme, andfo high asaman: here any thing that is planeed doth 
profper fo well as in no place betcer. Forthe mortalicy of the people accufe not 
the place, for ofthe old Planters and the families fcarceone of twenty mifcarriey 
onely che wantof neceffaries are the occafions of chofe difeafes. And fo weewill 
cencludethis yeerewikh the hipping andnumbersfent.

Hee much wondered at our Bible, but much more co heare ie 
was the Law of ourGod, andthe firft Chaprer of Gene/is expounded of Adam 
and Ewe, and {imple mariages to which he replyed, hee waslike Adam inone 
thing, for he neuer had buc one wie ac once : but he, as all che reft, feemed more 
willing of other difcuurfes they better vnderftood. The next day che rwo Kings 
with cheir people, came aboord vs, but brought nothing according to promife; 
fo hac Enligne Salsage challeaged Namemacus the breach of three promifes,viz, 
noc in giuing hima Boy, nor Corne, chough they had plentie, nor Mentapafa 
fugiciue, called Robert ALarcum, chat had liued $. yeeres amongft chofe northerly 
nations, which hee cunningly anfwered by excufes. Womanate it feemes, was 
guilcletic of chis falfhood, becaufe hee ftaied alone when the reft were gone, I 
asked him if he defired co bee greacand rich 5 he anfwered, They were chingsall 
men a{pired ynto : which I cold him he thould be, if he would follow my coun- 
fell, fo le gaue me two tokens, which being returned by a metfenger, (hould fuf- 
fice to make him confident the metIenger could nor abufe vs. 

Some things being ftolne from vs, he tooke fuch order chat they were prefene- 
ly reftored, chen we interchanged prefents : in all things hee much admired our 
difcretions, and gaue vss guide thachee called brother, to condugt vs vp the 
Riuer: by che way we met wich divers chat fil could vs of Afarcems:and though ic 
was in Oftober, we found the Councrie very hor, and cheir Corne gathered be-

reted vs to Affacomece, wheretheir King (2fstewap had an old quarrell wich 
Enfigne Salsage, buc now {ceming reconaled, went with vs,with another Wero- 
wance towards Mattapanient, where they perfwaded vs afhore vpon thepoine 
of a thicker 5 but fuppofing ic fome crecherie, we rerurned to our boar: farre we 
had nor gone from the fhore,but a multitude of Saluages fallied out of che wood, 
with all che ill words and fignes of hoftiliciechey could. When wee faw plainly 
their bad intent, wee fer che two Werowanees at libertie, that all chis while had 
line in the Cabbin, as not taking any notice of their villanic, becaufe we would 
conuert chem by courtefie. Leauing them as we found chem, very ciuill and fub- 
till, wee returned che fame way wee came, to the laughing Kings on the Eafterne 
fhore, who told vs plainly, Nessasicus would alfo haue allured bim into his 
Countrie, vnder colour of trade co cur his chroat. Hee cold vs alfo Opechanca- 
seugh had imployed Onsaximse to kill Salwage, becaufe he broughe the trade from 
him to che Eafterne fhore, and fome difgrace hee had done his fonne, and fome 

thirteene of his people before one hundred of thofe Eafterlings in refeuin 

Thomas Granes whom they would have flaine, where hee and three more di 
challenge the chirecene Pamavskes co Sight, buc they durft not, forhar all chofe 

Eafterlings fo derided them, thar chey came there no more. | 

This Tbenas Saluage, it is fixceene yeeres fince he went to Virginsa, being s 
boy, hee was lefe wich Powhatan, for Nansentacke to learne the language, and 
as chis Auchor affirmech, with much honeftie and good fucceife hath ferued che 
ublike wichout apt eae recompence, yet had an arrow thot through his bo- 
Ay in their feruice, T hislanghing King ac Acconsack, cels vs the land is not two 
daies iourny ouer in che broadeft place,but in fome places a man may go in halfe 
a day, betwixt the Bay and chemaine Ocean, where inhabit many people, fo chat 
by che narrownelle of che Land there is nocmany Deere, but moft abundance of 
Fith and Fowle. Kasepe his brocher rules as his Lieurenant, who feeing hid 
younger brocher more affected by the people chan himfclfe, freely refigned him 
the moicie of his Countrrie, spplying himfelfe onely to husbandry and hunting, 
yet neching negleéted in his degree, noris hee careleifeof any thing concernes 
she ftace, bue as a vigilance and faichfull Counceller, as hee is an airy 
brocher, 
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Brocher, bearing che greater burden in government, chough the leffer honour; 
where cleane contrary they on the Welterne fhore, che younger beares che 
charge, and the elder the dignitie. Thofe are che beft husbands of any Sol- 
uages we know : for they prouide Corne ro feruechem all che yeare,yer fpare 5 and 
‘the ocher noe for halfe che yeare, yer wanc. They are che moft ciuill and craétable 
le we haue met wich, and by litele fticks will keepe as iuft an account of their 
promifes,ss by scally. In cheir mariages they obfcruca large diftance, as well in 
affinicie as confanguinicie; nor doe chey vfe thac deuillith cuftome in making 
black Boyes. There may be on this fhore about two thouland people: chey on the 
Wet would inuade them, bucthac chey wane Boars co croile che Bay, and fo 
would diuers other Nations, were they not protected by vs. A few of the We- 
fterly Runnagsdos had confpired againft che laughing King , buc fearing cheir 
creafon was difcouered, fled co Saeiths Iles, where chey made @ maffacre of Deere 
and Hogges 5 and thence co Rickabake , bewwixe ((sfapeack and Nanfamund, 
where they now are feaced vnder the command of /toyatin, and fo I rercurned to 
Tames Towne, where l found che gouernment rendred to Sir Francs Wyat. In Fe- 
alfo hecrauclledco che South Riuer Chawoneck, fome fixcie miles over 
land, which he foundto be avery fruicfull and pleafane Country, yeclding two 
haruefts in a yeare, and found much of che Silke grafle formerly {poken of, was 
kindly vied by che people, and fo recurned. 


Captaine Each fent to build a Fort to fecure the Countrey. 


T was no fmall concent to all che Aduencurers to heare of the fafe ariuall of 633. 
I: chofethips and companies, which was thoughe fufficient to haue madea The Earle of 
Plancation of chemfelues : and againe ro fecond chem,was fene Capcaine Each Southampton 
in che efhigale,afhip of three or foure hundred cunnes, who hath vnderta- Treafurer, and 
ken co make a Block-houfe amongft the Oyfter banks, that fhall fecure che Riuer, “0 Faver 
The furnifhing him wich Inftruments,coft chree hundred pounds; bur che whole = 
charge andchc fhips returne,will be neere cwo thoufand pounds. In ker went Cap- 
caine Barwickg with fue and twentie men for the building hips and Boats, and Five and twentie 
noc other waies to be imploied : and alfoa fele&ted number co build the Eff fue {ent only to build 
die Schoole,bu as yet from Virginia liccle recurnes bur private mens Tobacco,and Barksand Boats. 
faire promifes of B ipa of Iron, Silke, Wine, and many other good and rich 
commodities, befides the fpeedy conuerfion of che Saluages , hac at firft were 
much difcouraged from liuing amongft chem, when they were debarred the vie 
of their peeces 5 therefore it was difputed as a matrer of Scate, whecher fuch as 
would liue amongft them fhould vfe them or not, asa bac to allure chem 3 or ae 
leaft fuch as fhould bee called to the knowledge of Chrift, Buc becaufe it wasa 
great trouble for all caufes to be brought co James Towne for acriall, Courts were 
appoinred in conuenient places co releeue them : but as they can make no Lawes 
in Virgixia till chey be racified here ; fo they chinke it but reafon, none fhould bee 
inaéted here wichou cheir confents, becaufe they onely feele chem, and mutt liue 
vnderthem. Sell they complaine fer want of Corne, but what mutt be had by 
Trade,and how vowilling any Officer when he leaueth his place, is to make good 
his number of men to his Succeifor, buc many of them during cheir timesto help 
themfelues, vndoes che Company : forthe feruanrs you allow chem, or fuch as 
they hire, hey plant on their priuace Lands, noc vpon thac belongeth to cheir 
office, which crop alwaies exceeds yours, befides chofe which are your renants¢to 
halfes, are forced co row chem vp and downe, whereby both you and they lofe 
more then halfe, Nor are thofe officers che ableft or beft deferuing, bue make their 
ience vpor the companies coft, and your land lics vnmanured ro any pur- 
pofc, and will yeeld as liccle proficco your next new officers, | 
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The maffacre upon the two and twenticth of March. 


The death of ) He Prolegueto this Tragedy, is fuppofed was oceafioned by Nemattas 
Nevasianen, now, otherwile called Jac of che Feather, becaufe hee commonly was 
bi fila moft ftrangely adorned wich hem ; and for his courage and policy, was 
accounted amongft che Saluages their chiefe Capraine, and i seareatt 
from any hurt could bee done [him by che Englifh, This Captaine comming to 
one Morzans houtle, knowing he had many commodicies chac hee defired, per- 
{waded Aforgan co goe with him to Pamankgto trucke, buc the Saluage murde- 
red him by che way 5 and after ewo or three daies returned againe co. Aergens 
houfe, where he found two youths his Seruancs, who asked for their Mafter: fack 
replied direétly he was dead; the Boyes fulpecting as it was, by feeing him weare 
his Cap, would haue had him to Mafter 7berp : But Lack {0 moued their patience, 
they fhot him, fo he fell coche ground, pur him in a Boar to haue him before the 
Gouernor, chen feuen or eight milesfrom them. Buc by che way Jack finding che 
pangs of death vpon him, delired of the Boyes two things s the one was, char 
they would nor make it knowne hee was flaine with a buller sche other, co bury 
him amongft che Exgii/, Actheloffe of this Saluage Opecharkenengh much gric- 
ued and repined, with grear chreacs of reuenge ; but che Exg4% returned him, 
fuch cerrible anfwers, chat he cunningly diffembled his intent, with the greaceft 
Hignes wd could of loue and peace, yet within foureceene daies after heaftcd what 
oweth. 
Security abad Sir Francis yat at his artivall was aduertifed, he found the Countrey f{eeled 
Guard, in {uch a firme peace, as moft men therethought fure and vnuiolable, nor onely 
in regard of their promifes, bur of aneceffice. The weake Saluages being 
euery way bectered by vs, and fafely thelrred and detended, whereby wee mighs 
freely follow our buflnetfe: and fuch was che conceit of this conceired peace , as 
chac chere was feldomie or neuer a {word,and feldomer a peece, except for «De 

6r Fowle, by which alfurances the mott plantations were placed ttraglingly an 
fcatceringly, as achoice veine of rich ground inuited them, and further from 
neighbours the berter. Their houfes generally opento che Saluages, who were 
alivaies friendly fed at cheirrables,and lodged in cheir bed-chambers, which made 
che way plaine co effeét their intents, and che conuerfion of the Saluages as they 
fu spofed. ; 
Having occsfionto fend to Opechankenongh about the middle of March, hee 
vied che Metlenger well, and told him he held the peace fo firme,the sky thould 
fall or he diffolucd it syetfuch was the treachery of thofe people, when they had 
contrived our deftru€tion, enen bucewo daies before che mailacre, they guided 
ovr men with much kindnetfethorow the woods, and one Brewwe that lived a- 
mong thefii to learne the Janguage, they fent home to his Mafter 3 yea, they bor- 
sowed our Boats cotranfport themfelues ouer the Riuer,to confult on the deuillifh 
shurder that infued, and of our Veter extirpation, which God of his mercy (by 
che meanesof one of chemfelues cénacrced co Chriftianitie ) preuenced, and as 
| well on the Friday morning thax fatall day, being the rwo and ewentieth of 
ihe foe iiees of March, és alfo in che oie. aye asat other times they came vnarmed inte 
<M ourhoufes, with Deere, Turkies, Fith, Fruits, and other prouifions to fell vs, yea 
in fome places fac downe st breakfalt wh our people, whom immediasly with 
their owne tooles they flewstioft berbaroufly, not {paring either age or {ex, man 
woman or childe, fo fudden in their cxécution , that few or none difcerned the 
weapon or blow thar brought therh to deftrudtion : In which manner alfo they 
flew many of our people at ftuerall works in the ficlds, well knowing in whar 
laces and quarters cach of our men were, in regard of their familiaricie with vs, 
bor the effentin thar great mafter-pecce of worke their conuerfion s and by this 
mcanes fell chat fatall morning vader the bloudy and barbarous hands of aor pers 
ioug 
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Edious and inhumane people, three hundred forty feuen men, women and chil- 
dren, moft by their owne weapons, and not being conrenc wich their lives, chey 
fell againe vpon the dead bodies, making as well as they coulda frefh murder, 
defacing, dragging, and mangling their dead oarkafes into many peeces, and ca- 
ry ing fome parts away in derilion, wich bafe and brutifh riumph. 
Neither yet did che‘c beafts {pare chofe amongft the reft well knownevnto Their crucky. 
them, from whom they had daily receiued many benefics, but fpightfully alfo 
maffacred chem without any remorfe or pici¢ 5 being in this more fell chen Lions 
and Dragons, as Hiftorics record, which haue preferued their Benefactors 3 {uch 
is che force of good deeds, though done co cruell beafts, co cake humanitievpon 
them, but chefe mifcreants put ona more VYanaturall brutifhnelle then beafts, as 
by chofe inftances may appeare, 
~~ That worthy religious Gentleman M. George Thorp, Deputie ro che College The rurder 
lands ,fomecimes one of his Maiefties Penfioners,& in command one of che prin« Maficr Lbeip, 
cipall in Virginia , did fo cruly affeét their conuerfion, chat whofocuer vider him 
did chem the leaft difpleafure, were punifhed feuerely. He choughc noching too 
dearc for them, he never denied them any thing, in fo much that when they com- 
plained chat our Maftiues did feare chem, he to content chem in all things, caufed 
fome of chemo be killed in their prefence,to the great difpleafure of che owners, 
and would haue hadall che reft guele co makethem the milder, might he hau¢e 
had his will. The King dwelling but in a Cocrage, he builchim a faire houfe af- 
cer che Englith fahhion, in which he tooke fuch pleafure, efpecially in che locke 
andkey, which he fo admired, as locking and vnlocking his doore a hundred 
times a day, he choughr no deuice in the world comparable to it. 
Thus infiouating himfelfe inro chis Kings fauour for his religious purpofe, he 
conferred oft with him about Religion, as many other in this former Difcourfe 
had done, and this Pagan confeiled to him as he did co chem, our God was ber- 
cer then theirs, and feemed to be much pleafed wich thar Difcourfe, and of his 
company, and to requite all chofe courtclies yer this ob terra brood did, as 
the fequell fhewed, not onely murder him, bur with fuchfpight and fcorne 
abufed his dead corps as is vnficting to be heard with ciuill ares, One ching I 
cannot omit, thae when this good Gentleman vpon his facall houre, was warned 
by his man, who percejuing {ome treachery incended by chofe hell-hounds, to 
ooke to himfelfe, and withall ran away for fearc he fhould be apprehended, and 
fo faued his owne life s yer his Mafter out of his good meaning was fo void of 
fufpition and full of confidence,they had flaine him, or he could or would beleeue 
they would hurt him. Capcaine Nathaxiel Powellonc of che firft Plancers, a vali- 44.9 schiceok 
ant Souldier, and nor any in che Councrey beter knowne atmongit them yet Cancaine Pak 
fuch was the error of an ouer-conceited power and profperitic, and their fimpli- 
cities, chey not onely flew him and his family, but burcher-like hagled their boe 
dies, and cuc off his head, to expreife their vetermoft height of cruelty. Another 
of the old company of Captaine Smith, called Natbesiel Canfie, being cruelly A Salnage laine 
wounded, and the Saluages about him, with an axe did cleaue one of their heads, Se 
whereby the reft fled and heefcaped : for chey hurt not any that did either fight or 
ftand vpon their guard. In one place where there was bur cwo men that had war- 
ting of ic,they defended the houfe again {t 60,0r more that alfauleedit.M.Baldwin M. Boldssixes 
acWarraskoy ack his wife being fo wounded the lay for dead,yet by his oft difchar- efcape- 
ging of his peece, faued her,his houfe, himfelfc,& divers others. Acthe fame time 
they camc to one Mafter Harifons houfe, neere halfe a mile from Baldwines, where M. Themes Hamet. 
was Matter Thensas Hamer with fix men, and eighteenc or nineteene women and with 23 efcapeth, 
children. Here che Saluages wich many prefents and faire perfwafions, fined 
they came for Cape. Relfe Haswerto goto their King, then huntin g in chewoods, 
encly chey fencto him, but he not comming as they expeéted, fet fire of a To- 
oufe, and thencameco tell chemin the dwelling houfe of it to quench, 
& gall che men ran towards it, but Mafter Hanwer not fufpeéting any thing, whom 
Vv the 
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theSaluages purfued, fhot chem full of arrowes, then beat out theirbraines, He 
mer hauing finifheda leccer hee wasa writing, followed after to fee what was 
che marter, but se they fhoc an arrow in his back, which caufed him returne 
and barricado vp che doores, whereupon the Saluages fer fre on the houfe, Ha- 
rifons Boy finding his Matters ese loaded, difcharged it at randome, at which 
bare report che Saluages all fied, Baldwin ftill difcharging his peece, and M' Hae 
seer with cwo and cwentie perfons thereby got to his houfe, leauing theirowne 
burning. In like manner, they had fired Lieucenant Bef his houfe, with all the 
reft chere about, flainethe people, and fo lefe chat Plantation. 

Capcaine Hamer all this while not knowing any thing, comming to his Bros 
ther chat had fent for himto go hunt wich the King meeting the Saluages chafing 
fome,yet efcaped,retired to his new houfe chen a building, from whence he cames 
there onely with {pades, axes, and brickbars, he defended himfelfe and his Com- 
pany till che Saluages departed. Not long after, che Mafter from the hip had fene 
ix Muskeiicrs, wich which he recouered their Merchancs ftore-houfe, where he 
armed cn more, and fo with chirtie more vnarmed workmen, found his Brother 
and the reftat Baldwins : Now feeing allthey had was burnt and confumed, 
they repaired to James Towne with cheirbeft expedition 5 yet not tar from Afare 
tins hundred, where feuenty chree were flaine, was a little houfe and afmall tamily, 
thac heard noc of any of this till ewo daies after. 

All chofe, and many others whom they haue as malicioufly murdered, foughe 
the good of thofe poore brutes, thac thus defpifing Gods mercies, muft needs 
now as mifcreancs ee we by Iuftice : to which leaving chem, I will kniero- 
gether the thred of this difcourfe, Ac che ime of the matfacre, chere werethree or 
foure fhips in James Riuer, and one in che next, and daily more to come in, as 
chere did within fourereene daies after, one of which they indevoured to haue 
furprifed : yee were che hearts of che — cucr ftupid, and auerced from be- 
leeving any ching might weaken their hopes, to win chem by kinde vfagero 
Chriftianitie, But divers write from thence, that Almighty God hath bis greee 
workein this Tragedy, and will chereouc draw honor and glory to his name, and 
a more flourifhing eftate and fafetie to chemfelues, and with more {peed to cone 
uer: the Saluage children co himfelfe, fince he fo miraculoufly hath preferued the 
Englifh::here being yec,God be praifed,eleuen parts of welue remaining whofe 
careletle negleét of cheir owne fafeties, feemes co hauc beene che greaceft caufe of 
cheir deftrudtions : yet you fee,God by a conuerced Saluage chat difclofed che 
plot, faucd the rcft, and the Pinnace chen in Pamaunkes River, whereof ( fay 
they ) though out finnes made vs vnworthy of fo glorious a conuerfion, yer his 
infinite wifdome can neuercheletfe bring it to pafle, and in goodtime, by fuch 
meanes as we thinke moft vnlikely : for in che delivery of ‘hens chat furusue, no 
mans particular carefulneife faued one perfon, but che meere goodneficof God 
himfelfe, freely and miraculoufly preferuing whom he pleafed. 

The Lercers of Mafter George Sands, a worthy Gencleman, and many others 
befides chem rerurned, brought vsthis vnwelcome newes, that hath beene heard 
at large in publike Court, that the /wdians and they liued as one Nation, yet by 
agenerall combination in one day plotted co fubuert the whole Colony, and ae 
one inftanc,though our feuerall Plantations were one hundred and fortie miles vp 
on Riuer on both fides. 

But for the berter vnderftanding of all things, you mutt remember thefe 
wilde naked natiues liuenot in greac numbers cogether, but difperfed, common- 
ly in chirtie, fortie, fiftie, ot fixciein a company. Some places haue two hundred, 
few places more, but many leife 5 yet chey had all warfing giuenchem one from 
another in all cheir habitations , though farre afunder , to meet at the day and 
houre appointed for our deftruction ac al our feueral Plancations,fome direfted ro 
onc place, fome to another, all to be done at the time appointed, which chey did 
accordingly ; Semeentring theirhoufes vnder colour of trading, fo tooke their 
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aduantage ; dthers drawing vs abroad vnder faire pretences, and che reft fuddenl? 
falling vpon thofe chat were ac their labours. ee 

Six ¢ the counfell {uffered vnder this treafon, and che Daughrer had beene ch aaa 
vniuerigil, if God had nor put icinro the heart of an /edsan , who lying in the ‘ 
houfe of one Pace, was vrgcd by another /wdiaw his Brother, that lay wich him 
the night before cokill Pace, as he fhould doe Perry which was his friend, being 
Yo commanded trom their King 3 telling him alfo how the next day che cxecuti- 
onfhould be finifhed: Perrys Indian prelencly arofe and reueales itto Pace, chat 
vicd him ashis fonne 3 and chus chem chat efcaped was faued by chis one con- 
uereed Infidell, And chough three hundred forcie feucn were flaine, yer thoufands 
of ours werc by che meancs of this alone thus preferued, for which Gods name be 
praifed for ever and cuer, | — 

Pace vpon this, fecuring his houfe, before day rowed to Jamses Towne, and ea waste 
told che Goucrnorof it, whereby they were preuented, arid ar futh other Planta- 
tions as poflibly intelligence could be giuen : and where chey faw vs vpon out 

ward, ac the fight of a peece chey ranne awsy ; buc che reft were mott flaine, cheir 
Foates burnt, fuch Armes and Munition as they found they tooke away, and 
fome cartel alfo they deftrdied. Since wee finde Opechankanongh che laft yeare 
had praétifed with a King on the Eafterne fhore,tofurnith him wich akind of poi- 
fon , which onely growes in his Cuuntry to poifon vs. Buc of this bloudy aéte 
neuer pricfe and fhame poilctled any people morethen chem{elues,to be thus but- 
chered by fo naked and cowardly a people, who date not ftand che prefenting of a 
itatfe in manner of a peece,nor an vncharged peecz in the hands of a womap.(But 
I mutt cell chofe Authors, chough fomemighe be chus cowardly, there were ma- 
ny of them had Leccer fpirics. ) 

Thus haue you heardche particulars of this maffacre, which in chofe refpe€ts Memorandums. 
fome fay will be good for che Plantation, becaufe now we haue iuft caufero de- 
ftroy them by all incanes pofflible : but I chinke ic had beene much better it had 
neuer happened, for they haue giuen vs an hundred times as iuft occafions long 
sgoc co fubiect chem, (and [ wonder [ can heare of none buc Matter Stockans 
and Mafter Whitaker of my opinion.) Morcouer, where before we were troubled 
in peal gr ground of great Timber, which was to chem of {mall vfe: now 
we may take chcir owne plaine fields and Habiracions, which are the pleafanceft 
Saat in the Countrey. Belides, the Deere, Turkies; and other Beafts and 

owles will exceedingly increafe if we beac che Saluages out of che Counrrey, for 
at all cimes of che yearechey neuer {pare Male nor Female, old hor young, egges 
nor birds, fat nor leane, in feafon or out of feafon wich them, all isone. The like 
they did in our Swine and Goats, for cney haue vfed ecokilleight in cenane more 
then we, or elfe che wood would moft plentifully abound wich vidtuall ; befides 
ic is more cafie to ciuilize chem by conqueft chen faire meanes ; for che one may 
be made at once, buc their ciuilizing will require along time and much induftry, 
The manner how co fuppreife them is fo otcen related and approued , I omic i¢ 
here: And you haue rwency examples of the Spaniards how chey got the We/2- 
Indies, and forced che treacherous and rebellious Infidels to doe all manner of 
drudgery worke and flauery for chem, themfelues liuing like Souldiers vpon the 
fruics of their labours, This willsaake vs more circumfpeét, and be an example 
to pofteritic: ( But] fay, this might as well haue bectie pur in praétife fixceene Captaine Smith: 
yearcs agoe as now.) | 

Thus vpon chis Anuill fhall wet now beat out felues an Armout of proofe His Maiefties 
hereafter co defend vs againft fuch incurfions, and euer hereafter make vs more 8 
circumf{pe& : but co helpe ro repaire this loife, befides his Maiefties bounty in 
Armes, hegaue the Company out of the Tower, and diuers other Honorable per- 
pabeap Sep nati poner ; Se reek nor omit che Honorable Citie of 

, to whofe ¢ praife wee thay cic, are now {ecting forward one 
hundred perfons, and diuers ochers at cheir owne colts ate a repairing; and 7 one 
V2 goo 
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good men dee thinke neuer che worfe of the bafineffcfor all thefe difafters, 
What growing ftate was there ever in the world which had noc the like? 
Rome grew by oppreflion, and rofe vpon the backe of her enemies: and che Spa 
siards have had many of thofe councerbuffes, more chan we. Colwasbus, vpon 
his returne from the W/-Jndies into Spaine, hauing left his people with the Js. 
dies, in peace and promife of good vfage amongft them, ac his returne backe 
found nor one of them liuing, bur all treacheroully flaine by the Saluages. After 
this againe, when che Spanifh Colonies were increafed to great numbers, the /we 
dianstcom whom the Spaniards fortrucking ftuffe vied to haue all cheir corne, 
generally confpired together to plant no moreatall, intending thereby co famith 
chem chemfelues liuing in the meanc time vpon Cailaua, a root to make bread, 
onely chen knowne ro themfelues. This plot of theirs by che Spaniards ouer- 
fight, that foolifhly depended vpon ftrangers for their bread, tooke {uch etfeét, 
and brought chem to fuch mifery by the rage of famine, that they {pared ro vine 
cleane nor loahfome beaft, no not the poifonous and hideot's Serpents, but «ac 
them vpalfo, deuowring one death co faue chem from another 3 and by chs 


~ smeanes their whole Colony well-neere furfered, fickned and died miferably, and 
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when they had againe recouered this lotle, by their inconcinency an infinice nue 
ber of chem died onthe /ndian difeafe, we call che French Pox, which at firtt be 
ing a ftrangeand an vnknowne malady , was deadly vpon whomfoeuer itligh- 
ced : chen had they a little flea called Nigua, which goc becweene the skinne and 
the Achh before they were aware, and there bred and multiplied, making fwel- 
lings and putrifaétions, to the decay and lotIc of many of cheir bodily members, 

Againe, divers times they were ncerc vndone by cheir ambition, faction, and 
inalice of che Commanders. Cofwnsbxs, to whom they were alfo. much behcl- 
den,was fent with his Brocher in chaines into Spates and fome other great Ccme 
manders killed and murdered one another, Pizzaro was killed by Almagres 
fonne, and him Uafee beheaded, which Ua/co was taken by Blafeo, and Bl..;c9 
was likewiferaken by Pizzeros Brother: And thus by their couetous and {pighr- 
full quarrels, chey were ever fhaking the mainc pillars of their Common-weale. 
Thefe andmany more mifchiefes and calamities hapned them, more cl:en cucr 
did co vs, and at one time being euenac chelaft gafpe, had cwo fhips not arrived 
with fupplies as they did, they were fo difheartned, they were aleauing the Coune 
trey: yet we fee forall rhofe mifcries chey haue atcained to their ends at laft, as is 
manifeftroall che world, both wich honour, power, and wealith:and whereas 
before few could be hirtd ro goc to inhabit there, now with great fute they muft 
obtainc ic 3 bue where there was no honefty, nor cquity, nor fan@iitie, nor veririe, 
Nor pieide, nor good ciuilitie in fuch a Councrey, certainly chere can bee no fta- 
bilicte. 

Thereforelet vs not be difcouraged,but rather animated by chofe coneufions, 
feeing we arc fo well alfured of the goodnelle and commodities may bee had in 
Virginia,noris it to be much doubted there is any want of Mines of moft forts, no 
not of thericheft, as is well knowne to fome yee Jiuing that can make ic manifcft 
whien cime fhall ferue : and yerto tchinke that gold and filuer Mines are in a coune 
try ocherwife moft rich and fruitfull, or the greaceft wealth in a Plantation, is buca 
popular error, as is that opinion likewife; that che gold and filueris now the greae 
tcft wealth of che Weft Indies at chis prefene, True it is indeed, chacin the Girft cone 
queft che Spaniards gor great and mighty ftore of treafure from che Natives, 
which they in long fpace had heaped cogether, and in chofeames the Indians 
fhewed chem entire and rich Mines, whith now by the relations ef chem chat hane 
beenechere, are exceedingly wafted, fo that now the charge of getting thofe Me- 
tals is growne exceffiue, befidesthe confuming the lives of many by their peftic 
lent {moke and vapours in digging and refining thetm, fo thacall chings corfide- 
red, thecleere gaines of thofe merals,the Kings part defraied, co the Aduenturers 
is buc mall, and nothing neere fo much as vulgarly is imagined ; and were ic rs

for otherrich Commodjries there that inrich chem, chofe of the Contraftion 
houfe werencuer able to (ublift by che Mines'onely ; for the greareft part of their 
Commodities sre partly nacurall, and partly cranfporced from ogher parts of che 
world, and planced in the Wef-/ndies,as in shi mighry wealth of Sugarcanes,be- 
ing firft tran{ported from the Canaries ; and in Ginger and other things brought 
out ofthe Eat-ladies,in their Cochanele,Indicos, Corron,and cheir infinire ftore 
of Hides, Quick-filuer, Allum, Woad, Brafil) woods, Dies, Paints, Tobacco, 
Gums, Balmes, Oiles, Medicinals and P fumes, Safaparilla, and many other 
phylicall drugs : Thefeare che meanes whereby they raife chae mighty charge of 
drawing out ‘eit old and filuer co the great & cleare revenue ef their King,Now 
feeing die moft of thofe commodities, or as vfefull, may be had in Vsrginia by che 
fame meanes, as I haue formerly faid ; let vs with all {peed cake the priority of 
time, where alfo may be had the prioriry of place, in chufing the beft fears of the 
Country, which now by vanquithing the faluages, is like, to offera more faire 
and ample choice of fruicfull habirations, chen hitherto our gendeneife and fairé 
comportments could artaine ynto,

| nion of Matter Steckene, and draue chem all to cheir wits end: ic was cwenty or 
thirty daies cre chey could refolue what to doe, but at laft ic was conduded, all 
cheperty Plantations thould be abandoned, and drawne onely co make good fiue 
or fix places, where all cheir labours now for che moft part muft redound ro the 
Lords ofthofe Lands wherethey wererefident. Now. tor wantof Boars,.ic was 
impoflible vpon fuch a fudden co bring alfo theie cattle, and many other chings, 
which with muchtime, charge and Ebour they had chen in poileffien with 
them ; all which for che moft part accheir departure was burnc, mined and de- 
ftroyed by the Saluages, Only Mafter Goakins at Neperts-mewes would noc obcy 
che Cemmanders command in thar, 4 hee had fcarce fue and chirty of all 
fe fufficient againft what could happes, 

and fo did co his great creditand checontent ofhis Aduemturers. Maftce Sanrncl 
Jorden gathered together but a few of the ftraglers about bien at Begecrs- buth, 
where he fortified and liued in defpighcof the enemy. Nay, Miftstle Progier, a 
proper, civill, modeft Gentlewaman did che like, cill perforce che Englith Offi- 
cers forced her and all chem wich her to goe wich them, or they would fre her 
houfe chemfelues, as che Saluages did when they were gone, in whofe cetpighe 
they hadkepr ir, and what chey had amoneth orthree weekes after che Matlaces 
which was to their hearts a griefe beyond comparifon, co lofe all they had in thac 
mafinet, onely to fecure others pleafures. Now here in Eaglend ic was thought, 
all chofe remainders might prefencly hauebeene reduced into fifties or hundreds 
in places moft conuenienc with what chey had, having fuch ftrong houfes as they 
reporced they had, which wich fall lebour might kaue beene made invincible 
Cafiles againft all che Saluages in che Land, and then prefently raifed a companv, 
as a running Armiero cormene che Barbarous and {ecure che reft, and fo haue had 
all chac Counery becwixe thc Riuers of Powhatan and Pamavuke corange and {ur 
ftaine chem s efpecially all thecerritories of Keconghtax, Chiskall and Pappabege,

dot imagine ; therefore leauing chofe gilded conceits, and diue inco che crue 
eftace of che Colony 5 I thinke if his Maicftie were truly informed of their ne- 
eeflitie, and che benefk of chis preieét, he would be pleafed to giue che cuftome 

Vergivia, and che Plancers alfo according to their abilities would adde there-

write buc 4. and fome they had a long skirmith with chem; whereche Petawomeks 
were fo eager of reuenge, they driue them not onely out of cheir cowne, bur all oue 
of fight through the woods, thustaking whac they liked, and {poiling the reft, 
they retired to Patawensek, wherethey left Capaine Crefsew, with toure men 
more, the reft fet faile for Jawes cowne. Captaine Crefew now with fue men and 
himfelfe found night and day fo many Alarums, herecired intro fach a conueniené 
place,chat with the helpeof che Saluages, hee had quickly fortied himfdfe » 
gainft all chofe wilde enemies, Captaine Na/e his Pinnace meeting Hamar by the 


way. vnderftanding all this, came to fee me Crofbaw : after their beft enrere 
changes ofcourtelies, Crefeaw writ to Nafe cheeftate of the place where he was, 


offered if they would 
fend him buc a bold Shallop, wich men, ermes and provifion for trade, the nexe 
Harucft he would prouide chem Corne fufficient, but as yer it being but che later 
end of June, there was litcle or none in all che epaery b 

This = made knowne ro the Gouernour and chereft, they fent Capraine 
Madyfon with a fhip and pinnace, end fome fix and thirtiemen: thofe (refsaw a 
good time taughe che vic of cheir armes, but recetuing a letter from Beyfe his 
Wife, a prifoner with ninereene more at Pamaveke, co vie meanes co the Gouer< 
nour for their liberties So hee deale with chis King, hee got firft cwo of his 
men co goe with him to /emes towne, and eight daies after to fend foure of his 
counfell co Pamevake, thereto ftay till be fent one of his two cothem, co pers 
{wade Opachankanoughco {end two of his with two of the Petewemekes, co creat 
about chofe prifoners, and che reft fhould remaine their hoftage at Pamavakes 
butche Commanders, at James cowne, it feemes, liked nor of ic, and fo fent che 
Pataworsekes backe againc to cheir owne Counsie, and Capraine Crafbaw to 
his owne habieasion. 

All chis time we haue forgot Capraine Nae, where we left him bur newly ac- 
quainced with the Mailacre, calling all his next adioyning difperfed neighbours 
together, he regarded not che peftring his ownchoule, nor any thing to releeue 
cheti, and wichall {peed encrenched himfclfe, mounted three peece of Ord- 
nance, fo thac within #4, daies, he was {trong enough to defend himfelfe from 
all che Saluages, yet when vidtuall grew {cane, fome chae would forrage wichout 
order, which he punifhed, neere occafioned a mutiny, Notwichftanding, he be- 
haued himfelfefo fatherly and kindly to chem all, they built cwo houfes for chem 
he daily expegted from England, a faire Well of frefh wacer mantled with bricke, 
becaufe che Riuer and Cricks are there brackilh or fale ; in all which chings he 
‘pe the Sawyer, Carpenter, Dauber, Laborer, or any ching s wherein 
his courage and heart were fteeled, he found his body was noc made of Iron, 
hee had many ficknefTes, and at laft a Droplie, no letle griefe cohimfelfe, chen 
Sorrow to his Wife and all ynder his gouernment. Thefe crofles and lofles were 
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no {mall increafers of his malady, nor che thus abandoning our Plantations, the 
JotTe ot our Harurtt, and alfo Tobacce which was as our money 3. the Vineyard 
our Vineyerours had broughe to a good forwardnedfe, bruifed and deftroyed 
wich Deere, and all a cre they came to perfcftion, wich weeds, diforderly 
perfons or wild beafts s fo chacas we are! cannor iue bar the next yeere will 
be worfe, being ftill cormented with pride and Harcery, idleneffe and couetout- 
neife, as chough they had vowed hecre tokeepe their Cours with all the pefti- 
lene vices in the wotld for their accendants, inchanced with a conceited ftateli- 
nelfe, cuen in che very bottome of miferable fenfelefneile, 

Shortly after, Sir George Yearly and Capraine Wiliam Powel, cooke each of 
chem a company of well difpofed Gentlemen and others co feeke cheir enemies, 
Tearley ranging che thore of Weaseck, could fee nothing but their old houfes 
which he burnt, and fo wene home : Powel fearching another part, found them 
all fed buechree he mer by chance, whofe heads hee cut off, their hob- 
fcs, and fo returned for che Saluages ate fo light and {wift, h wee fee 
them (being fo loaded wich armour) they haue much aduantage of vs though 
they be cowards. 

I confetfe chis is erue,and ic may caufe fome fuppofethey are grown inuincibles 
but will any goetocacch a Hare witha Taber and a Pipe? for who knowes noe 
though rhere be monfters both of men and beafts, fith and fowle, yet che greareft, 
the ftrongeft, che wildelt, cruclleft, fierceft and cunningeft, by reafon, art and vi- 
gilancy, courageand induftry hach beene flaine, fubicéted or made tame, and 
thofe are full buc Saluages as chey were, onely growne more bold by our owne 
(impliciries, and ftill will be worfe and worfe all chey be cormenced with a con- 
tinuall purfuic, aad noc wich lying inclofed wichin Palizados, or affrighting 
chem ouc of your fights; thinking they haue done well, can bur defend chem- 
felues: and cd doe this co any purpofe, will require both charge, patience and 
experience. Bur co their proceedings.

Abour che larcer end of lune, Sir George Yearley accompanied with the Coun- Siz George Lear- 


cell, and anumber of che greaceit Gallavcsin che Land, ftayed chree or fourediies 
with Capraine Na/e, he making his moaneto a chiefe man amongft chem for 
want of prouifion for his Gompany, the greas Commander replied hee thould 
eurne them to his greene Corne, which woiild make them plumpe and far: chefe 
fields being fo neereche Fort, were better regarded and preferued then che reft; 
bur the greacmans command, as we call chem, was quickly obeied, for though ie 
was fcarce halfe growne either to che greatnetle or goodnefle, chey deuoured ic 
greene i it did chem {mall good, Sir George with his eompany went to 
Accemackto hisnew Piantation, where he flaied neere fix weekes 5 fome Come 
he brought home, buc as he aduencured for himfelfe, he accordingly enioyed che 
benefic 3 iome pery Magazines camethis Summer, bur eitherche refraint by Pro- 
clamatiun, or want of Boats, or both, caufed few bur the Chieftaines co be litle 
berrer bythem. So long as Qapraine Nae had any thing we had parts but now 
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, ene . Capeaine Nog 
all being ipent, and che people forced to liue vpon Oifters and Crabs, they be- bismifery. 


camefofaint no worke could be done ; and where the Law was, no worke, no 
imear, now che cafe is alcered,to no meac,no worke y fome fmall quantity of Milke 
and Rice the Captaine had of his owne, and chat he would diftribuge gratis 28 he 
fawuccafion 5 I fay gratis, for [know noplaceelfe, bucit was fold for ready pai- 
ment : chofe eares of Corne that had efcaped ill Auguft, chough not ripe by rea- 
fon.of che lace planting, the very Dogs didrepaire co the Corne fields to feeke 
hem as che mencill chey were hanged 5 and chisI proteft before God is true chat 
haue relaed, noceo flatcer Nee, nor condemne any,. but all the cime I haueli- 
tied in Virginia, f haue not feene nor heard that any Commander hath raken fuch 
coftinuall paines for che publike, or done {0 little good for him(elfe, and his ver- 
tuous wife was noleife charicable and compaffionate sccording to her power. 
For my owne part, although I found neither A¢ulberies plenced, houfes builr, 
X3 mea 
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men nor victuall prouided, asthe honourable Aduenturers did promife mee in 
England y ye: at my ownc charge, having made thefe preparations, and che lilke- 
Wormes ready to be couered, all was loft, but my poore life and cluldren, by che 
Mathere,the which as God in hismercy aid preferue,] continually pray wemay 
An Alarum, Le tohis glory. The 9, of September, we had an alarum, and two men at 
foweflaine, their labours flaine s the Capraine, though extreme ficke, fallied forch, but the Sals 
uages lay hidin the Corne fields all night, where chey deftroyed all they could, 
and killedewo men more, much mifchiefe they did to Matter Edward Hulls cattle, 
yc he alone defended his houfe though his men were ficke and could doe no- 
ching, and chis was our firft atfaule fincethe Matlacre. 
Thekindnefle of About chis time Captaine A%ady/en palled by vs, having taken Prifoners, che 
the King of 'ats- King of Patawomek, his fonne, and two more, andthus it happened 5 Afady/on 
wench, not liking fo well co liue amongft cheSaluages as (o/baw did, builc him 2 ftrong 
houfe within che Fort, fo thar they were not fu fociable as before, nor did chey 
mauch like Poslethe Incerprer ; many Alarums they had, but faw no enemies: 
(Mads fon betore his building went to AZeyasxes, where hee got prouifion for a 
moneth, and was promifed muchmore, fo he returned to Patawonsek and built 
this houfe, and was well vfed by che Saluages. Now by rhe foure great men 
the King fent to Pamsavake for che redemption of the Prifoners, Madzfon {ene 
them a letter, but chey could neicher deliuer ie nor feechem : fo long they ftayed 
thar che King grew doubdfull ef cheir bad viage, rhat hee {wore by the Sky es, if 
chey recurned not well, he would haue warres with Opechsmkenough fo long as he 
had. any ching ; at chis cime ewo of AZedy/ows men ranne from him, to finde chem 
he fent Mifter Jeb» Vpten and chree more with an Indian guide to N.xeaties, 
where they heard they were, Ar this place was a King bear oncof his Counrry by 
the Necof's, encmies to the Patawemeks; this expulfed King though he profef- 
fed much loueco the Patawomeks, yer hee loned not the King becaufe he would 
not helpe him co reuenge his iniuries, but co our Incerprecer Peele hee procefted 
great loue, promiling if any creafon were, he would reueale its our guide condue 
ctedthis Bandyre with chem vp to Patawomek.and there kep: him ; our Fugitives 
we tound the Patawemek: had taken and brought home, and che foure great ment 
securned from Pamavake s not long after, chis expulfed King defired priuate 
conference with Peele, vrging him to fweare by his God neuer to reueale what hee 
would cell him, Peele promifed he would not; chen quoth this King, chofe great 
men that went to Pasavake,went not asyou {uppofe they pretended, but to Cutis 
tract with Opechawkanengh howto kill you all here, and cheie are cheir plots. 
‘A Saluages Firft, they will procure halfe of you to goe a fithing ro their furtheft cowne, and 
policy. there fe-vpon them, and cut off che reft ; if chat faile, chey will fainea place where 
are many {trangers would trade cheir Furres, where they will perfwade halfe of 
yOu to goc sade and there murderyou and kill chem at home and if thisfaile al- 
fo, then they will make Alarums two nights cogether, co tire you out with 
watching, and chen fet vpon you, yer ofall chis, faid he, chereis none acquainced 
buc che King and che great Coniurer. 
Madifurakes _ Thisbeing made known ro che Caprain, we all ftood more punétually vpon our 
theKingand © guard, at whi Lert, aasicig-on tar a to know che caufe; werold chem 
ils 30.0r4e, weexpetted fome alfanle from the Pamavukes, whereat they feemed concented, 
and che nexe day the King went on oe with two of ourmen, and the other 
a fihing and abroad as before, till our Shallop returned from Janves towne with 
the two Saluages, fent home with Capraine (refaw: by chofe che Gouernour 
fent to Afadyfon, chat this King (hould fendhim twelue of his great men word 
of this was fene co che King ac another cowne where he was, who not comming 
prefently with che Meflenger, Afady/on conceited hee regarded not the meilage, 
and intended as he fuppofed che fame treafon, The next paste, King 
comming home, being ene for, he came co the Captaine and brought him adi 
of cheirdaincieft fruic; then che Capraine fained his returne to Lames om 
ing 
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King told him hemight if he would, bue defired not to Icaue him defticure of 
aid, hauing fo many enemies about him ; the Capraine cold him he would leaue 


aguard, buc istreared his an{wer conccrning the cweluc great men for che Gouer- | 


nour ; the King replicd, his enemies lay fo about him he could not {pare them, 
then the Capramne deflied bis fonneand one other 5 my fonne; faid che King, is 
poncsbesd about bufincile, bur she ocheryou defire you fhall haue, and thae 
other fics by him , buc char man refufed co goe, whereupon Afedy/em went 
forth and locked che doore, leauing the King, his fonne, and foure Saluages, 
and fue Eoglifh men in che ftrong houfe, and fercing vpon the rowne with 
the reft of his men, flew chirty or torry men, women and children; the King 
demanding the caufe , Poole cold him che creafon, crying out to intreat che 
Capuxaine ceafe from fuch cruelty: buc having flaincand made flye all in che 
townc, hee recurnied, caxing che poore King of treafon , who denied to che 
deah not co know of any futh miacrer, but faid, This is fome ploc of chem 
chac cold it, onely co kill mee for being your friend, Then AZady/on willed 
him, co command nonc of his men fhould hoot at him as he went aboord,which 
he preiencly did, and ic was performed : fo Afady/on deparced, leading che King, 
hisfonne, and two more to his thip, promiling when all his men were thipped, 
he thould recurne as libercie ; nocwichitanding 
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ebroughr chem to James towne, The King {er a: 


where they lay fome dies, and af er were fent home by Capraine Hamer, that lberty. 


tooke Corne for cheir ranfome, and after fer faile for New found Land 


But, als thecanfe of this was onely this 
Tiey under ftoed, nor knew what was amiffe. 


Euer fince che beginning of thefe Plantations, it hach beene fuppofed the King A digreflior. 


of Spaine would inuade chem, or aur Englith Papitts indeuour co diffolue them. 
But neither all che Counfels of Spaine, nor Papilts in che world could haue de- 
uifed a better courfeto bring them all re ruine, then thus to abufe cheir friends, 
mot could chere euer haue beene aberter plor, co haue ouerthrowne Opechankae 
neugh chen Capraine (brefbaws, had it beene fully managed with expedition. 
But i feemes God is angry to fee Virguia made a flage where nothing oa mure 
der and indifcretion contends for vigtory. 


Amongft che reft of the Plancacions all chis Summet lircle was done, but {ecu- Their ptocee- 
ring themiclues and plancing Tobacco, which patles chere as currence Siluer, and dings ofthe o- 


by the oft turning and winding ic, fome growrich, buc many poore, notwith- 
ftanding ten orcwelue fhips or more hath arrived there fince che mailacre, al- 
though ic was Chriftmas ere any recurned, and chat rerurne greatly reuiued all 
mens longing expeétation here in England: for they brought newes, chat not- 
withftanding their extreme ficknelle many were recouered, and finding the Sal- 
wages did nor much rreuble chem, exeepe it were fomerimes fome diforderly 
ftraglers chey cutoff, To lull chem the bereerin fecuritie, they fougheno reuenge

cill cheir Corne was ripe, chen they drew cogecher three hundred of che bett soo furprifeth 
Souldiers they could , that would leaue cheir priuace bufineile, and aduencure i undjamuad. 


themfclues amongft che Saluages co furprize cheir Corne, vader che conduét of 
Sir George Yearley, being imbarked in convenient fhipping, and all chings necef- 
fary for the encerprife, chey went firft to Nandfamsnd, where che people fer fire 
on their ownc houfes, and {poiled whar they could, and then fled with what they 
could carry 5 fo char che Englith did make no flaughter amongft chem for revenge. 
Their Corne fields being newly gachered, hey furprized all they found ) burne 


the houfes remained vnburne,and fo deparced, Quartering abour Kecoughtan, Samuell colyer 


afrer che Watch was fer, Samwell (Collyer one of the moft ancientcft Planters ,» and 
very well acquainted with their language and habitation, fmmors and conditi- 
ons, and Gouernor ofa Towne, when che Watch was fer going che round, vnfore 
tunately by a Centinell chat difcharged his peece, was flaine, ) 

Thence 
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They furprife Thencethey failed co Pamaunke, the chiefe fear of Opechankanough, the con- 
Pamavuke, triuer of che matfacre: che Saluages {cemed exceeding fearefull, promifing to 
bring chem Sara, .and the reft of the Englith yet liuing, with all the Armes, and 
what they had to reftore, much defiring peace, and to giuechem any farisfation 
they could, Many fuch deuices chey fained to procraftinace the timecen or cwelve 
daics, cill they had gor away their Corne fromall che ochtr places vp the Riuer, 
buc that where the Englith kept cheir quarter : arlaft, when they fawall chofe 
promifes were buc delufions, they feifed on all the Corne there was, fet fre ont 
their houfes:and in following che Saluages that fled before ché,fome few of cHofe 
naked Deuils had chat {pisit, chey lay in ambufcado , and as our men marched 
difcharged fome thot out of Englifh pecces, and hurt fome of them flying ac their 
pleafures where they lifted, burning cheir empty houfes befosethem as th 
went to make themfclues {port : fo they rie and Sir George returned wi 
Corne, where for our paines we had three buthels epecce, buc we were enioyned 
before we had it, to pay ren fhillings the buthell for traughe and other charges. 
Thus by chismeanes the Saluages are like as thcy report, to endure no {mall mk 
fery chis Wincer , and chat fome of our men are returned to their former Plan- 
tations, 
Theopinionof = What other paflages or impediments hapned in their proceedings, that th 
Captainc Sith were not fully roiael of he Sage belore they sito a ] i Oe aa 
could euer heare more, but chat they fuppofed they flew cwo, and how it was ith- 
{Tible for any meno doe more then they did : yer worthy Ferdixande Conrtus 
fcarce three nundred Spaniards to conquer the great Citie of Afexico, where 
thoufands of Saluages dwelled in ftrong houfes: buc becaufe chey werea ciuilized 
people, had wealch, and thofe sheere Barbarians as wilde as beafts haue nothing ; 
intreat yutir patience to cell you my opinion, which if ic be Gods pleafure I thall 
not liuc co put in practice, yer ic may be hereafter viefull for fome, bur howfocucer 
J hope not hurtful! co any, and chis ic is. 


iprbag orieie Had thefe three hundred men beene at my difpofing, I woud haue fene firft 
. vi : we one hundred co Captaine Rawley Chrefsaw to Patawemek, with fomefmall Ord- 


nance for the Fort, che which bu with daily exercifing them, would haue ftruck 
thacloue and admiration inco che. Patewemeks, and cerror and amazement into 
his enemies, which are noc farre off, and moft feared vpon che other fide the Ri- 
wer; they would willingly haue beene friends, or haue giuen any compoficion 
shey could, before chey would be rormenced with fuch a vifible feare. 

Now choughchey be generally perfidious, yer neceflity conftraines chofe co 4 
kinde of con! caufeof cheir enemies, and neither my felfe chat firft found 
chem, Capraine Argall, Chrefow, nor Hamar, neuer found themiclues in fitteene 
yeares trials : nor is it likely now they would haue {0 hoftaged their men, fuffer 
the building of a Fort,and their women and children amongft chem, had they 
intended any villany , buc {uppofe they had; who would haue defired a betrer, 
aduancegethen fuch an aduertifement; co haue the Fort for fuch an af- 
faule, and furely ic muft be a poore Fort they could hurt, much more take, if there 
were buc fiue men in icdurft difcharge _ : Therefore a man not well know- 
ing cheir conditions, may beas wel too icalous as too careleffeSuch another Lope 
Skonce would I haue hadat Oxawmavient. and one hundred men more to have 
made fuch another at Arquacke vpon the Riuer of 7 oppabaneck, which is not paft 
chirteene miles diftant Onawmanient : each of which cwelue men would 
keepe, as well as cwelue thoufand, and {pare all che reftro bee — as there 
fhould be occafion. Andall chis with chefe numbers might ealily haue beene 
done, if not by coureefie, yet by compulfion, efpecially ac char ume of Seprem- 
ber when all cheir fruits were ripe, their beatfts fac, and infinire numbers of wilde 
Fowle began to repaire to euery creeke, that men if chey would doe any ching 
could noc want vidtuall. This done, chere remained yet one hundred who fhould 
haue done the likeat Oxsnieke, vpon the Riuer of Chickebernenia, not paft fix 


miles 
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miles from the chiefe habitations of Opechankancugh. Thefc fmall Forres had 
beene caufc fuficient co caule all che Inhabicanes of each of chofe Rivers to looke 
co themfelues. Then hauing fo many Ships, Barks, and Boats in Virginia as 
ghere was ac chat prefenc, wich whatfacilicy mighe you hauelanded cwo hundred 
and cwencic men, if you had buronely Gue or fix Boas in onenighe; forty to 
range che branch of Mustapanyeut, fortic more chat of Yesghtannnd, and forcie 
more to keepe their randiuous at Pamwavake it {elfe. All which places liefo neere, 
they might heare from each other within foure or fiue houres, and noc any of 
chole finall partics, if chere were any valour,difcretion,or induftry in chem,but as 
futiicienc as foure choufand, cv force chem all co contribution, or cake or { posle all 
they had. For hauing thus fo many conuenient randevousto releeue each other, 
though all che whole Councries had beene our enemics , where could chey reft, 
bur in che depth of Winter we might burne all che houfes vpon all chofe Riuers 
in cwo or three daies ? Then without fires chey could notlive, which they could 
not fo hide but wee fhould finde, and quickly fotire chem with watching and 
warding, chey would be fo weary of cheir lives, as either Ay all cheir Countries; 
or giue all they had to be releafed of fuch an hourely mifery.Now if buca {mall 
nurober of che Saluages would allift vs, as chere is no queftion bue diuers of chem 
would ; And tu fuppofc hey could nocbe drawne to fuch faétion, were to beleeue 
rey are morc vertuous then many Chriftions, and the beft gouerned people in 
the world. All che Parmavukes mighc haue beenedifpacched as well in amoneth 
as a ycare,and chen co haue dealt with any ocher enemies at our pleafure, and yet 
smadcall this coile and danger but a recreation. 

If you chink chis ftrange or impoflible,s 2 men with my felfe ] round fufficient, 
to goe where | would adaies, and furprife a houfe with the people, if not a whole 
towncin a night, or incownter all the power they could make, as a whole Army, 
as formerly ac large hach beene related : And ic feemes by thefe {mall parties laft 
amongitrhem, by Captaine (+afbow, Hamar, and Madyfon, chey are not growne 
to that excellency in policy and courage but they might bee encounted, and 
their wiues and childrer apprehended. I know I hall bee caxed for writing fo 
much of my felfe, buc I care noe much , becaufe che iudiciall know chere are few 
fuch Souldiers as are my examples, haue writ heir owne adtions, nor know I 
who will or can cell my intents berrer chen my felfe. 

Some againe finde as much fault with che Company for medling with fo many 
Plantarions together, becaufe they chac haue many Irons in ‘he bee fome muft 
burnesy bur I chinke noif they haue men enow know how to worke them, but 
howfocuer, ic were betrer fome burne chen hane none atall. The King of Spare ree 

but how many powerfull Kingdomes he keepes vnder his obedience, and 
for the Saluage Cousicries he hath fubicéted, chey are more chen enow for a good 
Cofmographer to nominate, and is chree Mole-hills fomuchto vs ; and fo many 
Empires fo little for him ? For my owne part, I cannot chufe but grieve, char che 
adtions of an Englifhman fhould be inferior co any, and that the command of 
land (hould not be as great as any theca chac euer was fince the world 
began, I meane not as a Tyrant co corment all Chiiftendome, but co fuppreifé 
her difturbers, and conquer her enemies. : Be

After he had refted there fourereene daies, he 

fell vp with his thip co che Riuer of Chickebamsania, where meeting Capraine 

Willams Powell, ioy ning together fuch forces as chey had cochenumber of cighty, 

they {et vpon the (bickshamanians, chat fearefully fled, fuffering cheEnglithco 

fpoilc all they had, nor darihg to refift chem. Thus he returned co James towne, 

— ftaied a moneth, ac Ketoxgbtan as much more, and fo revarned for 
ngland. 

But riding at Keconghtaw; M. lobe Argent,fonneto Doftor Argent,2 young 
Gencleman chat wene with Capraine Basler trom Esglend co this place, 14s 
chael Fuller, ¥Wllam Gany Cornelius May and one other going afore wich fome 
goods lace in a faire euening, fuch a fudden guft did arife, chatdriue chem chware 
she Riuer, in chac place at leatt three or foure miles in bredch, where che fhore was 
fo fhallow at a low water, and che Boar bearing vpon the Sands, they left her, 
wading neere halfea mile, and oft vp coche chin : Sowell ic hapned, Matter Ar- 
gent had put his Bandileir of powder in his bar, which next God was all cheir 
preferuations: for it being Februaty, and cheground fo cold, cheir bodies be- 
came fo benumbed, they were nox able to ftrikc fire with afteele and a ftonehe 
had in his pocker sche ftone they loft :wice, and thus chofe poore foules groping . 
in cthedarke, ic was Mafter Argewts chance to finde it, and with afew withered 
Jeaues, reeds, and bruh, miake a {mall fire, being vpon the Chi/apeaks fhore, cher 
mortall enemics, great was their feare to be difcouered, The ioyfull morning 
appearing, they found their Boat and goods driue afhore, not farre from chem, 
but fo {plit thee was vnferuiceable: but fo much was the froft, cheir clothes did 
freeze vpon their backs, for chey durftnot make any great firero dry chem, leit 
thereby che bloudy Saluagesmighc difcry them, fo chacone uf them died che 
next day, andthe next night digging a graue in the Sands wich cheir hands, buri- 
ed tim, In chis bodily feare they liued and fafted two daies and nighrs, rhe two 
of chem wene into the Land tofeeke frefh water 5 the others co the Boat co get 
fome meale and oyle, 4rgest and his Comrado found a Canow, in which they ree 
folued co aduencure co their thip, but fhee was a driftin che River before chey ree 
turned : chus fruftrace of all hopes, Capraine 2utler che chird night ranging che 
fhorein his Boacco feeke chem, difcharged his Muskers, but chey Boncling ic 
fome Saluages had got fome Englith peeces, they grew morc perplexed then cucz, 
fo he returned and lofthislabour. The fourth day they vnloaded cheir Boat, and 
Stopping her leakes with their handkerchiefes, and other rags, cwo rowing, and 

two baifin oucche water 5 but farre chey wenc noc ett che water grew vpon chem 
fo faft, and they focired, chey choughe chemfelues happy to be on fhore againe, 
shough they perceiued the /ediews were not farre off by cheir res. Thus at che 
very period of defpaire, Faller vndertooke to fic a ftride vpona litcle peece of an 
old Canow 3 fo well ic pleafed God the wind and tide fern¢d, by pading with his 
ds and feer in che water, beyond all expedtation God fo guided him chreeor 
oure houres vpon this boord, he arriued ac cheir fhip, where chey noletfe amazed 
chen hetired, theycooke him in, Prefently as he had concluded with his Compa- 
nions; he caufed them difcharge a peece of Ordnance if he efcaped, which gave 
no leife comfort to Mafter Argent and che reft, chen cerror co thofe Plancasons 
tbat heard ic, (being lare) ac iuch an vnexpefted alarum : bur after, wich warme 
clothes anda little ftrong water, they had aliccle recouered him, fuch was his 
courage and care of his diftreted friends, he rerurned thar night againe with Ma 
fter Felgate to condu& him rothem, and fo giving thanks co God for fo hope- 
leiYea deliuerance , ic pleafed his Diuine power, both they and their prouifion 
came fafely aboord, but Faller they doubs will neuer recouer his benumbed legs 
and chighes. 

Now’ before Butlers arviuall in England, many hard fpeeches were rumored 8. 
gainft him tor 0 leauing his charge, before he receiued order from the Compa-

He Gentlenten, for fo many faire and Nauigable Rivers fo neere 
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Inchis traftof I.swses Towne Riucr I know very few ;fome fmal! Marfhes and 
Swamps there are, bur more proficable then hurctull: and I chinke there is morc 
low Muth ground berwixe Ersfe and Chelfey, then Keconghten and che Falls, 
which is abour one hundred an ed miles by che courfe of che Riuer.

knowledge; fince chere have gone more chen one hundred fhips of other pro- 
rcions, and eightor ten thoufand people. Now if you pleafe co compare what 
ath beene ls fent, difcouered and done this fifteene ycares, by chat we did 
in the three firftyeares, and euery Gouernorthat hath beene there fince, giue you 
but fuch an account as this, you may eafily finde whae hath beene the caufe of 
thofe difafters in Virginia. 

Then camein Capraine Argell, and Matter Sedas, in a hip of Matter (orneli= 
sa, to filh for Scurgion, who had {uch good prouifion, we concra€ted with chem 
for it, whereby we were better furnifhed chen ever. 

Nor long after came in feuen fhips, wich about chree haudred people ; but ra- 
ther co fupp ant vs chen fupply vs, their Admirall wich cheir authoricic being caft 
away in che Bermudas, sat angry they were we had made no better prouifion for 
them, Seuer: or eight weekes we with{tood the invndations of chefe diforderly 
humors, cill I was neere blowne co death with Gun- powder, which oceafioned 
me to returnefor Exg/and, | 

In the yeare-1609 about Michaclmas, I left che Counerey as is formerly rela: 
ted, wich three thips, feuen Boars, Commodities co trade, harueft newly gathe- 
red, eight weeks prouifion of Corne and Meale, about fiue hundred perfons; 
three hundred Muskets, thet, powder, and march,.with armes for more meri 
chen wehad. The Saluages their language and habitation, well knowneto two 
hundred expert Souldiers 5 Nets for hthing, cooles of all forts, apparel to fupply 
their wancs : fix Mares anda Horfe, fiueor fixhundred Swine, many morePowl- 
try, whac was brought or bred, but victuall there remained. 

Hauing {pent fome fiue yeares, and more then fue hundred pounds in procue 
ring che Cees Patents and fetting forward, and neere as much more abouc New 
England, &c. Thusthefe ninereene yeares I haue here and there not {pared any 
ching eccording co my abilitie, nor che beft aduice I could, to perfwade how 
thoft ftrange miraclesof mifery might haue beene preuented, which Jamencable 
experience plainly caughe me of neceflity muft infue , bur few would beleeue 
me till nowtoo detrely they haue paid forit. Wherefore hitherto I haue rather 
lefe all chen vndertake impoffibilities, or any more fuch coftly taskes ac fuch 
chargeable rates : for in neicher of thofe two Countries haueJ one foot of Land, 
nor the very houfel builded, nor the ground I digged with my owne hands, nor 
ever any contene or fatisfaétion at all, and though J fee ordinarily thofe ewo 
Countries fhared before me by chem chat neither have them norknowes chem, 
bur by my defcriptions: Yetchar doch not fo much trouble me, as to heare and fee 
thofé contentions and diuifions which will hazard if noe ruine the profperitie 
of Virginia, if prefencremedy beenot found, as chey have hindred many hun- 
dreds, who would haue beene shere ere now, and makes chem yet that are willing 
to ftand in a demurre.

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your view thc Sage whereon they were aéted, for as 
Geography witl:out Hiftory (eemeth a carkaffe without 
moon, fo Hiftory without Geography, wandreth as a 
Vagrant without acereaine habication, Thofellands lie The defcription 
in the huge maine Occan, and two hundred leagues of the Iles. 
from atty continent, ficuated in 3 2. degrees and 25. mi- 
nutes, of Northerly laticude, and diffane from England 
Weft Souch-Weit, abouc 3300. miles, fome cwen 
miles in length, and not paft cwomiles and ahalfein breadch, enuironed wit 
Rocks, which co che North-ward, Welt-ward, and Souch-Ealt, extend further 
then they haue bin yet well difcouered : by reafon of thofe Rocks the Country is 
naturally very ftrong, for there is bucewo places, & {care cwo,voleiie tochem who 
know chem well, where thipping may fafely comein, andthofe now are excee- 
ding well forcified, but within is roome to entertaine a royall Fleet : che Rocks in 
moft places appeare at 3 low water, neither are they much couered at a high, for it 
ebbs and flowes not paft fue foors the hore for moft part is a Rocke, fo hardened 
with the funne, wind and fea, chacitis not ape to.be worne away with the waues, 
whofe violence is alfo broke by che Rocks before they can come to the fhore:ic is 
very vneuen, diftribuced inco hills and dales 5 the mold is of divers colouss, nei- 
ther clay nor fand, but ameane berweene; thered which refembleth clay is the 
worft, the whiteft refembling fand and the blackeft is good, bur che browne be- 
twixt chem both which they call white, becaufe there is mingled with ica white 
meale isthe beft: vnder the mould two or three foor deep,and fomerimes lef{e, is 
a kinde of whire hard fubftance which they call che Rocke: che erces vfually faften 
their roocs in ic 5 neither is it indeed rocke or ftone, or fo hard, though for moft 
part morc harderthen Chalke ; nor fo white, but pumith-like and {pungy, eafily 
receiuing and containing much water. In fosme places Clay is found vnder ic, it 
feemes to beingendred with raine warer, draining through che earch, and draw- 
ing wich ic of his fubltance vnto a certaine depth where st congeales; the hardeft 
kinde of ic lies vnder che red ground like quarries, as ic were thicke flares one vp- 
on another, through which the water hath his pa(lage, fo chat in fuch places there 
is {earce found any freth wacer, for all or the moft part of che frelh water commeth 
out of the Sea draining through the fand, or chat fubftence called the Rocke, }e- 
wing the {ale behinde, ic becomes freth: fornetimes we digged wells of freth warer 
which we finde in moft places, and but three or foure paces from the Sea fide, 
fome further, the moft part of chem would ebbe and flow as che Sea did, and be le- 
well or Jirele higher chen the fuperficies of the fea, andinfome places very range, 
daske and cumberfome Caues.

other things without plowing or much labour, they haue two Haruefts 
yeere, for chey fer about March, which they gather in luly; and againe in Augul, 
which they reape in December; and litele flips of Fig-trees and Vines doe vfually 
beare fruic within che yeere, and fomecimes in leiles buc we finde noe the Grapes 
as yet cometoany perfection s chelike fercilicy ichath in Oranges and Limons, 
Pomgranates, and other things. Concerning the ferenity and beauty of the skie, 
it may as truly be {aid of chole [lands as euer it was {aid of the Rhodes, chac chere 
isno one day throughout the x z.monechs, but chat in fome hourechereof, che fun 
lookes Gingularly & cleese vpon them : for che temperature it is beyond all ochers 
rnoilt admirable ; no cold there is beyond an Englifh Aprill, nor heat much prea 
ter chen an ordinary July in Frasce, fo that froit and {now is neuer (eene here, nor 
ftinking and infeQious mifts very feldome, by reafon of the maine Ocean, thereis 
fome wind {tirringshat coolesthe airethe winter they haue obferues the titne with 
ours,but the longett daics and nights are fhorter then ours almoft by cwo heures. 

We foundic at firit all ouergrowne with weeds, and plants of feuerall kinds, as 
many tall and goodly Cedars, infinice ftore of Palmeroes, numbers of Mulberies, 
wild Okue-trees ftore, with diuers others vnknowne boch by name and nature, 
fo that'as-yet chey became loft to many viefull imploymencs, which time and ine 
duftry no doubr will one day difcouer, and cuen already certaine of the moft no- 
torious of chem haue gotten chem appellations from their apparent effects, as che 
Prickell-péate which growes ikea thrub by che ground, with broad chick leaues, 
all ouer-armed with long and fharpe dangerous thornes, the fruic being in forme 
no: much valikea {mall greene Peare, and on che oulide of the fame colour, 
but within bloud red, and exceeding full of inice ; with graines not wuch vnlike 
the Pomgranar, and colouring after its nature, The poyfoned weed is much in 
thapslike our Englith fuy, bucbeing but couched, casfech redneffe, itching, and 
laitly blifters, che which howfoeuer afcer a while patl¢ away of themielues wichous, 
furcher barme, yer becaufe for che time they are fomewhar painfull, ic hath goc ic 
felfe an ill name, alchough queftionleffe of noill nature, Here is alfo frequendy 
growing a certaine call Plant, whofe ftalke being all over couered with a red 
tinde, is chereupon termed che sed weed, che root whereof being foked in any li- 
quor, or buc a fmall quantity of che Iuicedruake alone, procures a very forcible 
vomit, and yet is generally vfed by the people, and found very effectuall againft 
chepaines and diftempers of che ftlomacke,

Bur che firft Englifh-man that was ever in chem,was one Henry May,a worthy 
Mariner chat went with Captaine Lexcafer to the Eaft-Indies 3591, andin their 
securne by the Weft-Indies, being in fome diftreile, fene chis Hesry May for. 
England by one Aonnjfier de la Barbotier,to acquaint the Merchants with their 
eftare. The laft of Nouember, faich (Alay, we departed from Lagena in Hifpa- 

siela, andthe feuenceenth of December following, we were caft away vpon che 
Norch-wett of che Bermendas sthe Pilocs about noone made themfelues South- 
wards of che Iles rwelue leagues, and demanded of the Captaine cheir Wine of 
highc as out of all danger, which they had : butirc feemesthey were either drunke, 
or careletJe of cheir charge ; for chrough cheirnegligences a number of good men 
were caft away. I being bur a ftranger amongft fiftic and odde French-men, ic 
pleafed God co zppoint meto be one of them fhould befaued, In this excremity 
we made araft, which we cowed wich our Boat, chere were buc fix and cwentie of 
vs faued sand | feeing {carce roome for che one halfe, durft noc pffe in amongft 
them till che Capeaine called me along with him, leauing che berret halfeco the 
Seas mercy :that day we rowed cill within two houres of night ere we could land, 

ing necre dead with chirft, euery man rooke his way to feeke frefh water, at 
lengch,by fcarching amongft many weeds, we found fomeraine water, but in the 
miaineare many faire Baics, where we had enough for digging. 

Now it pleafed God before our hip fplit we faued our cers cooles, fome The building and 
Nailes, Sailes, rnd Tacklings, wherewith we wentroundly ro worke, and built a calking their 
Barke of eighty cunnes : In ftead of Pitch, wemade Lime, mixcd with Tortoife 
oyle, and asche Carpenters calked her, I and another paied che feames wich this 
platter, which being in Aprill, became quickly dry, and as hardasa ftone. 

In Aprill ic was fo hor, we feared our water would faile, ewo great Chefts wee His returne for 
made,which we calked as our fhip , thofe we flowed on each fide our maine Maft, 
filled chem wich water and thirric live Tortoifes: wee found many Hagges, bue 
fo leane wee could not cat chem s che cops of the Palmeraberrics was our bread, 
and she ivyce we got out of the trees we cut downe our drinke, and of theleaues 
which are more then anEl! long, we coucred our Cabens, & made our bedsand 
found many of thofe prouifions as is relaced, but litle foule weather. The cle- 
uench of May it pleafed God to fer vs cleere of che Ile, after wee had liued chere 
fiac moneths : and the cwentieth wee fell with Cape Bristen, neere New found 
Land, whererefrething our felues with wood and water, and fuch things as we 
could get of che Saluages, ic (eemed a good Countrey, bue we ftaied not paft foure 
houres before we fer faile for the banke of New found land, where wee met many 
thips, but nec any would take in a man of vs, vntill ic pleafed God we meta Barke 
of Fawwethe, which receiued vs fora lictlecime, and with her we rooke a Frer-h 
thip, wherein left Capcaine de a Barbotier, my deare friend, and all his Come 
pany sandin Auguft arriued ac Fa/wonth in this honeft Englith Barke, 1594.

Ou haue heard, chat when Capraine Sssith was Gouernor of Virginia, 
y chere were nine fhips fent wich Sir Thomas Gates, and Sir George Somers, 
and Captaine Naport with Gue hundred people,to cake in che old Com- 
miffion, and rectifie a new — they fer failein May, and in 
the heighe of thirty degrees of Northerly latitude, chey were caken with an ex- 
creme fftorme, or rather s part of Hericane, vpon the fiuc and twentieth of July, 
which as they write, did not onely feparate them fromthe Fleer, but wich the vio- 
lene working of the Seas, their hip became fo thaken, rorne, and leake, the recei- 
ued fo much water ascouered two cireof Hogtheads aboue the ballace, chat they 
flood vp to the middles, with Buckets, Baricos, and Kertles, to baile our the wa- 
ter. Thus bailing and pumping chree daies and chree nights without inrermiffi- 
on, and yer the water feemed racher co increafe then diminih , in fo much thee 
being all vreerly {pence wich labour, were cuen refolued withoue any hope co thuc 
vp the hatches, and commit themfelues co che mercy of the Sea, which is {aid to 
bemerciletfe, or rather co che merey of Almighty God, whofe mercy farre ex- 
ceeds all his workes; feeing no fenfe or hope in mans apprehenfion, but prefent- 
oo :fome having fome good and comfortable warers, ferched them and 
ke onc to another, as taking their laft leaues vntill 2 more happy, and a 
more ioyfull meeting in a more bleifed world, when ic pleafed God out of his 
moft gracious and merciful prouidence, fo to diregt_ and guide cheir thip for her 
methane I chis time G che pope, {carce raking I

Being dus fafe on thore, they difpofed themfelues to Sanne 
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and waters ochers ro get a thorewhac they could from che fhip; noc tong S‘t 
George wandred bur tuund fuch a Bibing, chat in halte an houre wich ahocke and 
hne, herookefo many as futticedche whole company, in fome places they were 
fu thicke in che Coues, and fo great, they durft not gue in leit they thould bire 
chem, and chete rocke fith are fo great cwo will load a man, and fatcer nor bercer 
fith cannoc be. M’. Shelly founda Bay neere a quarter of amile ouer, fo full of Mu'- 
lers,as none of chembefore had euer feene or heard of thelke:the nexe day feeking 
cokill chem wich Al-zigs, they ttrucke fo many che warer in many places was red 
with bloud, yet caught not one, but with a net chey caught fo many as they could 
draw alhore, with eGnice numberof Pilchards and divers other forts; greac 
craw-fithes in a nighe by making a fire chey have caken in great quancity.Sir George 
had ewice his hooke ardline broke out of his hand, bue che third time he made it fo 
ttrong he caugheche fame fith, which had pulled h.m incothe Sea had noc his men 
gor hold of hin, whereby he had hischrce hookes againe were found in her belly. 
Accheis firit hunring for hogschey tound fuch abundance,they killed 32 and chis 
hunting & filhing was appointed ro Capraine Robert Wilfingbm, and M', Henry 
Sbeliy tor the company in general:chey report they killed ac leaft g00 befides Pigs, 
and many chat were killed by divers ochers ; for the birds in their feafons,the taci- 
lity to make their cabens of Palinera leaues,cauled many of chem vererly forget or 
delire cuer to recurne from chence,they liued an fuch plenty, peace and eafe. 

But lec vs remember how the Knights began to refolue in tholedefperac affaires: What mesnes 
many proieéts thcy had, buc ar laft ic was concluded, to decke their long boar me) mde to 
with cheirthip hatches swhich done,wich all expedition they fence Matter Renew, a coeto age 
very tufficienc Mariner, with eight more in her to Virginia, co have thi pping from 
thence ro tetch chem away ; three weekes ora monerh chey expedted her rerurne, 
bur ro chisday (he was neuer more heard of 5 all chis cime was {pencin fearching 
thelles: now although God fll ted them with his abundance of plenty, yer fuch 
was the malice of enuy or ambicion, for all chis good feruicedone by Sommers, 
fuch agreac ditference fell amongit cheir Coinmanders, hac chey liued afunder in 
chis dittreife, rather as thecre ftrangers chen diftretled friends: but neceflity to 
commanded, patience had the vietory, 

Two thips ac chis time by cliofe feuerall parties were a building; in chemeane Amarisge, and 
time two children were borne, the Boy was called Bermudas,the Girle Bermuda, wo children 
and amongft all chofe forrowes they had amerry Englith mariage che forme of 5" 
chofe Iics you may fee ac large in che Map of M!, Norwood, where you may plainly 
fee no place knowne hiath becrer walls, nor a broader ditch. But hauing finithed 
and rigged their two new Cedar fhips wich fuch prouifions chey faved trom the 
Sea-aduenrurer chiey lefc amongft rhe Rocks, chey calledghe one che Patience, the 
other che Delsserance 5 chey vied Limeand Oile, as Aday did fot Pirch and Tar. 

Sic George Summers had in his Barkeno lron ar all buc one bolt in her Keelesnow 
having madccheir prouifions of viétuall andall things ready, they fet faile che 
centh of May 1610, oncly leauing cwomen behinde them, called Cbrifopber 
Carter and Edward Waters, chat forcheir offences, or che fufpition they had of 
theirs indgemenis, fled into the woods, and there rather defiredto end their daies 
chen ftand co cheir erialsand the euent of Luftice ; for one of their conforts was 
thorro death, and Waters being tied co 2 tree alfo co be executed, had by chance a 
Knife abonc him, and{o fecretly cue che Rope, he ran into the woods where they 
could not finde him, There were two Saluages alfo fenc from Virginia by Caprain 
Smith,che one called Nanmuntack, theocher Matchumps, but fome fuch differen- 
ces fell berweenechem, that AZatchamps flew Namantack, and having made a 
hole ro bury him, becaufe ic was tou thert, he cur of his legs and laid chem byhim 

which murder he concealed cill he was in Virginia, ’ 

The foure and ewenrieth of the famemoneth they arriued in Virginia a¢ Lames Their arrival ia 
rowne, where chey found bur chrectcore perfons, as you may reade at largein che Vi7gaia, 
Hiftory of Vsrgista,ofche fue hundred lef by Capraine Savth, allo of the arriuall 

of 
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of cheLord Lawere,that met chem thus bound forEwg/eed,rerurned chem backe 
and vnderftanding whar Plency there was of hogs and other good chings in the 
Bermndas, was dciirousto fend chicher to fupply his neceffary oceafions ; where 
upon Sir Grorge Summers,the belt acquainted with the place,whofe noble minde 
cuerregarded a generall good more chen his owne ends,chough abouethreefcore 
ceres of age, and had meanes in England furable to his ranke, offered himfelfe 
y Gods helpero performe chis dangerous voyage againe forthe Bermuda,which 
was kindly accepted,(o vpon the 19.0f Iune,he smbarked in his Cedar thip,abous 
che burthen of shirry tunnes, and fo fer faile. 
SirGewgeSim- Mach fouleand croffe weacher he had, and was forced to the North parts of 
mershisrecurne = irginia, where refrefhing himfelfe vpon this vnknowne coaft, he could noe bee 
vothe Bermadase diverced fromthe {carch of the Bermeudas, where at lalt with his company he fafe- 
ly arriued : buc fuch was his diligence with bis excraordinary care, paines and ine 
uftry co difparch his bufineife, and the ftrengch of his bedy not an{wering che 
euer memorable courage of hisminde, having Imed fo long in fuch honourable 
feruices, the moft part of his well beloued and vertuous life, God snd narure here 
decermined, thould ever remaine a perpetual! memory of his much bewailed for- 
row for his death: finding his cime but fhorr, after he had taken the beit cousfe 
he could to ferele his eftate, likea valiane Capcaine he exhorted them with all 
diligence co be conftant to thofe Planrations; and with all expedition to returne 
to Virginia, Inthat very place which we now call Saint Georges cowne,this noble 
Knight died, whereof the place taketh chename, Buc hismen, as men amazed, 
feeing the death of him who waseuen as the life of chem all, embalmed his 
and fer faile for England, being che firft chat euer went to feeke chofe lands whic 
haue beene ever fince called Swmsmers Iles, in honour of his worthy memory, 
leauing three men behind them, that voluntarily flayed, whofe names were Cbri- 
fropher Carter, Edward Waters, there formerly left as is faid, and Edward Chard. 
This Cedar fhip ar laft wich his dead body arrived at #bit-(bareb in Derfet fare, 
where by his friends he was honourably buried, with many vollies of fhot, and 
she rites of a Souldier, and vpon his tombe was beftowed this E picaph.

The proceedings "Y™ He honour of this refulution belongs 7 to Carter, for through his 

ofthethreemer. Jt importuniry, not to leaue fuch a place abandoned, Chard & «ters were mo- 

ued to ftay with him, and thereft promifed withall the {peed they could againeto 

reuific chem. Bucthe fhip once out of fighe,thofe chree Lords, the fole inhabicancs 

of all chofe lands, began to ereét their lictlecommon wealth for a while wich bro- 

cherly regency, — che ground, planting Corne, and fuch feeds and fruits 

as they had, buildings houfe&c, Then making priuy fearch amongft the cre. 

uifesand corners of thofe craggy Rocks, what this maine Ocean fince che worlds 

creation had chrowne amongftchem, at laf} chey chanced vpon the greareft _ 

ApeeceofAin- of Amber-greece was cuer feene or heard of in one lumpe,being in weight foure- 
bet-greece of 80. (eore pound, befides diuers other fmall peeces. 

But now being rich, chey grew fo proud and abitious, consempt tooke fuch

place, they fell out for fuperiority though but three forlorne men, more then three 
thoufand miles from their native Country, and but fmall hope euer to fee it 
againe. Notwichttanding, they fomecimes fell from words to blowes about mecre 
trifles : in one of which fights, one of them was bicren with his ownedog, as if 
che dumbe beaft would reproue them of their folly ; ac aft Chard and Waters, the 
two greaccr fpirits, mult cry icouc in che field, but Carter wifely ftole away cheir 

weapons, affecting rather co liue amongft his enemies, then by being rid of them 

liue alone; and chus thofe miferable men liued full two yéeres, fo chat all cheir 

clothes were neere wornecleane fromtheir backs, and their hopes of any forraine 
releefe as naked ascheir bodies. Ac laft they began co recouer cheir wits, yet in a 

fathion perhaps would haue coft them dearer then when they were mad; for 

concluding a triparcite peace of their Macachin warre, they refaluedro frame as 

good a Boat as they could, and therein co makea defperate accempt for Virginia, 

or New fowed Land , but no fooner were they entred into chat refolucion , bue 

they deferied 2 faile ftanding in for chefhore, though they neicher knew what the 

was, nor what fhe would, they were fo ouer-ioyed, with all poflible {peed they 

went comect her, and according to cheir hearts defire fhe proued an Englifh.man, 

whom they fafely conduded into cheir harbour. 

Nowyou are to vnderftand,that Capraine Adartbew Somers, Nephew and heire Howthey were 
to Sir George, chatrerurned.with his dead body, though boch he and his Com- Supplied. 
pany did cheir vemoft in relating all chofe patlages co their Countrey-men and #62 % 
aduencurers, their relations were belecued but as trauellers tales, cill ic cameco be 
apprehended by fome of the Virginia Company , how beneficiall ic might be, 
and helpfull co the Plantation in Vergixia, fo thac fome one hundred and twenrie 
of them bought the pretended right of all the Company, and had fent this thip 
to make atriall; bur firft chey had obtained Lercers Patents af che Kings moft ex- 
ceilene Maieftic. Sir Thomas Susith was elected Treafurer andGouernor heere,and 
Matter Richard Mere to be Gouernor of che Iles and Colony there.

So firft hee reuealed himfelfe co Kendall in faire 
tearmes, reprouing his difhoneity, bur not being anfwered according to his ex- 
pedtacion, he commiced boch (ard and himto perfon. The next Sabboath day 
Danis apr om, thore, Mere alfo taxed with very hard language and many 
threars, co lay him faft alfoif he mended nor his manners; Dewss for the 

replied litele, bur wene with him to che place of praier: bur in che midft of di. 
uine feruice he goeth away, commanding all his Sea-men co follow him pre- 
fently aboord, where he encourageth chem co ftand co him like men, and hee 
would free che Prifoners, haue all che Amber-greece forthemielues, and {0 be 

one. 

The Gouernor hearing of this refolution, prepares wich his company to re- 
pulfe force with force, fo that a generall a dara of aciuill ynciuill wane pof- 
feifed every man 5 bucthis chrearning guit pafled ouer more calmlier chen was 
expected 3 for Daws hauing becter adu:ied with himfelfe, repensed his rafhnetle, 
and defired a reconcilemenc with the Gouernor. Peace hus concluded, Kendal 
was fet at libercie, but Chard was condemned, and vpon the ladder to be hanged 
for his obftinacy ; yet vpon better confideration (More repriued him, but kepe 
him a prifoner all checime he ftaied in che Country which was generally choughe 
a very bad reward for his great defert, and chat chere was more of this Amter- 
greece imbeziled, then would haue contented all che finders, thee neuet had any 
eonfideration at all. The greateft pare chough Afore chus recovered, yet Danas 
and Kendall had fo much, either by che ignorance or conniuency of che Gouere 
nors, that arriuing in England,they prepared chemfclucs fors new voiage 3 at laft 
they ewo falling our, the Company hauing notice thereof, fo tormenced them 
beth, they gaue ouer their voiage,and durft nor be feene a long cime after. 

The Gouernor thus rid of the (hip and thofe difeonrents , remoued his fest 
from Sasitbs Ile co Saint Georges, afcer he had ficced vp fome {mall Cabbens of 
Palmataleaues for his wife and family, in chat valley. where now ftands their 
primecowne called S. Georges, hee began co apply himfelfe co fortifieche Coun- 
trey, and training his men inthe exercife of armes, For alchough he was bors. 
Carpenter, he was an excellence Arcift, a good Gunner, very wirry and induftzi- 
ous: he buileand laid the foundation of eight or nine Forts, called che Kangs 
Caftle, Charles Fort, Penebrookes Fort, Sneiths Fort, Pagits Fore, Gates Fort, 
Warwicks Caftle, Saint KatharinesFort, &c. mounting in them all che Ordnance 
he me a ata the ground co build Houfes, plant Corne, and fuch Fruits as 
they had. | 
Being thus bufied, and as the necefficie of che time required, keeping his men 
fomewhac hard ac worke, Mafter Keath his Minifter, were it by che fecret prouo- 
cation of fome drones, that grew weary of cheir taskes, or his affe€tion to po 
lericy is not cercaine : Buc he begins co tax the Gouernor in the Pulpit, hee did 
grindeche faces of che poore, opprefling his Chrittian brethren with Phereabs 
eaxes. More finding this in thort ime, mighc breed ill bloud, called che Com- 

any together and alfo the Minifter, vrging them plainly, co cell him wherein he 
fad deferued thofe hard accufations: whereupon, wich sn vniuerfall cry they 
affirmed the contrary, fo chac Keath downe of his knees to aske him forgivenele. 
But Mefter More kindly cooke him vp, willing him to kneele to God, and here- 
after be moremodeft and charicable in his fpeeches 3 notwithftanding two other 
difcontents fo vpbraided Afore with that doGtrine, and ftood to maintaine ir, he 
impaneled a Jury, with a great deale of feeming much sdec he would hang chem 
being condemned, one of chem with the very feare, fell intoa dead Pallie; fo 
chat the other was fet at libertie, and proued after a very good labourer. 
Many conclufions he tried about che Sea-wentare, the wracke of Sis George Se- 
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mers, but he got onely for his paines but two peece of Ordnance. Hauing framed Two peeces 
a Church ot cimber, ic was blowne downe by acempelt, fo char he buile another ahaa Cal 
in amore clofer place with Palmcra leaves. 7 eit " 

Before this ycere was expired, che aduencerers fence chem an edsi/e with chirtie The fitt Supply. 
PaiTengers and good prouilions, co prepare with all expedicion for their detence 
againttche Spassard, whom thcy vnderftood cre long would vilic chem : This oc- 
calioned him co keepe all his men cogecher in chat Ile fo hard ac-worke, chat wan- 
ting liberticco goc abroad for food, liuing onely on thae chey had, and expected 
daily co recciue trom England, chey were fo ouer-coiled, many fell ficke, bucnone 
died. Very carncft chis th p was co haueall che Amber-greece, which M. Adore 

ceiuing, was che chictett caufle of their comming, and chac it was che onely 

oadftone to draw from Exgéand ttill more lupplies ;tor all che expretle command 
fent from the Company,he recurned:his fhip buc with cheone chisd parts fo from 
chence fhe went to Vargsxta, and not long after aniued fafely in Exelsnd. 

But before her returne che Company fene che Zartha with (ixciePalengers = 8 6 1 §. 
more; they arrived in lune wich one Multer Barclet to furuey the lland,and che Thefecondfups 
eftare of che Colonic, with expreile command for all che Amber-grecce : but Py Theanas Smith 
More perceiving him noc ashe would have him, and chac the Company be- Treafurer. 
gan co miftruft hin, would fend no more but another third part, wherewith they : 
recurned, leaving a French-man to make criall of the Mulberies for Silke, bur he 
did not bring any thing co perfe€tion ; excufing him(elte, chey were nor the righe 
Mulberies he expected. About thiscime they were in hope of afmall crop of To- 
bacco, but it was inoft fpoiled for want of knowledgeto vic ic. Now in England 
Mafter More became amongtt che Merchanes maruclous diftafttull , for che de- 
taining folong the Amber-greece 3 which delaies they fo much abhorred, they 
forrhwichdifparched the Elizsb:t4 the fecond time and forry Patfengers, much 
rebuking A4o>¢ for fo long detaining the Amoer-greece : for the which, having 
now no .norecolourable excufes, hedeliuered ic, wherewith che hip wenc to ire 
ginta, & chence home, In chis fhip was bronght che firlt Potato roots, which flou- A ftrange in- 
rifhed excecdingly for atime, till by negligence chey werealmoft loit(all burcwo ¢reafe of Pora- 
caft-away roots) that fo wonderfully haue increafed, chey are a mainereleefe co all °°S* 
the Inhabicants. This thip was not long gone but chere came two Spanifh fhips, The arcemptof 
founding wich cheir Boar, which atrempred co come in : bur from che Kings Caftle two Sp 
Matter More made but two thor, which caufed them prefencly depart. Marke ps- 
here che handy-worke of the diuine prouidence, for they had but three quarrcrs 
of a barrell of powder, and burone thot more, and the powder by carcic{nelle 
was cumbled downe vnder che mullels of the two peeces were difcharged, yet noc 
couched wich fire whenthey weredifcharged, 

This feare thus paft, appeares another much worfe,which was the extremity of 
famine s inthis extemity God fent Capraine Damiel Elfrid with a caruell of 
meale which a Jictle relieued chem, buc brought wirhall fo many Ras, chat with- 
in two yeeres after neere ruined all 5 now though Ev/rid had deceiued his friend 
Fifoer of this Caruell in the Weft. Judies,chey reuenged Fibers iniury, for Elfrid 
had his patlage for England, and they made vfe of all hehad. Somectwo moneths 
after , came in the Blefing wich an hundred Pa(lengers ; and rwo daies afrer che 
Starre with 2 hundred and fourefcore more, amongft which were many Gentle. 
men, as Mafter Lower for Marthall, Malter Barret, Matter Felgate, and divers 
others 3 but very vnproper for what they vnderrooke. Within foureceene daies 
afrer eame in the Afargaret and two Frygats, and in chemone hundred and threes 
fcore Paifengerss alfo Mafter Bartlet came now exprelly to diuide the Country 
into Tribes, and the Tribesinro fhares. But Matter Afere finding no mention 
made of any part for himfelfe nor all chem with him, as he was promifed in Evg- 
land, by no meanes would admic of any diuifion, nor fuffer his men from fini- 
thing their fortifications, which was fo necelJary,it was his maine ambition to fee 
that accomplifhed; bur fuch vnkindneile ew becwixe this Mafter Bartlet and 
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the Gouernour, thet the rude multicude with all che difdaine chey could deuife 
cauled Bartlet returne for England as he came.About this time Wskiawe Millington 
was drawneinro che Sea by a fith, buc neuer after eur feene. 

The negleé of chis diuifion was very hardly concciced in Exglend, (0 chat 
Mifter Adore grew mere and morein diflike with che companys nocwithftin- 
ding he followed the building of thefe Forts fo earneftly, negleéting planting of 
Corne, till cheir ttore was necre all confumed, whereby they became fo feeble and 
weake, fome would not, others could not goe abroad co fecke releete, bur ftirucd 
inctheir houfes, and many chat wenc sbroad, chrough weaknelle were {ubieé co 
be fuddenly furprized with a difeafe called che Feauges, which was neicher paine 
nor ficknetle, bur asic were the higheft degree of weaknetle, depriuing chem of 
power and ability from the execucson of any bodily exercifes, whecher ic were 
working, pier whac elfe:being thuscaken,itany prefencly gauc chem food, 
many cimes they ftraighe recouercd, yer fome alter alicle reft would bee able co 
walke, buc if chey found not prefenc fuccour, died, 

About this time or immediatly before, came in acompany of Ravens, which 
conunued among ft chem all che time of chis mortality and chen departed, which 
for any ching knowne, neicher before nor fince were cuer feene or heard of : this 
wich diuers other reafons caufed Mafter Afere co goe out to Sea, to fee if he could 
difeouer any other Ilands, buc he went nor farre ere ill weather tosced him backes 
and ic were a noble aduencure of him would vndertake co make more perfec all 
che dangers are about the Sasmer /les, 

Thus famine and mifery caufed Gouerncur Afore leave all his workes, ard 
fend chem abroad to get what chey could; one hundred and fifty of cic mott weake 
and licke he fent to Compers Ile, where were {uch infinice numbers of che Birds 
called Cahowes, which were fo feareleife they might take fo many as chey would, 
and chic admired abundance of fifh,chat che extremity of cheir hunger, and their 
glutrony was fuch, thofe heaucnly bleflings chey fo confumed and wafted by 
carelefneife and (urfecting, many of them died vpon thofe filly Birds chat offered 
chemfelues ro rhe flaughcer, which the Gosernour vnderftanding,cavfed chem for 
change ofaireto beremeued to Pert-reyall, and « Company of Fifhers with a 
Boatto releeuethem wich fith, but che Gange grew fo lazie the poore rae 
{Rill dieds chey chac remained killed che Catclechey found in che Ile, faining che 
heat caufed chem to runne into che Sea and fo were drowned ¢ fo thac chcGouer- 
nour fenc againeforthem home, but fome obrained leaue fill co liue abroad; one 
amongftche reft hid him{clfe in che Woods, and liued onely on Wilkes and land 
Crabs, fac and lufty many moneths, bue moft of chem being at Saint Georges, or 
dinarily wascaken one hundred and fifty or two hundred great fithes daly for 
their food ; for want of hookes andlines, the Smith made hookes of old fwords, 
and lines of oldropes, buc finding all thofe poore Engines alfodecay, they fene 
one of theewo Frigatslaftlefe with chem for Exgleed, co cell chemof this miferys 
All which was now attributed roMafter (Mores peruerinele,who at Grit when he 
gocthe Amber-Greece had not fuch 3 generall applaufe, but now all che worft 
could poffibly be fuggefted was roo good for him 5 yer notknowing forthe pre- 
fenc howto fend a berrer, chey ler him continue full, chough his rime was necre 
expired, and with all fpeedfeneche Welcome fraught with prouilion, where fhee 
well arriued, and proued her felfe as welcome in as in name s for all chofe 
extremities, Mafter Lewes Hues writeth, not one of all chofe chreeicore chat firft 


: — chis Plancation was dead, which thewes ic was noc impoilible, bat ins 


ry might haue prevented a great part of che others Mluggith carelefneile, 
This thip much refrefhed this miferable Colony, bur More feeing thy 
fenc not for him, his time being now expired, vn ing how badly they re- 
puced him in Exg/end,and chat his imploiment now was more for cher owne 
ends then any — himfelfe, refolued dire&tly to reurne with this thip. He 


uing (ecled all ¢ grin che bef order be conld, left che gomcrnonentro the charge 
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of che counfellof fix to fucceed each orher monechly, cil chey had further direti- 
ons from Evgland s whole names were Capraine Afsies Kendall, Captaine fob» 
Mansfield, at Knight, Charles Caldycor, Edward Waters, md Chri, 
Carter, with cwelue ochers for cheir afliftances. AZore thus taking leaue of thofe 
Jlands, arriued in Exglend, much wrangling they had, bur at laft chey confirmed 
him according to promife eight fhares of Land, and fo he was diftmitled of his 
charge, with thew of fauour and muth friendhhip,

a defolare Ile, where after fome few moneths ftay, an Englith Pyrat tooke them in, 
and fome of chem at lait gor for Exg/and, and fome few yeares after recurned to 
che Somer iles.

abouc this vnwarrancable a€tion, Mier Lewes Hues their Preacher was fo violent 
in {uppreffing ir, chat fuch difconcencs grew beewike che Gouernors and him, and 
divifens among the Company, he was arraigned, condemned, and imprifuned, 
but not long detained beforereleafed, Then the matter fell fo hotly againe ro be 
difpured berwixe him and one Mafter Keath a Scorch-man, that profetfed {chol- 
lerthip, that made all “ok in agreat combuftion smuch adoe there was, till 
ac laft as chey face in che Church andready co proceed toa indiciary courfe againtt 
Mafter Hues, fuddenly fuch an extreme guft of wind and weather fo ruffied in 
the treesand Church y fome cried our, A miracles others, it was but an accidene 
common in thofe Iles, but che noife was fo cerribleie diffeluedthe alfembly : not~ 
withftanding, Mafter Hees was againe imprifoned, and as fuddenly difchargeds

buc thofe factions were fo confuled, and their relations fo variable, thas fuch

This mans moneth thus ended, begins Matter Carter, which was altogether Mafercerte, 
fpentin quiecneffe,andthen Capraine Adsies Kendall had the rule,whole moneth Captaine Kendell 
was alfo as quietly {pene as his Predeceffors, Then Capraine Afawsfield begins Capt- aansfield 


his fecond moneth, whenthe thip called the Edwin arrived with good fopplies, 
About thistime diuers Boats going co fea were loft, and fome men drowned ;and 
many 
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many of che Company repaired co Mafter Hues, char there might bee # Coun- 
cell according to Mafter Aderes order of fix Goucrnours, and ewelue Affiftanrs, 
whereupon grew as mény more fuch filly brawles as betore, which ac laft con 
cluded wich as fimple @ reconciliation. Jn che interim happened co a certaine 
number of priuare perfons as mifesable and lamencable an accident, as eucr wag 
read or heard of, and chusit was i 

In che month of March, acime moft fubie& of all ochers to fuch rempefts 5 on 
a Friday there wenc {cuen men ina boat ofcwo or threecunnesto fith. The mox- 
ning being faire, fo cagerthey were of chtir iourney, forme went fafting ; neither 
carried they eisher meat or drinke with chem, bur a few Palmeta berries, but be- 
ing ac cheit fifhing place fome foure leagues from che fhoaré,fuch a cempeftarofe, 
they were quickly driven from che fighe of land in an ouergrowneSea,defpairin 
ofall hope,onely committing chemiclues to Gods metcy lee the boar driue whic 
way fhee would. On Sunday the ftorme being fomewhat abaccd, they hoyfed 
faile as chcy choughe cowards the Iffand. In che euening it erew ftarke calme ; {> 
that being coo weake to Wie theit oares, they lay adriftchat night. The next mor- 
ning Andrew Hiltard, fornow all his companions were paft ftrengch either t© 
helpe him orchemfclues: beforea {mall gate of wind {pred his faile againe. On 
Tuefday one died, whom they threw ouer board. On Wednefday three. And 
on Thurfday ac might che fixe, All chefe bur the laft were buried by Hiliard in 
the Sea, tor fo weake hee was growne hee could not curne him ouer as the ref, 
whereupon hee ftripped him, ripping his belly wich his knife, chrowing his bow- 
elsinto the water, hee {pread his body abroad ulred open wich a flicke, and fo 


“Tersit lie as acifterne to receive fome lucky raine water, and this God fene hi 


prefently after, fo thac in onc {mall fhoure hee recouered about foure {poonefuls of 
raine wacer co his vn{peakeable retrefhment; he alfo preferued necre haltea pint of 
blood in a fhooe,which he did {paringly drinke of co moift his mcuth: rwo feue- 
rall daies he fed on his ficth, coche quantity of a pound,en che eleventh day from 
his lofing che fight of land, two flying fihes fals in his boar, whofe warme iucie 
blood hec fucked co his greac comfort, Bur within an houre after co his grearer 
comfort you will not doubt, he once againe defcried the land, and within foure 
houres ater was caft vpon a rocke neerero Port royall, where his boat was pre- 
fenrly !plic in pieces, byt himfelfe, though exreamly weake,made fhit: to clamber 
vp fo Reepe and high a rocke, as would haue oubled che ableft man in the Ileco 
haue done that by day heedid by nighe. 

Being chus aftride on 2 rocke, the cumbling Sea had gorten fuch pofleffion in 
hisbraines, that a good while ic was before his giddy head would fuffer him to 
Venrure vpon the forlaking ic: cowards the morning he cranles a fhore, and chen 
to his accomplifhed ioy defcernes where hee is, and trauels halfe a day without te. 
ny refrefhmens chen water, whereof wifely andcemperately he ftinced himfelfe, 
otherwife certainely hee had drunke his laft. In which cafe tcc atcaines a friends 
houfe: where at the firft chey coke him for a ghoft, but at laft achkaowledged 
and receiued him with ioy, his ftory after fome houres of recoucry of ftrength ro 
tell ic, heard out with admuraci ake was not long after conucyed ro che rowne, 
where he receiued his former healch, and was liuing in che yeere 1622, 

The nexe newes char happened in chis ame of cafe, was, that a merry fellow 
hauing found fome few Doilars againft che Flemith wracke, the bruit wenc cur- 
rant the treafure was found, and they all made men. Much sdoe there was ce pre- 
went che purloining of it, before hey had it : wvhere after they had ryred chem 
felues vvich fearching, chat they found,amounted not to aboue rwenry pounds 
ftarling, vvhich is noc vnlike but to be che remainder of fome greater flore, we 
fhed from fome wracke not farre from che fhore. | 

The company by the Edwex receiuing newes of che reuels vvere kept in Somv- 
seer Iles, refolued to make choice of anew Gouernour, called Matter Daniel Tare 
har, that along time had i ad cia camera oy 

avid 
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Smith, All chings being furnithed for his voyage s hee fet failein the George, 
conforted wvith the Edwss, with many paifengers, which beiug difcouered by 
chem in thofe Iles, chey f{uppofed chem the Frigot fent tothe Weft Indies, bue 
when chey vnderftood vvhat they vvere, much preparation they made co refift 
the new Gouernour. Many great oftentations appeared on boch fides, but vvhen 
the qrondans Gouernour id fee his men for moft pare forfake him ; all was very 
well and quietly compounded, and with much kindneile receiued and welcomed 
a fhore, where his Commffion was no fooner read, chen they accepted and ace 
knowledged him for their Gouernour. 


The Gouernment of Captaine Daniel Tuckar. 


Bout the miftd of May arriued this Gouernor, where finding the Inhabi- 
tants both abhorring all exacted labour, as alfoin a manner difdaining 
and grudging mucho be commanded by him g it could nor but paffio- 
nate any manliuing, Bur ac laft according tothe Virginia order, hee fer 
euery one was with him ac Saint Georges, to his caske, co cleere grounds, fell 
erces, fer corne, fquare timber, planc vines and other fruits broughr out of Eng- 
land. Thefe by cheirtaske: Matters by breake a day repaired co the wharfe, from 
thence to be imployed to che place of cheir imployment, till nine of the clocke, 
and then in the after-noone from cbree cill Sunne-fer. Befide meat, drinke and 
cloaths, chey had for acimea certaine kinde of braife money with a hogge on the 
one fide, in memory of the abundance of hog ges was found at their fick anding. 

This courfe thus {quared, imicating divers orders vfed in Virginia, by Sit The, 
Date: he began by chem to looke into his inftrufiiens giuen by the Company. 
Whereupon by one Mr. Richard Norwoed a Suruayor, fent over for chat purpofe, 
in che time of Mafter Adoore, hee began co lay our the eight eribes in che maine, 
which were to confift of fitty fharesto a tribes and rwency fiue acers co cuery 
fhare, He alfo began co plane fome Colony men, on feme of che efpeciall thares. 
He fwore alfo cercaine of chechicfe men of every tribeta bee Bailiffes chereof, 
and appoinced as many men as hee was able for all {upplied fhares. The goods 
landed 10 the ftore houfes heefene from thence, and difperied icto his worke- 
men in generall ; fome Boats alfo beganto be builded ; buc chepinace called che 
Thomas \ufpeted might make ancicape, was laid vp in a docke, were fhee yer 
temaineh, 

In the beginning of che fecond moneth of his gouernment, he dire&ted war- 
rants to all che Bailiffes, for che holding of a generall Affife at Saine Geerges, and 
appointed Matter Stokes Lieucenane of che Kings Cattle ac che Gurnets head. The 
Bdwis came with him he fence co che Wet Indies by dire&ions from England, to 
trade with chenatiues, for cartel], corne, planes,and other commodities, A courfe 
of great impartance, which had ic been purfued, would certainly haue produced 
more hopetull effcéts for the good of the Colony, then all che fupplies and AZ<- 
gexines from England hath or will in a long cime. 

Prefendy after her departure began the Affifes, execured by his Deputy. The 
chiefe matter handled was che hanging one Jobe Weed a French man, for {pea- 
King many diftaftefull and mutinous fpeeches againft che Gouernour, co fhewthe 
reft by chat example,che power of his anchoriry which after wich his owne bands 
he fo oft executed wich a baftinado amongft the poorer fort ; many tearmed ica 
exueley, not much leffechen tyranny : but che fequell is more then ftrange. 

So it was that fue of them, feeing byno meanes they cdwld get patlage for 

land, refolued to wndergoe all hazards but chey would make an efcape trom 
foch fersitude. The chiefe mariner and plotter of this bufinetle, was Richard San- 
ders and his confederates, Williams Godwin 2 thip Carpenter, Themas Harifon a 
loyner, James Barker aGentleman, and Henry Pact. Theferepairing to the Go- 
uernour, and with pleafing infinuations told him, if hee would allow chem buc 
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things neceflary, they would build him a bose. of wo or three tunnes, wich 3 

clofe decke, thould goe a fithing all Westhers. The Gouertiour halfe proud thar 

he¢ had bronghe his men to fo good a paile; as he conceiiied, to offer themfelues 

to fo neceflary a Worke s inftancly with all willingneife furnifhed chem with all 

things they could defire, end many faire promifes to incourage chem to performe 

ic with allexpedition. Hauing made choife of a place moft fc from moleitation, 
they went forward with thar expedicion, thar in a fhore cimefhee was brought te 
perfestion, By chis time, the thip that broughe thé Gouernowr, being ready to 

deparr, hee fends alufty gange to goe feech his new boat ro carry him abvard, bar 
arriuing et che place where fhe was buile, they could heareno more of her, but fhe 
was gone che laft euening to Sea, 6 try how thee would faile, Much fearch and 
difpuce was where this boat fhould be: bust laft chey found divers Jetcers in the 
cabbins, to this effeét, direfted to the Gouernour, ahd other their friends : char 
their hard and bad vfage was fo intolerable,and their hope (o {mall euer againeto 
fee their Countrey, or be delivered from fuch {cruitude, they did rather chufe co 
put chemfelues co that defperate hazard to goe for England, in which if chey mif- 
caried, as it was much to be miftrufted, cheir lines and bloods thould be required 
at cheir hands was che caufe. A compatle Diall Barker had borrowed of Matter 
Fines, to whom he writ thac as hee had oft perfwaded them to patience, and that 
God would pay them though none did: hee muft now bee contented with the 
loife of his Diall, with his owne doétrine. Such leafure they found to bee merry 
when in the eye of reafon they were marching into a moft certaine ruine, The 
Gouernour being thus fatisfied of their efcape, extreamly threatnedthem no lefie 
then a hanging, but the ftormes of the Ocean they now more feared chen hims 
good prouilion by bartering they had got from the thip, where Geedwia in a 
brauado told the Mariners, chough he could nor be permitted to goe with them 

yet peraduencure hee might be in Exg/and before chem, whertat che Mafter and 
his Mae laughed merrily, Buc having beenc now vnder faile threeweekes, the 
winds fo fauoured them, they felt nothing of whacthey liad caufeto feare: chen 
a bluftering gale blowing in their tecth, pucchem to much extremity for diuers 
dayes, ‘ion acemeniee more gencle away they patt profperoufly fome eight or 
een dayes more, cill meeting a French Piccaroune of whom they defired faccour, 
hee like himfelfe tooke from them what hee liked, leauing them not fo much 4s 
a croffe-ftaffe to obferue withall, and fo caft them off: their courfe ftill they co 
tinued till heir vi€tuall began to fall rotheloweft ebbes andthe very knees of 
their fall veffell were halfe hewed away for fire wood, At laft to their infinic joy 
they arriued in Jre/and,where che Earle of Zomxnd honorably entertained chem, 
and caufed che boat to be hung vp for a Monument, and well themighe, for thee 
had failed morechen 3300, miles by aright line thorow che maineSea,withoue 
any fight ofland, and I thinke, ince God made che world, the like nauigarion 
was newer done, nor heard of, This fortunate Sanders going to the Eaf Indies, 
in che rifling fome fhips there tooke, it was his chance to buy an old cheft, for 
three or foure fillings, but becaufe it wanted a key hee repented his bargaine, and 
would gladly haue fold it againe forleffe, A certainetime it lay tofled to and fro 
dsaching hee litle regarded, but at laft hauing little co doe, heebroke it open, 
where he found 3 thoufand pounds a fo much gold as bought him in 
gg good eftate, which leauing wich his wifehereturned againe tothe Ef 
yf e 


The George fetting faile chree dayes after this efcape, the Gouernour feszed 
and confifcated all th 


recurned che Edwis from the ff Indies, furnifhed wich figges, pynes, lager. 
canes, plancaines, papanes anid divers other plancs, which were prefently rep 

ted, and fince incresied ino numbers, alfo an /ndian and a Negar, and fo 
miuch Ligue vite as defrayed all che charge. The Gouernor thus bufied among his 
plancs, making hedges of Figurees, and Pemgranets, and {cucrall diuifions by

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Palizadoesfor the defence of their guarding and keeping their cattell for in fuch 

husbandry qualities he well deferued great commendations, The Aduencurers 

to fupply him fence with all fpeed they could the Hepewel/, a {thall Barke, buc an 

excellent failer,and in her one Captaine Pewed! an excellent Mariner,and well a¢- The exploisof 

quainced in che Indies where he was to goe trade, after he had landed his patfen- CaptainPuml 
crs in che Summer Iles : buc in his icurney ac che Wefterne Iles meeting a Bra- 

le man, heeliked che fuger and patfengers fo well, hee mand the Caruill with 

his owne men,and continued his courfe, but bethinking himfelf how this would 
be encerrained at che Summer Iles, hee found fuch doubrs, hee wene direétly for 
the Weft Indies to cake time ro refolue what.co doe: arriuing there hee mec a 
French rouer, one euery way as cunning as hin.felfe, bue much more crechetous. 
A great league of kindneffe is foane made betweene chem, vpon confidence 
whereof, Powell and {ome of che chicfe wich him being inuited aboord him, is 
eafily encifed, and in the nsidft of cheit cups both hee and his company treache- 
roufly made prifoners and chus was forced co giue him their piife, or hang 
ac the yards arme with all his company. Hauing fer them thore, away gocs 
theFrench man ; Pewels thip being but hard by, prefencly ferchechem all a boord, 
but finding his viétuall neere fpent, and no hope at all co recover his ptize, fer his 
Porugales on fhore, and {et {aile for che Summer Iles 5 where fafely arriuing, hee 
declared che whole pailageto the Gouernour, left fomeether in telling might 
make ic worfe, of which the Gouernour fcemed well enoughto approue, 

This Gouernour fill {pent his time in good husbandry, alhough fome of the The fecond

cer co bea Gardinerthen « Gouernour: fome time he fpencin digging of a greac 
pond, bar chat worke proued alrogether vnprofitable: about that time was held 
the fecund Aflife, The greaceft maccer patled, was 2 Proclamari6 againft the (poile 
of Cahowes, but it came too lare,for they were moft deftroyed before : a plartorme 
hee caufed to beereéted by Pagss Fort, where a good Fore were very necetfary. 
Capraine Powel! not hauing performed his feruice in the Weft Indies, he condic- 
oned with the Company, 13 fencchicher againe bie Gouernour, and thisteene 
or fourteenc of his beft men, furnifhed with all c ings neceffary, Inthe meane 
time the Company vnderftanding, that in January, February and March, there 
are many Whales, for which fifhing they fenc the Neprune, acall a well pro- 
wided wich cuery ching ficting for that purpofe. Bue before fhe arriued, Gapraine 
Tackar,who had brought alfo with him moft prouifions for that imploiment,fent 
three good Shalops co try what could be done, but whether it was the {wifenes of 
che Whalein {wimming,orthe condition ofthe place, cercainc it is for all their la» 
bour and hazard, they could kill none, though they ftruckemany. 

To bepin his fecond yeere,he called the chird Aflife,wherediuers were punifhed 2. 63. 7. 
as cheir faults deferued: three were condemned co diestwo were repriued, bucthe The third AG, 
third was hanged; che next day there was alfo a leuy forthe repairing two Forts; Sit Themes Sas 
burthac labour cooke not fuch effect as was intended, for want of good direftions, ° 

But the great God of heauen being angry at fomewhat happened in thofe pro- 7), 
ceedings, caufed fuch an increafe of filly rats, in che {pace of cwo yeeres foro » enamel A 
bound, before chey regarded chem, that they filled not onely chofe places where with rats, 
they were firt landed, but fwimming from place co place, fpread tava in- 
to all parts of the Countrey, infomuch chat there was no Iland bur ic was pefte- 
red with chem 5 and fome fithes haue beene taken with rats in their bellies, which 
they caught in fwimming from Ileto Iestheir nefts they had almoft in every tree, 
and in moft places their burrowes in the ground like conies: they {pared noc the 
fruits of che plants,or trees, northe very plants themfelues,buc ate them vp.When 
they had fee cheircorne, therars would come by troupes in the nigttt and feratch 
ic out of the ground, If by —— watch any efcaped cill it camete earing, it 
should chen very hardly efcapethems and they became noyfome cuen to the very 
perfous of men, They vied all che diligence they could for the deftroying of

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them, nourifhing cats both wilde and tame, for thar purpofe; they vied rats- 
bane, and msny times fer Gre on che woods, chy eftran halte a mile before ic was 
extinct; euery man was enioyned to fer cweluetraps, and fome of their owne ace 
cord have fer neere an hundred, which they euer vied twice or thricein a night, 
they alfo trained vp cheir dogges to huncchem, wherein they became fo expert, 
chat a good dog in two or three houreswould kil ogg br firy. Many other deuices 
they vied to dettroy shem, but could not preuaile, finding chem ftill increafing 
againft chem:nay chey fo deuoured the fruits of che earch, char chey were defticuce 
of bread for a yeere or cwo 3 fo chac when they had ir afcerwards, chey were fo 
wained from it, they eafily negleéted to eat ic with their meac. Belides chey 
endeuoured fo ‘much for the planting Tubacco for prefent gaine, thar chey nege 
letted many chings might more haue preuailed for cheir good, which caufed & 
mong ft chem mue weaknelfeand mortalicy,fince the beginning of chis vermine. 

Ac lat it pleafed God, — mieanes itis noc well knowne, ro take chem 

Pp tea away 3 in fo much chat the wilde cats and many dogs which lived on chem, were 
famifhed, and many of chem leauing the woods,came downe to cheir houles, and 
co fuch places where chey vfe co garbith cheis fith, and became came Some haue at- 
tributed the deftruction of chem che to enereafe of wild cats, bur that is nor likely 
they fhould be fo fuddenly encreafed rather ac that time,then foure yeeres befores 
the chiefe occafien of this fuppofition was, becaufe they faw fume companies 
of chem leane the woods, and flew chemfelues for want of food. Orhers by che 
caldnet{e of winter, which nocwithftanding is never fo great chere, as with vs in 
March, excepe it be in che wind : befides the rars wanced nor che fethers of young 
birds and chickins, which they daily killed, and Palmera moflere build chem- 
felues warme neftsouc of che wind, as viually chey dids neicher doth ic appeare 
that che cold was fo mortall ro chem, feeing they would ordinarily fwimme from 
place ro place, and bee very fac even in the mid of winter. Ic remsineth then, 
chat as God doth fomerimes effcé his will without fubordinste and f 
caufes, fo wee need not doube, bur chat in che encreafe of chis vermine;as 
alfo by che preferuacion of fo many of chem by fueh weake meanes as they chen 
enioyed, and efpecially in the fo fudden remouall of chis great annoyance, there 
wasioyned with and befides the ordinary and manifeft meanes, a more mediace 
and fecret worke ef God. 

Abour this time Hesry Long, with feuen others in an extreame florme were 
caft away, but three of chem cfcaped. One of them being asked what hoe choughe 
in che worft of chat exrremity,an{wered, he chought nothing but gallowes claime 
thy right, and ic feemes Ged well heard his prayer, and rewarded his ingratitude, 
for he washanged within halfe a yeere after. In thac Merch alfo Sue men wont to 
Sea, buc as yet was neuer heard of, and three more drowned in a boat, By Hilé- 
ards houfe grew 2 very faire Cedar, which by a thunder clap was rent almofto 
fmall thivers, ands man ftood by him, and Sasewel Tanton,moft fearfully blafted, 
yet neicher they, the houfe, nor a licle childe, yet a paireofracks in che houfe was 
all corneto ficters. The Neptane not long after arriving to fith for whale, her for- 
cune proued no bercer then the Gouernours, yet fome are of opinion, prac 

ight be made by them. 

n May chey difcried foure faile,fo chat manning all their Forts,they ftood rwo 
= soya daies in Armes, expeéting what they were s at laft chey found ic Mafter Powell 
ee returned from the Weit-Indies in che Hopewell, where mifling fuch trade as he 

expected, chefe chree Frigots comeing in his way, he could noe chufe bur rake 
chem ; Meale, Hides and Munition was theit lading : Faire weather che Goucrnor 
made with Powell, till he had got all che goods into his owne potleflion,and chen 
called Powell to a fri aceount for doing fuch an vowarrantable a&; mucha 
doe chen was berwixt the caker and receiuer , but Powell was giadco be excufed

Ginde chat ac large in the Booke of Surucyes amongit their Records. 

Now though che a ‘was {mall, yee they could not conueniendy haue 
beene difpofed and well fecled, wichouca true defcriprion and a {uruey of it 5 and 
againe, cuery man being feed where he might conftantly abide, chey knew cheir 
bufineffe, and‘ficced their houfhold accordingly : then t be buile no more Cab- 
bens, bur fubftanciall houfes, chey cleered their grounds, and planted nor onely 
fuch chingsas would yeeld chem cheir fruits ina few moneths, but alfo fuch as 
would sfoord chem profic within a few yeares, fo thar in a hore time the Coun- 
trey began co afpire, and neerely approach vato chat happineil¢ and profperitie, 
wherein now tt Hourifheth, &c. 

But co follow the Hiftory ; vpen che bett plot of ground could be found, the 
Gouernor preuailed fo much wich the generalitie, they buile a faire houfe of Ce- 
dar, which being done, he appropriated ic to himfelfe, which occafioned excee- 
ding much diftafte. Aboutchis time arriuedthe Disa with a good fupply of 
men and prouifion, and the Grft Magszin euer feene in thofclles 3 which courfe 
is not fo much commended here, as curfed and abhorred by reafon of enhanfe- 
mens of all che Inhabicancs heres fix or feuen weeks this thip ftaied,chen hauia 
towards her fraught chiscie choufand weight of Tobacco ; which prouing g 
and comming co a lucky Marker, gaue great encouragement co the Aduencurers 
to goc luftily forward in cheir Plancation, and withour fuch {uccetfe, chere is no~ 
thing burt grudging and repining. Bucabouc the appropriation of chis new buile 
houte, many bad difcontents grew betwixt the oppreffed Colony and the Gouer- 
nor, efpecially becwixt him and che Minifter, and Lewes, who would neither be 
feared wich chreats nor imprifonment, that cheir malice continued cill they met in 
England, of which the Minifter made the caufe fo plaine, hee very well and ho- 
neftly ic feemes, difcharged him(elfe. 

_ Nowin chofecimes of thefe endletfe vnciuill broiles, cwo defperate men and 3 
proper Gentlewoman got into a Boat, and stra be maake an efcape to Virgi- 
sia, 2s appeared by fome Letters they left behinde them were neuer more heard 
on, The very next moneth afterthe like was accempted by fix others, fo defirous 
they were ro be rid of their feruicude s but their plor being difcouered by one of 
their fociecic, chey were apprehended, arraigned, and condemned to be hanged : 
the next day being led with halcers about their neckes to the place of execution, 
one was hanged, and thereft repriued. 

The Diane arriuing well in Ewg/end, for all che infinite numbers of complaints, 
che Tobacco did helpe to {weeren all manner of grieuances, yer it bred a diftafte 
in cheopinionsof fo many, chey began to thinke of another Gouernory but for 
chat cime it was fo qualified by diuers of his friends, they difpacched away the 
Bleffing, which arriued in the Sesser Iles. Though their generall Lecter was faire 
and courteous to the Gouernor, yet by the report of the Paffengers and divers 

icular Jeccers from his friends, it was a{lured him his crueley and coucroufneffe,

The attiuall of HE vnexpected rerurne of a en Tackar,caufed a demurre in the 
cves thips. eleétion ot che new Gouernor 3 fome perfwading thefe oft changes were 
fo croublefome, dangerous, and cable, ic were beft to continue 


Captaine Kendall , others sgaine for Captaine Tacker,buc during 
thetime of thefe opinions, the Gills was difpatched witha fupply. Now I 
fhuuld haue remembred, 7#cker was no fooner out of the harbour, bur he mee 
Mafter Elfred in a thip called che Zreefurer, {ent from Uirginiato trade: by her 
he writ to his Deputy Mafler Kendell, co hauea care of all things, and beware of 
too much acqusineance with this hip, which hee fufpe€ted was bound for the 
Welt-Indies. Norwichftanding, Elfred receiued what kindneffe the Ile could af- 
fords he promifed co reuific chem st his rerurne; chis done, becaufe they would 
not be gouernletfe when his Deputithip was expired, there was 2 general stlem- 
bly, and by chat Eleétion Kendal was confirmed to Succeed ftill Gouernor. Now 
chey began co apply chem/felues to the finifhing forme plat-forme about Saviths 
Fort, and laying che foundation of a Church to be built of Cedar, ull che Gilip- 
flower arriued with fome private lecters to X endall, how he was elected Gouernor 
of chofe Iles forchree yeeres. During her ftay they held cheir Affifes, where for 
feme few fufpeéted fais chree were condemned, and che better to cerrifie the reft, 
led co the place of execution, but reprieued ; divers of the reft had cheir faulrs par- 
doned, and che Cshiflewer fer faile for New found land. 
Capcaine Butler Theloue and kindnetfe, honefty and induftry of chis Captaine Kewdall, hath 
ehofen Gouer- — eene very much commended 3 by ochers, fomewhat difliked : bur an Angell in 
thofe imploiments cannot pleafe all men, yet this confideration bred rouch ill 
bloud ss well here as there, fo chac the Company dire&ly concluded, Capraine 
Batler fhould with whatexpedicion chey could, goe to be cheir Gouernor : Inthe 
Interim they tooke the opportunitie of a fhip, called the Sea-flewer, bound for 
Virginia, and by her fenc a Preacher and his Family, with divers Patlengers, and 
newes of a new Gouernor. This beed a grest diftafte smongf many, chat full 
they fhould haue new officers and ftrangers for cheir Gouernors they neuer 
of, and chemfcluesftill kept chere whether chey would or no, wichout any prefer- 
ment, no nor {carce any of chem their inhabiting, co haue any land ac all of their 
owne, but liue all as tenants, or ss other mens poore feruarrs, 
Abour this time camein Captaine Kerby with a fimall Barke fram the Weift- 
Indies, who hauing refrefhed himfelfe, was very kindly vfed by the co 
ar: 
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and fo departed. Not long after a Dutch Frigot wes caft away vpon the Wefterne 
thore, yet by che helpeof the Englith they faued che men, chough the hip peri- 
thed amongftche Rocks, A licsle after one Enfigneteod being about che loading 
of apeece, by chrufting a pike into che concauitie,grating vpon che fhot,or fome- 
what ebouc the powder, Rrucke fire wichin herand fo difcharged, bur wounded 
him cruelly and blew him intothe Sea, chough hee was gor out by fome thac 

ftood by bim, yet hee died of thofe wounds, Within two or three daies after, 

Captaine E/fred now comes in afecend came: but of chat we fhall fay morein the

The next moncth came in the Garland, {ent from Exgland (ix or feuen weekes be- 
fore him 5 fo that being feuenceene weeks in her voyage, ic was fo cedious and 
grieuousco divers of che Freth-wacer Paflengers , chac (uch a ficknefle bred a- 
mongtt chem, many died as well Sailers as Patiengers. Hauing taken the beft or- 
der he could for cheir releefe, patled through all che Tribes, and held his firft Af 
fife in Captaine Tackers houfe ac che ouer-plus, Towards the laft of this moneth of 
Nouemb, chere arofe a moft cerrible ftorme or Hericano, chat blew vp many great 
exces by the roors:the Warwick chat broughe the Gouernor was caft away, but che 
Garland rid by her, faued her felfe by cutting downe her Mafts ;and not long after 
a fecond ftorme, no leife violent chen the firft, wherein che Mount which was 
aframe of wood buile by Matter Mere for a Warch-cower to looke outro Sea, 
was blowne vp by the roots, and all chat Winter crop of corne blafted : And thus 
was ri Gouernor berate : ae 
With che beginning of the newyeere he began his of fortification, The refortifying 
vpon a Rocke chich ankers che Kings Cafe and fading che thip called che the Kings Cattle. 
Treafurer ftarke rotten and vnferuiceable, hee tooke nine peeces of Ordinance 
from her to ferue other vies. The Garland for want of meanes , could noc make 
her volage to Uirgiziass fhe was appointed wherefore he entertained her to re 
turne to — with all che Tabacco they had in theIJe, It was Ianuary before 
the departed, in which timethee failed not much to haue beene twice caft away. 
But thofe ftrange and ynauoidable mifchances, rather feemed to quicken the 
Gouemors induftry chen to dull it, Having finithed the Church begun by Ca 
caine Kexdall, with an infinite toile and Isbour hegot chree peeces out of ¢ 
wracke VWarwicke. Hauing an excellent Dutch Carpincer heentertained of them 
that were caft away in the Durch Frigot ; he imploied him in building of Boars, 
whereof chey were in exceeding great want. In February they difcouered a tall 
thip beating coo andagaine, as ic feemed by her working, being ignorant of che 
Coaft ; fome thought her a Spasiard co view their Forts , which ftand moft to

for che Sea, and we heard of herno more. That evening, a lucky fellow it thould 
feemc he was, that found a peece of Amber-greeceof cg c ounces,as he had cwice 
before, which bringing to the Gouernor, he had ready money for che one halfe, 
after three pound an ounce, according to cheir order of Court, to encours 
others to looke out for more, and preuenc che mifchiefe infuech by concealing 
of it. 

Wichin a few daies after, they defcried cwo Frigots that came clofe to the thore, 
and fenc a Lerterto che Gouernor, writ in J/talian, chat they were Hellanders had 
beene inthe Weft Indies, and defired but co arriue, refrefh themfelues with 
wood and water, and fo be gone, The Gouernor forthwith fene themto vndere 
ftand, that being chere vnder his Maieftic of Exgdendco command thofe Iles, he 
was to carrie himfelfe a friend to his friends, and an enemy to his enemies; if 
therefore he could thew alawfull Commiflion for his being honeftly and nobly 
emploied, he and his thould be kindly welcome, otherwife they were to aduen- 
ture ac cheir perills. But his Commiffion was fo good, he ftaied rhere rwo mo- 
neths, and was fo well fied with Oile & Bacon, they were all glad and happy of 
chis Durch Captaine Sceatens arriuall,with many thanks to theirold friend Cap- 
taine Powell that had conduéted him thither: the Colony being exceedingly in 
great want and diftre(le, bought che moft part of it at reafonable rates, fo Cap- 
taine Scontan retumed to the Welt-Indies, and Captaine Powell for his pare in 
the Low-Countries, Whileft thefe chings were in a€tion, che Aduenturers in 
England made many along looke for cheir thipss at laft che Gar/and brought them 
all che newes, bur she a was fo fpoiled cither in the leaking (hip, or the 
making vp, it caufed a great fufpicion there could none was good come from 
thofe Iles swhere(were they bue — in the cure) queftionledIc it would be much 

er then a great quantitie of chat chey fell for Veriwas, and many a thoufand of 
ic in Lowdox hath beene bought and fold by that title, 

The Gouernor being cleere of chofe diftraétions, falls vpon the reftoring of 
che burnt Redoube, where he curs out a large new plat-forme, and mounts feuen 
great peece of Ordnance vpon new cariages of Cedar. Now amongft all thofe 
troubles, it was not theleaft co bring the two Minifters to fubfcribeto the Booke 
of Common Praier, which all che Bifhops in Euglend could not doe, Findin 
at high time ro attempt fome conformitie, eR 38 him(elfe of the Licurgie of 
Garnfey and Iarfe, whercin all thofe particulars they fomuch flumbled ac, were 
omitted, No fooner was this propounded, but i¢ was gladly imbraced by them 
both, whereupon che Goucrnor tranflated it verbatim out of French imo 
lifh, and caufed the eldeft Minifter vpon Eafter day to begin the viethereof at $, 
Georges towne, where himfelfe, moft of che Councell, Officers and Auditoriere- 
ceiued che Sacramene : the which forme they continued during thetimeof his 
gouernment, 

Much about this time, infuch a faire morning, that had inuited many 
Boatsfarreout to the Sea to fih, did rife fucha Hericane chat much indangered 
them all, fo chat one of them with two Boies were driuen to Sea and never more 
heard of. The Minifters chus agreed, a Proclamation was publithed for keepin

Vpon the fixe of Iune began the fecond Affife, that reduced them to the di- Their manner of 

rect forme vied in England, For befides che Gouernour and Councell, they haue lawes reformed, 
che Bailiffes of che Tribes, in nature of che Depucy Lieurenants of the thires in 
England, forco them are all precepes and warrants direCted, and accordingly an- 
{wered and refpeéted s they performe alfo the ducies of Inftices of Peace, with- 
in their limits. The fubordinarce Officers co thefe in euery tribe, are the Contta- 
bles, Head-borowes, and Church-wardens ; thefe are che triers of the Tobacco, 
which if chey allow norco be marchantable,is burne: and thefe arethe executio- 
ners of their ciuill and politicke caufes. 

For points of warre and marriall affaires, they have the Gouernour for Lieu- Martiall Off 
eenane generall, che Sergeantmaior, Mafter of Ordinance, Captaines of Com- ©@* 
panics, Captaines of Forts, with cheir feuerall officers, to craine and exercife thofe 
numbers vnder their charge, in martiall difcipline. 

Concerning their Courts for decifion of right and iuftice, che frft,chough laft_ Ciuill Officers 
in confticution, is their generall alfembly ; allowed by che ftare in Eng/end, in che *#4Coun. 
nacurc of a Parliament, confifting of about forty perfons 3 viz. che Gouernour, 
che Counfell the Bailitfes of che tribes,ar d ewo Burgeiies of each tribe chofen by 
voyces in thetribe,befides fuch of che Clergie as che Gouernour thinkes moft fir, 
to be held once ayeere,as you fhal heare more thereof hereafter. Thenexr Court is 
the Affile or layles of deliucrie, held ewice euery yecre, in Chriftenas, and Whit- 
fon weeke, for all criminall offenders, and ciuill caufes becwixe party and parry 
as actions of debt, tre{palle, battery ,flander,and thc like: and chefe are derermine 
by a Jury of ewelue men, and aboue chem is alfo a grand Jury to examine matrers 
of greacer confequence. The laft day of the Affife might alfo well be held aCourt, 
for hearing che crangreflions in matters of contempt, mif-behaviour towards any 
Magiftrace, riors, feditious fpeakers concemners of warrants, and fuch like :there 
are alfo as occafion fhall require, many matters heard by che Governor, or his Of- 
ficers and oft iuftice done in {cucrall places, bue thofe are but as daics of hearing, 
and as be arte againft cheir Courts, &c. 

Ac chis laft Affize erghceene'were arrained for criminall caufes,a number very The fecond 
extraordinary confidering the places but now occafioned by reafon ofthehard Affile., 
ycere, and theftore of ill chofen new commers of thefe, fome were cenfured 
to the whipping poft, (ome burned in the hand, but cwo were condemned to die, 
ye the one was repricued, the other hanged ; thisdone, euery man returned co 
his home: many crials chey made againe ig the Warwicke, but to {mall pur- 
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pofe, her Ordnance being lathed fo faft chey could not be vnloofed,till cheropes 
and decks were rotren, yex fome few butres of beare being flotie they gor, which 
though ic had lien fix monerhs ynder wacer was very nm nocwithftanding the 
next yeere chey recouered five peeces of Ordnance. | 

Vpon che Brit of Augutt, according to che Companies inftructions from feg- 
land, began the generall ailembly atthe cowne of Saint George, which was che firtt 
thefe Iles euer had 5 confifting as is {aid, of che Gouernour, Counce, Bailiffes, 
and Burgetles, and s Secretaric ro whom all bils were prefented, and by him o- 
penly read in the houfe, alfoa Clerke to record the A&s, being thirty two in all; 
fifkcenc of which being fent into England, were by 2 generall confenc received 
and enadted,thecicles whereof ase thefe following: as for all che reafons for chem, 
they would be coo tedious to recite, 

The firft was again the vniutt fale and letting of apprentifes and other fer- 
vanes, and chis was efpecially for che righting che vnderrakers in Exglend, The 
fecond, concerning the difpofing of aged, difeafed,and impotent perfons, for ie 
being confidered how carelefle many are in preferring their friends, or fending 
fomctimes any they can procure to goe, fuch vnferuiceable people fhould be re- 
eurned back at their charge cha fence chem,rather then be burdenfome ro the poore 
Iohabicancs in the Iles. T he chird,chenecetfary manning the Kings Cattle, being 
the key of the Ile, chaca garifon of twelue able men fhould bee chere al wates ref- 
dent ; and 3000, eares of corne, and 1000. pounds of Tobacco payed them by 
che generalicy yeercly, asapenfion, The fourth,again{t che making vnmarchan- 
table Tobacco, and Officers (worne co make true trials, & burne thac was naughe. 
The fife, inioyned che ereétion of cercaine publike bridges, and the maintenance 
of chem. The fixt, for acontinuall fupply of vi€tuall for all che Forts, to bee pre- 
ferued, rill fome great occafion to vie ir. The feuench was, fortwo fixed dayes e- 
uery yeerefor the Affifes. Theeight, commands the making of high-waies, and 
prohibicing the pailage ouer mens grounds and planted fields, as well to prevent 
che fpoyling of gardens, as conueniencie to anfwer any alarum. The ninth, for 
the preferuing young tortoifes and birds, that were carelefly deftroyed. Thetenth, 
prouided againft vagabonds, & prohibicedthe encertainement of other mens {cr- 
uaats, The cleuench,compelled che ferting of a due quantity of corne for euery fa- 
mily. The ewelfth,the carecorne being cat rn the keeping vp of their poul- 
ery till ic was paft cheir reaches. The thirteench, for che preferuation ot {ufiiciene 
fences, & againft che felling of marked crees aero for bounds. [hefourtcenth, 
granced coa leuy for a choufand pound weight of Tobacco, towards the paymenc 
of publike workes, as the bridges and che mount, The fifteenth, for che enioyning 
an acknowledgement and a of all refidenc Gouernours, and the warran- 
ting him to continue, though his time be expired, cill che arriuall of a legiumare 
fucceffor from England, to prevent all vomeer and prefumptuous elections, be- 
fides ie was defired by petition in England, che new Gouernous fhould liue two 


monthsas a private man after his arriuall, if his predeceflor did ftay fo long, the. 


betrer co Jearne and obferue his courfe, And chefe arethe concents of thofe fif- 
teene Adis, — 8s you may perceiue : which che lawes of England could noe 
cake notice of, fe eucry climace hath fomewhat co it felfe in char kinde in par- 
ticular 5 for otherwife as it is conceiued, it had beene a high impudency and 
fumption to have medled with them, or indeed with any {uch as chefe lawes, thac 
had wich fuch great iudgement and iuftice al waies prouided for. 

No fooner was this bufineffe over but che -Magaxn hip is difcouered,and chat 
night came into the Harbour, buc in a very weake and fickly cafe,hauing caft ouer 
board twenty or thirty of her people, and fo violent was the infection, thar the 
mott pare of the failers, as well as paffengers,were fo {icke,or difmnaid,or both, that 
che Mafter confeiled, had they ftayed at the Sea buc a weeke longer, they had all 
perithed. There arrived wich this hip divers Genclemen of good fafhion, with 
cheir wiues and families; but many of them crafic by the cedioufnelle of the voy- 

ages 
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aget howfoeuer moft of chem, by the excellent falubricy of the aire, chen which 
the world hath nora berrer, foone after recoucred 3 yet fome chere were chac died 
refencly afcer they got afhore, it being certainly che quality of che place, eicher to 
Fi, or cure quickly, as che bodies are more or leiJe corrupted. By this hip che 
Company feuca fupply of cen perfons forche generalicy, burt offuch bad condi- 
tion that ic {cemed they had picked the Males oue of Newgate, the Females from 
Bridewell: As the Gouernour found ic his beft courfe,to granc our the women to 
fuch as were fo greedy of wiues, and would needs haue chem for beer for worfe 
and the men hee placed in the Kings Caftle for fouldiers, Buc this bad, weake, 
fickly fupply being difperfed for heir beft reliefe,by the much imploymeat of his 
boats in remoouing chem, many of his owne men became infected, fo that for 
fome weekes, they were noc able co doe him any fervice ar all. Scriét inftru€tions 
alfo chey brough« for the planting of Sugar cancs, for which che Iland being roc- 
kie and dry, is fo vnproper,thac few as yethaue beene {eene to profper : yer there 
are others liold checonerary opinion, that chere is raine fo ordinarily, che Iles are 
fo moift, as producethall their planes in fuch infinic abundance ; chere is no great 
reafon co fufpeét this, were it rightly vfed, more chen the reft. Seuenty thoujand 
weight of Tobacco being prepared cowards her fraughr, fhererurned for Ewg/end, 
No fooner was fhee gone then came in another, fent by the Company and gene- 
ralcy well conditioned, buc thee failed nor much to haue beene caft away among 
thofe dangerous & terrible rocks ;by her camealfo expre{{e command, they hould 
entertaine no other thips,then were direétly fenc from the Company :chis canfed 
maach grudging, and indeed a generall diftra€tion and exclamation among the 
Inhabicancs, co be chus conftrained to buy what chey wanted, and fell whas they 
had at what price the A¢egexin plcafed, and ro debarre true men from comming 
to them for trade or reliefe,chat were daily recciued in all che harbours in Exg/and. 
So long this thip ftayed going for fraught and wages, the Mafter not caring how 
long he lay at chat race in a good harbour, che Gouernour was ready to fend her 
away by Proclamation.Thus ended che firttyeere of che gouernment of C. Butler. 
Witch che ft of che fecond yeere were held che Affifes, where all che Bailiffes 
were fined for not giving a beginning to the building ofthe bridges 3 there was 
alfo an order to reftraine the excefliue wages all handicrafrs men would haue:and 
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that che Church-wardens fhould mect twice a yeere, to haue all their prefentments ou, 


made perfect againft che Aflifes. The A fifes done, all che ableft men were trained 
in thetr armes,' and then departed to their owne homes. The towne thus cleered, 
he made certaine new carriages for fome demy Culuerings,and a large new ftore- 
houfe of Cedar for theyeercly AZagazines goods ; finithed Warwicks Fort begun 
by Mafter Afore, and made a new platforme at Pagits Fort, alfo a faire houfe of 
lime and ftone for che Townes-houte.

women, that defired rather co goe afhere and die howfoeuer, chan adventure any 
further in fucha labyrinth of dangers, but at laft the gor cleere without danger, 
and well ro Exgland ; the other went to Virgie, wherein the Gouernor fenrtwo 
great Chefts filled wich all fuch kinds and forts of Fruits and Plancs‘as their 
fiands had 5 as Figs, Pomgranars, Oranges,Lemons, Sugar. canes, Plantanes, Poe 
tatoes, Papawes, Caflfado roors, red Pepper, the Prickell Peare, and the like. The Three E 
fhips thus difpatched, hee goech into the maine, and fo ourto featothe Spanifh Murderers found 
wracke. He had beene there before prefencly after her ruine, for never had hi oo Spanith 
a more fudden death, b¢éing now fplit in peeces all vnder water, He found (roa 
hopeto recouer any thing, fauea Cable and an Aachor, and two good Sacars ; 
but che wind was fo high hee was forced to recurne, being cen miles from the 
fhore, onely with chree Murderers, which were knownc to be the fame Capraine 
Kendall had fold to Capraine Kerby, whofe thip was taken by two men of warre 
of Cartbagena,the moft of his men flaine or hanged, and he being wounded, 
-died in the woods. Now cheir Piloc being at chis feruice, got chus thofe chree 
Murderers to their thip, and cheir thip chusto che Berswudas, as the Spaniards ree 
maining relaced to the Governor and others. 

Hauing raifed chree {mall Bulwarkes ac Sostbbamptens Fort, with two Cur- Their Affifes,and 
taines, and rwo Rauilings, which indeed is onely che crue abfolute peece of for. ther paflages, 
tification in the Iles ; Chriftmas being come, and the prefixed day of the Affife ; 
diuers were whipped and burnt inthe hand,onely threeyoung boyes for ftealing 
were condemned, and at the very point of hanging repriued, The Gouerneur 
chen fenc his Lieurenant all oucr the maine to diftribure Armes to thofe were 
found moft fit to vfechem,& to giue order for their randezuous,which were han- 
ged vp incthcChurch, About this cime it chanced a preety fecret ro be difcoue- 
xed to preferue their corne from che fly, or weauell , which did in a manner as 
much hurt as therats, For the yeere before hauing made a Proclamation thae all 
Corne fhould be gathered by a cerraine day, becaufe many lazy perfons ranne fo 
after the fhipsto ger Beere and Aquevite, for which hey will giueany thing they 
baue, much had beene loft for wanc of gathering, This yeare hauinga very faire 
crop, fome of the Inhabitants, none of che beft husbands, haftily gachered ie 
for feare of che penaltie, threw it in great heaps into their houfes vohusked, and 
fo let it lie foure or fue moneths, which was thought would haue {poiled ic s 
where the good husbands husked ic, and with much labour hung ic vp, where 
che Flies did fo blow on ic, they increafed to fo many Weauels, they generally 


complai- 
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complained of grear lotfe 5 bur chofe good fellowes charneuercared but from 
hand co mouth, made cheir boafts, char noc agraineof theirs hadbeene touched 
nor burr, there being no berter way co preferue ic then by lecting ic lic in its Luske, 
and fparcan infinite labour formerly had beene vied. Thacc were slfo very lucki- 
ly about chis cime found out diuers places of frefh warer, of which many of che 
Fores were very deiticuce, and she Church-wardens and Side-men were very bufie 
in correcting the prophaners of the Sabbath, Drunkards, Gamefters, and fuch 
like. There came alfo from Usrginia a {mall Barke wich many chanks for che pre- 
fents fenc chem y much Aquauitz, Oile, Sacke and Bricks they brought in ex- 
change of more Fruits and Planes, Ducks, Turkies and Limcftone, of which the 
had plency, and fo returned. During the aboad of the ftay of this thip, che mari- 
age of one of che Vsrgixie maides was confummated with a husband fit for her, at- 
tended with more then one hundred guefts, and all che dainties for cheir dinner 
could be prouided ; they made alfo another criall co fith for Whales, bucitrooke 
no more etfeét chen che hone : chis was done by the Mafter of che Virginia thip 
thac profetied much skill chat way, buc hauing fraugheed his thip wich Lime- 
fione, with 20000, weight of Porarees, and {uch things as he defired, rerurned 
a veil and May fpent in building a ftron Prifon,and perfetting f 
Apri were fpent in building a ftrong new Prifon,an ome 
of re Fortifications, andby the labour of cwenry men in fourteene daies was gor 
from the Spanifh wracke foure excellent good Sacres, and mounted them ar che 
Forts. Then began the generall Affize, where not fewer chen fifty ciuill, or rather 
vaciuill ations were handled, and cwenry criminal! prifoners brought to che bar g 
fuch a multitude of fuch vild people were fenc to this Plantation, that he chonghe 
himfcfe happy his ime was fo neere expired: three of the fouleft aéts were 
chefe : che firtt for che rape of a marricd woman, which was acquitted by a fenfe- 
icife lury 5 che fecond for buggering aSow, and chethird for Sodomy witha boy, 
for which they were hanged 5 during the time of the mmprifonment of this Bug- 
excr of cheSow, a Dung-hill Cocke belonging cothe fame man did continual- 
a oak Pigge of hisalfo, andro rhe wonder of all chem char faw it who were 
suany, did fo frequencly tread the Pigge as if ichad beene onc of his Hens, thae 
che Pigge languifhed and died within a while after, and chen the Cocke reforted 
co che very fame Sow (chat this fellow was accufed for) in the very fame manner 5 
and as an addition co all this, abour the fame time two Chickens were hatched, 
the one whereof had two heads, che other crowed very loud and luftily wichin 
ewelue houres after it was out of che fhell. A defperare fellow being to bee ar- 
raigned for ftealing a Turky, rather chen he would endure his trial, fecredy con- 
ueighed himfclfe to Sea in aliecle Boar, andneuerfince was ever heard of, nor is 
he cuer like to be, wichour an exceeding wonder, little leife chen a miracle. In 
Tune chey made another criall abour che Spanifh wracke, and recouered another 
Sacreand a Murderer, alfo he caufedco be hewed out of the maine Rocke a paire 
of large flaires for the conuenienc landing of goods and pa(fengers, a worke 
much roche beauty and benefk of che towne. With twenty chofen men, andrwo 
excellent Divers, che Gouernour went himfelfe to the wracke Warwick, bur they 
could recoucr but one Murderer, from chence hewentto the Sea-aduentare, the 
wracke of Sir George Susemers, che hull chough ewo or three fahomes in che 
water, they found vnperifhed and with much a doe weighed a Sacre, her theac 
Anchor, divers barres of Iron and pigs of Lead, which ttood the Plantation in 
very great ftead. Towards the end ot July he wenttofeeke for a wracke they re- 
reed lay vnder water with her hatches fpiked vp, but they could not finde her, 
bce rom the Spanith wracke lay there by they weighed three faire Sacres more, 
and fo recurned through che Tribes co Saint Georges : fome were alfo im

vo feeke our beds of Oifters for Pearle, fome they found, fome {eed 


ot, but our of one lictle fhell aboueall che reft chey gor about 320. fmall Pearle, 
Bot fomewhat defcétiue in their colour, 
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Therime of Coprain Batiers government drawing neere an end ,the Colony pre- 
fenced nto him diuers grieuances, to intreat him co remember to the Lords and 
Company in Euglend ahi recurne: alfo they appoined tworo be ioyned with 
him, wich letters of credence to folicic in their behalfe chofe grieusnces follow- 
ing: Fi they were defrauded of the food of their foules : for being not fewer The Planters 
thenone thoufand and fiue hundred people, difperfed in Jengeh ewenty miles, complaints: 
se had at chat prefenc but onc Minifter,nor neuer had bur two,and they {0 fhore- 
ned of their promifes, chat but onely for meere pity they would haue forfaken 
them. Secondly, negleétedin the fafery of their liues by wanes of all forts of mu- 
nitioh, Thirdly, they had beene cenfured contrary to his Maiefties Lawes, and 
not allowed them the benefic of their booke as they are in Exglend, but by Cap- 
taine Butler, Fourthly, they were fruftraced of many of their couenants, and 
moft extremely pinched and vndone by the extortion of the Magazine, for al- 
though their Tobacco was ftinced but at two fhillings (ixpence the pound, yee 

hey F sagan cheir commodities ac what ratechey pleafed.Fifthly their facherleife 
children are lefc in lictle better condition then flaves, for if cheir Parents die in 
debr, their children are madeas bondmen till chedebe be difcharged:chefe things 
‘being perfefted,there grew a great queftion of one Heriet for plotting of factions 
and abufing che Gouernour, for which he was condemned co lofe his eares,yer he 

Was we fo cee td he loft bur - part of > in all. 

By chis timc it being growne paft he wonted feafon of che comming in of fhips 
from England, afcer Sera Jonging and expectation, efpecially of ee Sours Eien orl 
nour, whofe Commiffion being neere vpon expiration, gate him caufeto with 
for ameancof deliverance from fo rroublefome and chankleife an imploiment 
as he had hicherro found ic 5 a faile is difcouered, and long it was not before fhee 
asritied in the Kings Caftle- Harbour: this Barke was fer out by ewo or three pri- 
ware men of the Company, and hauing landed her fupplies, wasto goe for P’rgi- 
sia 5 by her che Gouernour recetued cercaine aduertifemencs of the carriage and 
behauiour of che Spaniards, which he had relieved as you hauc heard the yeere 
before s char quite contrary both tohis meric, their vow, and his owne expetts- 
tion, they madeclamours againft him, che which being feconded by the Spanith 
Amba(ladour, caufed che State to fall in examination about it; whereupon ha- 
wing fully cleared cheir ingratefulneile and impudency, and being aifured of the 
choice of a fucceffor thas was to be expe€ted within fuc or fix weekes, hee was 
defirous to take the opportunity of this Barke, and to vilic che Colony in Usrgi- 
sia in his returne for England: leasing the gouernment to Captaine Felgat, 
Captaine Stokes, Matter Lewss Hewes, Mafter Nedmmiod Matt Gisser, but now 
histime being fully expired, and che fortifications finithed, viz, The Xings Cae 
Sle wherein were mounted vpon fufficiene Placformes fixceene peece of Ord- 
nances: In Charles Fort twos] n Sout bampten Fort fiue, betwixt which and the Ca- 
file paffech the Cnanell into che Harbour, fecured by three. and twenty peeces of 
good artillery to play vpon it, In Cowpers [leis Pembrocks Fort,whereis two Pee- 
ces.

\euioe BP Put APE Lecrers-Pacencs granced by his Maicfly in 1606, 
| for the limitation of Wsrginia, did extend from 34. 

104.4. which was divided in two parts ; natnely, 
the firft Colony and cheiecond: che firft was to 
the honourable City of London, and fuch as 
would aduencure with them co difcouer and take 
| cheir choice where they would, betwixt the de- 
| greesof 34.and 43. The fecond was appropria- 
1 eedcoche Ciries of Briftol, Excter and Plimoth, - 

Se &c, and the Wek parts of Ewgland, and all thofe 
chat would aduenture and ioine with them, and they might make cher choife 
any where berwixe the degrees of 38. and 44. prouided chere thould bee at Icaft 
100, miles diftance betwixt thefe . Colonies,cach of whieh had lawes, privileges 
and authoritie,for che gouernmente and aduancing their feuerall Plantations alike. 
Now chis part of e-fuecrise hath formerly beene called Norumtbega, Uirginia, 
Nuskoncus, Pensquida, Caxnada,and fuch other names as chofe thac ranged the 
Coaft pleafed. Bur -becaufe ic was fo mountainous, rocky and full of Iles, few 
hsuc aduencured much co trouble ic, but as is formerly related 5 notwithftan- 
ding , chat honourable Patron of vertue, Sir /sbw Popham, Lotd chiefe Iuftice of 
England, iw the yeere 1606, procured meanes and meni to pofleile ic, and fene 
Capraine George Popbans for Prefident, Capraine Rewley Gilbert for Admiral, Sir Frascis Pepe 
‘Captaine Edward Harlow mafter of the Ordnance, Capraine Robert Danis Sar~ bam Treafurets 
geant-Maior, Capraine Elis Beft Marthall, Mafter Seaman Secretary, Captame 
Lames Danisco be Capiaine of che Fore, Mafter Gore Carew chiefe Searcher :all 
thofe wereof the Councell, who with fome hundred more were to ftay in the 
Country : they fer faile from Plimoth the laft of May, and fell with Afenabigas 
the eleuench of Auguft, Ac Sagedabeck 9, or 20. leagues fouthward,they planted 
themfelues ac the mouth of a faire nauigable Riuer, bur the coaft all thereabouts 
moft excreme ftony and rocky sthat extreme froze: Winter was fo cold they could 
mnt range nor fearch che Country, and cheir prouifion fo fmall,chey were glad to 
fend all but 45. of cheir company backe againe: their noble Prefident Capraine 
Popbas: died, and not oe arrived two hips well provided of all neceifaries

death of the Lord chiefe Iuftice, and alfo of Siz Jobe Gilbert, whofe Isnds there 
the Prefident Rawiey Gilbers was to polfetle according ro the aduenturers dire&ti- 
ons, firiding nothing but exereme extremities, they all recurned for England in 
the yeere 1 Go8.and chus this Plantation was begunne and ended in one yeere, 
and the Country eftcemed as a cold, barren,mountainous, rocky Defart, 

Notwithftanding, the right Honourable Hewry Earle of Souch-hampron and 
thofe of the Ile of Wigbr, imploied Capraine Edward Harlow to difcouer an Ile 
fuppofed about Cape Cod, bucchey found their plors had much abufed chena, foe 
falling wich Afonahican, they found onely Cape Cod no Ile but che maine, chere 
they derained three Saluages abootd them, called Pechmo, ALonepet and Peke- 
winene, but Pechase leapt over board, and gor away ; and not long after with his 
confortscurtheir Boat trom cheirfterne, got her on thore, and fo filled her wish 
fand, and guarded her with Bowes and Arrowes the Englith lof her: nor farre 
from thence they had threemen forely wounded with Arrowes. Anchoring at 
thelle of Nobene, theSaluages in their Canowes afTauleed the Ship till che Eng- 
lifh Guns made them retire, yet here chey rooke Sakawe/ften, that after he had 
Jived many yeeres in Evg/and wenta Souldierco the warres of Bebemia, At (0 
pawe they cooke Coneconam and Epexow, bur the people ae efgawom vied them 
kindly, fo with fiueSaluages ehey returned for England, yet Sir Francis Pepb.ms 
fene divers times one Capraine illems to Menaligae onely co trade and make 
core ith, bur for any Plantations there was no more fpecches, For all chis, as 1 li-

laticude: out plore was thereto cake Whales, for which we had one Sesewel Cram- 
ton and divers others a ie in chat faculcy,& alfo comaketrialls ofa Mine of gold 
& coppers if chofe failed ,F ith and Furs werechen our refage to make our felucs fa- 
uers howfocuer : we found this Whale-filhing a coflly conclufion, we faw many 
and {pene much time in chafing chem, bur could nockill any. They being a kinde 
of Daoiased not the Whale chat yeelds Fins and Oile as we expected 5 for our 

old ic was ratchet che Matters deuiceto ger a voyage that proieéted it, then any 
Fnowledgebe had st aki ofany fuch matter; Fith and Furs were now our guard, & 
by our lace arriuall and Jong lingring ebour the Whale, che prime of both thofe 
feafons were paft ere wee percemued it, wee thinking chac cheir feafons ferued 
at_ all cimes, buc we found ie otherwife, for by che middeft of June the fifhing 
failed, yet in /uly and e4aguft fome were taken, bucnot fufficient co defray 
fo greac a charge as our ftay required: of dry fith we made about forty choufand,of 
Cor-fith about feven thoufand. Whileft theSailers fithed, my felfe with eight 
ochersof chem might beft bee fpared, ranging the Coaft in a {mall Boat, we 
got for crifles neere eleuen choufand Bever skinnes, one hundred Martins, 
as many Oteers, and themoft of chem within che diftance of cwenty leagues : we 
ranged the Coaft both Eaft and Weft much further, bur Eaftward our commodi= 
ties were not efteemed, they were fo neere the French who afforded them better, 
wich whom the Saluages had fuch commerce chat only by crade they made excee- 
ding preac voyages, though ehey were without che limits of our precinssduring 
the cime we rried chofe conclufions, noe knowing the coaft, nor Salueges habire- 
tions : wich chefe Furres, checraine Oile and Cor-fth, I returned for Exg/end in 
che Barke, where wichin fix moneths afterour departure from the Downes, wee 
fafely arriued backe the beft of this fith was fold for g, li, che hundred, che reft by 
ill vfage berwixe chree pounds and so. fhillings, Theother fhip ftayed co fic her 
felfe forSpsinewich the dry fith which was fold ac Afelige at forry Rialls che

che Matter of chis thip ( when was gone) thinking to prenenc that incent I had 
to make there a Plantation, thereby to i. this abounding Counrrey ftill in 
ob{curitie, charonely he and {ome few Merchants mare sight enioy wholly the 
beneficof the Trade, and profic of this Counrrey, berraied foure and cwenty of 
thofe poore Salueges aad his hhip, and moit difhoneftly and inhumanely tor 
their kinde vfage of me and all our men, caried chem with him to (Malige, and 
there for alitele priuacegaine fold thofe filly Saluages for Rials of eight ; but this 
vilde aét kept him cuer after from any moreimploimentco thofe parts, Now be- 
caufe at chis time I had raken a draught of che Coaft, and called ic New England, 
yet folong he and his Conforts drowned that name with the Eccho of Cannady, 
and {ome other fhips from other parts alfo,chat vpon this good returrie the nexe 
yeere went thither , char ac laft 1 prefented this Difcourfe wich the Map , to our 
saoft gracious Prince Charles, humbly intreating his Highneile hee would pleafe 
co change their barbarous names for fuch Englith, as pofteritie might fay Prince 
Charles was theit God-father, which for your bercer vnderftanding both of 
this Difcourfe and che Map, perufe this Schedule,which will plainly thew you the 
correfpondency of the old names to thenew, as his Highnetle named them.

1 in fearch for a Mineof Gold about an Ile called Capewnk , South-wards from the 


Shoules of Cape /asees, as they were informed by a Saluage called Epemew s that 
hauing deluded thé as it feerns thus co get home,fecing they kept him asa prifoner 
in his owne Counrrey, and before his triends, being a man of fogresra ftature, he 
was fhewed vp and downe Lendex for thoney as a wonder, and it feemesof no 
leife courage and auchoricie, chen of wit, ftrengch, and ptopurtida : for fo well he 
had conthiued his bufineife, as many reported he incended co haise furprifed the 
thip ; bur feeing ic could not be effected ro his liking, before chem all he leaped 
ouer-boord. Many fhoc they made at him, thinking rhey Radileinchitn, bur fo 
refolure they were te recover his body, the mafter of the thip wes wounded, and 
many of his company; And chus they loft him,& nor knowing mere whit to do; 
returned againe to Exg/end with nothing, which fo had difcouraged all your W 
Countrey men, they neither regarded much their promufes, and as lule eigher 
meor the Countrey, till chey faw the Lexden fhips gone and mein Plaweth accot- 
ding co my promife, as hereafter thall berelaced. 

I mutt confeffe J was beholden co che ferrers forth of thefoure thips chat wene 
with (exper, in that chey offered me that implotmenc if I would accept ic 5 and 
I finde ftill my refufall incurred fome of cheir difpleafares, whofe love and fa. 
uour! exceedingly defired 5 and chough they doc cenfure me oppolixe co cheir 
proceedings, they fhall ye: ftill in ell my words and deeds finde, ir is cheir error, 
not my fauke chat occafions their diflike : for hauing ing aged my felfe in this bufi- 
nefJe co che Weft Coun:rey, 1 had beene very dilboneft to have broke my pros 
mife, nor will I fpend more time in difcouery or Ghhing, rill lmay goe witha 
C.»mpany for 3 Planracion ; for 1 know my grounds, yer eucsy one co whom [ 
tell chem, or chat reads chis Booke, cannot put ic in practife, chough it may helpe 
any thar hah feene or not feeneto knew much of thofe parts: And chough they 
endeuour tn worke me out of my owne defignes, I will nor mach enuy their fore 
cones : buc I would be forry eheir —— ignorance fhould by cheir dcitements 
bring chofe certainties to doubttulneffe, Sochar the bofinefle profper {have my 
defire, be ic by whomf{oeuer chac are crue {ubiedts to our King and sthe 
good of my Councey is chat I feeke, and there is more chen enowgh for all, if 
they could beconrented. 

New England is that part of Aserica in the Ocean Sea, oppoficeto Newa Ale 
bion in che South Sea, difcouered by the moftmemorable Sir Francis Drake in his 
Voyage about the world, in regard whereof this 1s filed New England, being 
in che fame laticude New France of ic is Northwards, Souchwards is Wtrgizsa, 
and all che adioyning continent wich new Grasade, new Spatwe, new Andelef.s, 
and che #-/f-Jndier. Now becaufe I hauebeene fo oft asked fuch — quefli- 
onsof che goodneffe and greatneile of thofe {pasioas Tratts ot Land, how they 
can be chus long vnknowne, or not polleiled by che Spaxtards, and many fuch 
like demands 5] increat your perdons if | chance cobe too plame or cediousin re- 
lating my knowledge for plaine mens fatisfaftion. 

Fl-ridais the next adioyning co the /ndées, which vnprofperoully was atremp- 
cedcobe planted bycheFrench, a Counrrey farrebigger then Eaglesd, Scotland, 
France and Ireland, yet little knowne to any Chriftian, but by che wonderfull ene 
devours of Ferdinando de Soto, a valiane Spansard, whofe writings in this age is 
the beft guide knowne co fearch thofe parts.

of chatlictle I difcouered, may well fuffice three hundred thoufand people to in- 
habit : buc of ic, and the ditcoueries of Sir Re/pb Laine and Mafter Heriet, Cap- 
csine Gofeold,and Capraine Waymenth, they haue writ fo largely, that poftericie 
may be berrered by the fruits of their Jabours. But for divers others chat haue 
ranged thofe parts fince, efpecially this Councrey nowcalled New England, with- 
in akenning fometmes of the hore 3 fome touching in one place, fore in ano- 
cher 5 J mutt increac chem pardon me for omiteing them, or if I offend in faying, 
chaccheir crucdefcriptions were concealed, or neuer were well obferued, or died 
with the Auchors, fo char che Coaft is yer ftill buc even as 2 Coaft vnknowne and 
vndifcouered, I haue bad {ix or feuen feuerall plors of chofe Nercherne parts, fo vn- 
like eachto other, orrefemblance of the Country, as chey did me no more good 
then fo much watte paper, though they coft me more, ic may bee ic was not my 
chanceto fee the beft s but left others may be deceiuedas I was, or through dan- 
gerous ignorance hazard themfelves as I did, | hauedrawne aMap from point to 
poinr, eto Ile, and Harbour co Harbour, with che Soundings , Sands, Rocks, 
and Land-markes, as I palfed clofe aboord the fhore inalictle Boat; although 
there bee many things to bee obferaed, which che hafteof other affaires did 
caufe me to omit : for being fent more co get prefent Commodities, then know- 
ledge of any difcoueries for any future good, ] had not power co fearch as I 
would ; yer ic will (erueto direét any thall goerhae waies co fafe Harbours and che 
Saluages habications : what Merchandize and Commodities for their labours 
they may finde, this following difcourfe thall plainly demonftrate. 

Thus you may fee of chefe chree thoufand miles, more then halfe is yet yn- 
knowneto any purpofe, no not fo much as the borders of the Sea are yet cer- 
tainly difcouered : as for the goodnef{e and true fubftanceof the Land, we are for 
moft pare yecaltoge. her ignorantof them, voleffe icbe chofe parts about che Bay 
of Gbifapeack and Sagadabock, but onely here and there where we have touched 
or feene alictle, the edges of chofe large Dominions which doe ftretch chemfelues 
incothe maine, God doth know how many choufand miles, whereof we can yer 
no more iudge, chen a ftranger thar faileth betwixe Exglard and France, can de, 
fcribe che harbours and dangers by landing here or there in fome Riuer or Bay, 
tellchereby che goodnetie and fubfance of Spaiwe, Italy, Germany , Bebemia, 
Hungaria, and the reft 5 nay, there are many haue Jiued fortie yeeres in London, 
and yet haue fcarce beene ten miles out of the Cirie : fo are theremany haue beene 
in Vergiuia many yeeres,and in New England many times, that doe know little 
more then the place chey doe inhabit, or the Port where they fithed, and when 
they come home, they will vndertake they know all Uirgisiaand New England, 
asic chey were buc wo Parifhes or liccle Ilands. By this you may perceiue how 
much they erre, chatchinke euery one chat hath beene in Virgintaor New Ex 
band, vnderftandeth or knoweth what either of them are sOr that the Spaniards 
know one halfe quarter of thofe large Territories they pofleffe, no not fo much 
as thecrue circumference of Terra incognita, whole large Dominions may equa- 
lizethe goodnefle and greatneffe of Asserica for any thing yet knowne, [cis 
ftrange with what {mall power he doth range in the Heft-/ndies , and few will 
wnderftand thecruth of his ftrengch in America : where hauing fo much tokeepe 
with foch a pampered force, chey need not greatly feare his fury in Sommser Iles, 
Virginia, or New England, beyond whofe bounds America doth ftretch man 
thoufand miles, Into the frozen parts whereof, one Mafter Hat/ow an Engli 
Meriner, did make the greateft difcouerie of any Chriftian I know, where hee 
vnfortunacely was left by his cowardly Company, for his exceeding deferts, to 
end and dica moft miferable death.

Por Africa, had not the induftrious Pertagals +m her vnknowne parts, 
who would haue fought for wealth amongft thofe fried Regions of blacke brutith 

egars, where oh gene, a their wealth and admirable aduencures and

Bur ic is nota worke for euery one co manage 
uch an affaire, as makea difcouery and plant a Colony, it requires all the beft pares 
of art, iudgement, courage, honefty, conftancy, diligence, and induftry, to doe 
but ncere well 5 fome coy ear proper for one ching then another, and therein 
beft cobeimploied: and nothing breeds more confulion then mifplacing and 
mifimploying men ia their wndertakings. Columbus, Courtes, Pitzara, Zete, 
Magilaaus,and the reit ferued more thens Prentilbip , to learne how to begi 
their moft memorable Ts in the Weft-Indies, whichto the wonder of all 
ages fucceflefully they effeéted, when many hundreds of others farreabouethem 
in the worldsopinion, being inftrugted bur by relation, came to fhameand con- 
fufion in a€tions of {mall moment, who doubrleffe in other matters were both 
wife, difcreet, generous and couragious, I fay not this ro detra&t any thing from 
their incomparable merits, bur to anfwer thofe queftionlefle queftions,chas keepe

within which bounds] hauefeene ac leaft fortie feuerall habirations vpon che 
Sea Coaft, and founded about fise and cwentie excellent good Harbours, in ma- 
ny whereof chereis anchorage for fue hundred faile of thipsof any burden s in 
{ome of chem for one thoufand, and more then two hundred Iles over-growne 
with good Timber of diuers forts of wood, which doe make fe many Harbours, 
as required a1 timethen I had co be wellobferucd. 

The principall babicacion Norchward we were at, was Pesueb/cot : Souchward 
along the Coaft and vp che Riuers, wefound Mecadacut, Segecket , Pemaguid, 
Nafconcus,Sagadabecl, damon owgen, and K enebcke 3 and to thofe Countries 
belong the people of Segetage, P anuck, Pecopafum, Tanghtanakaguet, 
Warbigganus, Naffaque, Wafoere{queck,Wawrigweck, Mofooquen, Wakcoge, Pa- 
Soaranack, &c. To chefe arealied in confederacy, the Countries of ico, Mea 
comynticus, Pafataquack, Aggawens, and Neswhkeck: All chefe for any thing! 
could perceiue, differ lirelein guage, fafkion, or gouernment, though moft of 
them be Lords of themfelues, yet they hold che Be/babes of Peneb/cot, che chiefe 
and greareft amongft them. 

The next I can remember by name, are AZattabents, two pleafant Iles of 
Groues,Gardens, and Corne fields a league in the Sea from the maine: Then 
Totant, Mafachufet, Tepent, Secaficw, Totheet, Nafcecomacack, Accomack, Cha-

French make by fihhing ;nay but how many thoufands this Biftie os fixey yeeres 
haucbeene maintained by New found Lend, where they take nothing but {mall 
Cod, whereof the greareh they make Cor-fith, and the reft is harddried, which 
we call Poore-Iobn, would amaze a man with wonder. If chen from all thofe 
parts fuch paines is caken for this poore gaines of Fifh, efpecially by che Helles 
ders, chat hath but licrle of their owne, for building of thips and feccing them to 
fea; buc at the fecond, chird, fourth, or fifc ee drawne from fo many pasts 
of che world ere they come cogerher to be vied in chofe voiages : If thefe( I fay ) 
can gaine, why fhould we more doubx then they y bur doe much bercer, char may 
haue moft of all chofe things at our doores for raking and making, and here are 
no hard Landlords to racke vs with high rents, or excorting fines, nor tedious 
pleas in Lawte confume vs with their many yeeres difpucarion for luftice, no 
multitudes to occafion fuch impediments ooh gr orders as in popular States ; 
fo freely hath Ged and his Maieftie beftowed thofe bleflings, on them will ar- 
tempt to obtaine chem, as here every man may be mafter of his owne labour and 
lak aieagendh oan (if his Maiefties royall meaning be not abufed ) and if he 
hauenothing bur his hands, he may fet vp his Trades and by induftry quickly 
grow rich, {pending buc halfe char cime well, which in Exglend we abufe inidle- 
neffe, worfe, or as ill, Hereis ground as good as ‘any lieth in the heighe of forty 
one, eto fp aa 18 as cemperate, and as ftuitfull as any other 
parallel inthe world. 

As for example, on this fide che line, Weft of ie in theSouth Sea, is Nexe AL 
bion, difcoverea. as is faid by Sir Francis Drake : Eaft from ic is che moft remperate 
part of Portugal, the ancient Kingdomes of Galizia, Bisky, Nanarre, Aragen, 
Cattilenia, Caftilia che old,and the mo moderaceft of Cafilisa che new ,& Valene 
tia, which is che greaceft part of Spaine 3 whichif the Hiftories be crue, in che Ree 
spans time abounded no leife with pene filuer Mines, chen now the ¥e/t-Iudées, 
che Reseans chen ving the Spaniards to worke in thofe Mines, as now the Spass- 
ards doe the Indians, In France the Prouinces of Gafcouy, Langadecke, 4 
won, Proninte, Dolphins, Pyament, and Turyne, are in che fame parallel, whi 
ere the beft and richeft parts of Frasce. In Jtaly the Prouinces of Genwa, Lame. 
bardy, and Ucrowa, with a great part of the moft famous ftace of exice,che Duke= 
domes of Bewonia, Mantua, Ferrara, Ranewna, Bolegnia, Florence, Pifa, Siewsa, 
Urbine, Ancona, and the ancient Citie and Councrey of Rome, with a great pare 
of cheKingdome of Naples. In Slanonia, IRria, and Dalmatia, with the King- 
domes of Albania, In Grecia chofe famous Kingdomes of Afccedonia, Balialga- 
ria, Theffalia, Thracia, oc Romania, where is feared the moft pleafancand plenti- 
full Citic in Bavepe, Confantineple, 

IneA/fiain the fame latitude, arethe cemperaceft parts of Natotia, Armenia,

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Perfia, and China ; befides divers weg Countries and Kingdomes in thofe : 
moft milde and remperire Regionsof Afa, Souchward in thefame height is the Beyond the line. 
richeft of Gold Mines, Chily, and Beldinia, and the mouth of the great Rivet of 
Plate, &e. for all che reftof the world in that height is yer ynknowne. Befides 
thefe reafuns, mine owne cies that hauc feenea great parcof chofe Cities and cheir 
Kingdomes ( as well as ic ) can findeno eduancage they haue in Nacure bucthis, 
they are beautified by the long labour and diligence of induftrious People and 
art 5 This is onely as God made it when hee creaced the world : Therefore [ 
conclude, if che heare and intrailes of thofe Regions were foughe, if cheir 
Land were calcured, planced, and imasured by men of induftry, iadgement, and 
experience 5 what hope is there, or what need they doubt, having che aduan- 
tages of che Sea, bucit might equalize any of chefe famous Kingdomes in all 
commodities, pleafures, and conditions, feeing euen the very hedges doe natural- 
ly affoord vs Fic plentie, as no fhip need recurne away emprie, and onely vie 
but che feafon of che Sea.Fith willrerurne an honeft gaine,befides all ocheradusn- 
tages, her creafarcs hating yérnneuer beene opened, nor her originals wafted,con- 
fumed, nor abufed, 
And whereas ic is faid the Hollanders ferue che Eafterlings themfelues, and The particular 
other parts chat wane with Herring, Ling, and wer Cod: The Eafterlings; a greae Maple 
part ot Exrope, with Sturgion and Cauiare, as the BlackeSea doth Grecia, Pede- oe are! hs 
lia, Sagenia, Natelia, and the Hellefport, Cape Blawke, Spaine, Portugall, and by Tt 
the Lewant, wich Mulit and Puttargo. New found land, che moft part of che chiefe 
Southerne Ports in Esrepe, with a chin Poore-Iohn, which hath beene fo long, 
fo much over-laied with Fifhers, as che ifhing decaieth, fo char many oft cites 
are conftrained co retuirne with a [mall fraught. Norway and Poland affoords 
Pitch and Tarre, Matts and Yards. Sweathland and Ruffia, Yron and Ropes. 
France and Spasne, Canvafe, Wine, Steele, Iron, and Oile, /tafy and Greece, 
Silkes and Fruits, I dare boldly fay, becaufe I haue feene ttaturally growing or 
breeding in thofe parts, the fame materials chat all chefeare madeof , they may 
as well bec had here, or the mioft part of them wichin che diftance of feuentie 
Seagues for fome few ages, as from all thofe parts, viing but che fame meanes to 
havechem chat they doe s but furely in Virginia, cheir mofttender and daintief 
fruits or commodities, would be as perfic as theirs, by reafon of che heat, if not 
in New England, and wich all thofe aduancages. | 
Firft, che ground is fo ferrill, chat queftionletfe it is cspable of producing any Thenaureof 
Graine, Fruits, or Seeds, you will fow or planc, growing in the Reg ions atore- the ground ap’ 
named : But it may be notro that perfedtion of delicacy, becaufe che Summer PO“ 
3s not fo hot, and che Winter is more cold in thofe parts we haue yer tried neere 
the Sea fide, then wee finde in che fame height in Exrope or Afia: yer made 4 
Garden vpon the cop of a Rocky Ile in chrée and forty degrees and an halfe, fours 
leaguesfrom the maine in May , that grew fo well, as ic ferued vs for Sallers in 
Tuneand Iuly.

many clamps or Lobfters, or both at your pleafure, and in many batt load your 
Boat if you pleafe, nor Iles where you finde not Fruits, Birds, Crabs, and Mu- 
ftels,or allof chem; for caking ac 2 love warer Cod, Cuske, Hollibur, Scace, 
Turbur, Mackarell, or fech like are taken plencifully iti diuers {andy Bayes, ftore 
of Mullic, Bafes, and diuers other forts of fuch excellent Sth es many as cheir Nec 
ean hold ; no River where there is not plenty of Sturgion, or Salmon,or both, sll 
which are to be had in abundance obferuing burcheir feafons: bur if 2 man will 

oeat Chriftmas co gather Cherries in Kene,though there be pleacy in Summer, 
F may be deceiued ; fo here chefe plenties haue each their feafons, as I have cx- 
prefled ; we for the moft part had lirlebuc bread and Vinegar, and though the 
moft part of Iuly when the fifhing decayed, they wroughtall day, lay abroad in 
che Iles all night, and lived on what they found, yet were not ficke: Buc] would 
with none long put himfelfeto fuch plunges, excepe neceflicy conftraine ics yer 
worthy is that perfon co ftarue chat here cannot live ifhe hane fenfe, ftrengch and 
health, for there is no fuch penury of chefe bleflings in any place but chat one 
hundred men may in two or three houres make cheir prouilions fora day, and he 
char hath experience to manage thefe affaires, with forty or thirty honeft indu- 
ftrious men, might well vnderrake (if they dwell in thefe parts) to fubie& che 
Saluages, and feed daily rwo or three hundred men, with as good Corne, Fifh, 
and Ficthas the earth hath thofe kinds, fay yet — sae labour bur ag 
leafuresprouided thar they hsue Engines that be proper for cheir purpofes.

they fhould noe haue halfe fuch {weet concent : for our pleafure here is ftill 
gaines, in England charges and loi{¢s here nature and liberty affoords vs that free 
ly which in Englexd we want, or iccoftech vs deerely. Whar pleafure can bee 
more chen being cired with any occafion a fhore, in planting Vines, Fruits, or 
Herbes , in contriuing their owne grounds co che pleafure of cheir owne 
minds, their Fields, Gardens, Orchards, Buildings, Ships, and other workes, 
&e. to recreate chemfelues before their owne doores in their owne Boats 
vpon the Sea, where man, woman and childe, with a fmall hooke and line, 
by angling may cake diuers forts of excellenc Fith at their pleafures 5 and is ic 
not pretty {port to pull vp two pence, fix pence, and twelue pence, as faft as 
you can hale and vere a line ; hee is a very bad Fifher cannoc kill in one day 
with his hooke and line one, two, or three hundred Cods, which drefled and 
drycd, if chey bee fold chere for cen fhillings a hundred, chough in England 
they will giue more then ewenty, may not both feruant, mafter and Merchane 
be well concent with this gaine? if a man worke bue three daies in fenen, hee 
may get more then hee can fpend vnieile hee will bee exceedingly exerfliue, 
Now that Carpencer, Mafon, Gardiner, Tailer, Smith, Sailer, Forger, or 
what other, may they nocmake this a pretty recreation, though they fh bue 
an houre in a day, to take morethen they caneac in a weeke, aor if they will 
not eat it, becaufe chere is fo much better choife, yer fell ic or change it wich 
the Fifher-men or Merchants for any ching you want, and what {porte doth 
yeeld a more pleafing content, and leife hurt and charge then angling with 
2 hooke, and ‘crofling the {weet aire from Ile to Ile, ouer che filent ftreames 
of a calme Sea, wherein the moft curious may finde profir, pleafure and 
content. 

Thus a all men be not fithers, yer all men whatfoeuer may in other mat- 
tersdocas well, for necefliry doth in chefe cafes fo rule a common wealth, and 
each intheir feuerall fanétions, as theirlabours in their qualicics may be as prof 
cable becaufe there is a necetfary muruall vie of all. 

For Gentlemen, what exercife fhould more delight them then ranging Imploiments for 
daily chefe vnknowne parts, viing fowling and fifhing for hunting and haw- Gentlemen, 
king, and yer you fhall fce the wilde Hawkes give you fome pleafure in 
fecing chem gir, ope or feuen times after one another an houre or two to- 
gether, acche skulrs of Fifh in che faire Harbours, as chofe a fhore ata fowle, 
and neuer trouble nor torment your {clues with watching, mewing, feeding, 
and atrending chem, nor kill horfe and man wich running and crying, Seeyou 
not 8 Hawke ; for hunting alfo, che Woods, Lakes Riuers affoord noe 
onely chafe fufficient for any that delights in chat kinde of coile or leafure, 
bur fuch beafts co hunc, char befides the delicacie of their bodies for food, 
their skinnes are {0 rich, as chey will recompeuce thy daily labour wich a Cep- 
caines pay. 
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For Labourers, if thofe chat fow Hempe, Rape, T Parfnizs, Carrats 
Cabidge, and fuch like 5 giue twentie, chirtie, fornie, fiftie thillings ithe for on 
Acreot Land, and meat, drinke, and wages co vie ir, andyet grow rich : when 
berrer, or at leaftas goed ground may bee had and coft nothing bur labour s ic 
feemes ftrange co me any {uch fhould grow poore. 

_My purpofe is not to perfwade children from their parenrs, men from cheir 
wiues, nor feruants from their matters 5 onely fuch as with free confent may bee 
{pared : bue chac each Parith, or Village, in Citie, or Countrey, that will but appa- 
rell cheir facherleife children of chireene or toureseene yceres of age, or young 
Maried people chat haue {mall wealth co liueon, here by cheir labour may liue ex- 
ceeding well, Prouided alwaies, thas firft chere be s fufficienc power to command 
them, houfes to receiue them, meanesto defend them, and mect prouifions for 
thé,for any place may be ower-laine : and it is moft neceifary co haue a fortretle(ere 
this grow co pradtife) and fufficienr mefters, of all arie, mecanicall quali- 
ties, to take ren or ewelue of them for Apprendfes 5 the Mafter by chis may 
quickly grow rich, chefe may learne cheir trades chemfelues ro doe the like, to a 
generall and an incredible benefic for King and Counsrey, Mafter and Seruant. 

Ic would be a Hiftory of a large volume, co recire the aduencwures of the Spe- 
siards and Pertagals, cheir affroucs and defears,cheir dangers and miferies 5 which 
wich fach incomparable honor, snd conftent refolution, fo farre beyond beleefe, 
they have accemspeed and indured in their difcoweries and plancations, 33 may 
well condemne vs of too much imbecillirie,flochyand negligence; yer the Authors 
of chefe new inuencions were held as ridiculous for a long time, as now are others 
char doe bur feeke to insitace their vnparalleld vercues, and chough we fee daily 
their mouncaines of wealth ( fpruag from the Plants of cheir generous indewours) 
yer is our fenfualicie and vncowardnedfe tuch,& fo greac, chac we eicher ig 
beleewe noching, or fo curfoufly conreft , co prevent we know noc what fucure 
events 5 that we either fo negleét, or opprefle and difcourage the prefent, ss wee 
{poile all in the making, crop all in he blooming ; and building vpon faire Sand 
rather then vpon rovgh Rocks, iudge thac we know not, goucne that wee haue 
nor, feare that which 1s not 5nd for teare {ome thould doe too well, force fuch 
gaint cheir wils tobe idle, or as ill. And who is hee hath iudgemenc, courage, 
and any indaftry or qualicy wich vnderftanding, will leaue his Country, hishopes 
ac home, his certaine eftare, his friends, pleatures, libertie, and che prefermene 
fweer ar doth affoord to all degrees, were it not co sna his fortunes by 
enioying his deferts, whofe profpericic once appearing, will encourage ockers : 
bar ic maf be cherithed as chil e, tillicbe able co goe and wnderttand it felfe, 
and not corrected nor oppreffed sboue ic ftrength, ere it know wherefore. A 
childe can neicher performe the office nor deeds of aman of ftrength, nor en- 
dure chat affliftion he is able : nor can an Apprentife ar the firft performe the part

clufions in fearehing chofe vnknowne perts of chis yvnknowneworld ; by which 5po*- 
meanes hedives euen inco the very fecrets of all his neighbours, and che moft 
part of the world 5 and when the Pertaga/s and Spamsards had found the Eaff 
and Wef-[ndies, how many did condemne themfelues, that did not accepr of chat 
honeft offer of Noble Celesebus, who vpen our neglect broughteshem coir, per- 
{wading our felues che world had no fach places ss theyhad found: and yer euer 
fince we finde, they ftill ( from cimeto time ) haue found new Lands, new Nati- 
ons, and Trades, and ftill daily doe finde, both in Afie,e4ffrica, Terra inceguita, 
and America, {o thar there is neither Souldier nor Mechanicke, from che Lord co. 
the Begger, but ad affoords them all imploiment, & difcharges thew na- 
tiue foile of fo many thoufands of all forts, chat elfe by their floth, pride, andim- 
perteCtions, would long ere chis haue croubled their neighbours, or haue caren

Now hee knowes lice chat knowes noe st rps may well {pare many more

snuch they are vnworthy of cheir honors and liuings, which newer were ordai~

choice of all forts, and for all degrees, in che planting and difcoucring thefe

pr N che yeere of our Lord 1615, I was imploied by many my friends of Lewdow, My fecond Vols 

and Sir Ferdiuande orges,anob'eKnighr, and grear fauourer of thofe afti- ant to New Enge 
ons, who perfwaded the reuerend Deane of Exet:r Do€tor Satliffe, and di- 

uers Merchants of the Weft, ro encertaine this Plantation. Much labourl 2°? 5 

had caken co bring the Lewdewers and them to ioyne togerher, becavfeche London 
wers haue moft Money,and the Wefterne men are moft proper for fithing , and it 
8s neere as much rrouble, bur much more danger, ro faile trom Lend:> ro Pliner h, 
chen from Plisseth co New Englend. fo thar halfethe voioge would rus be faued, 
by no meanes I could preuaile, fo defirous they were both co be Lords of this 
Eihing. Now to make my words more apparant by my deeds, co begin a Plancs- 
tion 
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tion for amore amplecriall of thofe conclufions, I was ro haue ftaied chere bur 
wich lixceene men, whofenames were; |

I confeffe I could haue wifhed chem as many thoufands, had all other prouifi- 
ons beene in like proportion ; nor would J have had fo few, could I hase had 
means for more:yct would God haue pleafed we had fafely arriued,| doubted noc 
bucto haue performed more then I promifed, and that many thoufands ere this 
would haue bin chere ere now. The maine affiftance next God J had to this fmall 
number, was my acquaintance amongft the Saluages, efpecially with Dobeday, 
one of cheir greaceft Lords, who had lined longin Exglexd, and another called 
Tanto, I caried with mec from Engleed, and {econ hore ar Cape Cod s by the 
meanes of this proud Salaage,! didnot doubt bue quickly to haue gor thaccre- 
dic amongft the reft of the Saluages and their alliance, to haue had as many of 
themas I defired in any defigne I intended, and chat trade alfochey had by fuch 
a kinde of exchange of cheir Councrey Commodities, which both with eafeand 
fecuricie might chen haue beene vfed with him and diuers others: I had conclu- 
ded co inhabit and defend chem againft the Tarensines, witha bercer power chen 
che Freseh did them 3 whofe tyrannic did inforce them ro embrace my offer with 
no {mall devotion : and though many may chink memore bold chen wile,in re- 
ard of their power, dexreritie, creachery, and inconftancy, hauing fo defperare- 
y afJaulced, and berraied many others ; | fay buc this ( becanfe with fo many, I 
have many times done much more in Virginia then I intended here, when I wane 
ted thar experience Virginia caught ~ chac co me ic feemesno more danger 
then ordinary : and though I know my {elfe che meaneft of many thoufands, 
whofe apprehenfiue infpeftion can pierce beyond the bounds of my abilities, 
into the hidden chings of Nature, Art, and Reafon: yet I increatfuch, giue mee 
Jeauc to excufe my {elte of fo much imbecillitie, as to fay, that in chefe cighteena 
yeeres which I haue beene conuerfanc with chefe affaires,I have not learned, there 
1s a great difference betwixt the dire€tions and iudgement of experimental 
knowledge, and the fuperficiall coniefture of variable relation : wherein rumour, 
humour, or mifprifion haue fuch power, chat oft times one is enough to beguile 
ewentie, but cwenrie not fufficientto keepeonefroim being deceiued. Therefore 
J know no reafon but to beleeue my ownc eies before any mans imagination, thac 
is but wrefted from the conceies of my owne proieéts and endevours, buc I honor 
with all affe€tion, the counfell and inftru€tions of iudiciall direftions, or any 
other honeft aduertifement, {o farre to obferue, as they tie me, not to the cruekie 
of ynknowne euents, Thefe are che inducements chac thus drew me to neglect all 
other imploiments, and fpend my cime and beft abilicies in chefe eduencures, 
wherein choughI haue had many difcouragemenrs, by che ingratiude of fome, 
the malicious flanders of others, the falfeneie of friends,che treachery of cowards, 
and flownefle of Aduenturers. 7 
Now you are to remember, as I returned firft from New Exgland at Phmeth, 
I was promifed foure good hips ready prepared ro my hand the nexe Chriftmss, 
and what conditions and content I would defire, to pur his bufinetle in pratife, 
and arriuing at London, foure more were offered me with che like courtefie, Bur co 
joyne the Lendewers & them in one,was moft impoflible ; fo chat in January with 
¢wo hundred pound in Chath for aduencure, and fix Gentlemen well furnifhed, 
I went from Lendon to the foure fhips were promifed meat Plimoth, but I found 
no fach matter : and che mott of chofe chat had made {uch great promifes, by the 
bad recurne of the thip wenc for Gold,and their prmuate emulations, were exain& 
and qualified. Norwichftanding at laft, with a labyrinth of rouble, though = 
great 
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greateftof che burden ley on me, anda few of my particular friends, I was furni- 

wich a thip of two hundred cunnes, and another of fiftie : But ere [ had failed 
one hundred and rweatie leagues, fhe brake all her shoriid gaat g each warch 
fue or fix choufand ftrokes ; onely her (prec-faile remained co {poone before the 
winde, cill we had re-accommodared a lury-maft to returne for Psoth, or foun- 
der in the Seas, 

My Vice-Admirall being loft, not knowing of this, proceeded her voyages My reimbarke- 
now withthe remainder of chofe prouifions, I got out againe in a {mall Barke of ae ERT] 
fixriccuns wich thirty men : for this of two hundred, and prouifion for feuentic, “Nuh by 
which were the fixceene before named, and fourereene other Sailers forthe thip 5 4° French, 
with thofe I fer faileagaine the foureand ewentieth of June, where what befel 
me (becaufe my aétionsand writings are fo publike to che world) enuy ftill feek- 
ing to fcandalize my endeuours,and {eeing no power but death can ftop che chac 
of ill congues, nor imagination of mens minds, left my owne relations ef thofe 
hard events might by {ome conftrudtors bee made doubefull, Ihaue chought it 
beft co infere che examinarions of chofe proceedings, taken by Sir Lewss Stukeley, 

a worthy Knight, and Vice-Admirall of Dewox{bire, which was as followeth.

T: E effeét in briefe was this : being chafed by one Fry an Englifh Pirat, 
Edward Chambers the Mafter, fobs Miller his Mate, Thomas Dighy the 
Pyloc, and diuers others importuned hin to yeeld 3 much {waggering 
wee had with chem, more then che Pirats, whoagreed vpon fuch faire 
conditions as we defired, which if they broke, he vowed co finke rather then be 
abufed. Strange chey thoughtir, that a Barke of chreefcore tuns wich foure guns 

fhould ftand vpon fuch termes, they being eightie experc Sea-men, in an ex 
thip of one hundred and forrie cuns,and chirty fix caft Peeces and Murderers: But 
when they knew our Capraine, fo many of chem had beene his Souldiers, and 
they bur larely runne from Tess, where they had ftolne this thip, wanted vidual, 
and in combuftion amongft chemfclues, would haue yeeldedall co his proteétion, 
or wafted vs any whither : burchofe mutinies occafioned vsto reieét cheir offer, 
which afterward weall repented, For ac Fiad we met two French Pirars, the one 
of two hundred cuns, the other thirty :ne difgrace would caufe our mutiners 
fighe, all che Capraine offered to blow vp the fhip rather chen yeeld, till hee had 
{pent all his powder : fochaccogecher by the eares we went, and at laft gor cleere 
of chem forall cheir thor, At Flowers we were againe chafed with foure French 
men of warre, the Admirall one hundred and fortie runs, and ninety men well 
armed ; the reft good thips, and as well. prouided : much parly we had, but vow- 
ing they were Rochilers,and hada Commifiion from the King onely co fecure crue 
men, and take Portugels, Spasiards,and Pirats, and as they requefted, our Cap- 
taine went to fhew his Commiffion, which was vnder the broad Seale, but nei- 
ther it nor cheir vowes they fo much refpeéted, but they kept him , rifled our 
fhip, manned her with French men, and difperfed vs amongtt cheir Fleet: within 
Guc or fix daics chey were increafed to cight or ninefaile. Aclaft chey furrendred 
vs our thip, and meft of our prouifions, che defegts they promifed the next day 
to fupply, and did. Notwithftanding, chere wasno way but our mutiners would 
for England, chough we were as neere New England, till che major part refolued 
with our Capraine co proceed. But the Admiral! fending his Boat fer our Cap- 
taine, they efpying a Saile, prefencly gaue chafe, whereby our mutiners finding 
an opportunicic in the night ran away, and thus left our Capraine in his Cap 
Brerches, and Waft-coar, alone srsong the French men : his clothes, armes, and 
whas he had, our mutiners fhared among them, and with a fall excufe, faining 
ot 
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for feare left lhe fhoutd rurne man of warre, they recurned for Pimetly: Gfceene of 
pal oeme Wp knowing whac they yo Dasnicl Cage, Edward Stalings, 
er ( Usfell, Danse Cooper, Robert Miler, and lobe Partridgc; 
oop on trich og the Vice-Admirall, daa 
ow the caufe why the French derained nee dgaicc, was the fufpition chis 
Chambers and Mister gave them, that I would a my felfe nea Banke, 
dr in New fonnd Lind, of all che French] could there encounter, and how J would 
haue fired che thip, had chey not ouer-perfwaded me : and chac if | had buc againe 
my Armes, I would racher finke by cher, chen they theuld haue from me but che 
value of a Biskers and many other fuch like tales co cacch but opporrunicie in this 
manner to leaue me; and thus they recurned to Plimoth, and perforce with che 
French men I chus proceeded, Being a fect of eight or nine faile; we watched for 
the weff- Indies ficer, ill ill weather feparatcd vs from tke other eight: Mill wee 
‘3 our ime about the Iles of the 4feres, where to keepe my perplexed 
thoughts from too much medicacion of my miferable eftace,1 wriechis Difconrfe, 
thinking to haue fene ic to you of his Maicitics Councell by fore hhip or ocher,for 
I faw their purpofe was to take all chey could, Ac laftwe were chafed by one Cap~ 
taine Barra, an Englith Pirat in a {mall hhip, with fome cweluc Peece of Ordnance, 
about thirry men, and neere all flarued. They foughe by courtefie relcefe of vs, 
who gauethem {uch faire promifes, as at laft they berraicd Capraine Wolliftene his 
Lieurenanr, and foure or fiue of his men aboord vs, and then prouided to take 
the reft perforce. Now my part was cobe prifoner in the Gun-roome, and not ro 
{peake co any of chem vpon my life, yet had Barra knowledge what J was. Then 
Barra perceiving well chofe French incencs, made ready to hghr, and #«/hftone 
as refolucely regarded not their chrears, which caofed vs demurre vpon che mate 
ter longer fome fixceene houres, and chen recurned chem againe Capraine Wolli- 
feexe and all cheir Prifoners, and fome vidtuall alfo vpon a {mall compofition s 
But whileft we were costing Saas with thems a Caruill before our faces go¢ 
wnder che Caftle of Gratiofa, from whence they beat vs with their Ordnance, 

The next wee tooke was a fall Englifh man of Poole from New found land: 
che great Cabben at this prefent was my prifon, from whence cculd feethem 
pillage chefe poore men of all chat they had, and halfe cheir fth : when hee was 
gone, they fold his pooreclothes ac the maine Matt by an out-cry, which {carce 
gaus-cécli man feuen pence a peece, 

Nox long after wecooke a Set fraught from Saint Mick aels to Brifow, he had 
berter forrune chen che other 3 for hauing but caken a Boats loading of Sugar, 
Marmelade, Suckets, and fuch like, we defcricd fuure faile, after whom we ftood, 
who forling'their maine Sailes atcended vs to ight, buc our French fpirits were 
content onely ro perceive they were Englith red Crotles. Withina vay {mall 
tinte after wee chafed 4, Spanith fhips that came from the /edses, we fought wich 
chem foure or Gue houres, core their failes and fides wich many afboc berwsxe 
wind and weather, yer not daring to boord chem, loft chem, for which all the 
Sailers euer after hated che Capraine as a profeticd coward. ; 

A poore Caruill of Brafile was the next wee chafed ; and after 2 {mall fghr, 
thirceene or foureceene of her men being wounded, which was the berrer halfe, 
werooke het with chree hundred and feucary chefts of Sugar, one hundred hides, 
and thirty choufand Rialls of eighr. . . 

The next was a thip of Hellaxd, which had loft her Conforts in the Sereighes 
of Magilans,going for the South fea, the was pat roomy the al(o thefeFrench men 
wich faire promifes, cunningly becraied to come aboord chem to thew their Com- 
miflien, and fo made prife of all : che moft of che Dutch-ex we tooke aboord 
the Adssirall, and manned her with Freach-wew, that within two or three nights 
after ran away with her for Frasce, the wounded Spawiards we fer on thore oa 
the Ile of Tercera, che reft we kept co faile che Carwill. 

Within a day ox rwo afcer, we met aft Indies nman of warre, of erie 
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and fixtietuns, afore noone wee foughe with her, and then tooke her wich one 
thoufand one hundred Hides, fiftie Chefts of Curchanele, fourereene Coffers 
of wedgesof Silucr, eight choufand Rialls of eight, and fix Coffers of the King 
of se Treafure , befides che good pillage and rich Coffers of many ri 
Pailengers. 

Twomonethsthey kept mein this manner to manage their fights againft the 
Spaniards, and bee a Prifoner when they tooke any Englith, Now though the 
Capraine liad oft broke his promife, which was co put me on thore the Iles, or 
che next hip he cooke ; yer at che laft he was contenced I fhould goein the Car- 
uill of Sugar for France, himfelfe feeming as refolued co keepe the Seas, bu the 
next morning we all fer faile for Frases, and that night we were feperated from 
the Admiral and che rich prife by a ftorme, Within two daies after wee were 
hailed by wo WeftJadies men : bue when they fawvs waifechem for the Kin 
of Fraxce, they gaue vs their broad fides , fhoe chorow our msine Maft , 

fo left vs, Hauing lined now chis Summer amongft chofe French men of warre, 
with much adoe we arriued acthe Guliow, not farre trom Retebell: wherein ftead 
of che great promifes they alwaies fed me with, of double fatisfaAtion and full 
contenr, and cenne thoufand Crownes was generally concluded I thould haues 
they kept me fiuc or fix daies Prifoner in che Caruill, accufing me co be he thac 
burnt their Coleny in New Frasce, to force me co giue chem a difcharge before 
the ludge of che Admiraltie, and ftand co cheir courtefies for fatisfaétion , or 
liein prifon, or a worfe mifchiefe: Indeed this was in che time of combuftion, 
chee che Prince of Casdy was with his Army in the field, and euery poore Lord, 
or men in authoricie, as licle Kings of them(felues : For this iniary was done me 
by chem chat fer our this voyage (not by che Sailers) for chey were cheated of 
all as well as I, by a few Officers aboord, and che owners on fhore, 
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But to preuent this choife, in che end of fich a florme chat beat chem all vn- My efcape frem 


der haches, I wacched my opportunitie to get a thore in cheir Boar, whereinto 
in the darke night I fecresly gor, and with a halfe Pike chat lay by me, put a drift 
for Rat Tle: buc the currant was fo ftrong, andthe Sea fo I went a drift 
to Sea, till it pleafed God the wind fo turned with the tide, thac although! was 
all chis fearefull night of gufts and raincin the Sea the fpaceof rwelue 

when many thips were driuen afhore, and divers fplic: (and being with skulling 
and rp water ured, I expeéted each minuce would finke me ) aclaft I ar- 
riued in an Oazy Ile by ( barowne, where certaine Fowlers found me neert drow- 
ned, and halfedead, with water, cold, andhiinger, My Boat I pawned to finde 
meanesto get to Rutchell ; wherel vnderftood our man of war & therich prize, 
wherein was the Cap. called Afonnfiewr Peyrane, and the chirtie choufand Rialls 
of eight we cooke in the Caruill, was fplic, che Captaine drowned and halfe his 
Company the fame night, within fix or feuen leagues of chat place 5 from 
whence I efcaped in the lictle Boat by the mercy of God, far beyond all mens 


reafon or my expedtation, arriuing at Retchell : ypon my complaine cothe ludge Whatlaw | hed, 


of che Admiralcie, 1 found many good words and faire promifes, and erelong 
many of them that efcaped drowning, told me thenewes they heard of my owne 
death: Thefe! arrefting, their feuerall examinations did fo confirme my com- 
plainr, ic was held proofe fufficienr. All which being perton ved aecording re 
cheir order of juftice, from vader the Iudges hand, I prefented. co Sir Thomas 
Edmonds, chen Ambelladour a Burdeanx, where ic was my ehanc:to {ee the are 
siuall of che Kings great mariage eee agmiigeey F738 

Here it was my good fortyne ro meet my old friend Mafter Crampton, chat no 
leffe grieved ac my loile, then willingly co his power did fupply my wants, 
and I muft confeffe, I was more beholden co the French men that efcaped drow- 
ning in the man of warre, Madam Chaneyes at Rotchell, andthe Lawyers of Bare 
deanx, chen all che reft of my cra daaker met in France. Of che wracke of the 
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How be arrefled the French men,and bis fucceffe.  Lib.s. 


rich prife, fome three thoufend fix hundred crownes worth of goods came 
and was faued with che Caruill,; which 1 did my bett 10 sche Iudge 
romifed I fhould have luftice, what will be che conelufion as yer ] know noe, 
Bar vider the couler co rake Piracs and che wieff-/ndie men ( becanfe che Spasiards 
will nocfuffer che Frenchto trade in the Wef-/udies ) any goods from thence, 
though they takechem vpon the Coaft of Spaine arc lawfull prize, or from any of 
his Teriories out of the limits of Ewrope: andas they betraied me, though J had 
the broad: feale, fo did theyrob and pillage cweatic faile of Englith men more, be- 
fides them I knew not of the fame ycere, ; 
Leaning thus my bufinellc in France | recurned to Pmeth, to findethem had 
thus buried meamongft cheFrench ; and not onely buried me, but with fomuch 
infamy as fuch treacherous cowards could fuggeft to excufe cheis villanies. The 
Chieferaines of this mutiny that I could finde, I lad by che heeles, che reft like 
themfelues confefled the rruth, as youhaue heard, Nowhow I have or could 
prevent chefe accidents, hauing no more meanes, | reftat your cenfures ; butro 
proceedco the matter; yec mutt I figh and fay, How oft hach Forcune in che world 
(chinke! ) broughe flauery, frecdome, and turned all dive:fly, Newfenndland I 
haue heard ac che firft, was held as defperate a fifhing as chis I proieét for New 
England, Placentia, andthe Banke neare alfoas doubrfull ce the French : Buc for 
allchedifafters hapned me, the bufineffe is the fame ix was, and the five thips 
went from Lewdex, whereof one was reported more then three hundred cunnes, 
found fith fo much, thar neither Jzelend man, nor Newfenndland man! could 
heare of hath bin chere,will go any more to either place, it chey may gochicher.So 
thac vpon the good returne uf my Vice- Admiral, chis yeere are gone 4 or ¢ faile 
from Plim-th, andfrom Loudowas many, only te make voyages of profic: whereas 
if all che Englsth had bin there till my recurne, pur all heir rerurnes together, chey 
would {carce make one a favour of neere a dozcn I could nominate, excepr one 
fene by Sir Francis Popam; ia: be fith fufficienc, as ] am perfwaded,to 
fraughc yeerely foure or fiue hundred Saile, or as many as will goe. For this fithing 
ftretcheth along the Sea Coaft from Cape /anees to Newfoundland, which is feuen 
or eight hundred miles at cheleaft, and bath his courfe in che deepes, and by the 
thore, sll che yere long keeping their hants and feedings, as the beafts of the beld, 
and the birds of che aire, Buc all men are not ftchas chey (hould be, char haue vn- 
dertaken chofe voyages : All the Romans were not Scrpices, nor Carthagenians 
Hasibals, not all che Geww fes Columbuffes, nor all the Spa-sards Conrtcfos : had 
they diued no deeper in che fecrers of their difcouerieschen we, or topped at fuch 
doubts and poore accidental] chances, they had neuer beene remembred as they 
are, yet had they nofuch certaintiesto beginaswe. 

Bue co-conclude, Adam and Exe did firt begin this innocent worke to plane 
the earth co remaine co pofteriry, but not wichout labour, trouble, and induttry, 
Noe and his family began againe the fecond Planrarion 5 and their feed as ic till 
increafed, hath ftill planced new Countries, and one Counerey another, and 
fo the world to thar eftace ic is: bue nor wichout much hazard, crauell, more 
talities, difcontents, and many difafters. Had thofe worthy Fathers, and cheir 
memorable off-fpring, not beene more diligent for vs now in chefe ages, then we 
are co plant char yer is vnplanced for che after livers, Hid the {eed of Abrabam, 
our Sauiour Chrift, and his Apottles, expofed chemiclucs co no more dangers 
coreach che Gofpell chen we, even wee our felues had ac this preient beene as 
faluage, and as miferable as che moft barbarous Saluage, yer vnciuilized. The 
Hebrewes and Lacedemenians, the Gotbes, the Grecians, the Remanes, andthe 
reft, wha was ic they would not vndertake to inlarge cheir Tericories, enrich 
their fubieéts, refilt cheir enemies. Thofechac were the founders of chofe greee 
Monarchies and their ver-ues, were nofiluered idle golden Pharifes, but indu- 


ftrious Iron fteeled Publicans: They regarded more prouifions and asa 
or 
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for their people, chen Jewels, riches, eafe, or delight for themfclues 5 Riches 
were their Servants, not their Mafters. They ruled (as Fathers, not as Tirants) 
their people as Children, noc as Slaues ; chere was no difafter could difcourage 
chem 3 andler nonethinke they incouncred noc with all maaner of incumbran- 
ces. And what hath ever beene che worke of che greareft Princes of che Earth, 
burt planring of Countries, and ciuilizing barbarous and inhumane Nations to 
civiliricand humanitie, whofe erernall actions fills our Hiftories, 

Laftly, che Portugals and Spaxiards, whofe cucr-liuing actions before our cies 
will ceftifie wich them our idleneife, and ingraticude to all pofteriies, and the 
negle&t of our duties, in our picticandreligion. We owe our God, our King and 
Counrrey,and want of Chaticie to thofe poore Saluages, whofe Countrey wee 
challenge, vie and polleffe 5 except wee be but madeco vfe, and marre what our 
fore-fachers made, or but onely rell what chey did, or efteeme our felues too good 
totake the like paines. Wasit vertucin them to prouide chat doch mainraine vs, 
and bafeneffe in vscto doe che like for others 2? Surely ne. Then feeing we arenot 
borne for our felues, but each co help other, and our abilities are much alike atthe 
houre of our birtch,and the minute of our death:feeing our good deeds or our bad 
by faich in Chrifts merits, is all we haue, to caric our foules co heauen orhell, Sce- 
ing honor is our liues ambition, and our ambition after death to haue an honora- 
ble memory of our life: and — by no meanes we would be abared of the digs 
nities and glories of our predeceflors, ler vs imicace their vertues to be worthily 
their fuccetfors: coconclude with Lucretia, |

E faith, ‘chat it is more then foure and forty yeeres agoe, andit is more M.Dcehisreport. 
Hi- fortie yeeres agoefincehe writ it y chat the Herring Bulles out of 
the Low Countries vnder the King of Speiwe, were fiue hundred, be- 
* fides one hundred French men, and three or foure hundred faile of 
Flemings. The Coaktof Wales and Lancafbire was vied by 300 Saile of Stran- 
gers. Ireland ac Beltamere, fraughced ycerely three hundred faile of Spaniards, 
where King Edward thefixt intended to hauemadea ftrong Cattle, becaufe of che 
ftraight co haue cribute for fifhing. Bleck Recke was yerely fithed by chree or foure 
hundred faile of Spaniards, Portagals, and Biskiners, 

Th. Hollanders raife yeerely by Herring , Cod, and Ling, thirty thoufand Thebenefit of 
pounds: Englifh and French, by Salt-fith, Poore-lohn, Salmons, and Pilchards, fithing, as Me 
ehree hundred thoufand pounds: Hembrough and the Sound, for Sturgion,Lob- Gestiamas and 
fters and Eeles, one hundred thoufand pounds: Cape Blanke for Tunny and 2 FP 
Mullic, by che Biskssers and Spaniards, chirry thoufand pounds, 

That the Duke of (Medswareceiuech yeerely tribute of the Fifhers, for Tanny, The Records of 
Mullic, and Porgos, more then cen choufand tat feuen hun- 
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dred thips 5 Hanebrongh fix hundred 5 Ensden lately a Filher cowne, onechoufand 
foure hundred, whofe cuftomes by ffhing hath made them fo powerfull as chey 
be, Holland and Zeland not much greacer then Torke/tere, hath thirty walled 
Townes, foure hundred Villages, and cwenty choufand faile of Ships and Hoies 
threechoufand fix hundred are Fifher-men, whereof one hundred sre crs, 
feuen hundred Pinkes and Well-Boats, feuen hundred Fraud-boats, Bricters, and 
Tode-boaes, with thirreene hundred Butfes, befides three hundred thatyeerely 
Sith about Yermsonth, where they {ell cheir Sth forGold : and filreene yeeres sgoe 
they had more chen an hundred and fixceene thoufand Sea-faring men. 

Thefe fithing thips doe take yeerely cwo hundred choufand latt of fith, rwelve 
barrels co alaft, which amounts to 300000. pounds by the fither mens price, 
chat 14. yeeres agoe did pay for their cenchs three hundred choufand pound, 
which venting in Passerland, Sprufita, Denmarke, Lefeland, Raffia, Swetbland, 
Germany, Netherlands, England,ot elfe where,&c.makes their revurnes in a yeese 
about threefcore and cen hundred thoufand pounds, which is feuen millions; and 
yet in Holland chere isneither matter co build thips nor merchandizsw fer chem 
forth, yet by cheir induftry chey as much increafe as other nations decay . but lea. 
ung thefe vncercaincies as chey are, of chis I am certaine, 

het the coaft of England, Scotland and Ireland, che North Sea wich Tfland and 
the Seand, Newfennd-land and ves Blanke, doe feruc all Europe, 2s well che 
land cownes as ports, and all the Chriftian thipping, with thefe forts of ftaple 
fith, which is tranfporced from whence itis taken many a thoufand mile, viz. 
Herring, fale Fith, Poore-Iohn, Scurgion, Mullis, Tunny, Porgos, Cauiare, 

urtargo. 

Now feeing all chefe fores of fth, or the moft past of chem may be had ina land 
more ferrill, cemperace and plencifull of all aries, for the building of thi 
boars and houfes, and che nourifhment of man, the feafons are fe proper, od 
the fithings fo neere the habitations we msy there make, char New- England hath 
much aduancage of the moft of chofe parts, co ferue all Europefarre cheaper chem 
they can, who at home have neither wood, falr, nor food, bur at greac races, ar Sea 
nothing but what they carry in cher fhips, an hundred or cwo landred leagues 
from the habitation. But New- Englands filhings is necreland, whercis helpe of 
Wood, Water, Fruics, Fowles, Corne or other refrefhings needfull,and the Ter- 
ceras, Moder as, Canaries, Spaine, Portugal, Prenanes, Sancy, Sicilia, wnd all 
Iealy, as convenient markers for our dry fith, greene fith, Scuirgion, Mallic, Ca- 
uiare and Buttargo, as Norway, Swethland, Littuania or Germany for cheit Her- 
ring, which is heare alfo in abundance for caking ; chey returning buc Wood, 
Picch, Tar, Sope-afhes, Cordage, Flax, Wax, fuch like commodities 3 wee 
Wines, Oiles, Sugars, Silkes, and fuch merchandize as che Scraics offoord, where- 
by our profit may equalize theirs, befides the increafe of fhipping and Mazrinerss 
and for proofe hereof , 

In theyeere of our Lord 1614. you haue read how I wenc fram Lendenzalfo the 
next yetre 1685. how foure good thips wene from London, and I with cwo more 
from Plinth, wich all our accidents, fucceiIesand rerurnes : in the yeere 1616, 
ere] recurned from Frasce, che Londoners for all cheirlofleby the Turkes, fene 
feure hips more  foure more alfo went from P/imeth ; after | recurned from 
France,\ was per{waded againe to goe co Plieseth with divers of my friends wih 
one hundred pound fer our aduencures befides our charges, but wee found al 
things as vntoward as before, and all their great promifes nothing bur aires yet 
to prepare che voyage againft che next yeere,hauing acquainted a parc of che 
Nobility with ic, and bite to fee che Prince his Highneife cill | had done fome 
what worthy his Princely view 5 {pent chat Summer in vificing che Cities and 
Townes of Briftol, Exeter, Baftable, Boduam, Perin, Fey, Milborow, Salteh, 
Dartmonth, eAbfew, Tattneffe,and themoftof che Gentry in Cornewatand De- 
nenftire, giuing them Bookes and Maps, fhewing how in fix menechs the = = 

thofe 
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thofe thips had made their voyages, andiume inletle, and with what good fuc- 
cetle 3 by which incirarionthey feemed fo well concenced,as they promated twen- 
ty faile of thips fhould goe wich mee next yeere, and in regard of my paines, 
charge, and tormer lofles, che wefterne Commiflioners in behalfe of themfelues 
and che reft of che Company, and them hereafter chat fhould be ioyned to chem, 
contra&ted with me by articles indenred vnder our hands, co be Admirall of chae 
Country during my life, and in che renewing of their Leccers-Patents fo to be Bo= 
minated. Halfe che fruics of our endeuours to be theirs, che reft our owne; bein 
thus ingaged, now the bufinetfe is made plaine and likely to profper, fome G 
them would not onely forget me and their promifes, butalfo obfcure me, as if [ 
had a beene acquainted in the bufineile, bur I am not the Grft they haue de- 
ceiued. 
There was foure good thips prepared at Plimeth, but by reafon of their difa- 
reement, the feafon fo wafted, as onely rwo went forward, the one being of wo 
Fsadved cannes, returned well fraught to Plimoth, and her men in healch, with- 
in fiue monechs 3 the other of fuurefcore cunnes went for bilbow with drie fifth 
and made agood returne. In this voyage Edward Rowero/t, alias Stallings, a va- 
liane Souldier, chaz had beene with me in Virginia, and was with me alfo when 
I was betriyed by che French, was fencagaine in chofe hips, and hauing fome 
wrong offered him there by aFrench man, hecooke him, and as he writ co me, 
wenc with him to Pirginia with fith, to trade wich them for fuch commodities as 
they might (pare: he had nor paft ren or rwelue men,and knew both chofe coun. 
tries well,yet he promifed methenext fpring to meet me in New-England,but the 
fhip and he both perifhed in Virginia, 
isyeere againc, diuers thips incending to goe from Piimoth, {o difagreed, 
there wenc but one of two hundred unnes, who ftayed in the Country sbour fix 
weeks,whichwith eight and thirty men and boies had her fraught,which the fold 
ar che firft penny for 2 100, befidesche Furres: fo char euery poore Sailer chat had 
bur a fingle fhare had his charges and fixceene pound ten fhillings for his feuen 
moneths worke. Mafter Thesvas Dirmsre an vaderftanding and induftrious 
Gentleman,that was alfo with me amongft he French men, hauing liued abouc a 
yeere in Newfoundland, returning to Phasctb, went for New-Englandin chis thip, 
fo much approued of this Councry, that he ftaied there wich fuc or fix men in a 
little Boat, finding two er three French men amongft che Saluages who had loft 
cheir fhip, augmenced his company, with whom he ranged che Costt co Virginia, 
where he was kindly welcommed and well refrethed, thence rerurned to Newe 
Exgland againe, where hauing beene ayecre, in his baeke returne to Uirgiwia he 
was fo wounded by cheSaluages, he died vpon ics Iet nor men areribure chefe 
cheir greac aduencures, and vncimely deachsto vnfortunarencife, bur rather won- 
der how God did fo long prefcrue chem with fo {mall meanes to doe fo much, 
leauing thefruics of their labours to bean incouragemenc to chofe our poore vn- 
dercakings,and as warnings for vs not to vndertake fuch great workes with fuch 
{mall meanes, and this for aduancage as they writ vnto me, that God had laid chis 
Country open for vs, and flaine che moft parc of che inhabicancs by civill warres 
and amorrall difeafe, for where I had feene one hundred or two hundred Saluse 
ges, there is farce ren to be found, and yer nor any one of chem couched with 
any fickneffe but one poore French man that died 


They fay this plague upon thenethus fore fell, 
Te wae becanfe they pleas'd not Tancum well. 


From the Weft Country to make rriall chis yeere onely to fith, is gonefix or 
feven faile, three of which * am certainly informed made fo good a voyage, that 
every Sailer char had a fingle thare had cwenty pound for his feuen monechs 
work, which is more then in rwenty moneths he fhould haue gotren,had he gone 
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for wages any where, Now although thefe former hips haue notmade — 

voiages as they expected, by fending opinionated vnskilfull men, chat had not 

experienced diligence to fauethat they rooke, nor take chac there was, which 

now patience and practice hath brought te a reafonable kinde of perfeétion ; in 

defpight of all detraftors and calumuiations che Country yer hath tacisfied all che 
hath beenein cheir viing or abufing it, not in ic felfe nor me: Bur, 


Adue defert, for fortune makes pronifien 
For Knawes and Footes, ard men of bafe condition, 


Now all thefe proofes and this relation I now called New-Engluads ciall. I 
eaufed rwo or three choufand of thern to be printed, one thoufand with 2 grese 
many Maps both of Virgisia and New-England, I prefenced co thirty of che 
chiefe Companies in atcheir Halls, defiring exher generally or parti 
larly (chem chat would) to imbraceit, and by che vie of a ftocke of fue thoufand 

sto cafe chem of she fuperfluity of che moft of cheir companies thac had 
but ftrengeh and health co labour 5 neere 2 yeere ] (pent co vnderftand theis refo- 
lutions, which waste mea toile and cormenc, then rohaue beene in New- 
England about my bulineffe but with bread and water, and what I could getchere 
by my labour 3 bur inconclufiun, fecing noching would be effected, J was con- 
cenced as well with this loi{e ofcime and chargeas all che reff, ) 


A Plantationin New-England. 


Pon thefe inducements fome few well difpofed Gentlemen, and Mer- 
chants of Lenders and other places, prouided cwo thips, the one of a 
hundred and chreefcore runnes, the orber of chreefcore and ren, san ba 
_ the Coalt of England che wo and chittiech of Augutt, with about a hun- 
sed arid cwenty perfons, but chenext day che leffer thip (prung aleake, char for- 
ced their rengneto Pisiseth, where difcharging her and hag pallengers 5 with 
che greater thip and one hundred palfengets befides Sailers, chey fet faile againe 
che fixt of September, and the ninsh of Noueaber fell with Cape Janes, but be- 
ing peftred nine weckes in this leaking vawholfome hip, lying wer in their Ca- 
bins, moft of chem grew very weake and weary of the Sea; then for want of ex- 
Ag i pg Sa db ep againe fix weekes before chey found a place they liked 
eo dwell on, tolieon the bere ground without coueriure, forty of them 
died, and threefcore were left in very weake eftare at che thips comming away, 
about che fifth of Apeill following, and arriued in Buglesd che (ixth of May. 
Though the Harbour be good, the fhore is {o hallow, they were forcedto wade a 
gree way vp to the knees in water, & vied chae chat didthena much hurt 3 & liccle 
fh chey found bur W hailes, anda | adie so Muftell fo fee, chat few did cat of 
chem that werenox ficke: chefe mifcries occafioned fome difcord, end gaue fome 
appearance of fagtion, bur all was fo reconciled, chat they vnired themfelues by 
common confent vader their hands, toa kinde of combination of a os poli- 
tike, by vercue whereof to ineft and confticuce lawes and ordinances, and Off- 
rae poen time to time, 8s fhould bee choughe moft conuenienc for cheir gene-

Sicreend ot feuenceene daies they could doe little for want of their Shallop 
which was amending, yet.Capraine Ailes Standif®, vnro whom was joyned 
in Councell, wiliew Bradfer Stephen Hopkins and Edward T ify,went well armed 
athore,and bychar time they had gone a mile,tnet fuc or fix Indians that Aledinco 
the Woods: weeraced them by the footing eight or cen miles, chen che nighe 
approsching wemadca fire, by which welsy chacnight, and che next morning 
followed theSalueges by cheis tract, thinking to their habications, wag 
¢ 
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the way we foundaDeere amongft many faire fprings of wacer,where we refrethed 
our faues, then we wenta on made a fire, chat they at che fhip might per- 
ceiue where we were, and fo marched co a place where we — was a River 5 
by che way we (aw many Vines,Saxefras, haunts of Deere & Fowle,and fome fitry 
Acres of plaine ground had beene planted by the Indians, where were fome of 
cheir graues 5 from thence we followed a path that brought vs through three or 
foureelds thar had bin planed chat yeere 3 in one graue wedigged, wefound a 
baskes or two of Indian Corne, famuch 4s we could carry we tooke with vs, che 
reft we buried as we found it, and {o proceeded to the place we intended, but we 
found it not fuch a Harbour as we expeéted 3 and fo we returned, ¢ill che night 
caufed vs cake vp our lodging vnder e tree, whereic rained fix or feuen houres s 
the next morning as we wandred, we pailed by a tree, where a young (png was 
bowed downe euer 2 bough, and fome Acornes ftrewed vnder it, which was one 
of their Gins toa catch a Deere, ands we were looking at it, Bradford was fud- 
denly caught by che leg inanoofcd Rope, made as artificially as ours 5 as we pafied 
we fee a leafeof Bucks, {prung fome Parcriges, and great Hocks of wilde Geefeand 
Ducks, and fo we returned well weariedtoourthip. _ a 
Mafter ewes our Mafter with foureand thirry men, alfo went vp and downein Their firft iour- 
the froftand {now, two or chree daies in the excremity of the cold, bur could »y by Shalloep. 
findeno harbour; only among che old graues we got fome ten bufhels of Corne, 
fome Beanes, and a borrle of Oile; and had we noc thus haply found ic, we had 
had no Corne for feede, fo that place we cuer called Corne-bill the next day Ma- 
ter Joves with the Corneand our weakeft men returned co the Ship, buc eigh- 
teene of vs quartered cherechac night, and in che morning following ied i : 
wee found in the Snow in a ficld a greater hill or graue then the reft, dig- 
ing ic wee found firfta Mat, vnder that a boord three quarters long, painted 
and carued with three Tyas at che cop like a Croner,berweene the Mars alfo were 
Bowles, T raiesand Dithes and fuch rrath, ac length we found a faixe new Mat, 
and vnder tharewobundles, the one biggar the other lefles in the greater wee — 
found 4 greac quanuiy of fine red powder like a kinde ofimbalmesnent, and yeele 
ded a ftrong bur no offenfiue frvell, wich che bones and skull of a man chat had 
fine yellow haire ftill on st, and fome of the flefh vnconfumed, 3s Knife, a Pack- 
needle, and two orchree old fion chings was bcund vp ina Sailers canuafe Caf- 
focke, alfo a paire ofcloch Breeches 3 in che leile b we found likewife of che 
fame powder, and the bones and head of's lictle childe 5 about che legs and other 
parts of it was bound ftrings and brafles of white besdes, chere was alfo a lirtle 
Bow, and fome other odde knacks,the pretrieft we cooke, and couered againe the 
corps as they were: not fatre from thence weretwo of their houfes, where were 
a great deale of cheir mifetable houfhold ftuffe, which we left as wee found, and 
fo returned to our Boat, snd lay aboord chat night. . 
Many arguments we had to make here our Plantation or not; in the /ntrim, Mi- Acchdesta, 
ficis White was brought to bed of 2 young foane, which was called Perigrive? 
and ¢ Sailer fhoocing at s Whale, his ew in peeces locke and all,yet he had 
no hart, A foolifh boy difcharging his fachers peece hard by halfe 2 barrell of 
— and many people by it; it pleafed God it efcaped firing, fo thac ne hure 
Was cone. 


Buc co make amore cerraine difcouery whereto feat our felues, Capcaine Staw- Their fecond 
difh, Miter Carucr, Woliam Branford, Edward Wisftoe, Ibu Til, Edward Tilly, Wurny bY wares 
with divers ochers to the number of feuenceene, vpon thefixt of Deeember fer ‘> a 
faile, and haning failed fix or feuen leagues,we efpied eight or cen Saluages about 
a dead Grampus : ftill following che fhore we found rwo or three more caft vp by 
theill weather, many we feein che water, therefore wecalled it Granspus Bay: 

Ships may ride well in it, but all che thoreis very thallow flars of fand; at laft even 

or eight of vs went a fhore, many fields we faw where the Saluages had inhabi- 

ted, and a buriall place incompatfled with a Palizado, {0 we returned td our Shal- 
: 3 lop, 
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lop, in thenight we heard a hideous cry and howling of Wolues and Foxes ; in 
the morning as we were ready co goe into our Shallop, one of our men being in 
the woods, came running crying, Indians, Indians, and with all their Arrowes 
Bying amongt vs, fomeof our men — in che boar, and cheir Armes 2 thore, 
fo well ic chanced, Capraine Stadio with cwo or three more difcharged cheir 
peeces dill chereff Were ready, oneSaluage more tous then che seft kepe vnder 2 
erce, till hehad thoc chree or foure Arrowes, and endured three or foure Muskee 
shot, but at laft chey all fled, chis was about breakeof day in che moming when 
they faw vs, and wenor them. ; | 

~ Hauing thewind faire, we failed along thecoaft 8. or 10, leagues, thinking to 
baue got toa Harbour where one of our company had beene, wichin 8, leagues of 
Cape (ed, for neicher cricke nor Harbour in this bay wecould findesand che wind 
fo increafed, our Rudder broke, and our Matt flew ouer-boord , that we were in 
ek, he ie away but ac laft ic pleafed God we werein a harbor we knew 
thioki gic one we were acquainted with,chis we found to bean Ilewhere werid 
chac night,and hauing well viewed the land about ic, and founded the Bay to bea 
good Harbour for our thip,compailed with good land, and in it two faire Iles, 


. where chereis in cheir feafons innumerable ftore of all (orts of ith and fowle,goed 


“water, much plaine land, which hath beene planced; with this newes we renrned 
to our thip, and wich che nex« faire wind brought her thither, being buc within 
the fight ef Cape Cod 5 in the meanc rime Geedwife Alderten was delinered of 
fonne,but dead borne, Vpon the 28. of December, fo many as could weneto 
worke vpon the hill, where we purpofed co build ourPlacforme for our , 
which doth command all the Plaine and che Bay, and from whence wee may 
{ce far into che Sea, and be eafily impailed, fo in the afternoone we went to mMe< 
fuse ouc che grounds, and dinided our company into 29, families, alocting to euc- 
ty perfon halfe 2 poule in bredth and three in length, andfo we caft lots where 
euery man lie, which we ftaked out, thinking this Proportion enough ae 
the firft co impale for lodgings and gardens,

to aLake of water chey found a great Deere, hauinga maftiue Bitch and a S 
nell wich chem, they followed {o farre they could not finde the way backe, A 
afcernoonc it rained, and did freeze and {now at night ; their spparel) was vay 
chin, and had no weapons but two fickles, nor any vidiuals, nor could chey finde 
any of cheSaluages habitations 5 when che night came they were much perplex. 
ed chat chey had no other bed then the earth, norcouerture then the skies, bue 
that they heard, as they thought, two Lions roaring a Jong time together very 
nigh chem, fo nor knowing what to doe, they refolued co climbe VP Ino 8 tree, 
though chat would bean intolerable cold lodging, expetting their céming they 

at che mees root, and the birch they held faft by che necke, for thee would 


_hauebeenegone tocheLions or whaethey were, that as it chanced came not nigh 


them, fo they watched the eree chat extreme cold night, nd in the morning tra 
uelling sgaine, paffing by many lakes, brooks and woods, and in one place w 

the Saluages had burnt 4, or 5. miles in length, which is a fine champion Coun- 
try,in the afrernoone they difcoucred the cwo Iles in cheir Bay, and fo chee nighe 
neere famithed they goto their Plancation, from whence they had fene our men 
cuery way to feeke chem that nighe the houfe chey had buile and thatched, where 
lay cheirarmes, bedding, powder, &c, coke fire and was burnt, che Coeft is fo 
thoule,the thip ridesmore chen a mile from che Fort,but God be thanked no man 
Was hure chough much was burnt, All 
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Allchis tine we could not have conference with a Saluage, though we had ma- 
ny times feene chem and hadmany alarums, fo that wedrew a Councell, and ap- 

inced Capraine Standifb co haue che command of all martial! a€lions, bur cuen 
in checimeof confulcation the Saluages gaue an alarum : the next day alfo 2s wee 
were agreeing vpon his orders, came a tall Saluage boldly amongft vs,nor fearing 
any ching, and kindly bad vs welcome in Englifh ; he wasa Sagame, cowardsthe 
Norch, where che thips vfeco fith,and did know the names of moft of the Matters 
chat vfed chither : fuch vidtuall as we had we gauc him, being the firft Ssluage we 
yet could fpeake wich, he cold vs chis place where we were was called Patexet,and 
chat all che people chree or foure y ceres agoe there died on the plague: in a day or 


- ¢wo we could nor be rid of him, chen he returned to the Afaf/a/oyts from whence 


hecame, where is fome fixty people, but che Vaw/fits are 100, ftrong,which were 
chey encountredour people acthe firit, Two daies after chis S.ssse/er, for fo was 
his name, caine againe, and satel fue or fix of the Maff«/oyts with him, with 
certaine skinnes, and cercaine too lefc inche woods 


eschey had got chat we ha 
at their alarums : much friendhhip they promuifed, and fodeparted, but Samo/et 
would not leaue vs, burfained himfelfe ficke, yer ac laft he went co entreat che 
Saluages come againe to confirme a peace: now thethird time, as we were con- 
fulting of our Marfhall orders,cwo Saluages appeared, bue when we wencto them 
they vanifhed: not long after came Samofer,& Squante,a native of Pate xct where 
we dwell, and one of chem carried into Spaine by Hunt, chence brought into Exgs 
band, where a good time he liued ; and now here fignified vnco vs, their greae 
Sachem of Ma ffafoyt, with Duadaguinahis brocher, and all cheir men, was there 
by to fee vs: nor willing co fend our Gouernour,we lent Edward WKs/lo with pre. 
fencs to chem borh, to know their minds, making himto vnderftand by his [ne 
terprecers how King /amses did faluce him and was his friend ; after a little confe- 
rence with twenty of his men, he came ouer the brooke to our Plancation, where 
we fechim vpon a rug, and then brought our Governour to him wich Drums 
and Trnmpets 5 where after fome circemftances, for they vfe few complements, 
we treated of psace with chem co this effeét, 
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That neither henor any of his fhould iniury or doe hurt to any of vs 5 if they Their conditions 


did, he thould fend vs the offender, chac we might punith him, and wee would 
doe thelikeco him : if any did vniuftly warre sgainft him,we would aid him, as he 
fhould bi cea ourenemics, and co fend to his neighbour confederats to certi- 
Ge chem of this, chat chey might likewife be comprifed in thefe conditions, cha¢ 
when any of chem cametovs, chey fhould leaue cheir Bow and Arrowes behinde 
them, as wewould our peeces when wecame co them, all which che King fee- 
med to like well of, and was applauded of his followers, in his perfon hee 
13 a very lufty man, in his beft yeeres, an able body, graue of countenance, 
and {pare of {peech : in his arcire little differing from che reft; afer all was 
done, the Gouernour conduéted him co the brooke, but kept our hoftage rill 
cs ag recurned:in like manner we vied Quaddaquiva, fo all departed 
iends, 

Two of his people would haue ftaied wich vs, but wee would not permit 
chem, onely Saneofet and Sqxante wee encertained kindly as yee wee haue 
found they incend co oni promife, forthey hauenochurt our men they have 
found firagiing in the Woods, and are afraid of their powerfull Aduerfaries 
the Narrobegganfets, againft whom hee hopes to make vie of our helpe 
The next day Squasto wenc a fithing for Ecles, and in anhoure he did tread 
as many eur of che Ofe with his feecas he could life wich bis hand, not heuing 
any other inftrumentr, 

Bue chat we might know their habicarions fo well as chey ours, Scephen Hop- 
kins and Edward Winfle had Sgnantums for cheir guide and lncerpreter 3 co 
Packevoké, the habication of the King of Mafeteys, with a red horfemans 
eat for 2 prefene,to encreat hima byreafon we a not vidtuall co entertaine chem 
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aswe would, he would defend his people fo much from vilicing vs and if hee 
did fend, he fhould alwaies fend with the Metfenger 2 copper Chaine they gauc 
him, that chey might know hecame from him, and alfo give them fome of his 
Corne for fede: that night they lodged ar Nawa/ert, fome Gfteene miles off: by 
che way we found ren or cwelue women and children thae ftill would pefter vs till 
we were weary of chem, percciuing icis the manner of chem, where viGtuall is to 
beegorten with moft eafe, chere they will Jiue s buc on chat Riuer of Namaf- 
chet haue beene many habicaions of che Saluages chat are deed, and the land 


lies wafte and che River abounding with great plenty of fith,and hah beene much 


freq enced by the French, 

he next day trauelling wich fixor feuen Indians,where we were co wade ouce 
the River, did dwell onely tweold men of that Nation then living, chatchinking 
vs enemies, fought the bcft aduantage chey could to fight with vs, with a wonder= 


_ full thew of courage, buc when chey knew vs their friends they kindly welcom- 


How the King 
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med vs, after we came toa cowneofthe Adafafeits, but at Pakaseks the King 
was not: towards night he arriued and was very proud, boch of our meifage and 
prefents, making a great oration co all his people, Was noche saf«{ois, Com- 
mander of che country about him, was nor fuch arowne his, and the people of ie, 
and 20. cownes more he named was his? and fhouldchey not bring theit 
vs?to which they an{wered they were his and chey would; victual they had none, 
nor any lodging, but ¢ poore planke os ewo,a fuot high from che ground, wheron 
his wifeand he lay at che one end, weac the other, but a chin Mar vponthem,two 
more of his chiefe men pretfed by andvpon vs, fo chac we were worfe weary of 
our lodging then of ouriourncy. Although chere is fuch plenty of fith and fowle 
and wild beafts, yet are chey fo lafie they will noe cake paines to catch ic till meere 
hunger cunftraine them, for in two or three daies we had fcarce a meales meat, 
whereby we were fo fainc, we were glad tq be achome : befides what for che fleas, 
and their howling and finging in che sight in their houfes, and the Aducket as 
withouc doores,our heads were as light tor want of {leepe,es our bellies empty for 
want of meat. T he next voiage we made was in a Shallop with cen men to Nawfr, 
fixreene miles fro vs, to fesch a Boy was loft in the Woods we heard was chere, 
whom Ajpiner their King had bedecked like afaluage,but very kindly he broughe 
him to vs, and fo recurned well co Patayer, | 
Immediacly after the arriuallof che laftthip, chey fene another of five and fifty 
tuns co fupply chem 5 wich feuen and chirty perfons they fer failein the beginning 
of luly ;bur being croiled by wefternly winds, it was the end of Auguft ere they 
could paile Plimoth, and arriued in New- England ac New-Plimetb, now fo called 
the 31, of Newensber, where they foundall che people chey left fo ill, lafty and

Ile Des, where chey kept che thip, imprifoned che Mafter and company, tooke

Now ou ere co vnderftand this 37. brought nothing, bur relied wholly on 
vsto make vs more miferablethen before, which the Sechens Comaxacus no fo0- 
ner vnderitood, bur fencto 7#/guautum our Interpreter, a bundle of new arrowes 


_insSnakes skinne 5 Tx/quantun being abfent,the Mellenger deparced, buc when 


we vnderftood it was a direft challenge, we rerurned che skin full of powder and 
fhor, with an abfoluce defiance, which caufed vs finifh our fortification with all 
expedition. Now beewixt our cwo Saluages, 7a/quantum and Hobbameck, grew 
fuch great emulation,we had much adoe to know which beftco cruft.In a ieurney 
wevnderrooke,in our way we met a Salusge of Tu/quantamss,chat had cut his = 
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fret bleeding, to affure vs Afaffa{oyt our fuppofed friend, had drawne his forces 
co Paskavokeck co affaule vs, lod « ely aflured vs ic was fale, and 
fent his wifeas anefpy ro fee ; but when the perceiucti all was well, thee cold che 
King Afefafeyt how Ta/questum had abufed him, divers Saluages alfo bee had 
caufed Td deftroy them, but he would doe his beitro

had with vs ro ger bribes on both fides, co toa peste ot warre whch would, 


plogue in our ftore houfe, which wee could fend when we lifted: whither wee 
would, but ac laft all his knauery being difcoucted, Maffefewer fent his knife with 
Meffengers for bis head or hith, being his fubie€t , with nuitch adoe we spptaled 
the angry King and che reftof che Saluages, and trecly forgeue Ta/quastam, be 
saufe he {peaking our language we not weil be without hish,

Grea difference there was berwixt the Narrebigganfes and che AMafaz 
fojtes, char had alwaies a icalouficy Conbatant one of chez petry Sachems 
was ceo conuextane wich the Nerrebiggan|es, this ( osbatant lived much 
ac Nawa{chet. and mach ftormed at our peace with his King and others 9 
alfo sx Squantum, and Toketsahawen; end Hebomak our friends, and chiefe occa- 
Goners of our peace for which hef to muther Hebomak 3 yet Tokamabamen 
went to him vpon a numoar he had rakent 444/4/e7t prifoner, of forced him frem 
his Country, but che other wo world not, bur in privat co fee if they could heare 
whar was become of cheir King ; lodging ac Nema/chet they were difcoucred te 
Coubatant, who {urprized the houfe and tooke Squentuns, faying, it hce were 
dead the Englith bea lof their tongue; Hebsmak feeing that, and CeAbatant 
beld aknite at his breft, being a flrong lufty fellow, braxe trom chem and came ty 
New-Phimoeth, fullof tortow for Squastans, whom he thought was fluine, 

Thenext day we fene ren men with him armed to be teuenged. of Combatant, 
who condudted vs neere Namafebet, where we reftéd ind refrethed our (elues cil 
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midnight, and then we befet che houfe a3 we had refoliied 5 chwfe that entredthe — 


houfe demanded for Conbatant, butche Saluages were halte dead with we 
charged chem nox co ftirre, fot we cameré hurt tone buc Conbata't for killing 
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home with vs, accompanied with Squantam, and many other knowne friends, 
chet offered vs all she kindneffe they could. 

From che Weft of England there is gone cen or teweluc ships co fith, which were 
all well fraughted : chofe chat came firft ax Bilbow, made feuenreene pound afin- 
gle thare, befides Beuers, Occers, and Martins skinnes ; but fome of chereft chae 
cameto che fame ports, shar wese all ready furnifhed, {o glucted the marker,chac 
the price was abaced, yer all reeurned fo well contented, chat they are a prepa- 
ring to gocagaine. 

ere is gone from the Weft Counaey onely to fith, fiue and chirtie thips, and 
about che lait of Aprillrwo more from London 5 che one of one hundred cunnes, 
the other of thirtie, with fome fixtie Paifengers to fupply che Plantation. Now 


though the Zurkeand French hath beene fomewhat too bufie in caking ourfhips, 
would all che Chriftian Princes becruly at vaitie,as his Royall Maieftie our Soue- 
raigne King James defireth, {euentie Saile of good thips were fufficient co firethe 
moft of his Coafts in che Leugnt, and make fuch a guard in the Straights of Hel- 
Lefpont, as would make the ¢ Turke himfelfe more affraid in (onffantinople, 
then che fmalleft Red-Crotle that crofles the. Seas would be, either of any French 
Pickarean, or che Pirats of Alpere.

¥ Incethe maflacre in Virginie, though the Indians continue their wonted 
friendthip , yet wee are more wary of them chen before ;for cheir hands 
hath beene imbrued in much Englith bloud, onely by too much confi. 
dence, but not by force, and we fae had {mall fupplics of any thing bue 
zuen. Here | muft intrest alittle your favours co digreffe, they did nor kill che Eng- 
lith in Virgsnia, becaufe they were Chriftians: but for their weapons and Cop. 
per, which were rare nouelties ; but now they feare we may beac them our of cheir 
dens, which Lions and Tigers will not admicbue by force. Butmutt chis be an 
argument for an. Englifh man, and difcourage any in Virginia or New England: 
No, for! hauetried them both, as you may reade at large in the Hiftorie of Uir- 
givie notwithftanding fince I came from thence , the Honourable C y 
th beenchumble fuicerstohis Maicftie, co gece vagabends and condemned 
snen to got thither ; nay, fo che bufineiTe hath beene fo abufed, chatfo much {cor= 
ned was thename of Usrginia, fome did chufe to be hanged ere they would goe 
thicher,and were : Yer forall che worft of fpighr, decra€tion, and difcourege- 
ment, and this lamentable maffacre, there is more honeft men now {uiters to goe, 
then ever hath beene conftrained knaues. Andicis not ynknowneto moft men 
of vaderflanding, how bappy many of thofe Collumners hath thought chan 
{elues thatthey might be admitted 5 and yet pay for their paflage to goenow 
to Virginia, and I feare mee there gocth too many of thofe, chac hath fhif- 
ced heere tll they couldno longer 5 and they will vfechar qualitie chere till they 


Torangethis Countrey of New England in likemanner, Thad but eight, as is 
{aid, and amongft their bruit conditions, I met many of their filly encounters, 
and I giue God thankes, without any hurt ac all ro me, or any with mee. When 
your W eft-Counerey men were fo wounded and tormented with the Salu C8, 
though they hadall the Politicke direftions that had beenegathered fromall che 
fecret informations could be heard of, yetthey found little, and rerurned with no 
thing.

bue what chey could get with their naked induftry, ‘they indured moft ex- 

creme wants, having beene now neere two yecres withour any fupply so any 

purpofe, ic is a wonder how they thould fubfift, much lei{e foro refift che Salua- 

ges,turtifie chemfelues, plant fixtie acres of Corne, belides cheir Gardens that 

were well replenifhed with many vfuall fruits, Buc in che beginoing of July came 

in cwo thips of Mafter effens, though we much wanred our felues, yer we re- eters Plantack 
leeued them what we could: and to requite vs , they deftroied eur Corneand 

Fruits chen planced,and did what chey could ro haue done che liketo vs. Atlatt 

they were tranfporced to Wichagn/eu fet ac the AMaffachafety, where they abuled 

cheSaluages worfe chen vs. We hawing neither Trade, nor {carce any ching re- 

maining, God fent in onc Mafter Lewes, and afbip of Weffons had beene at (Menea- 

bigan amongft the Fifher-men, hac for Beuer skinnes and fuch Merchandize as 

wee had, very well refrelhed vs, chough at deere rates, Ween left alfo his mena 

{mall Barke, and much good prouifion, and fo fet faile for England. Then wee 

ioyned with chem co trade co the Southward of Cape Ced, twice or thrice wee 

were forced to recurne 3 firft by chedeath of their Geuernor 3 chen che fickneffe 

of Capraine Standib. Ac laft our Gouernor Mafter Bradford vndertooke it him- 

{elfe co haue found che patlage beewixt che Sheules and che Maine,chen 7'#/gnan- The death of 
tums our Pilot died, fo chat we returned co, the Maffachujers, where we foundthe 74/=atem- 
trade fpoiled, and nothing buecomplaincs berwixt the Saluages and the Englith, 

Ac Naw/et we were kindly vfed and had good trade, though we loft our Barge, 

the Salusges carefully kepe both her vrracke, and fome ten Holheads of Corne 

three moneths, and fo we returned fome by land, fome in the thip. 

Captaine Stasdyb being recouered, went to ferch chem both, and traded at .T#/quaxtam at 
Neansasket and Afonomete, where che people had che plague, a place much fre-_ his death defired 
quenced with Dutch and Freneb., Hexe the Sachem put aman to death for killing oa Ae mihe 
his fellow at play, wherein they are.fo violent, they will play their coacs from Swell with as 
cheir backs, and alfo cheir wiueg though many miles from ite Bur our preuifi- Engkth mens 
ondecaying, Standyb is fenc to Afatcachift, where they pretended their wonted God, for theirs 
loue ; yet it plainly appeared chey intended co kill him. Efcaping thence, wee “™ agood Gad, 
went to CMonomete, where we found nothing buc bad countenances, Heare one 
Wittawamat a nocable villaine, would boaft how many French and Englith hee 
had flaine : This Champion prefenting aDaggerto che Sachem Canacamhehad 
got from che Englith, occafioned vs to vn erftand howthey had concriued to coutriue 
murder all che Englith in che Land, buc hauing fuch afaire opportunitie, they tomurderall 
would begin heere with vs. Their fcornfull vfage made the Capraine fo pofiio- the Englith, 
nare to appeafe his anger and choler, cheir incene made many faire excufes for fa- 
tisfadtion : Scar a lufty Saluage, alwaies feeming the moft co effeét vs, beftowed 
on vs che beft prefencs he had wichour any recompence, faying ; Hee was rich 
enough ro beftow fuch fauours on his friends, yet had vndertaken co kill che 
Capraine himfelfe,but our vigilencies fo preuenred the aduancage they expeéted, 
we fafely recurned, little fafpe€ting in him any fuch treachery, 

During chis time s Dutch thip was driven a fhore at Aafafewat,whofeKing lay The fickneffeof 
very ficke, now becaufe it is a generall cuftome chen for all cheir friends co vilic King Atafafovet. 
chem : Mafter inflow, and Mafter Hamden, with Habamok for their guide, were 
fent with foch Cordials as they had to falucehim; by cheway they Fok heard 
the King was dead, Hebamek would breake forth in chofe words, My louing Se- 
chem, my louing Sachess, many haue I knowne, but neuer any likethee, nor thall 
euer feethe like amongft the Saluages for he was no lier, nor bloudy end 
like ocher /ndians, in anger foone reclaimed, he would be ruled by reafon, not 
{corning the aduice of meane men , and gouerned his men bercer with 9 few 
ftrokes, chen others with many : sruly louing where he loued, yea he —_——

had note faichfull friend left amongttall his Councrey-men, fhewing how oft he 
had reftrained cheir malice, much more with much paffion he fpoke to this pur- 
pofe, cill ac laft we arriued where we found che Detchases but newly gone, and 
thehoufe fo full wecould hardly gerin. By their charmes they diftempered vs 
thac were well, much more him thac was ficke, women rubbing him to keepe 
heat in him ; buccheir charmes ended, vnderftanding of vs, though he had loft 
his fight, his vnderftanding failed noc 5 buc taking »1=/low by che hand, faid, Are 
thou /iv/lew, Oh winflev, I thall neuer fee chee againe! Hebameck telling hing 
whar reftauratiues they had broughe, he defired to tafte chem, with much adoe 
they gor a little Confexion of many comfortable Confernes into his mouth, as ic 
defolued he fwallowed ic, chen defoluing mote of ic in water, they feraped his 
tongue,which was al furred & fvrolne,and wathed hismouth,and chen gave hima 
more of i¢ to ear, and in his drinke, chat wrought fuch an alceration ih him in 
two or three hourts, his eies opened to our great contents ; with this and fuck 
broches as wr baw provided for him, ic pleafed God he recouered : and thus 
themanner of his [icknelIc and cure caufed no fosll admiration amongft chem, 
During thetime of cheir {tay co fee hisretduery, they had {ent to New Plimoth 
for diuers good things for him, which he ceoke fo kindly, chat he fully renealed 
all che former con{piracits ag tift vs, to which he hed oft beenemoueds and how 
char all che people of Powaset,Nawjet Sutconet, Mattachift, Manamet, Angawam, 


and Capawae, were ioyned to murder vs 5 therefore as werefpefted our lines, kill 


them of Afeffachafer that were the authors ; for cake away che principals and che 
lot wil ceafe,chius taking our leaues,& arriuing at our forc,we found our braueli- 

Feral friend of Panset drawing Standiforo theirs Ambufcados, which being chus 

difcouered, we fent him away, as choughi he knew nor fufpeéted any ching, 


- atthe Maffachafets, fome were fovilde they ferued the Saluages for vidtuall, che 


reft fent vs word the Saluages were fo infolent, they would atfaule chem though 
againft cheir Commiflion, fo fearefull they were to breake their Commiffion, fo 
much rime was fpent in confulations, they all were famithed, cill waffapimewas 
againe came and cold them the day of cheir execution was at hand. 

Then they sppoinced Standsb with eight chofen men, ¥nder colour of Trade 
to catch them in cheir owne trap at Afafache/er, & acquaint it with the Enghih in 
the Towne, where arriuing hefound noneiin the Barke, and moft of the reft wih 
oue Armes, or tarce clothes, wandering abroad, all fo fenceiefly {eeure, he more 
chen wondeted chey werenot all flaine, with much adoe he got the moft of them 
techeir Towne. TheSaluages fufpedding cheir plots difcouered, Pecksnot a great 
man, and of as gresta Spirit, caine co Habamak, who was chen amongft them, 
faying ; Tell Standi/s we know heis comero kill vs, bur fet him begin when he 
dare. Not long after many would come to the Fort and wher their Kniues bee 
fote him, with many brauing fpeeches, One amongft che reft was by #ittuwae 
ssat bragging he had a Knife,chst on che handle had eae ofa womans face, 
bue at iy haue onc hath killed both French & Englith, and chac hach a mans 
face on it, and by and by thefe cwo muft marrie: buc this bere, by and by thall fee, 
and by and by ear, but not fpeake 3 Alfo Pecksnet being of a greacer ftacure then 
the Capraine, cold him, though he were a great Capraine he was but a little man, 
and | x ar no Sachem, yer [am of great ftrength and rath Thefe chings

Boy to thew his jano- 
ency, came boldly vaco ws and cold vs: Had che Boglith Fugitives uc Gnithed 
che three Canowes they were a waking, to hauctsken the fhip, they would have 
done as much co all che Englith, which was onely che peat had forborne fo 
long. Bur now confubing and confidering their eftaces, ehofe char wene in the 
Pinnacece Barty Iles ro get patlage for England, thereft to New Plimoth, where 
chey were kindly encerrained, The Sachem Obrakeeft, & Powas, and diuersother 
were guilty, the three fugitiues jn their fury chere flew bucnoc long sker fo di- 
fira€ied were thofe poore fcactered people, they lef their hebiesrions, liuing in 
{wamps, where wich cold and inGinice difcafes they much morralicie, fu- 
ing for peace, and crying the God of England is engry with them. Thus you {ee 
w Gd pleafes, ss fome flourith, others perilh. : 
Now on all hands chey preparechcir ground, ind abourthe middeft of Aprill, 1623. 
in afairefeafon they begin coplanccilll che lacter end of May sbur foGod pleafed, 


ghac in fix weekes after che latcer fercing there fcarcefell any raine ; fo chat che An extreme 
ftalke was Girt fer, began cocare ere it came to halfe growth, and che lat not like 
soyeeld any ching arall. Our Beanes alfo feemed fo withered, we iudged all vt- 
terly dead, thar now all our hopes were ouerthrowne, and our ioy curned ino 
mourning. And morecoourforrow, we heard of the cwice returne of the Para- 
gow, that now che third cime was fen vs chree monerhs agoe, but no newes of her: 
onely che fignes of awracke we faw on the Coaft which wee indged her. This 
caufed not every of vs to enter into 8 priuace confideration betwixt God and our 
coniciences, but moft folemnly ro humble our felues before che Lord by fafting 
and praying, co releeve our detected fpirits by the comforts of his mercy. In the 
morning when wee sflembled all cogecher, the skies were as cleere, and the. 
droughe as like co continue as euer 5 yet our exercile continued eight or sine 
houres. pian gruat che skies wereall oner-caft, and on the next mor- A wonderfull 
ning diftilled {uch foft, fweer, moderare fhowers, condauing fourercent daics pyc irae 
mixed wich fuch feafonable weacher, as ic was to fay, whether our withered % Goesious. 
Corne, or drooping affcétions were moft quickned and reuived; fuch was the 
bounty and mercy of God. Of chis the Judiens by the meanes of Hobsmeck, 
eooke notice, who feeing vs vfechis exercife in the midft of che weeke,faid; Ie was 
but three daies fince Sunday, and defired to know che reafon 5 which when hee 
he andall of chem admired che goodneffe of God towards vs, fhew- 

ing difference berwixt sheir coniurations and our praicrs, and w es 

dangers chey oft receiue thereby, To ex our chankfulneffe, wee aflem- 
bled cogecher anocher day, as before, and excher che next morning, or not lo 
after, carve in two fhips:o fupply vs, and all cheis Palfengers well except one, 
he prefencly recovered. For vs, nocwithftending all chefe wancs, there wasnot a 
Gicke perfon smongtt vs. The greater thip we returned frsughe 5 the other wee 
fentto Se of Capesine Altem. .

the world which had nota — deare, bowes and arrowes, They belecue 
as doe che Virginians, of many divine step » yet of one aboucall che reit, asthe 
od Kewaffa, and that wee now inhabic 
Oke, but both cheir Kings werewanee, The i Naber call cheir great God Kiebe 
tan, and cheir Kings there abouts Sachems: The Penob/cotes cheir greateft power 
Tantum, and their Kings Sagemes, Thofe where is this Planration, fay Kichras 
made all the other Gods ; al(o one man and one woman, and of chem all man- 
kinde, but how they became fo difperfed they knownor. They fay, atfirft chere 
was no King but Ksebtan char dwelleth farre wefterly aboue che heavens, whither 


-all good men goe when they die, and have plentic of all things. Thebadmen 


oethitheralfo and knocke atthe doore, bur he bidschem goe wander in end. 
elle wan. and miferie, for they thall noe ftay there, They neuer faw X. iebtan, bue 
they hold iea ee charge and durie, chat one age ceach another; and cohim 
they make feafts, and ery and fing for plentie and vidtoric, or any thing is gocd, 
They haue anocher Power they call Hebamcck, which wee conceiue the Deuill, 
and vpon him they call to cure their wounds and difeafes : when they are curable 
he perfwades chem he fent chem, becaufe they haue difpleafed him 5 bur if they 
be mortall then he faith, Kiebtam (encthem,which makes them neuer call on him 
in their ficknetle. They fay chis Hot amock appeares to them fomtimeslike a Man, 
Deere,or an Eagle, but moft commonly like a Snake 3not toall, but only rocheir 
Powabsto cure difeales, and Vudefes, which is one of the chiefe next the King, 
and fo bold in the warres, that they chinke no weapon can killchem: and thofe 
arefuch as coniure in Usrginsa, and caufe the peoplerodoe what they lift, 

For their Gouernmene: euery Sachemis nota King, but their great Sachems 
hauc diuers Sachenes vnder their procegtion, paying them cribure, and dare make 
no warres withouchisknowledges but euery Sachem taketh careforthe Widowes, 
Orphans, the aged and maimed, nor will they takeany to firlt wife, buc them in 
birth equall cochemfelues, although they haue many inferior Wiues and Concu- 
bins that attend onthe principall ; from whom he neuer parteth, bur any of the 
reft when chey litt, hey inhericby fucceflion, and cuery one knowes their owne 
bounds. To his men, hee giue:h them land, alfo bounded,and what Deere they 
kill in that circuit, he hach the fore-pare but it in che water, onely the skin : Buc 
they account none a man, till heehach done fomenotable exploic : the men are 
moft imploied in hunting, the women in flauery 5 che younger obey the elders; 
their names are variable 5 chey haucharlots and honeft women : the arlors never 
marrie, orelfeare widowe:. They vie diuoreement, and the Kin commonly pu- 
nifhech all offenders him felfe : when amaid is maried, fhe cutreth her haire, and 
kecpes her head couered till it be growne againe. Their arts, games, muficke, are 

efrom the Virgintans, onely for their 
Chronicles they make holes in che ground, as che others fet vp great flones. Our 
of the Relations of Mafter Edward inflow. 

Now I know the common queftion is , For all thofe miferies, where is the 
wealch they haue gor, or the Gold or Siluer Mines 2 To fuch greedy vnworthy 
minds I fay once againe : The Sea is berter then the richeft Mine knowne, and 
of all the fthing fhips chat went well prouided, there is no complaint of loile nor 
mifery, but rather an admiration of wealth, profir, and health. As forthe land 
Were ic neuer fo good, in two yeeres fo few of fuch {mall experience liuing with- 
out fupplies fo well, and in health, ic was an extraordinary blefling from God, 
But chat with fuch fmall meanes they fhould fubfift, and doe fo much, ro any vn- 
derftanding jadgement is wonder. Notwithftanding, the vaine expeétation 
of prefenc gaine in fome, smbition in others, chat to be great would haueall elfe

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HISTORICAL INTRODUCTION 
BY A.L. ROWSE 


There are few books of the Jacobean age that have left such an impact on 
history and that yet remain so problematical, perhaps more teasing to 
the scholar than to the general reader. Captain John Smith’s history of 
Virginia, with its stories of Pocahontas, has deeply influenced the 
American conception of the country’s earliest days and made an indelible 
impression upon American folklore and popular belief, not to mention 
history. One of Captain Smith’s best and most recent biographers tells 
us that ‘the story of Pocahontas was by all odds the most familiar, the 
best loved and the most believed incident of colonial history. It satisfied 
the longing for a legend, a belief about their origins which a people need 
for survival as much as they need bread and meat’. At the same time he 
says, ‘no figure in American history has raised such a ruckus among 
scholars as Captain John Smith’.' 

Why should this be? What is the truth about him and his book? Cer- 
tainly the man stands or falls by his book - to a degree greater than usual 
even in his own age, for he himself is the chief, often the only, witness to 
his actions. And the paradox 1s that this professed soldier was more of a 
writer than man of action, though he was both. Everything about him 
is somewhat paradoxical; at the heart of the man there seems to be a 
psychological problem. 

The most eminent member of the old school, Henry Adams, couldn’t 
bear him; and admirable Alexander Brown - whose exhaustive and 
penetrating researches into the colonial origins have hardly yet received 
their due - summed up heavily against Smith in The Genesis of the United 
States. In our day, with our tendency to see truth less simply in terms of

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black and white, opinion has been coming round in Smith’s favour. Not 
only with his biographers, naturally enough, but with the judicious 
historian. Professor W. F. Craven sums up: ‘Let it be conceded that the 
Captain at times exercised the prerogative of a veteran in recounting his 
conquests of war and love. The important thing is the evidence sub- 
stantiating, in the main, both his Historie and his claim to have rendered 
significant services to the colony. While scholars have quarrelled, the 
instinct of the public has been sound in continuing to recognise him as 
the first Englishman to leave the imprint of his personality and character 
on a distinctively American scene.’? 

I think that this is true; nevertheless there remains a problem. Let us 
look at his life and his personality for the explanation, and then at his book. 


I 
John Smith was baptised in the parish church of Willoughby near the 
little township of Alford in Lincolnshire on 9 January 1580. His father, 
George Smith, was a copyhold tenant of the celebrated soldier Lord 
Willoughby of Eresby; this means that he was a simple farmer, not even 
a freeholder, though he owned a couple of small tenements in Westgate 
in the delightful old town of Louth, with its splendid church and spire 
presiding over all. This was a respectable status, if a poor one. When he 
came to die in 1596 - the year of the resounding triumph of the capture 
of Cadiz - he had nothing much to leave to his son. Captain John Smith 
was always poor - the total amount of his venture in the Virginia Com- 
pany, about which he made such a song and dance, was only £9 - and 
so he had to pull himself up by his own boot-straps, always to put himself 
forward, write himself up. This he did to great effect; no one can say 
that he did not impose upon posterity. An acutely personal writer, he 1s

a much better known figure than many who were far more important 
in his day and accomplished more; he provides us with an outstanding 
example that the pen can be mighter than the sword. For whatever he 
did or whatever adventures he experienced, he wrote it all up, or perhaps 
rather more than all. For a man of action, there have always been 
advantages in being a writer. 

Smith’s education at Alford, in the little room above the church porch, 
and at the grammar school at Louth (where three centuries later Tennyson 
got his schooling) served him in good stead. He picked up some Latin, 
and wrote English in a clear, straightforward, vivid style with the poetic 
rhythms natural to Elizabethan speech. Here is his description of a dance 
of Indian girls not many years later in Virginia. 


Then presently they were presented with this antick: thirty young women 
came naked out of the woods, only covered behind and before with a few 
green leaves, their bodies all painted, some of one colour, some of another, but 
all differing. Their leader had a fair pair of buck’s horns on her head and an 
otter’s skin at her girdle, and another at her arm, a quiver of arrows at her back, 
a bow and arrows in her hand. The next had in her hand a sword, another a 
club, another a pot-stick, all horned alike; the rest every one with their several 
devices... 


After the dance, 


Having re-accommodated themselves, they solemnly invited him to their 
lodgings, where he was no sooner within the house but all these nymphs more 
tormented him than ever with crowding, pressing and hanging about him, 
most tediously crying, ‘Love you not me? Love you not me?’ 


Whatever we are to think of this charming scene, Captain Smith emerged 
suspiciously chaste. He never married, he never seems to have had an 
affair with a woman, the tone of his writings is unblemished - exception- 
ally so for an Elizabethan. His recent biographer observes that his 
relations with women in his adventures follow a regular pattern. The 
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gallant Captain in mortal danger is befriended and rescued by some lady 
of noble, if exotic, birth - Turkish or Indian or what not - out of a pure 
platonic affection, and nothing ever happens between them. The Captain 
is always chivalrous, the ladies always far above him: he does not even 
reach out a hand. Mr Bradford Smith relates this, in the modern manner, 
to the father’s death when the youth was sixteen and the mother’s 
immediate re-marriage. However that may be - he shortly went off on 
his travels and never saw her again - there may be a simpler reason for 
the Captain’s celibacy: he was too poor to marry and he clearly cherished 
his freedom. 

Farming was not for him and he rapidly de-camped from his appren- 
ticeship to a merchant of King’s Lynn. His opportunity came through 
the Willoughby family, when in 1599 he was picked to accompany a 
young son on his tour of France, and this gave Smith his taste for travel. 
The tour over, he was back in Lincolnshire, where he describes himself, 
years later, lying in a little woody pasture reading Machiavelli and 
Marcus Aurelius. One of the reasons for his survival is that he was always 
able to hold a mirror up to himself and sce himself doing things. He had 
the spirit of an inveterate romancer. 

That same year, 1600, young Smith got another chance to go abroad 
through Theodore Palaeologus, riding master to the Earl of Lincoln - 
evidently the descendant of the last Byzantine emperor at Constantinople, 
who ultimately fetched up in Cornwall and is buried in the church at 
Landulph by the tides of the Tamar. There followed the travels all over 
Europe, 1600-1604, that Smith wrote up in his last book, the True Travels, 
of 1630, though a shorter version appeared in Purchas’s Pilgrims a few 
years before. 

It is this book that rather strains credibility. No doubt there is a sub- 
stratum of fact running all through, but Smith embroiders upon and 
fantasticates his adventures in the manner of the time. Other Elizabethans 


had no less fantastic adventures in various parts of the world and im- 
proved upon them no less, as we know from some of the narratives in 
Hakluyt. Smith tells us that he served as a soldier in Brittany and the 
south of France, then shipped for the eastern Mediterranean, was back in 
Italy before going to fight in the wars in Hungary and Transylvania. In 
our time some check has been made of Smith’s account of these - though 
it would have been possible for him to consult printed accounts of 
Hungary and Turkey, and memory anyway is always fallible. In Turkey, 
he tells us, he was enslaved and escaped through the kind offices of the 
lady Tragabigzanda - whose name he subsequently attempted to confer 
upon Cape Ann. After a dash across the Black Sea to the Crimea, which 
gave him an opening to describe the habits of the Tartars, he was back in 
Hungary, crossed Germany, France and Spain, took a look at Morocco 
and shipped back to England. 

Thus he was able to provide a readable account of travels and adven- 
tures across most of Europe, years after. It is a bit too much. We may 
perhaps make a distinction between this book and his Virginia Historie 
somewhat along the lines of the distinction to be made in another famous 
case in literature, that of Edward John Trelawny’s Adventures of a Younger 
Son, which is a vie romancée on a substratum of fact, where his Recollections 
of Shelley and Byron is a more reliable autobiographical record. So with 
Smith’s European and his Virginian book, the latter of which is more in 
the nature of a compilation. 

Smith was back in England in 1604, with his Transylvanian coat-of- 
arms of three Turks’ heads he had cut off, which enabled him to write 
himself gentleman. His experiences, if not his coat, qualified him for his 
next adventure - the national adventure, it is not too much to call it, of 
the planting of Virginia - and even gained him the nomination to a seat 
on the council there. He had succeeded in pulling himself up by his own 
efforts thus far. 
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II 

Upon the peace with Spain in 1604 North America lay open to plantation 
with English stock: this was what the Elizabethans had fought the 
Spaniards for twenty years to achieve. Captain John Smith was free, 
available and ready to take the new chance opening before him. He was 
one of the company of just over a hundred who set sail in December 1606, 
in the Susan Constant, the Godspeed and the Discovery, under the com- 
mand of Christopher Newport, the admirable sailor for whom Newport 
News is named. On the voyage Smith managed to put himself wrong 
with Newport or some of the seniors - remember that he was only 
twenty-six - and arrived a prisoner in Chesapeake Bay, April 1607. He 
tells us that until 13 May ‘they sought a place to plant in’; thereupon 
Wingfield, with whom Smith was at daggers drawn, was made President, 
and only a month later was Smith given his place on the council. 

There followed the services, the expeditions and adventures, the dis- 
putes and quarrels, as to which, for the next two years until Smith was 
sent home in 1609, he himself is our chief witness. The clue to the situa- 
tion is the familiar one with all such enterprises - it was true of the first 
Roanoke colony of 1585-1586, as of the colony contemporaneous with 
Jamestown at Sagadahoc in Maine - the feuding and faction-fighting 
amongst men thrown together in such circumstances, the strain upon 
the nerves. Smith made enemies, but he also had his followers; there were 
certainly two factions in the colony and there may have been more. 

We need not doubt that Smith was as active and pushing as he says he 
was in his exploration of the country, his expeditions to extort or wheedle 
food from the Indians’ scanty stock; nor the stories of his adventures, his 
imprisonment at the hand of Powhatan and Pocahontas’ saving his life 
at the last moment. We know that Pocahontas was a historical figure 
who married John Rolfe and later came to England, where she was 
treated with courtesy and died just as she was about to return to Virginia. 


Anyway, Smith’s account of his experiences has a veracious vividness 
that is convincing. 

In September 1607 Wingfield was deposed, by Smith and others, and 
Ratcliffe took his place, who ‘committed the managing of all things 
abroad to Captain Smith: who by his own example, good words and 
fair promises, set some to mow, others to bind thatch, some to build 
houses, others to thatch them, himself always bearing the greatest task 
for his own share, so that in short time he provided most of them lodg- 
ings, neglecting any for himself’. Here is the note that gives us most 
trouble with Smith as a writer, as no doubt it did for himself as a man - 
the persistent self-justification, the insistent denigration of others. No 
doubt he needed to speak up for himself, but he certainly did protest too 
much. No doubt his criticisms were justified, though they also had the 
advantage of hindsight - the delay on the voyage over, the ships con- 
suming their provisions, making it late to plant corn, the mania for 
searching for gold instead of cultivating the soil, the idleness and slackers 
on every hand, the sloth and ca’canny of many. On the other hand, it 1s 
rarely that he pays a tribute to any others. 

In September 1608 Smith took Ratcliffe’s place as President, and, we 
are told: 


Now the building of Ratcliffe’s palace stayed, as a thing needless; the church 
was repaired, the store-house recovered, buildings prepared for the supplies 
we expected, the fort reduced to a five-square form, the order of the watch 
renewed, the squadrons (each setting of the watch) trained, the whole company 
every Saturday exercised in the plain by the west bulwark . . . we called 
Smithfield. 


It may be that Smith’s best service was his exploration of the coasts and 
inlets of Chesapeake Bay up to the head of it - he tells us that he sailed 
some three thousand miles! - and on the basis of this he constructed his 
map of Virginia. In September 1609 the third supply arrived, though the 
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flagship with the leaders had been driven in on Bermuda; Smith was 
once more demoted and sent to England ‘to answer some misdemeanours’, 
though he does not tell us that. He was not employed again in Virginia; 
he employed himself at home in writing and compiling A Map of 
Virginia, with a Description of its Commodities, People, Government and 
Religion, published at Oxford in 1612, which is a kind of preliminary 
sketch for the later, more famous Historie. 

In 1614 Smith went out on a voyage to the northern coast, backed by 
good Sir Ferdinando Gorges of Plymouth. Once more the best return 
that Smith brought back was the knowledge that went into his subsequent 
map of the New England coast. In 1615 he made two more attempts to 
get across the Atlantic, the first of which was overthrown by a storm; 
on the second he was captured by a French privateer. He spent some of 
his time on board writing what became his Description of New England, 
published in 1616. After that he voyaged no more; as a man of action 
he himself allows that he was unfortunate; it is as a writer, promoter, 
propagandist that he had singular good fortune in the end and made his 
niche in history. It was the name that he gave to the northern parts of 
Virginia, New England, which stuck. He had a great admiration for Sir 
Francis Drake, and was following his example, who had named the coast 
of California New Albion. Here Smith, who had little good fortune in 
life, was posthumously luckier than the lucky Drake. 

During the last phase of the Virginia Company, 1620-1624, when 
Shakespeare’s Earl of Southampton was Treasurer, Captain Smith made 
an appearance on 12 April 1621 to propose a motion, nursing his old 
grievances about the administration of Virginia, which was not taken 
up. But his proposal ‘to have a fair and perspicuous history compiled of 
that country from her first discovery to this day’ was greeted with 
general applause and Smith ‘exceedingly commended’.’ 


' The records of the Virginia Company of London, ed. S. M. Kingsbury, I, 451. 
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It is to this that we owe the Generall Historie of Virginia, New-England, 
and the Summer Isles. Observe that it is, for the most part - except for the 
account of Smith’s own experiences in Virginia and on the New England 
coast - a compilation; and yet he has succeeded in putting the stamp of 
his personality upon it all. Impossible to go into detail here as to how: 
partly by intercalating his own observations, complaints, grievances - 
that made him so unpopular with his colleagues, yet rallied the support 
of a few devoted followers. In condensing the materials he used, the 
accounts of the earlier voyages to Virginia, for example, he sometimes 
makes a mistake - as when he tells us that Sir Richard Grenville left a 
contingent of fifty men on Roanoke in 1586, when the account in 
Hakluyt twice states that it was fifteen, who were never heard of again. 
These things can happen with the best writers; in general, Smith’s 
abstracts of Hariot and others are reliable, and are competently pulled 
together with the aid of verses, comments and pieces “Captain Smith 
writ with his own hand’ to make a vivid and readable narrative. The book 
has lasted to this day, when so much else from that age has perished; the 
author’s acutely personal angle made it alive and has kept it alive. 

The Huntington Library copy of the first edition, which may have 
been King Charles I’s own, has a characteristic letter inserted from Smith 
to the Cordwainers’ Company of London, who had evidently helped 
him and his book. Cordwainers means shoemakers; hence the following: 


Of this I am sure, for want of shoes among the oyster banks, we tore our hats 
and clothes, and, those being worn, we tied barks of trees about our feet to 
keep them from being cut by the shells amongst which we must go or starve. 
Yet how many thousand of shoes hath been transported to these plantations, 
how many soldiers, mariners and sailors have been and are likely to be increased 
thereby, what vent your commodities have had and still have, and how many 
ships and men of all faculties have been and are yearly employed I leave to your 
own judgments. And yet by reason of ill managing the returns have neither 
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answered the general expectation nor my desire; the causes thereof you may 
read at large in this book for your better satisfaction . . . | myself have been so 
overtired with attendances that this work of mine doth seem to be super- 
annuated before its birth. 
There you have the man - the promoter, above all things, knowing how 
to address his appeal to the particular audience, the persistence, urging 
his own case, putting himself forward, the querulousness, the sense of 
grievance. The portrait inset into his map of New England does not help 
us much. There we see him beaming out at us as if he hadn’t a care or a 
grievance in the world, broad-faced, broad-browed, broad-bearded, 
solid, smiling, euphoric. Yet, perhaps, there is a tinge of irascibility in the 
eyes. The epigraph assures us, without humour or any sense of double 
meaning: 


So thou art brass without but gold within. 


This but fortifies my suspicion that of all those commendatory verses, 
signed by friends and followers, some may well have been written, or at 
least edited, by Smith himself. They have a suspiciously similar tone and 
idiom. 

Perhaps, with a more subtle modern psychology, we do not have to 
choose crudely for or against Smith, as the Victorians did, either all one 
or all the other. Men can be both honest and self-seeking, ambitious and 
public-spirited, far-sighted and injudicious, pursue their own advantage 
and the common good; they may be both intolerable and have good 
qualities. The clue to Captain John Smith may be to be found in a 


marginal comment in his book: 
A note for men that have great spirits and small means. 


That, at any rate, was what he thought of himself. He was only fifty-one 
when he died, in 1631. He was a great promoter, and had helped, chiefly 
by his books, to launch Virginia - and that was what Virginia needed.

The above title of the first edition is transcribed from the engraved title- 
page, which bears at the top the portraits of Queen Elizabeth, King 
James I, and Prince Charles, against a background map of Virginia and 
New England. There are seven preliminary leaves (including the title- 
page) and the text is on pages numbered 1-96 and 105-248. There are no 
Pp. 97-104 (signature OQ); the gap occurs because the manuscript was 
divided between the two printers I. D. and I. H., whose initials appear on 
the title-page (I. D. = John Dawson and I. H. = John Haviland). One 
undertook to print books 1-3 and estimated that he would require 14 
sheets (sigs. A-O), but in fact only used 13 (sigs. A-N); the other started 
with book 4 at signature P and completed the volume. The last leaf of 
signature N contains a reprint of laudatory verses addressed to Smith 
from his Description of New England, with a few lines of introduction by 
him beginning: ‘Now seeing there is thus much paper to spare.’ 

The following four folded maps should be found at pages 21, 41, 169, 
and 203 respectively: Ould Virginia, Virginia, The Summer Isles and 
New England. The first and third were engraved especially for this 
work; the other two had been engraved originally for A Map of Virginia, 
1612 and A Description of New England, 1616. The maps in copies of the 
first and succeeding editions are found in many varying states. In some 
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copies engraved portraits of the Duchess of Richmond and Lenox, to 
whom the Historie is dedicated, and of Pocahontas, the Indian wife of 
John Rolfe, are also found, but these have been inserted as extra-illustra- 
tions when the copies were bound and are not an integral part of the 
book. 

The Generall Historie is partly a compilation of the author’s four earlier 
works: the True Relation (1608), the Map of Virginia (1612), the Descrip- 
tion of New England (1616) and New Englands Trials (1620-1622), and 
also, as Smith says, ‘an infinite number of variable relations’. The edition 
must have been large because the same printed sheets were used in all the 
issues of the book published between 1624 and 1632. The issue of 1625 is 
the only one with an additional type-printed title; the succeeding issues 
have the date in the title changed to 1626, and the imprint date amended 
to 1626, 1627, 1631 and 1632 respectively. 
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
